Georgia  State  Teachers  College 

Historical 


The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Georgia  donated  to  the 
State  the  building  known  as  Rock  College  and  from  six  to 
ten  acres  of  land  contiguous  thereto,  together  with  the  late 
George  R.  Gilmer  fund.  Under  the  condition  of  Governor 
Gilmer's  will,  this  sum  must  be  used  to  train  teachers  in  the 
elementary  branches  of  an  English  education  only.  The  con- 
dition attached  to  these  gifts  of  the  Trustees  of  the  University 
was  that  the  State  should  establish  at  Rock  College  a  Normal 
School  for  the  education  and  training  of  teachers  for  the  rural 
schools. 

An  Act  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  Georgia  in  1891: 

"To  establish,  organize  and  maintain  a  State  Normal  School 
as  a  branch  to  the  University,  to  appropriate  money  for  the 
same,  and  for  other  purposes."  This  Act  received  the  approval 
of  the  Governor,  October  21,  1891.  By  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  the  State  received  from  the  Trustees  of  the  University 
as  a  donation  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  Normal  School, 
the  building  known  as  Rock  College  and  a  tract  of  land  of  not 
less  than  six  nor  more  than  ten  acres  upon  which  the  college 
building  stood,  lying  just  outside  the  limits  of  the  City  of 
Athens,  Ga.  The  Act  also  provided  for  a  Normal  School  Com- 
mission, consisting  of  the  State  School  Commissioner,  who 
should  be  the  Chairman,  the  Chancellor  of  the  University,  and 
"three  citizens  of  Georgia,  experienced  in  teaching,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Governor." 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  water  used  by  thet  School 
came  from  a  well,  and  the  water  was  declared  to  be  pure  and 
wholesome  and  was  so  cold  that  no  ice  was  needel. 

The  lower  floor  of  Rock  College  was  divided  into  lecture 
rooms,  restaurant,  hall  and  assembly  rooms.  The  second  and 
third  floors  were  used  as  a  dormitory-  These  rooms  were 
furnished  by  the  appropriation  of  $500.00  from  the  City  Coun- 
cil of  Athens  in  1892,  with  wire  cots,  tables,  chairs,  buckets 
and  other  necessary  articles  of  furniture. 

The  Act  creating  the  State  Normal  School  was  passed  in 
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1891,  and  short  sessions  of  the  school  were  held  during  the 
summer  months  of  1892,  1893  and  1894.  The  Commission  had 
at  its  command  only  the  interest  of  the  Gilmer  fund  which 
was  transferred  for  safe  keeping  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Uni- 
versity by  the  Trustees  of  the  estate  of  the  late  George  R. 
Gilmer.  The  interest  on  this  fund  amounted  to  $1,050.00  a 
year,  from  which  a  commission  of  $50.00  a  year  was  de- 
ducted for  the  expense  of  administration.  In  1892  there  were 
added  to  this,  the  Peabody  Institute  fund  of  $800.00,  and  the 
County  Institute  fund  of  five  counties,  which  met  at  Rock 
College  for  one  week,  and  amounted  to  $125.00.  Therefore, 
the  School  was  carried  on  in  1893  with  the  sum  of  $1,923.00. 

The  session  of  1892  began  July  11th,  and  lasted  seven  weeks. 
Exclusive  of  the  attendance  during  the  County  Institute  week, 
the  roll  of  students  numbered  112,  representing  thirty-two 
counties. 

So  far  as  the  resources  of  the  college  for  the  year  1893 
are  concerned,  they  are  best  explained  by  an  extract  from  the 
minutes  of  the  Commission  at  their  meeting  in  Atlanta,  April 
1,  1893 : 

''The  Chairman  made  a  statement  of  the  efforts  that  had 
been  made  to  induce  the  Legislature  to  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  permanent  establishment  of  a  State  Normal 
School,  and  stated  that  the  Legislature  had  failed  to  make 
an  appropriation  for  the  purpose  named.  Dr.  William  E. 
Boggs  then  stated  that  the  net  interest  on  the  Gilmer  fund, 
amounting  to  $1,000.00,  would  be  available  on  the  first  day 
of  July.  He  said  also  that  the  people  of  Athens  were  de- 
sirous of  having  the  Normal  School  operated  during  the  com- 
ing summer,  1893,  and  that  the  grand  jury  of  Clarke  coun- 
ty had,  at  his  request,  made  an  appropriation  of  $400  for  the 
purpose.  The  citizens  of  Athens  had  also  made  up  a  private 
subscription  of  $537  to  be  added  to  the  fund.  These  resources, 
added  together,  made  a  total  of  $1,937  for  the  summer  ses- 
sion of  1893." 

The  private  subscriptions  from  the  citizens  of  Athens  were 
secured  by  Dr.  Edwin  D.  Newton  and  Mr.  T.  W.  Reed.     This 
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must  have  been  a  tedious  undertaking,  for  many  of  the  sub- 
scriptions only  amounted  to  fifty  cents. 

The  session  of  1893  began  July  5th,  and  lasted  six  weeks. 
There  were  enrolled  116  students  from  thirty-five  counties. 
These  pupils  were  not  all  present  at  the  same  time.  Some  came 
for  a  week,  others  for  two  weeks,  others  for  a  month,  while 
many  remained  during  the  entire  session. 

The  nature  of  the  work  done  during  the  sessions  of  1892 
and  1893,  the  enthusiasm  of  the  students,  the  apparent  de- 
mand of  an  enlarged  and  well-equipped  Normal  School,  in- 
duced the  Normal  School  Commission  to  appeal  to  the  Legis- 
lature of  1893  for  an  appropriation  to  remodel,  equip,  and 
operate  the  State  Normal  School.  The  Legislature,  however, 
took  no  action  in  the  matter  and  the  Normal  School  Commis- 
sion was  again  left  with  limited  means  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  creating  the  School. 

A  meeting  of  the  State  Normal  School  Commission  was  held 
in  Atlanta  to  take  into  consideration  the  work  of  the  School 
for  the  summer  of  1894. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Commission  stated  that  the  Legislature 
had  made  no  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  School  dur- 
ing the  year  of  1894,  and  that  the  only  money  available  was 
the  interest  on  the  George  R.  Gilmer  fund. 

After  some  discussion,  the  Commission  decided  to  open  the 
college  for  a  month  during  the  summer  of  1894,  and  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  was  passed : 

''Resolved,  That  the  State  Normal  School  at  Rock  College 
be  opened  for  one  month  during  the  summer  of  1894,  be- 
ginning from  the  17th  day  of  July,  and  that  the  interest  on 
the  Gilmer  fund,  accruing  July  1st,  be  used  for  defraying  the 
expenses  of  the  session." 

Another  resolution  was  also  passed  and  was  as  follows: 

"Resolved,  That  the  Normal  School  Commission,  recogniz- 
ing the  generosity  of  the  grand  jury  of  Clarke  county,  the  City 
Council  and  citizens  of  Athens  in  the  aid  they  have  hitherto 
given  the  Normal  School,  and  fully  grateful  for  their  past 
favors,  yet  in  view  of  the  urgent  necessities  of  the  School, 
respectfully  suggest  to  the  grand  jury  that  an  appropriation 
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for  the  year  1894  would  greatly  aid  in  continuing  the  pros- 
perity and  insuring  the  success  of  the  Normal  School." 

"Resolved,  That  Dr.  William  E.  Boggs,  Professor  David 
Barrow,  Jr.,  be  requested  to  present  this  resolution  to  the  next 
session  of  the  grand  jury." 

The  grand  jury  received  the  resolutions,  and  in  their  pre- 
sentments made  an  appropriation  of  $750.00  to  the  State 
Normal  School,  provided  a  session  of  eight  weeks  was  held. 
This  provision  was  cheerfully  agreed  to  by  the  Commission, 
and  the  day  of  opening  of  the  Normal  School  for  1894  was 
changed  from  July  17th  to  July  5th. 

The  State  Normal  School  enrolled  175  students  during  the 
summer  of  1894.  Fifty-one  counties  were  represented  in  this 
student  body. 

The  success  of  the  summer  session  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Lawton  B.  Evans  made  a  permanent  Normal  School  a 
necessity  and  the  Legislature  of  1894  gave  financial  assistance 
to  the  School  and  fixed  the  annual  appropriation  at  ten  thous- 
and dollars. 

It  was  peculiarly  fitting  that  Captain  S.  D.  Bradwell  was 
chosen  as  the  first  president  of  the  State  Normal  School,  after 
it  was  permanently  established.  Probably  no  man  had  done 
more  for  the  teachers  of  the  State,  a.nd  no  one  understood 
their  needs  better,  or  sympathized  with  them  more.  He  was 
possessed  with  a  remarkable  memory  for  names  and  faces, 
and  while  State  School  Commissioner,  he  probably  knew  more 
men  in  Georgia  than  any  other  man.  This  fact  was  an  in- 
valuable aid  to  Captain  Bradwell  in  getting  the  School  es- 
tablished. 

The  school  was  opened  April  17,  1895.  The  17th  of  April 
was  observed  as  Founder's  Day  for  many  years  in  the  school 
and  appropriate  exercises  were  conducted.  Miss  Mamie 
Mathews,  of  Oglethorpe  county,  was  the  first  student  to  regis- 
ter in  the  school.  The  attendance  during  the  spring  was 
very  small,  but  the  summer  months  brought  a  much  larger 
enrollment. 

Captain  S.  D.  Bradwell  tendered  his  resignation  as  President 
of  the  School  at  a  meeting  of  the  Commission  held  March  7,

1901.  Mr.  E.  C.  Branson  was  elected  to  succeed  Captain  Brad- 
well.  Captain  Bradwell  had  been  President  since  the  per- 
manent organization  of  this  institution  in  1895.  During  the 
short  period  of  six  years,  under  his  administration  the  School 
was  organized  and  had  grown  to  such  an  extent  that  the  an- 
nual enrollment  was  well  above  six  hundred. 

In  191^  President  E.  C.  Branson  resigned  to  accept  the  head 
of  the  department  of  Rural  Economics  and  Sociology,  and  Mr. 
Jere  M.  Pound  was  elected  President. 

1.  Gilmer  Hall. 

This  building  was  erected  in  1860  by  the  University  of 
Georgia  and  was  donated  to  the  State  Normal  School  in  1891. 
At  first  the  Normal  School  was  completely  housed  in  this  one 
building,  but  it  is  now  used  exclusively  as  a  dormitory.  It 
was  named  for  Governor  Gilmer,  as  the  income  from  a  fund 
left  by  his  will  was  used  to  help  found  the  State  Normal 
School. 

2.  Bradwell  Hall. 

In  1896  this  building  was  completed  as  a  two-story  structure 
and  the  third  floor  was  added  in  the  following  year,  and  was 
made  possible  through  subscriptions  by  the  teachers  in  the 
school.  At  first,  part  of  the  lower  floor  was  used  as  a  dining 
hall  and  the  other  part  of  the  building  was  used  as  a  dormi- 
tory for  young  men.  It  is  used  entirely  now  as  a  girls'  dormi- 
tory.   It  was  named  for  the  first  president  of  the  school. 

3.  Old  Auditorium. 

In  1898  from  appropriations  of  that  year,  the  commission 
authorized  the  erection  of  this  building.  It  is  two  stories  high, 
with  an  auditorium  on  the  first  floor  and  class-rooms  above. 

4.  Winnie  Davis  Memorial  Hall. 

The  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy  planned  this  building 
to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  Winnie  Davis,  daughter  of  Jef- 
ferson Davis,  and  it  was  through  their  effort  that  this  hall 
was  built.  It  was  completed  in  1902  and  is  used  as  a  dormi- 
tory.   Various  Chapters  of  the  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy

maintain  rooms  in  the  building  and  make  appointments  of  the 
students  to  occupy  the  rooms.  Rooms  are  secured  in  the  build- 
ing by  applying  to  Chapters  who  have  furnished  the  different 
rooms. 

5.  Muscogee  Elementary  Training  School. 

George  Foster  Peabody  gave  the  money  to  build  and  equip 
this  building  and  it  was  completed  in  1902.  A  well  organized 
school  of  seven  grades  is  carried  on  in  this  building  to  give 
the  Senior  class  practice  in  teaching  before  they  are  allowed 
to  graduate.  The  building  was  so  named  because  Muscogee 
is  Mr.  Peabody's  native  county. 

6.  Smith  Building. 

This  building  was  completed  in  1906.  It  was  made  possible 
through  gifts  by  James  M.  Smith,  George  Foster  Peabody,  the 
State,  Faculty,  and  a  number  of  small  contributors.  It  con- 
tains classrooms  and  the  administrative  offices,  and  was  named 
for  the  late  James  M.  Smith. 

7.  Dining  Hall. 

The  dining  hall  was  also  completed  in  1906.  The  first  floor 
of  this  building  is  used  as  a  dining  hall  while  the  second  floor 
is  known  as  Senior  Hall  and  is  used  as  a  dormitory. 

8.  Carnegie  Library. 

This  building  was  given  by  Andrew  Carnegie  to  the  State 
Normal  School  and  is  of  course  used  as  a  library.  It  contains 
about  ten  thousand  volumes,  and  was  erected  in  1910. 

9.  The  Rural  School. 

This  is  a  modern  one-room  rural  school  building  on  the 
campus  to  give  the  Seniors  practice  in  teaching  in  a  country 
school.  The  building  is  well  lighted  and  heated  and  complete 
in  every  detail.  The  children  come  from  the  country  thus 
making  it  a  rural  school  from  every  point  of  view.  It  was 
built  in  1911. 
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10.  Dairy  Barn. 

The  structure  is  of  concrete,  modern  and  sanitary  in  every 
way,  with  a  large  silo  made  at  one  end.  It  was  built  in  1914 
and  is  large  enough  to  accommodate  seventy  cows.  The  school 
farm  is  located  on  the  Oconee  river,  three  miles  from  town. 
This  farm  was  purchased,  equipped,  and  is  operated  without  a 
cent  from  the  State. 

11.  Infirmary. 

The  infirmary  was  built  in  1916  as  a  result  of  the  efforts 
of  the  Elijah  Clarke  Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution,  although  the  funds  were  furnished  by  this  Chapter 
in  cooperation  with  the  General  Assembly. 

12.  Practice  Home. 

This  building  was  used  as  an  infirmary  until  the  new  one 
was  built  in  1916.  It  was  converted  into  the  practice  home 
where  the  students  get  practice  in  home  making,  thus  putting 
into  practice  things  studied  in  the  class-room. 

13.  Miller  Hall. 

With  an  appropriation  from  the  State  this  dormitory  was 
completed  in  1917.  This  is  a  two-story  structure  and  is  modern 
in  every  respect.  It  is  named  in  honor  of  Mr.  B.  S.  Miller, 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

14.  Pound  Auditorium. 

This  building  was  also  finished  in  1917,  as  an  appropriation 

amounting  to  $100,000  from  the  State  was  sufficient  to  build 
Miller  Hall  and  the  Pound  Auditorum.  It  has  an  auditorium 
that  will  seat  2,500  people,  as  well  as  a  number  of  class-rooms 
and  offices.  This  auditorium  is  named  for  the  President  of 
the  School. 
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General  Regulations 


Admission  Requirements. 

1.  Age — Any  person  who  is  fifteen  (15)  years  of  age  may 
enter  the  Georgia  State  Teachers  College  at  the  beginning  of 
the  Fall  Term  or  at  any  suitable  time  during  the  school  year, 
provided  he  has  met  other  entrance  requirements. 

2.  Good  Moral  Character — Every  student  will  be  required 
to  hand  to  the  President  a  letter  of  recommendation  from 
some  responsible  person  in  the  home  neighborhood. 

3.  Good  Health — All  applicants  should  be  in  good  health. 
Teeth  and  eyes  should  be  looked  after  before  coming  to  school. 
All  students  are  subjected  to  a  rigid  physical  examination  on 
arrival  and  all  defects  noted  are  watched  and  the  student  is 
advised  how  they  may  best  be  removed.  Applicants  should 
be  vaccinated  before  coming  to  school. 

4.  Methods  of  Admission — Students  may  be  admitted  to  the 
College  in  two  ways:  (a)  By  proper  certifificate  from  an 
accredited  high  school  or  college;  and  (2)  by  examination. 

5.  Credentials — Transcripts  of  work  done  must  be  signed  by 
the  proper  authorities  and  sent  to  the  Registrar  of  the  college 
before  the  opening  of  school. 

6.  Forfeiture — ^All  students  not  present  when  classes  begin 
forfeit  their  admission. 

APPLICATION  FOR  ADMISSION. 

Application  for  admission  to  the  College  must  be  made  in 
writing  on  a  special  form  of  application,  a  copy  of  which  will 
be  found  enclosed  in  each  catalogue.  New  applications  must 
be  made  each  year  by  all  students.  For  several  years  it  has 
been  impossible  for  the  College  to  accept  all  applications 
received.  Applications  are  placed  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
College  and  preference  will  be  given  to  well  prepared  stu- 
dents in  the  order  in  which  the  applications  are  received. 

Registration. 
Admission  to  the  College  is  complete  when  the  student's 
name  has  been  properly  registered  in  the  following  manner: 
(1)  The  student  presents  his  acceptance  card,  (2)  fills  out  a 
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registration  card,  (3)  pays  fees  at  the  Manager's  office,  (4) 
secures  room  assignment  from  the  Dormitory  Manager,  (5) 
and  a  class  card  from  the  Committee  on  Classification. 

Room  Assignment. 

Kooms  are  not  assigned  to  new  students  until  the  opening 
of  school  in  the  fall,  except  in  Winnie  Davis  Memorial  Hall. 
These  are  secured  through  various  Chapters  of  the  Daughters 
of  the  Confederacy.  These  appointments  must  be  in  the  Col- 
lege office  by  August  15th.  Students  who  arrive  on  the  first 
day  of  the  opening  of  school  have  a  better  chance  of  securing 
a  choice  of  rooms. 

Uniforms. 

To  promote  economy,  simplicity  and  good  taste  in  dress, 
students  purchase  and  wear  a  uniform  adopted  by  the  College. 
A  leaflet  giving  regulations  and  description  should  be  secured 
from  the  President. 

Conduct. 

It  is  expected  that  students  will  make  school  work  their 
first  interest  rather  than  their  recreation,  however  innocent 
and  valuable. 

Students  are  not  permitted  to  be  absent  from  College  except 
for  necessary  causes.  Parents  are  doing  their  child  an  in- 
justice when  they  request  it. 

Absences  detract  from  both  deportment  and  grades.  Ab- 
sences just  before  or  just  after  a  holiday  have  an  unusual 
weight. 

This  institution  is  a  vocational  school  and  not  a  reformatory. 
Those  students  who  are  not  able  or  not  willing  to  deport  them- 
selves in  accordance  with  the  restrictions  which  experience 
has  found  necessary,  can  hardly  be  rated  as  promising  to  be 
desirable  members  of  the  teaching  profession,  or  worthy  of 
recommendation.  Only  students  with  a  serious  purpose  are 
desired,  and  only  such  will  be  permitted  to  remain.  Students 
in  training  are  supposed  to  be  mature  enough  to  be  responsi- 
ble and  our  dealings  are  with  them,  not  with  their  parents. 
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Grading  and  Reports. 

The  grades  of  students  are  based  upon  the  completed  work 
of  a  quarter,  and  are  designated  by  letter  as  stated  below: 

A.  Signifies  excellent  work,  95-100%.     Quality  points,  3. 

B.  Signifies  superior  work,   85-94%.     Quality  points,  2. 

C.  Signifies  good  work,  75-84%.     Quality  points,  1. 

D.  Signifies  passable  work,  70-74%.     Quality  points,  0. 

E.  Signifies  conditioned  work,  60-69%. 

F.  Signifies  failure  in  work,  or  below  60%.    Repeat. 

For  graduation  a  student  must  earn  at  least  as  many  quali- 
ty points  as  credit  hours  required. 

Examinations  to  remove  conditions  must  be  taken  within  nine 
(9)  months  from  the  time  such  conditions  have  been  made. 
Two  additional  examinations  are  the  maximum  allowed  to  any 
student,  the  second  to  be  given  only  after  additional  work  by 
the  student  in  preparation  for  the  examination. 

Absences  from  classes  just  before  or  just  after  a  holiday 
will  have  unusual  weight. 

Absences  from  recitations  for  any  cause  will  detract  from 
the  grades.  However,  deductions  made  for  absences  due  to 
providential  causes  may  be  removed  in  part  by  additional 
work. 

Official  reports  of  students'  grades  are  sent  to  parents  and 
guardians  for  the  work  of  each  quarter. 
Boarding  Departments. 

All  dormitories  are  steam-heated,  with  toilet  rooms  and 
bath  on  every  floor  abundantly  supplied  with  hot  and  cold 
water.  They  are  comfortable,  pleasant,  and  healthful  homes 
for  the  students.  All  of  our  dormitories  are  the  equal  of  the 
best  dormitories  in  all  matters  of  convenience  and  comfort. 
Students  in  each  dormitory  are  under  the  care  of  a  resident 
matron,  who  looks  after  their  needs  and  comforts.  The  din- 
ing hall  is  well  equipped. 

Board  in  the  dormitories  includes  room,  table  fare,  heat, 
lights,  and  attendants  for  the  rougher  work. 

Each  student  will  pay  for,  and  look  after  her  own  launder- 
ing, with  the  assistance  of  the  matron  in  charge. 
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Student  Equipment. 

Each  student  must  bring  a  pillow,  pillow-cases,  bed-clothes, 
(including  at  least  one  white  spread),  towels,  hair-brush  and 
comb,  and  other  personal  toilet  articles;  also  a  bath-robe,  bed- 
room slippers,  overshoes,  wrap  and  umbrella. 

Each  student  should  bring  also  one  cup  and  saucer,  one  din- 
ner plate,  one  knife,  fork  and  teaspoon,  for  personal  use  in 
the  dormitories,  when  such  things  are  necessary.  It  is  against 
the  rules  for  any  student  to  carry  out  or  borrow  dishes  and 
silver  from  the  dining-room. 

Male  students  do  not  room  in  the  dormitories.  Rooms  are 
rented  for  them  near  the  campus  and  paid  for  by  the  school. 
Such  students  pay  the  same  rate  for  board  as  outlined  in  the 
catalogue,  furnishing  bedding,  etc.,  just  as  the  girls  do. 

Parents  and  friends  visiting  students  cannot  be  accommo- 
dated in  the  dormitories,  as  there  is  no  room  for  them.  They 
can  secure  board  in  the  city.

All  students  entering  before  September  15th,  will  be  charged 
from  date  of  opening  (September  6th).  Those  entering  on 
and  after  September  l5th,  will  be  charged  from  the  date  they 
enter  school. 

Fees  for  Non-Resident  Students. 

No  tuition  is  paid  by  Georgia  students.  Students  from  out- 
side the  State  are  required  to  pay  $40.00  per  year ;  $20.00  upon 
entrance,  and  $20.00  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester. 

If  advisable  at  any  time  to  raise  or  lower  the  rates  for  board 
or  matriculation  fee,  the  right  to  do  so  is  reserved. 
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Money  deposited  on  dormitory  account  will  not  be  refunded. 

Money  deposited  on  personal  account  may  be  withdrawn  at 
any  time.  No  part  of  the  Matriculation  fee  will  be  refunded 
for  any  reason. 

Checks  for  board  or  tuition  should  not  be  made  payable  to 
the  President,  but  to  the  student. 

Students  must  supply  their  own  text-books.  Books  will 
be  furnished  at  publishers'  prices  with  cost  of  handling  added. 
A  second-hand  bookstore  is  also  operated  for  the  benefit  of  the 
students  who  wish  to  buy  or  sell  second-hand  books. 

The  school  has  a  farm  of  215  acres,  which  is  well  equipped 
to  furnish  supplies  for  the  dining-room. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

1.  Only  graduates  of  the  four  year  accredited  high  schools 
of  Georgia  and  other  states  are  admitted  without  examina- 
tions. Such  students  must  offer  not  fewer  than  fifteen  units. 
Applicants  who  are  not  graduates  of  accredited  high  schools 
must  stand  examinations  in  English,  Mathematics,  History, 
and  either  Science  or  Latin. 

2.  Of  the  fifteen  units  required  for  admission,  the  follow- 
ing are  prescribed : 

English 3       units

History 2       units 

Latin  or  Science   2      units

3.  The  remaining  5%  units  may  be  offered  in  any  subject 
accepted  for  graduation  by  an  accredited  high  school,  but 
not  more  than  two  of  these  may  be  offered  in  vocational  sub- 
jects. 

4.  Applicants  for  admission  from  other  colleges  must  send 
in  a  copy  of  their  college  records  when  they  file  their  ap- 
plications for  admission.  Credit  will  be  given  for  all  college 
courses  that  are  the  equivalents  of  those  required  for  gradu- 
ation from  the  Georgia  State  Teachers  College. 
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PROFESSIONAL  REQUIREMENTS 

After  September  1,  1927,  the  professional,  or  Education 
credit  required  for  the  provisional  and  professional  certificate 
of  college,  normal,  or  junior  college  grade  must  be  earned  in 
subjects  listed  below,  and  in  accordance  with  the  following 
scheme :

ACADEMIC  REQUIREMENTS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.    College  Certificates: 

(1)  College  certificates  require  a  bachelor's  degree,  or 
the  requirements  for  a  bachelor's  degree  from  a 
standard  college  requiring  at  least  one  hundred 
twenty  semester  hours  of  college  courses. 

(2)  It  is  recommended  that  not  more  than  thirty  per 
cent  of  the  one  hundred  twenty  semester  hours 
should  be  professional  courses. 

(3)  The  following  are  recommended  to  be  included  in 
courses  other  than  the  professional,  the  hours  as- 
signed to  each  being  a  minimum  of  semester  hours. 

General  Psychology — Three  semester  hours. 
General  Sociology — Three  semester  hours. 
English — Twelve  semester  hours. 
History  and  Civics — Twelve  semester  hours. 
Natural  Science — Twelve  semester  hours. 
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A  preferred  teaching  major  subject  should  be  speci- 
fied and  from  eighteen  to  twenty-four  semester 
hours  taken  in  this  major.  A  second  preferred 
subject,  minor,  should  be  specified  and  from  twelve 
to  twenty-four  semester  hours  taken  in  this  minor. 

2.   Normal  and  Junior  College  Certificates : 

(1)  Normal  certificate  requires  a  two-year  diploma  from 
a  standard  normal  school  or  normal  college  requiring 
for  said  diploma  at  least  sixty  semester  hours  of  col- 
lege courses  with  the  prerequisite  of  fifteen  standard 
high  school  entrance  units.  (Professional  require- 
ment specified  elsewhere). 

(2)  Junior  college  certificates  require  graduation  from  a 
standard  junior  college,  or  completion  of  two  full 
years  of  standard  college  work  in  addition  to  grad- 
uation from  a  four  year  accredited  high  school.  The 
junior  college  diploma,  or  the  college  work  must 
represent  a  minimum  of  sixty  semester  hours'  credit 
in  college  courses. 

(3)  It  is  recommended  that  of  the  sixty  semester  hours 
(for  the  normal  or  junior  college  certificate)  at  least 
forty  should  be  in  academic  courses  other  than  pro- 
fessional ones.  As  prerequisite  to  most  of  the  pro- 
fessional courses,  three  semester  hours  in  General 
Psychology  and  three  semester  hours  of  General  So- 
ciology are  recommended. 
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Curriculums 


The  following  curriculums  are  offered  in  order  to  assist 
students  in  electing  courses  containing  closely  related  sub- 
jects. When  a  course  has  been  elected,  it  is  advisable  to  con- 
tinue it,  as  a  change  to  another  course  will  involve  a  loss  of 
credits. 

These  courses  have  been  carefully  made  up  by  the  different 
departments  of  the  College  with  the  purpose  of  preparing 
teachers  for  the  grades  of  elementary  schools  and  for  the 
departments  in  high  schools.  Thorough  instruction  and  train- 
ing in  at  least  two  of  the  fundamental  school  subjects  are 
offered  in  each  course,  and  along  with  these  such  other  sub- 
jects as  will  contribute  best  to  the  teaching  of  the  two  major 
subjects. 

On  completion  of  the  first  two  years  of  any  of  these  courses 
a  student  may  receive  a  Provisional  Normal  Certificate  from 
the  State  Department  of  Education,  enabling  her  to  teach  in 
any  of  the  schools  of  Georgia.  Students  who  find  it  necessary 
to  do  this  are  urged  to  return  later  and  complete  the  four  year 
course  leading  to  the  Bachelor's  degree.

IC.  Methods  in  Elementaxy  Agriculture. 

This  is  a  course  in  general  agriculture  designed  to  meet  the 
needs  of  teachers  who  expect  to  teach  the  subject  in  the  public 
schools.  The  topics  studied  will  be  those  in  a  text  on  general 
agriculture  but  in  addition  field  trips  will  be  made  and  labora- 
tory work  will  be  required,  as  well  as  suggestions  given  for 
the  best  methods  to  be  used  in  teaching  this  subject.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  First  year  certificate  course. 
Credit:  1  hour. 

11.  Agronomy. 

This  course  consists  of  a  study  of  the  various  field  crops  that 
are  commonly  grown  in  the  South.  The  composition,  the  races 
and  varieties,  breeding  or  improvement,  fertilizers  and  the 
enemies  of  the  different  crops  will  be  considered  in  relation 
to  their  importance.  Laboratory  work  will  be  required.  Three 
hours  per  week,  first  and  second  term.  Sophomore.  Credit : 
2  hours. 

12.  Dairying. 

The  importance  of  dairying  and  its  relation  to  a  well  bal- 
anced system  of  agriculture  will  be  carefully  considered.  The 
breeds  of  dairy  cattle,  their  care,  feeding  and  management, 
the  testing  of  milk  for  butter  fat  and  conditions  necessary 
for  the  production  of  clean  milk  will  also  be  studied  in  this 
course.  Special  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  methods  of 
teaching  the  subject  in  the  rural  schools.  Three  hours  per 
week,  the  spring  term.    Sophomore.     Credit:  1  hour. 

21.  Poultry. 

The  breeds  of  poultry,  the  care  and  management,  the  proper 
feeding  and  the  insects  and  diseases  of  poultry  will  form  the 
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basis  for  this  course.  Consideration  will  be  given  to  the  lo- 
cation and  construction  of  poultry  houses.  Three  hours  per 
week,  fall  term.    Junior.    Credit:  1  hour. 

22.  Methods  and  Materials  in  Agriculture. 

The  history  of  agricultural  instruction  in  the  high  school 
as  well  as  reasons  for  its  introduction  into  the  curriculum  will 
be  discussed  in  this  course.  The  different  teaching  methods 
that  should  be  employed  will  be  carefully  studied  and  the 
working  out  of  a  well  balanced  course  of  study  will  also  be 
considered.  The  study  of  equipment  necessary  for  the  most 
efficient  teaching  will  be  a  salient  feature  in  this  work.  Three 
hours  per  week,  the  fall  term.    Junior.    Credit:  1  hour. 

23.  Landscape  Gardening. 

In  this  course  a  study  will  be  made  of  the  selection  of 
flowers,  shrubs  and  trees  suitable  for  different  types  of  homes 
and  school  buildings.  The  proper  arrangement  and  grouping 
of  the  plants  will  be  emphasized.  Rural  school  grounds  will 
be  taken  up  in  detail.  Drawings  of  school  and  home  grounds 
will  be  required.  Three  hours  per  week,  winter  and  spring 
term.    Junior.    Credit :  2  hours. 

31.  Economic  Geography. 

Suggestions  for  the  teaching  of  geography  will  be  studied 
as  well  as  the  physical  conditions  of  the  earth  and  how  these 
relate  to  the  growth,  development  and  welfare  of  the  human 
race.  Such  general  topics  as  climate  and  natural  vegetation, 
land  forms,  soils,  mineral  deposits,  water  and  natural  environ- 
ment will  constitute  a  large  part  of  this  course.  Three  hours 
per  week,  throughout  the  year.    Senior.     Credit :  3  hours.

This  course  is  intended  to  carry  on  the  general  work  in  prin- 
ciples of  teaching,  as  specifically  lapplied  to  the  first  four 
grades.  Topics  relating  to  equipment,  books,  games,  mate- 
rials, activities  and  methods  will  be  taken  up.  Observation  of 
individual  children  and  classes  will  be  carried  on  under  su- 
pervision as  a  part  of  the  course.  Prerequisite :  lEducation  1 
and  2.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour. 
Freshmen.     Miss  Young. 
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3.  Principles  of  Teaching,  in  the  Primary  Grades. 

Continuation  of  Education  3.  This  quarter  will  be  devoted 
especially  to  primary  projects  and  methods  for  spelling,  pen- 
manship, arithmetic,  nature  study  and  stories.  Observation 
will  be  carried  on  under  supervision.  Prerequisite :  Educa- 
tion 1,  2  and  3.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:

4.  Principles  of  Teaching  in  the  Elementary  Grades. 

An  intensive  study  is  made  of  the  problems  met  in  directing 
pupil  activities  in  the  intermediate  grades.  The  following 
subjects  are  taken  up :  Reading,  Literature,  Oral  and  Written 
Composition,  Spelling  and  Arithmetic.  Provision  is  made  for 
observation  and  report  of  demonstration  lessons  in  the  labora- 
tory schools.  Prerequisite :  Education  1  and  2.  Three  hours 
per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit :  1  hour.  Freshmen.  Miss 
Webb. 

5.  Principles  of  Teaching  in  the  Elementary  Grades. 

Continuation  of  Education  4.  This  quarter  will  be  devoted 
to  a  study  of  the  direction  of  pupil  activity  in  the  subjects 
of  penmanship,  elementary  science  and  the  social  sciences. 
Observation  in  the  training  school  provided.  Prerequisite : 
Education  1,  2  and  4.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.- 
Credit:  1  hour.    Freshmen.    Miss  Webb. 

11.  Practice  Teaching  and  Observation. 

Students  are  required  to  do  practice  teaching  throughout 
the  year  in  the  various  grades  of  the  Training  School  and  the 
Rural  School  under  the  supervision  and  guidance  of  the  De- 
partment of  Education  and  the  Principal  of  the  Training 
School,  with  the  sympathetic  and  constructive  criticism  of 
skilled  critic  teachers.  Before  teaching,  detailed  lesson  plans 
are  prepared  and  submitted  for  criticism.  Prerequisite :  Edu- 
cation IC,  2C,  3C,  4C.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit :  1  hour.  Second  year  certificate.  Sophomore.  Critic 
Teachers. 
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12.  Rural  Education. 

A  study  of  the  progressive  trends  in  rural  education.  This 
course  is  planned  for  those  who  are  to  teach  in  rural  and  con- 
solidated schools  and  also  for  an  intelligent  understanding  of 
rural  conditions  by  city  teachers.  One  quarter.  Credit:  1 
hour.     Sophomore.    Mr.  Ritchie. 

13.  Psychology  of  Childhood. 

A  study  of  some  of  the  major  topics  of  physical  and  mental 
growth  of  child  from  birth  to  adolescence.  Emphasis  is  placed 
on  the  application  of  modern  science  in  training  and  educating 
children.  Observation  and  case  work.  Prerequisite:  Educa- 
tion 1,  2  and  3,  11  or  4,  12.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quar- 
ter.   Credit :  1  hour.    Miss  Zeigler. 

14.  Psychology  and  Treatment  of  Exceptional  Children. 

A  study  of  the  children  who  deviate  from  the  usual  and  an 
analysis  of  types  of  adjustment.  Case  work.  Prerequisite: 
Education  1,  13.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit: 
1  hour.    Sophomore.    Miss  Zeigler. 

15.  History  of  Education  to  1800. 

A  study  of  the  educational  ideals,  practices  and  tendencies 
of  the  past,  the  great  educational  reformers  and  the  princi- 
ples derived  from  them.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit:  1  hour.  Sophomore,  and  second  year  certificate.  Miss 
Young. 

16.  History  of  Modern  Education. 

The  origin  and  development  of  modern  educational  theory 
and  practice  with  especial  reference  to  education  in  the  South. 
Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Sopho- 
more and  second  year  certificate.    Miss  Young. 

17.  School  and  Class  Management. 

This  course  undertakes  to  prepare  the  student  to  under- 
stand the  various  problems  which  will  arise  in  connection  with 
the  school,  other  than  instruction.    It  deals  with  routine,  daily 
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program,  attendance,  hygienic  conditions,  discipline,  incentives, 
coercives,  records  and  grading  and  the  teacher's  relations  to 
school  officers  and  the  community.  Three  hours  per  week, 
one  quarter.  Credit :  1  hour.  Sophomore  and  second  year  cer- 
tificate.   Mr.  Ritchie. 

21.  Educational  Psychology.    Part  1. 

A  general  survey  of  the  major  topics  in  the  field  with  special 
emphasis  on  the  process  of  learning.  Laboratory.  Prerequi- 
site: Education  1,  13,  14.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit:  1  hour.    Junior.    Miss  Zeigler. 

22.  Educational  Psychology.    Part  2. 

Deals  with  intellectual  conditions  which  aid  in  the  mastery 
of  school  subjects,  and  an  appreciation  of  the  principles  which 
underlie  successful  guidance  of  learning.  Laboratory.  Pre- 
requisite :  Education  21.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit :  1  hour.    Junior.    Miss  Zeigler. 

23.  Tests  and  Measurements. 

This  course  is  planned  to  give  a  working  knowledge  of  the 
more  important  standard  tests  for  measuring  the  ability  and 
achievement  of  elementary  and  high  school  children.  Practice 
in  administering  tests  and  interpreting  results  will  be  an  im- 
portant part  of  this  course.  Laboratory.  Fee  $1.50.  Prere- 
quisite :  Education  1,  13,  14.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quar- 
ter.    Credit:  1  hour.    Junior.    Mr.  Ritchie. 

24.  The  Junior  High  School. 

A  survey  of  the  Junior  High  School  Movement  with  em- 
phasis upon  adjustment  of  curriculum  and  method  to  adoles- 
cent need.  Prerequisite :  Education  1,  13,  14,  15,  16,  17.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit :  1  hour.  Junior,  Senior. 
Miss  Webb. 

25.  Public  School  Curriculum. 

An  intensive  study  of  the  curricula  of  the  Elementary  and 
Junior  High  Schools  as  they  are  related  to  social  conditions 
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and  needs,  including:  the  historical  development  of  the  course 
of  study,  and  basic  principles  for  the  selection,  grading  and 
organization  of  public  school  subjects.  Curricula  from  dif- 
ferent sections  of  the  United  States  are  compared.  Prere- 
quisite: Education  1,  13,  14,  15,  16,  17.  Three  hours  per 
week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Junior  or  Senior.  Miss 
Webb. 

26.  Extra-Curricula  Activities. 

This  course  will  treat  the  following  topics:  (!)  The  place 
of  extra-curricular  activities  in  the  school;  (2)  Main  forms  of 
such  activities  as  Language  Clubs,  Athletic  Associations,  Lit- 
erary Societies,  Class  Organization,  and  Chapel  participation; 
(3)  Methods  of  conducting  programs,  sources  of  material  and 
illustrations  from  prominent  schools.  Prerequisite :  Education 
1,  13,  14,  15,  16,  17.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit :  1  hour.    Junior  or  Senior.    Miss  Webb. 

27.  Rural  Life  and  Education. 

Study  will  be  made  of  rural  life  problems  and  the  school  in 
relation  to  the  social  and  economic  factors  that  dominate 
rural  life.  Attention  will  be  given  to  the  small  country  school, 
the  advantages  and  problems  of  consolidated  schools,  and  the 
teacher  and  her  relation  to  the  community  life.  Prerequisite: 
Education  1,  13,  14,  15,  16,  17.  Three  hours  per  week,  one 
quarter.      Credit :  1  hour.    Junior  or  Senior.    Mr.  Ritchie. 

28.  Rural  School  Problems. 

A  study  of  the  rural  school  and  its  problems.  The  curricu- 
lum, the  daily  program,  the  function  of  the  teacher,  attend- 
ance, lunches,  play,  study,  etc.  Prerequisite:  Education  1,  13, 
14,  15,  16,  17.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1 
hour.    Junior  or  Senior.    Mr.  Ritchie. 

29.  Rural  and  Consolidated  Administration  and  Supervision. 

This  course  plans  to  prepare  rural  supervisors  and  super- 
vising principals.  It  will  deal  with  the  rural  and  consolidated 
school,  methods  of  supervision,  criticism  and  improvement  of 
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instruction,  standards  for  judging  the  efficiency  and  sugges- 
tions for  improving  rural  schools.  Prerequisite:  Education  1, 
13,  14,  15,  16,  17.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit : 
1  hour.    Junior  or  Senior.    Mr.  Ritchie. 

30a.  Moral  Education. 

A  survey  of  the  methods  of  teaching  ideals  and  a  compara- 
tive analysis  of  approved  courses  of  study  in  citizenship  and 
character  training.  Prerequisite:  Education  1,  13,  14,  15,  16, 
17.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit :  1  hour. 
Junior  or  Senior.    Miss  Webb. 

30b.  Philosophy  of  Education — An  Introductory  Course. 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  incite  the  student  to  formulate 
a  philosophy  of  education  for  herself.  As  an  aid  to  this,  other 
systems  of  education  will  be  briefly  noted  with  a  view  to 
seeing  the  underlying  philosophy  of  each.  The  main  emphasis 
of  the  course  will  be  upon  education  as  a  social  agency  in 
contemporary  societ3\  Prerequisite :  Education  1,  13,  14,  15, 
16,  17.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour. 
Junior  or  Senior.    Miss  Young. 

30c.  Vocational  Guidance. 

A  survey  of  the  occupations  open  especially  to  women.  A 
consideration  of  their  requirements,  opportunities  and  possibil- 
ities of  advancement.  Prerequisite :  Education  1,  13.  14,  15, 
1'6,  17.  Two  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour. 
Junior  or  Senior.    Mr.  Ritchie. 

31.  City,  State  and  County  School  Administration. 

This  is  a  study  of  the  principles  underlying  an  efficient 
state  school  system,  both  city  and  county,  with  special  refer- 
ence to  the  present  and  future  needs  of  Georgia.  Prerequisite : 
Education  15,  16,  21,  22.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit :  1  hour.     Senior.     Mr.  Ritchie. 

32.  School  Supervision. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  the  preparation  of  supervisors 
and  supervising  principals.    It  considers  the  problems  of  the

superintendent  and  principal  in  relation  to  attendance,  organi- 
zation, classification,  marking  systems,  promotion  plans,  ac- 
celeration, retardation,  elimination  of  pupils,  records  and  re- 
ports. It  will  consider  the  function  of  the  supervisor,  meth- 
ods of  supervision  and  effective  devices  used  by  supervisors. 
Prerequisite :  Education  15,  16,  21,  22.  Three  hours  per  week, 
one  quarter.     Credit:  1  hour.     Senior.     Mr.  Eitchie. 

33.  Psychology  and  Adolescence. 

A  careful  study  of  the  experimental  evidence  in  the  guid- 
ance and  training  of  the  adolescent  and  the  application  to 
problems  of  adjustment.  Prerequisite:  Education  21.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  quarter.     Credit:  1  hour.     Senior.     Miss 

Zeigler. 

34.  Primary  Methods,  Advanced. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  a  thorough  survey  of  the 
primary  grades  as  influenced  by  modern  educational  theory, 
by  recent  experiments  and  by  special  studies  in  subject  mat- 
ter. The  work  will  be  carried  on  from  the  point  of  view  of 
the  supervisor.  Observation.  Prerequisite:  Education  1,  2,  3, 
11,  21.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour. 
Senior.     Miss  Young. 

35.  Primary  Supervision. 

This  course  will  consider  the  best  modern  thought  on  pri- 
mary supervision,  and  attempt  to  formulate  a  technique  by 
which  primary  supervisors  and  principals  can  make  helpful, 
constructive  contributions.  Prerequisite :  Education  34.  Three 
constructive  contributions.  Prerequisite :  Education  34.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1'  hour.  Senior.  Miss 
Young. 

36.  Secondary  Education. 

A  survey  of  the  objectives,  curricula,  and  general  technique 
of  secondary  education.  It  is  designed  to  give  an  intensive 
study  of  the  problems  in  modem  high  school  procedure.  It 
will  involve  the  psychology  of  high  school  subjects,  type  les- 
sons  and   practical  work.     Prerequisite:   Education   1,   2,   4, 
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12,  21.     Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.     Credit:  1  hour. 
Senior.    Miss  Webb. 

37.  General  Methods  of  Teaching  in  High  Schools. 

Problems  involved  in  the  presentation  of  special  subjects  in 
the  high  school,  emphasis  being  placed  upon  pupil  adjustment 
and  directed  study.  Prerequisite:  Education  36.  Three  hours 
per  week,  one  quarter.     Credit:  1  hour.     Senior.     Miss  Webb. 

38.  Practice  Teaching. 

Practice  teaching  in  major  teaching  subject  in  high  school  or 
teaching  and  supervision  in  primary  or  elementary  schools. 
Prerequisite :  Education  21,  34  or  36.  Three  hours  per  week, 
one  quarter.  Credit :  1  hour.  Senior.  Critic  Teachers.  Heads 
of  Major  Departments. 
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Training  School 


The  Training  School  is  a  laboratory  of  the  State  Teachers 
College.  It  is  a  well  organized  department  of  Primary,  Inter- 
mediate, Junior  and  Senior  High  School  pupils. 

This  laboratory  serv^es  for  teachers  the  three  distinct  pur- 
poses of  practice,  demonstration  and  experimental  teaching. 

Freshmen  are  permitted  to  do  observation  in  the  Training 
School  and  Seniors  are  required  to  do  four  months  of  actual 
teaching  before  graduation. 

This  work  is  very  carefully  supervised  by  the  critic  teach- 
ers in  charge  of  the  grades. 

Before  any  student  is  permitted  to  do  practice  teaching  in 
the  Training  School,  the  equivalent  of  academic  and  profes- 
sional work  as  given  in  the  Junior  class  of  the  State  Teachers 
College  must  be  satisfactorily  completed. 

The  course  of  study  in  all  the  grades  is  in  accordance  with 
present  progressive  educational  tendencies  and  is  made  in  co- 
operation with  the  Department  of  Education  of  the  State 
Teachers  College.  The  following  is  the  course  of  study  for  the 
Junior  and  Senior  High  School. 
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Georgia  State  Teachers'  Academy 


General  Information 

The  High  School  Department  of  The  Georgia  State  Teach- 
ers College  was  fully  organized  as  a  separate  department  in 
September,  1925.  It  is  composed  of  both  Junior  and  Senior 
Departments — Grades  7  and  8  in  the  Junior  High ;  Grades  9, 
10,  and  11  in  the  Senior  High. 

The  purpose  of  this  school  is  not  only  to  give  high  school 
education  to  worthy  students  but  also  to  provide  a  high  school 
laboratory  for  the  students  of  the  College. 

AdmlBsion 

Due  to  the  type  of  our  work  only  a  limited  number  of  stu- 
dents can  be  accepted  for  each  grade.  Applicants  for  the 
Seventh  and  Eighth  Grades  must  present  promotion  certifi- 
cates from  the  school  last  attended.  Applicants  for  all  other 
grades  must  present  all  previous  high  school  credits  before 
they  can  be  classified. 

Students  entering  grades  Seven  and  Eight  must  pay  an  in- 
cidental fee  of  ten  ($10)  dollars — $5.00  payable  upon  entrance 
and  $5.00  in  January.  All  texts  for  the  Junior  High  are  fur- 
nished, but  notebooks,  pencils,  etc.,  must  be  furnished  by  the 
student. 

Each  local  student  of  the  Senior  High  is  required  to  pay  a 
matriculation  fee  of  $10.00  upon  entrance.  In  addition  to  this 
matriculation  fee,  boarding  students  must  pay  $5.00  for  library 
and  infirmary  fees.  No  texts  are  furnished  in  this  department. 
Uniform. 

Only  boarding  students  are  required  to  wear  the  College 
uniform. 

All  girls  in  the  Senior  High  are  required  to  take  Physical 
Education  unless  excused  by  a  written  permit  from  a  physi- 
cian.   Each  girl  furnishes  her  own  gymnasium  suit. 
Hours  and  Credits. 

The  Senior  High  School  has  classes  six  days,  just  as  the  Col- 
lege. 
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Reports  are  sent  out  for  parents'  inspection  quarterly. 

Final  exams  are  given  twice  yearly  but  no  mid-term  promo- 
tions are  made. 

Failures  in  two  subjects  will  retain  a  student  in  a  grade. 
For  credit  in  any  subject  a  student  must  obtain  an  average 
of  70  per  cent.

I.  Composition  and  Rhetoric. 

A  course  in  College  rhetoric  with  the  aim  of  eliminating  bad 
habits  in  written  composition  and  training  in  writing  effective 
English.  Required  of  all  Freshmen.  Three  hours  a  week 
throughout  the  year :  Credit :  3  hours.  Mr.  Brown  and  Misses 
Law,  Walker,  and  Burns. 

II.  Elements  and  Kinds  of  Literature. 

A  study  of  the  essential  elements  and  qualities  of  pure  lit- 
erature, the  principles  of  versification,  and  the  classification  of 
literature  into  its  different  forms.  Required  of  all  Sopho- 
mores. Three  hours  a  week  for  two  quarters.  Credit :  2  hours.

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15.  Fundamentals  of  Speech. 

Required  of  all  Sophomores  who  elect  the  English  course. 
The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  correct  defects  in  spoken  English, 
both  as  to  grammatical  construction  and  diction,  to  improve 
the  voice,  to  teach  the  elements  of  phonetics,  and  to  develop 
an  easy  and  convincing  manner  of  reading  and  speaking.

21,  22,  23.    The  Development  of  the  Drama;  Shakespeare;  The 
Contemporary  Drama. 

Required  of  all  Juniors  who  elect  English.  The  entire  year 
is  spent  in  a  study  of  the  drama  from  early  Greek  times  to  the 
present.  One  quarter  will  be  devoted  to  Shakespeare  and  one 
to  contemporary  drama.  Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the 
year.

25.  Interpretation  of  Literature. 

Required  of  all  Juniors  electing  English.  Course  15  is  a 
prerequisite.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  teach  effective 
interpretation  of  the  printed  page,  but  some  attention  is  also 
given  to  platform  manner.  Three  hours  a  week  throughout 
the  year.

31.  The  Novel. 

Required  of  all  Seniors  electing  English.  A  study  of  the 
development  of  the  novel  from  the  eighteenth  century  to  con- 
temporary writers.

32.  The  Short  Story. 

Required  of  all  Seniors  electing  English.  A  study  of  the 
historical  development  of  the  short  story  and  of  its  essential 
elements.

35.  Dramatic  Production.

1.  Principles  of  Health  Education. 

An  introductory  course  which  presents  the  principles  of 
healthy  living,  and  application  of  these  principles  to  individ- 
ual and  community  health.

10.  Health  Methods.

Projects  actually  developed  by  individuals  or  groups  ac- 
cording to  their  individual  needs.  This  includes  the  theory 
and  practice  of  project  work.  Three  hours  a  week,  throughout 
the  year.    Junior  elective.     Credit:  3  hours.

1.  Modern  Europe,  1500-1815.    Fall  Quarter. 

A  survey  course  including  a  study  of  those  phases  of  the 
later  medieval  period  which  vitally  affected  the  development 
of  the  nations  of  western  Europe ;  the  development  of  im- 
portant nations;  the  Keformation  with  its  results  upon  both 
Catholic  and  Protestant  churches;  the  new  spirit  of  education 
and  missionary  zeal;  the  beginning  of  the  expansion  of  Euro- 
pean nations  to  other  continents  and  the  growth  of  colonial 
empire;  national  and  colonial  rivalries  in  the  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  centuries;  the  growth  of  democratic  ideas  of  gov- 
ernment; causes  leading  to  the  French  Revolution;  and  the 
Napoleonic  era.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit : 
1  hour. 

2.  Modern  Europe,  1815-1914.    Winter  Quarter. 

A  continuation  of  History  1.  The  course  begins  with  a 
study  of  the  Congress  of  Vienna  and  its  attempt  to  restore 
Europe  to  what  it  was  before  the  French  Revolution.  It  in- 
cludes a  study  of  the  new  balance  of  power;  the  continued 
growth  of  democracy;  the  social  and  political  results  of  the 
industrial  revolution ;  the  new  spirit  of  radical  socialism ;  the 
conflict  between  the  old  and  the  new  ideas  of  science  and  re- 
ligion ;  the  continued  growth  of  political  democracy ;  the  rise 
of  Russia,  Prussia,  and  Italy  as  important  national  states; 
renewed  colonial  expansion  and  the  national  rivalries  that  re- 
sulted from  it;  the  Balkans  and  their  problems;  the  breakup 
of  the  balance  of  power  and  the  formation  of  new  alliances. 
Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.     Credit :  1  hour. 

3.  Europe  Since  1914.    Spring  Quarter. 

A  continuation  of  History  2.  The  course  begins  with  a  re- 
view of  the  international  situation  on  the  eve  of  the  World 
War.    It  includes  such  topics  as  the  Russian  Revolution;  the 
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Versailles  Conference;  the  post-war  situation  in  the  Balkan 
countries ;  the  fortunes  of  the  newly  created  European  states ; 
the  League  of  Nations ;  the  World  Court ;  danger  zones  in  the 
world  today.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1 
hour. 

11.  American  History,  1700-1800.     Fall  Quarter. 

A  survey  course  beginning  with  the  social  and  economic  con- 
ditions at  the  close  of  the  first  century  of  colonization  and  in- 
cluding a  study  of  the  types  of  colonial  governments ;  relations 
with  the  mother  country ;  the  development  of  self  government ; 
the  conquest  of  French  North  America;  new  schemes  of  im- 
perial control;  causes  of  the  Revolution;  the  progress  of  the 
struggle ;  foreign  relations ;  peace ;  efforts  to  form  a  permanent 
government;  establishing  the  new  government;  and  foreign 
relations  under  Washington  and  Adams.  Three  hours  per 
week,  one  quarter.     Credit :  1  hour. 

12.  American  History,  1800-1865.    Winter  Quarter. 

A  continuation  of  History  11.  The  course  includes  a  study 
of  the  revival  of  democracy  under  Jeffersonian  leadership; 
foreign  complications  leading  into  the  War  of  1812 ;  reconstruc- 
tion; consolidation  of  the  new  west;  the  tariff  controversy; 
financial  readjustments;  the  removal  of  the  Indians  beyond 
the  Mississippi ;  westward  expansion  and  Jacksonian  democra- 
cy; states  rights  and  the  slave  controversy;  secession,  war, 
and  emancipation.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit : 
1  hour. 

13.  American  History,  1865-1928.     Spring  Term. 

A  continuation  of  History  12.  The  course  deals  with  the 
problems  of  reconstruction;  radical  ideas  in  Congress;  the 
negro  problem  in  the  South ;  the  rebuilding  of  political  par- 
ties; railroad  and  commercial  expansion;  the  new  era  of 
industrial  consolidation;  the  growth  of  organized  labor  and 
regulating  legislation;  the  agrarian  movement;  the  rise  of  the 
United  States  to  a  position  as  a  world  power;  the  World  War 
and  problems  growing  out  of  it.  Three  hours  per  week,  one 
quarter.    Credit :  1  hour.

21.  History  of  Latin  America.    Fall  Quarter. 

A  course  designed  to  furnish  a  background  for  an  under- 
standing of  the  growing  relations  between  the  United  States 
and  the  republics  to  the  South.  In  tracing  the  experiences  of 
the  Latin-American  peoples,  attention  will  be  given  to  the 
colonizing  work  of  Spain  and  Portugal ;  to  the  securing  of 
independence;  to  the  social,  economic,  and  political  growth 
and  development  of  the  republics ;  to  their  political  and  eco- 
nomic relations  with  the  United  States ;  and  to  the  Pan-Amer- 
ican movement.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit: 
1  hour. 

22.  The  Development  of  the  British  Empire.   Winter  Quarter. 

A  course  dealing  with  such  topics  as  the  acquisition  of  early 
colonial  possessions;  the  commercial  rivalries  of  Great  Britan 
and  her  continental  neighbors;  the  revolt  of  the  American 
colonies;  the  industrial  revolution:  the  British  Empire  and 
Napoleon;  the  rise  of  new  interest  in  colonial  empire;  the 
development  of  dominion  in  India;  the  growth  of  Canada; 
the  establishment  of  empire  in  Australia  and  South  Africa; 
imperial  interests  in  the  Victorian  age ;  modern  India,  Egypt, 
and  the  Suez  Canal;  the  Irish;  the  Empire  and  the  World 
War;  and  recent  efforts  to  bring  about  improved  imperial  or- 
ganization. Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit :  1 
hour. 

23.  Contemporary  World  History.    Spring  Quarter. 

A  course  dealing  with  world  problems  that  have  developed 
since  the  World  War.  Topics  will  be  selected  from  events  in 
the  United  States,  in  South  America,  in  Asia  and  in  Europe 
that  touch  the  Americans  in  some  important  way.  Each  topic 
will  be  studied  in  the  light  of  its  historic  development.  Topics 
will  vary  from  year  to  year.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quar- 
;er.    Credit :  1  hour. 

/  31.  The  American  Revolution.    Fall  Quarter. 

The  course  will  include  a  careful  study  of  the  relationships 
-governmental,  economic,  social,  and  political — existing  be- 
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tween  the  American  colonies  and  the  British  government ; 
the  development  of  self  government;  judicial  procedure  and 
judicial  disallowance  of  colonial  legislation;  commercial  legis- 
lation affecting  the  colonies ;  colonial  and  British  ideas  of  rep- 
resentation; the  development  of  a  revolutionary  party;  and 
the  immediate  causes  of  the  war.  Special  attention  will  be 
given  to  the>  part  played  by  the  South  in  the  revolutionary 
movement.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1 
hour. 

32.  Secession  and  Reconstruction.    Winter  Quarter. 

The  course  deals  with  the  social,  economic,  and  political  situ- 
ation in  the  South  just  before  and  immediately  after  the  War 
between  the  States.  Special  attention  is  given  to  such  topics  as 
the  compromise  of  1850;  The  operation  of  the  Fugitive  Slave 
Law ;  The  repeal  of  the  Missouri  Compromise ;  The  effect  of  the 
slavery  agitation  upon  political  parties;  The  Dred  Scott  De- 
cision ;  The  election  of  1860 ;  Secession ;  Emancipation ;  Prob- 
lems of  reconstruction ;  The  conflict  between  the  executive  and 
congress ;  and  The  resumption  of  white  supremacy  in  the  gov- 
ernments of  Southern  states.  Three  hours  per  week,  one 
quarter.     Credit:  1  hour. 

33.  Recent  American  History.    Spring  Quarter. 

An  advanced  course  dealing  with  present  day  problems  and 
policies  of  national  importance.  Each  problem  will  be  studied 
in  the  light  of  its  historical  development.  Among  problems 
studied  will  be  those  growing  out  of  the  national  system  of 
taxation;  the  relationship  of  capital  to  labor  and  of  govern- 
ment to  business;  the  agrarian  situation;  problems  due  to 
foreign  complications;  problems  connected  with  the  develop- 
ment and  the  government  of  our  dependencies;  and  problems 
of  reclamation  and  conservation.  Three  hours  per  week,  one 
quarter.     Credit:  1  hour. 

140.  History  of  Georgia.    Fall  Quarter. 

A  course  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  prospective  teach- 
ers of  State  History.  A  rapid  survey  will  be  made  of  colonial 
institutions;  and  the  political,  social,  and  economic  develop- 
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ment  of  the  state  as  a  member  of  the  Federal  Union  will  be 
briefly  traced.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to  a  study  of 
the  economic  resources  of  the  state  and  recent  efforts  to  de- 
velop and  utilize  these  resources.  Required  of  certificate  stu- 
dents.   Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.    Credit :  1  hour. 

15Cc.  The  Teaching  of  History.    Winter  Quarter. 

A  rapid  review  of  American  History  will  parallel  the  course. 
The  course  begins  with  a  brief  study  of  the  developm^^nt  of 
historical  instruction  in  elementary  and  secondary  schools.  It 
includes  a  study  of  the  aims  and  values  of  history  instruction ; 
the  course  of  study;  methods  and  materials  for  the  several 
grades ;  testing  results ;  school  problems  relating  to  history 
such  as  the  place  of  history  in  the  curriculum,  and  the  relation 
of  history  to  other  subjects.  Required  of  certificate  students. 
Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.    Credit :  1  hour. 
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Household  Arts

INTRODUCTION  TO  HOUSEHOLD  ARTS 

10.  Personal  Regimen. 

This  course  is  planned  to  meet  the  needs  of  college  students 
in  relation  to  their  daily  problems  in  dress,  food,  the  care  of 
the  person,  use  of  money  and  time,  etiquette  of  student  life. 
Kequired  of  all  Certificate  students.  Three  hours  per  week, 
first  term.     Credit:  1  hour.    Household  Arts  Staff. 

POODS  AND  NUTRITION 

2.  Principles  of  Cookery. 

The  subject  matter  of  this  course  will  deal  with  the  source, 
composition,  selection,  preparation  and  cookery  of  typical 
foods  used  in  the  home  and  in  the  teaching  of  elementary  cook- 
ery. It  will  also  deal  with  the  application  of  the  general  prin- 
ciples of  cookery  to  a  wide  range  of  food  materials.  This 
course  is  fundamental  for  all  teachers  of  cookery.  Three  lab- 
oratory periods  per  week,  18  weeks.  Credit :  11/2  hours.  Mrs. 
Moon. 

12.  Home  Cookery  and  Table  Service. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  the  application  of  the  general 
principles  of  cookery  to  the  preparation  of  menus  and  meals 
for  the  home.  It  also  includes  the  study  and  execution  of 
different  forms  of  table  service  as  applied  to  different  types 
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and  meals  and  special  occasions.  Practical  problems  are  pro- 
vided for  the  planning,  purchasing,  preparation  and  serving 
of  food  for  groups  under  pressure  of  economy  of  time,  money 
and  effort.  Three  laboratory  periods  per  week,  18  weeks. | 
Credit:  1%  hours.    Miss  Baird. 

32.  Advanced  Cookery. 

Complex  processes  of  cookery  and  Demonstration  Cookery. 
Also  special  study  of  management  problems  in  quantity  cook- 
ery for  tea  rooms,  school  and  college  lunch  rooms,  hospital 
dietary  departments  and  in  other  types  of  food  service  for 
large  groups.  Opportunity  for  students  who  desire  to  obtain 
practice  in  giving  special  demonstration  in  various  phases  of 
scientific  cookery.  Two  laboratory  periods  and  one  recitation, 
two  terms.    Credit:  2  hours.    Miss  Baird  and  Miss  Kleist. 

A  study  of  the  anatomy  of  the  human  body ;  a  comparative 
biological  study  of  the  structure,  function  and  hygiene  of  the 
human  organs  concerned  with  digeston,  circulation,  respira- 
tion, metabolism,  excretion,  nervous  and  muscular  activity, 
glandular  secretions  and  reproduction.  Three  hours  per  week, 
two  quarters.    Credit :  2  hours.    Mrs.  Broach. 

15.  Nutrition  and  Health. 

A  study  of  the  basis  of  food  selection;  the  essentials  of  an 
adequate  diet;  the  value  of  various  foods  in  terms  of  the  nu- 
trients they  supply;  the  importance  of  each  nutrient  in  the 
nutrition  of  the  body ;  the  nutritive  requirements  of  people  of 
different  ages  and  different  conditions  of  health  and  activity. 
Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  knowledge  of  nutrition 
as  regards  health.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit : 
1  hour.     Mrs.  Broach. 

34.  Dietetics. 

This  course  affords  opportunity  for  advanced  study  of  the 
requirements  of  the  individual  throughout  infancy,  childhood, 
adolescence,  adult  life,  and  old  age,  in  the  light  of  scientific 
investigation  and  knowledge  of  chemistry  and  physiology. 
Energy  values  of  food,  the  nutrition  properties  of  proteins, 
fats,  carbohydrates,   ash  constituents,  vitamins,   and  internal 
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secretions  are  studied  in  relation  to  positive  health.  Typical 
dietaries  are  planning  for  the  varying  needs  of  individuals  and 
groups  under  different  conditions  of  age,  health  and  activity, 
especial  stress  being  laid  upon  the  needs  of  the  school  child. 
Four  hours  per  week,  18  weeks.  Credit:  1%  hours.  Mrs. 
Broach. 

47.  Foods  Survey. 

A  summary  of  the  subject  matter  relating  to  the  field  of 
foods  and  nutrition,  with  special  emphasis  on  the  professional 
phases.  Elective.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit : 
1  hour.    Miss  Baird. 

TEXTILES  AND  CLOTHING 

3.  Principles  of  Clothing  Construction. 

This  course  includes  the  fundamental  processes  of  elemen- 
tary sewing.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  selection  of  materials 
with  relation  to  design,  utility,  durability,  and  cost;  and  the 
care  and  repair  of  clothing.  Simple  garments  are  made  for 
which  both  drafted  and  commercial  patterns  are  used.  Good 
technique  and  high  standards  of  workmanship  are  stressed. 
Three  laboratory  periods  per  week,  18  weeks.  Credit:  1% 
hours.     Miss  Kleist. 

11.  Textiles. 

This  course  comprises  the  history  and  development  of  tex- 
tiles, the  study  of  fibers,  and  the  identification  of  fabrics ;  with 
emphasis  on  those  points  which  affect  the  appearance,  wear- 
ing qualities,  prices  and  uses  of  materials.  Correlation  of  sub- 
ject matter  is  made  with  other  clothing  subjects.  Three  hours 
per  week,  one  term.    Credit :  1  hour.    Miss  Kleist. 

13.  Clothing  Selection  and  Construction. 

Pattern  construction  and  alteration  with  application  in  silk 
and  wool  problems.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  choice,  care 
and  cost  of  materials  and  suitable  accessories,  including  selec- 
tion, care  and  construction  of  simple  hats.  Teaching  methods 
are  included.  Three  laboratory  periods  per  week,  18  weeks. 
Credit:  1%  hours.     Mrs.  Blair. 
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21.  Costume  Design. 

A  survey  of  the  sources  of  influence  on  design,  both  his- 
toric and  present  day.  A  study  of  design  from  the  stand- 
point of  personality,  corrective  dress,  and  the  ensemble.  A 
development  of  initiative,  creativeness,  individuality  and  self 
expression  through  problems  involving  the  use  of  the  princi- 
ples of  composition,  line,  dark  and  light,  and  color  harmony 
as  related  to  clothing.  Six  hours  per  week,  18  weeks.  Credit : 
1%  hours.    Mrs.  Blair, 

22.  Advanced  Clothing. 

This  course  includes  problems  in  draping  and  modeling  orig- 
inal designs,  through  the  medium  of  tissue  paper,  practice 
material  and  suitable  materials  for  draping.  The  final  prob- 
lem is  an  afternoon  or  evening  dress.  Emphasis  is  placed  on 
good  taste  and  appropriateness  in  dress.  Six  hours  per  week, 
18  weeks.    Credit :  1%  hours.    Mrs.  Blair. 

33.  Millinery. 

Approached  from  the  standpoint  of  design.  The  practical 
problems  are  developed  in  various  materials  in  relation  to  cos- 
tume and  occasion.  Three  laboratory  periods  per  week,  two 
quarters.     Credit:  2  hours.     Mrs.  Blair. 

38.  Clothing  Appreciation  and  Economics  of  Clothing. 

A  survey  of  new  trends  in  teaching  clothing.  Study  of  per- 
sonality; line  and  color  as  related  to  clothing;  the  correct 
ensemble ;  clothing  for  various  occasions ;  the  clothing  budget ; 
blocking  simple  foundation  patterns;  personal  hygiene  as  re- 
lated to  clothing.  Illustrative  material  and  textbooks  and  ref- 
erences. Senior  or  Junior  credit.  No  prerequisites.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit :  1  hour.  Elective.  Mrs. 
Blair. 

40.  Clothing  Survey. 

A  summary  of  the  subject  matter  relating  to  the  field  of 
clothing  and  textiles,  with  special  emphasis  on  the  professional 
phases.  Elective.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit : 
1  hour.    Miss  Kleist. 
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HOME  MANAGEMENT 

17.  Home  Management. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  students  actual  practical 
experience  and  skill  in  the  organization  and  management  of 
the  home,  to  test  the  ability  of  the  student,  and  to  set  social 
relations  and  standards.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  term. 
Credit:  1  hour.     Mrs.  Moon. 

31.  Family  Relations. 

A  study  of  the  function  of  the  home,  responsibility  of  each 
individual  to  the  home  elements  that  contribute  to  the  hap- 
piness of  the  home  and  to  the  character  building  of  the  indi- 
vidual. Three  hours  per  week,  one  term.  Credit:  1  hour. 
Mrs.  Moon. 

39.  Administration. 

Management  problems  in  the  home,  including  time,  money, 
labor,  social  and  recreational  activities.  Three  hours  per 
week,  one  term.     Credit:  1  hour.     Mrs.  Moon. 

Practice  House. 

Every  Household  Arts  student  is  required  to  spend  at  least 
six  weeks  in  the  Practice  House  before  receiving  her  degree. 

CHILD  DEVELOPMENT 

41.  Hygiene  of  Cbildhood. 

A  survey  of  the  present  day  knowledge  concerning  the  na- 
ture and  the  needs  of  the  child.  Includes  a  brief  review  of 
hereditary  and  environmental  factors,  consideration  of  eugen- 
ics, application  of  biologic  principles  in  the  nature  and  educa- 
tion of  infancy  and  childhood  leading  to  the  full  development 
of  the  whole  child.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  term.  Credit : 
1  hour.    Mrs.  Broach. 

42.  Hygiene  of  Adolescence. 

Significance  and  value  of  the  lengthened  period  of  imma- 
turity; scientific  attitude  toward  study  of  the  adolescent; 
physical  changes,  physical  hygiene,  sex  education,  group  activ- 
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ities,  boy  and  girl  relations,  vocational  interest,  emotional  ad- 
justments, religious  development,  and  parents'  problems.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  term.     Credit :  1  hour.     Mrs.  Broach. 

43.  PaxentaJ  Education. 

Parental  problems  relating  to  the  care  and  training  of  chil- 
dren. Elective.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit : 
1  hour.    Mrs.  Broach. 

HOUSEHOLD  ARTS  EDUCATION 

24.  History  ajid  Development  of  Home  Economics. 

A  survey  of  the  development  of  Home  Economics  in  educa- 
tion to  give  the  student  a  background  for  a  better  under- 
standing of  its  scope  and  promotion.  Three  hours  per  week, 
one  term.     Credit:  1  hour.     Miss  Hicks. 

44.  Teaching  Household  Arts. 

This  course  is  organized  around  the  special  needs  of  the 
Home  Economics  teacher.  It  includes  problems  of  instruction, 
management,  school  and  community  relationships,  the  course 
of  study,  use  of  text  and  reference  books.  Home  Economics 
tests  and  scales,  grading.  Three  times  per  week,  one  term. 
Credit:  1  hour.    Miss  Hicks. 

45.  Vocational  Education. 

The  history  and  development  of  vocational  education;  a 
study  of  Federal  and  State  Acts;  vocational  home  economics. 
Three  times  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Miss 
Hicks. 

48.  Problems  in  Home  Economics. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  make  the  application  of  the 
fundamental  principles  and  general  theory  involved  in  method 
to  the  field  of  Home  Economics  teaching.  Three  hours  per 
week,  one  term.    Credit:  1  hour.    Miss  Hicks. 
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Latin  and  Greek 


MRS.  JOHNSTON,  MISS  SPROUT 


GREEK 

I.  Elementary  Greek. 

A  course  preparatory  to  the  reading  of  the  New  Testament 
in  the  original.  Translation  of  the  Gospel  of  St.  Mark,  and 
selections  from  the  other  New  Testament  writings.  Three 
hours  per  week  throughout  the  year.  Credit :  3  hours.  Mrs. 
Johnston. 

II.  Homer. 

The  Iliad  and  Odyssey.  Selections  from  both  poems.  A 
brief  introduction  to  Homeric  Greek.  Study  of  meter.  A  dis- 
cussion of  epic  poetry  in  general,  and  the  influence  of  the 
Homeric  poems  upon  later  literature.  Of  especial  interest  to 
students  of  English  and  to  those  who  are  intending  to  teach 
Vergil.  Prerequisite:  Course  1.  Three  hours  per  week, 
throughout  the  year.    Credit:  3  hours.    Mrs.  Johnston. 

21.  Plato. 

The  Apology  and  Crito,  with  selections  from  other  Socratic 
dialogues.  A  study  of  the  thought  movements  of  the  period, 
of  the  Socratic  teaching,  and  its  relation  to  later  systems  of 
philosophy.  Prerequisite:  Course  11.  Three  hours  per  week, 
throughout  the  year.     Credit:  3  hours.    Mrs.  Johnston. 

31.  Greek  Dramia. 

Sophocles'  Antigone,  Aeschylus'  Agamemnon,  and  Euripides' 
Alcestis.  Study  of  the  various  meters.  Supplementary  read- 
ing in  translation  of  other  Greek  plays.  A  consideration  of 
the  development  of  Greek  drama,  and  its  bearing  upon  modern 
dramatic  art.  Prerequisite:  Course  21.  Three  hours  per  week, 
throughout  the  year.     Credit:  3  hours.     Mrs.  Johnston. 
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LATIN 

1.  Selections  from  Livy  and  Horace. 

Supplementary  reading  on  the  history  of  Rome,  manners 
and  customs  of  the  early  Romans.  Review  of  grammar  and 
syntax.  Sight  translations.  Three  hours  per  week,  throughout 
the  year.    Freshman.     Credit :  3  hours.     Miss  Sprout. 

11  and  12.    Terence  and  Plautus. 

Study  of  meters.  Advanced  grammar.  Readings  from 
early  dramatic  writers.  A  consideration  of  the  sources  of 
Roman  literature  and  its  development.  Three  hours  per  week, 
throughout  the  year.  Sophomore.  Credit :  3  hours.  Miss 
Sprout. 

21,  22,  23.    Sallust,  Tacitus  and  Some  of  Pliny's  Letters. 

The  first  half  of  the  year  is  devoted  to  reading  Sallust's 
Cataline  and  part  of  the  Jugurthine  war.  The  last  half-year 
is  spent  upon  Tacitus  and  Pliny's  Letters.  Outside  reading 
upon  these  writers  and  the  condition  of  Rome  at  that  time. 
Three  hours  per  week,  throughout  the  year.  Junior.  Credit : 
3  hours.    Miss  Sprout. 

31  and  32.    Juvenal  and  Lucretius. 

In  connection  with  the  study  of  Juvenal's  Satire's,  reading 
is  required  on  the  period  including  the  rule  of  Trajan  and 
Hadrian.  A  study  of  the  social  life  of  Rome,  especially  its 
moral  standards  and  religion,  as  contained  in  the  Satires. 
Emphasis  is  laid  also  upon  biography  and  geography.  In  the 
reading  of  Lucretius'  De  Rerum  Natura,  difficult  passages  are 
stressed,  and  obscurities  explained.  A  discussion  of  Lucre- 
tius' theories  and  the  different  schools  of  philosophy  of  that 
period.  Three  hours  per  week,  throughout  the  year.  Senior. 
Credit:  3  hours.     Miss  Sprout.

One  quarter  of  practice  teaching  performed  under  the  su- 
pervision of  the  Department  of  Mathematics  in  the  Junior  and 
Senior  High  Schools  of  The  Georgia  State  Teachers  College. 
Two  hours  per  week  conference ;  three  hours  per  week  teach- 
ing, two  quarters.     Senior.     Credit:  2  hours.     Miss  Callaway. 

Written  reports  on  observation  performed  under  the  su- 
pervision and  a  discussion  of  such  with  the  observer  as  the 
leader  of  the  discussion  will  be  made  to  the  class  at  prear- 
ranged periods. 

All  students  electing  the  Mathematics  Curriculum — and  oth- 
ers interested — should  affiliate  themselves  with  the  G.  S.  T.  C. 
Mathematics  Club,  and  take  part  in  the  discussions  of  the  club. 
The  club  is  conducted  by  the  upper  classes,  with  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  department.  The  club  meets  fortnightly  during 
the  college  year. 
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Oratory 


MISS  VANCE,   MISS  BULLOCK 


The  courses  in  Oratory  are  designed  to  develop  students  in 
the  Speech  Arts  with  special  training  for  teachers  of  Reading, 
Literature,  Dramatization,  Oral  English. 

The  methods  employed  overcome  the  effects  of  repression, 
stimulate  free  endeavor,  increase  **the  joy  of  working"  and 
develop  creative  power.  Students  are  trained  in  story  tell- 
ing, dramatic  personations,  oral  composition,  platform  read- 
ing and  literary  interpretation.  Each  student  is  trained  in 
thinking  before  an  audience,  and  to  express  her  thoughts  and 
emotions  through  her  own  individuality.  This  results  in  a 
natural  style,  cultivates  and  refines  literary  taste,  strengthens 
the  imagination  and  develops  personal  power.  Students  will 
find  this  study  invaluable  in  teaching. 

The  following  courses  are  offered  to  those  desiring  a  special 
course  in  Oratory  leading  to  a  certificate  and  teacher's  license. 
(The  complete  course  is  designed  to  cover  a  period  of  two 
years). 

Education,  9  hours;  English,  6  hours;  Modern  Language,  6 
hours;  History  or  Latin,  3  hours;  Oratory,  12  hours.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  above,  certificate  students  are  required  to  present 
a  dramatic  recital  before  the  college  audience,  and  to  com- 
plete a  two-year  course  in  Physical  Education  and  in  Health 
Education,  also  a  brief  course  in  the  Constitution  of  Georgia. 

A  fee  of  $8.00  per  month  will  be  charged  all  students  of 
the  Oratory  Department. 

Repertoire. 

A  series  of  studio-recitals  and  public  recitals  are  the  culmi- 
nation of  the  work  of  small  recital  groups,  private  lessons  and 
weekly  programs  in  which  a  variety  of  platform  material  is 
presented  before  both  student  and  public  audiences.  Students 
of  this  department  have  numerous  invitations  to  appear  before 
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civic,  religious  and  cultured  audiences  of  Athens.     One  hour. 
Freshman  or  Sophomore. 

1.  Speech  Arts. 

An  introductory  course  in  technique  of  Interpretation,  Dra- 
matic Training,  Public  Speaking ;  Pantomime,  Gesture,  and  the 
Dialects  are  studied  as  mediums  of  expression.  Two  hours. 
Freshman. 

2.  Vocal  Technique. 

The  aim  of  this  study  is  to  give  students  a  thorough  drill 
in  the  principles  which  govern  vocal  and  bodily  development. 
In  order  to  produce  strong,  brilliant  and  expressive  voices, 
much  emphasis  is  placed  on  the  study  of  speech  formation, 
pronunciation,  breath  control,  resonance,  flexibility,  power, 
and  tone  language.    One  hour.     Freshman. 

3.  Story-Telling. 

This  attractive  and  effective  method  of  imparting  knowl- 
edge and  of  impressing  moral  and  spiritual  truths  is  studied 
as  a  basis  for  primary  teaching.  Principles  of  child  psychol- 
ogy are  applied  to  every  type  of  story.  A  ''Story  Hour"  is 
conducted  by  students  of  this  course.     One  hour.     Freshman. 

4.  Child  Drama. 

A  study  of  dramatic  material  for  children  is  made  from 
the  dramatized  reading  lesson  to  the  finished  stage  produc- 
tion. Actual  experience  with  problems  in  rehearsals,  costum- 
ing, and  stage  settings.  Special  study  of  school  programs  for 
special  holidays.     One  hour.     Freshman  or  Sophomore. 

11.  Play  Production. 

The  basic  principles  of  Dramatic  Art  are  studied  and  ap- 
plied in  many  productions,  including  a  great  variety  of  dra- 
matic material:  modern  one-act  plays,  modern  three-act  plays 
and  one  public  production  from  Shakespeare.  Students  of 
this  course  take  complete  charge  of  each  performance,  acting, 
coaching,  "making  up,"  and  managing  all  mechanical  devices 
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"behind  scenes,"  including  lights,  settings,  properties,  and  cos- 
tumes.    Three  hours.     Sophomores. 

12.  Literary  Interpretation. 

Appreciation  of  literature  from  the  standpoint  of  the  mod- 
ern public  reader;  arranging  programs;  selecting  and  abridg- 
ment of  material ;  standards  of  interpretation ;  practical  appli- 
cation of  technique;  detailed  study  of  the  dramatic  mono- 
logue; art  of  impersonation  in  play  reading;  the  lecture;  re- 
cital.    Three  hours.     Sophomore. 

13.  Children's  Literature. 

A  critical  study  of  material  and  methods  of  teaching  the 
gems  of  poetry  and  story  in  the  elementary  grades  with  the 
hope  of  establishing  good  speech  habits  in  children.  One  hour. 
Sophomore. 

NOTE: — ^A  limited  number  of  second  year  students  are  al- 
lowed to  teach  Children's  Literature  in  the  elementary  grades 
of  the  Training  School  for  a  term  of  twelve  weeks.  Practice 
Teaching  credit.     Two  hours. 
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Physical    Education 


MISS    STRONG,    MISS    GUILL 


I.  Physical  Education. 

This  course  includes  fundamentals  in  tactics,  free  exercises, 
corrective  work,  light  apparatus,  folk  dancing  and  games. 
Two  hours  per  week,  throughout  the  year.  Freshman  and  first 
year  Certificate. 

II.  Physical  Education. 

Continuation  of  work  started  in  the  previous  year.  Consid- 
erable time  is  given  to  games  and  dances  suitable  for  ele- 
mentary and  grammar  grades  and  a  fund  of  material  for  teach- 
ing purposes  is  collected.  Two  hours  per  Aveek,  throughout  the 
year.     Sophomore  and  second  year  Certificate. 

21.  Physical  Education. 

This  course  includes  work  in  the  theory  and  practice  of 
physical  education.  A  study  is  made  of  the  different  systems 
of  gymnastics  and  stress  placed  upon  special  methods  of  teach- 
ing physical  education.  It  also  includes  corrective  work,  ad- 
vanced apparatus,  dancing  and  games.  Three  hours  per  week, 
throughout  the  year.  Junior  or  Senior  course.  Credit:  3 
hours. 

Athletics. 

The  work  of  this  department  includes,  in  addition  to  the 
regular  gymnastics,  careful  instruction  in  outdoor  games  and 
sports.  A  well  equipped  athletic  field  is  provided  for  the  use 
of  the  students.  A  number  of  Field  Days  are  given  during 
each  year,  and  the  victorious  class  is  awarded  the  possession 
of  a  beautiful  loving  cup. 

Gymnasium  Suit. 

The  gymnasium  suit  adopted  by  the  school  consists  of  white 
middy  blouse,  black  bloomers  and  black  tennis  slippers.  These 
articles  are  part  of  the  school  uniform  and  must  be  purchased 
after  reaching  Athens.

MRS.  AGNES  EBERHARDT,  MRS.  J.  W.  BAILEY 


Realizing  the  demands  for  better  equipped  Instrumental 
Music  Teachers,  the  Georgia  State  Teachers  College  has  added 
a  Special  Normal  Course,  the  object  of  which  is  to  fit  the  stu- 
dent (at  very  little  cost)  to  teach  Instrumental  Music. 

Students  are  not  only  required  to  be  acquainted  with  the 
representative  works  of  the  best  composers,  but  must  study 
the  theory  of  music,  harmony,  history  and  pedagogy,  and  be 
able  to  analyze  and  criticise  a  musical  composition  intelligently. 

The  standard  has  been  raised,  the  course  carefully  planned, 
and  the  department  is  well  qualified  to  carry  on  the  work. 
The  advantages  are  equal  to  any  music  school  in  the  South. 

Students  are  graded  and  classified  according  to  their  tech- 
nical skill,  and  their  general  musical  knowledge.  They  are 
required  to  bring  with  them  a  complete  list  of  studies  and 
pieces,  that  they  may  be  given  credit  for  same. 

Especial  attention  is  given  to  ensemble  playing.  The  year 
is  divided  into  four  terms ;  nine  weeks  each.  Tuition  payable 
in  advance  at  time  dormitory  fee  is  due.  Piano  practice  in- 
cluded.    Tuition  when  once  paid  will  not  be  refunded.

Required  of  Freshmen  who  elect  Social 
Studies.    Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.     Credit:  1  hour. 

11.  Comparative  Governments  and  Diplomacy. 

A  comparative  study  of  the  governmental  institutions  of 
the  leading  world  powers.  Parliamentary  forms  and  party 
methods.  Prerequisite :  1  year  of  Civics  or  Government.  Re- 
quired of  Sophomores  who  elect  Social  Studies.  Three  hours 
per  week,  one  quarter.     Credit :  1  hour. 

12.  American  Foreign  Policy. 

Diplomatic  history  of  the  United  States;  the  fundamental 
American  foreign  policies  and  methods;  international  rela- 
tions ;  the  World  Court  and  the  League.  Required  of  Sopho- 
mores who  elect  Social  Stpdies.  Three  hours  per  week,  one 
quarter.    Credit :  1  hour. 
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13.  Recent  Unitted  States  Foreign  Policy — Latin-American  Re- 
lations. 

American  imperialism  and  expansion.  The  Latin-American 
States,  their  relation  and  policies.  Monroe  Doctrine  from 
Latin-American  point  of  view.  Required  of  Sophomores  who 
elect  Social  Studies.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit:  1  hour. 

21.  World  Politics. 

Principles  of  international  politics  governing  civilized  world 
relations.  Rise  of  nationalism,  world  powers,  and  colonial 
rivalry.  International  diplomacy.  Required  of  Juniors  who 
elect  Social  Studies.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit:  1  hour. 

22.  International  Relations. 

Origin  and  history  of  war  and  peace  movements  and  organi- 
zations ;  military  and  diplomatic  alliances.  Rights  of  citizens, 
aliens,  and  commerce.  The  debt  problem.  Various  interna- 
tional issues.  Required  of  Juniors  who  elect  Social  Studies. 
Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.     Credit:  1  hour. 

23.  Survey.    Problems  in  World  Policy. 

Each  student  is  expected  to  present  a  thesis  or  survey  of 
one  nation,  policy,  or  international  problem.  Required  of 
Juniors  who  elect  Social  Studies.

31.  Problems  in  World  Politics. 

A  contemporary  survey  of  current  events  and  policy.  Cur- 
rent documents  and  treaties  mastered,  interpreted,  and  re- 
ported on  in  Avriting.  The  survey  of  some  problem  in  con- 
temporary international  policy.  Required  of  Seniors  who  elect 
Social  Studies.  Three  hours  per  week,  three  quarters.  Credit :

32.  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  Georgia. 

The  essentials  of  the  American  Constitution,  a  knowledge 
of  which  is  required  by  the  State  of  Georgia  of  all  graduates 
of  state  institutions.  Required  of  all  Seniors  and  Certificate 
students.    Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.    Credit :  1  hour.

I.  French. 

Elementary  French.  A  course  for  beginners  which  consists 
of  careful  drill  in  pronunciation,  translation,  conversation,  dic- 
tation and  the  reading  of  easy  French  texts.  No  prerequisite. 
Three  hours  per  week,  throughout  the  year.  Freshman. 
Credit:  3  hours.    Miss  Strahan,  Mrs.  Johnston. 

II.  French. 

Intermediate  French.  This  course  is  a  continuation  of 
French  1.  It  consists  of  a  thorough  review  of  grammar  and 
syntax,  constant  practice  in  translating  English  into  French, 
conversation,  and  extensive  reading.  Prerequisite:  French  1 
or  the  equivalent.  Three  hours  per  week,  throughout  the  year. 
Sophomore.    Credit :  3  hours.    Miss  Strahan  and  Mr.  Thaxton. 

21.  French. 

Advanced  French.  Extensive  reading  in  and  out  of  the 
class  room.  Explanation  of  texts;  Rhetoric,  compositions  and 
essays  in  French;  conversation,  lectures  on  literary  topics. 
Prerequqisite :  French  11  or  the  equivalent.  Three  hours  per 
week,  throughout  the  year.  Junior.  Credit :  3  hours.  Mr. 
Thaxton. 

French  31,  32,  33. 

Phonetics.  Methods  of  teaching  French.  Practice  teaching. 
Prerequisite :  French  21.  Three  hours  per  week,  throughout 
the  year.    Senior.    Credit :  3  hours.    Mrs.  Johnston. 

1.  Spanish. 

Elementary  Spanish.  A  course  for  beginners  which  con- 
sists of  careful  drill  in  the  pronunciation,  translation,  conver- 
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sation,  dictation  and  the  reading  of  easy  Spanish  texts.  No 
prerequisite.  Three  hours  throughout  the  year.  Freshman. 
Credit :  3  hours.    Miss  Strahan. 

11.  Spanish. 

Intermediate  Spanish.  This  course  is  a  continuation  of 
Spanish  1.  It  consists  of  a  thorough  review  of  grammar  and 
syntax,  constant  practice  in  the  translating  of  English  into 
Spanish,  conversation  and  extensive  reading.  Prerequisite: 
Spanish  1  or  the  equivalent.  Three  hours  per  week  through- 
out the  year.

21.  Spanish. 

Advanced  Spanish.  Extensive  reading  in  and  out  of  class 
room.  Explanation  of  texts.  Rhetoric,  compositions  and  es- 
says in  Spanish.  Conversation,  lectures  on  literary  subjects. 
Prerequisite:  Spanish  11  or  the  equivalent.  Three  hours  per 
week,  throughout  the  year.  Junior.  Credit:  3  hours.  Mr. 
Thaxton. 
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Science 


MR.  EARNEST.  MISS  FOY 


I.  Inorganic  Chemistry. 

A  study  of  the  Elements  and  Compounds  especially  of  in- 
dustrial nature  and  application.  Chemical  theory  and  calcu- 
lations, problems  and  processes.  How  chemical  force  com- 
bines elements  into  compounds  and  how  these  are  made  ser- 
viceable to  man.  How  progress  is  dependent  upon  chemical 
advancement,  and,  conserves  the  best  interests  of  the  race. 
Two  recitation  periods,  one  laboratory  period  per  week, 
throughout  the  year.  Freshman.  Credit :  3  hours.  Pee,  $3.00. 
Mr.  Earnest. 

II.  Physics. 

A  study  of  Force  and  Energy  and  their  relation  to  Matter; 
how  they  are  applied  to  present  day  civilization,  Sound ; 
Light;  Heat;  Magnetism;  Electricity  and  Applications  to  use. 
Laboratory  of  interesting  and  instructive  nature.  Three  hours 
per  week,  throughout  the  year.  Sophomore.  Credit :  3  hours. 
Fee,  $3.00.    Mr.  Earnest. 

21.  Biology. 

A  study  of  living  forms  and  functions,  plant  and  animal ; 
relation  to  environment.  Full  laboratory  work.  Three  hours 
per  week,  throughout  the  year.    Fee,  $3.00.    Mr.  Earnest. 

22.  Organic  Chemistry. 

A  systematic  study  of  the  classification  and  relation  of  the 
carbon  compounds;  a  study  of  the  digestion,  metabolism  and 
chemical  composition  of  foods.  A  brief  outline  of  the  course 
includes:  hydrocarbons,  as  related  to  household  processes; 
acids  as  related  to  the  study  of  fats,  vinegar,  fruits  and  vege- 
tables, etc.,  as  used  for  flavoring;  fats  as  to  occurrence,  com- 
position and  reactions.    Emphasis  is  constantly  placed  on  the 
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practical  and  professional  side  of  study.  Prerequisite:  Inor- 
ganic Chemistry ;  Food  Study,  and  Cookery  1.  Two  recitation 
periods,  one  laboratory  period  per  week,  throughout  the  year. 
Junior.    Credit:  3  hours.        Fee,  $3.00.     Miss  Foy. 

32.  Physiological  Chemistry. 

This  course  presents  the  essential  chemical  facts  pertaining 
to  human  nutrition  including  chemical  constituents  of  cells, 
chemistry  of  foods,  digestion,  absorption,  assimilation,  tissue 
composition,  excretion.  The  laboratory  work  includes  experi- 
ments in  fermentation;  respiration;  salivary,  gastric,  pancre- 
atic and  intestinal  digestion  in  relation  to  life  processes.  Pre- 
requisites: Inorganic  and  Organic  Chemistry.  Two  laboratory 
periods  and  one  recitation  period  per  week,  18  weeks.  Senior. 
Credit:  11/2  hours.     Fee,  $3.00.     Miss  Foy. 

33.  Microbiology. 

This  course  deals  with  bacteria,  yeasts  and  molds  and  other 
micro-organisms  which  affect  home  and  community  life.  Two 
hours  lecture  and  two  laboratory ;  18  weeks.  Credit :  2  hours. 
Senior.     Fee,  $3.00.     Miss  Foy. 

34.  Textile  Chemistry. 

This  course  considers  the  identification  of  fibers  and  substi- 
tute material  by  means  of  the  microscope;  the  chemical  ex- 
amination of  fibers  including  tests  to  determine  content  of 
cloth  and  adulteration,  and  proper  use  of  materials,  in  rela- 
tion to  cleansing  and  laundering;  lectures,  and  laboratory 
experiment  in  dyeing.  Prerequisite :  Inorganic  Chemistry. 
One  recitation  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week,  18  weeks. 
Senior.    Credit:  1%  hours.    Miss  Foy. 

35.  Geology  and  Astronomy. 

This  is  a  course  that  deals  with  the  forces  related  to  the 
structure  of  the  earth.  It  embraces  the  history  of  the  changes 
through  which  the  earth  has  passed.  The  relation  of  the  earth 
in  space  to  other  bodies  is  studied.  Three  hours  per  week, 
throughout  the  year.    Senior.     Credit:  3  hours.    Mr.  Earnest. 
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Sociology  and  Economics 


M.  D.  DUNLAP 


1.  Introduction  to  Sociology. 

An  introduction  to  the  causes  which  affect  the  life  of  society ; 
geographic  causes ;  urbanization ;  social  effects  of  the  distri- 
bution of  wealth;  types  of  poverty;  charity  organizations;  im- 
migration, and  other  social  causes  which  affect  life  and  society. 
Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit :  1  hour.  Mr.  Dun- 
lap. 

2.  Elements  of  Sociology. 

This  course  is  a  continuation  of  Course  1.  The  influence  of 
such  factors  as  production,  transportation,  communication, 
social,  educational  and  religious  organizations  will  be  carefully 
studied  with  special  emphasis  on  the  features  which  should 
be  of  most  interest  to  teachers.  Three  hours  per  week,  one 
quarter.  Credit :  1  hour.  Prerequisite :  Sociology  1.  Mr. 
Dunlap. 

3.  Elements  of  Sociology. 

This  course  is  a  continuation  of  Course  2.  Such  topics  as 
social  ideals  and  social  control,  social  pathology,  methods  of 
social  investigations  and  kindred  subjects  are  discussed  with 
special  attention  to  their  relation  to  teachers.  Three  hours 
per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit :  1  hour.  Prerequisite :  So- 
ciology 1  and  2.     Mr.  Dunlap. 

4C.  Rural  Sociology. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  an  interest  in  the  funda- 
mental knowledge  of  rural  life  and  the  development  of  its 
social  organizations.  Topics  discussed  will  be  those  of  primary 
interest  to  all  teachers  with  special  emphasis  on  the  problems 
with  which  rural  teachers  should  be  familiar.  Rural  condi- 
tions in  Georgia  will  be  studied  at  close  range.     Three  hours 
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per  week,  one  quarter.     Credit:   1   hour.     Prerequisite:   So- 
ciology 1  and  2.    For  Certificate.    Mr.  Dunlap. 

21.  Ethics. 

The  purpose-  of  this  course  is  to  awaken  a  vital  conviction 
of  the  genuine  reality  of  moral  problems  and  the  value  of 
reflective  thought  in  dealing  with  them.  It  emphasizes  the  im- 
portance and  possibilities  of  right  living;  why  one  act  is  bet- 
ter than  another;  to  help  the  student  see  the  moral  dangers 
of  the  day  and  place  proper  value  on  the  better  things  of  life. 
Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Pre- 
requisite :  Sociology  1,  2  and  3.    Mr.  Dunlap. 

22.  Juvenile  Delinquency. 

A  treatment  of  conditions  in  society  which  tend  to  produce 
juvenile  delinquency;  evolution  of  juvenile  delinquency;  un- 
favorable home  conditions  and  delinquency;  the  effects  of 
environment  and  association;  hereditary  traits;  defectives; 
poverty  and  delinquency;  child  labor;  offenses  of  juveniles; 
treatment  of  juveniles  conducive  to  their  reform.  Three  hours 
per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisite:  Sociol- 
ogy 1,  2,  and  3.    Mr.  Dunlap. 

23.  Rural  Social  Problems. 

The  object  of  this  course  is  for  a  better  understanding  of 
the  rural  problems  of  Georgia.  Much  of  the  material  used 
will  be  taken  from  actual  experienced  members  of  this  class 
and  alumnae  of  this  school.  Visits  to  some  of  the  surround- 
ing rural  and  small  town  communities  will  be  made  by  the 
class  and  each  member  will  be  given  projects  to  work  out 
and  report  results  in  class.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  put 
members  of  this  class  in  active  touch  with  some  of  the  most 
vital  problems  of  the  South.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quar- 
ter. Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisite:  Sociology  1,  2,  and  3.  Mr. 
Dunlap. 

25.  Principles  of  Socialogy. 

This  course  is  designed  for  those  students  who  are  majoring 
in  some  other  field  and  want  Sociology  in  their  Junior  year. 
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This  course  is  to  give  the  student  an  intelligent  understanding 
and  a  working  system  of  thought  about  society  and  social 
origins;  to  make  a  general  introductory  survey  of  the  field  of 
the  principles  of  sociology.  Three  hours  per  week,  three  quar- 
ters. Credit:  3  hours.  Prerequisite:  Junior  standing.  Mr. 
Dunlap. 

11.  Introduction  to  Economics. 

This  course  is  an  elementary  treatment  of  the  fundamental 
principles  and  basic  forces  in  modem  life.  It  is  a  background 
for  advanced  courses  and  as  such  will  deal  in  an  elementary 
way  with  the  great  economic  questions  and  problems  of  our 
day.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit :  1  hour.  Mr. 
Dunlap. 

12.  Elements  of  Economics. 

This  course  deals  with  the  concepts  of  the  production  of 
wealth.  Topics:  Economic  struggle,  production,  distribution, 
consumption,  valuation,  etc.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quar- 
ter.   Credit :  1  hour.    Prerequisite :  Economics  11.  Mr.  Dunlap. 

13.  Elements  of  Economics. 

This  course  completes  the  elementary  principles  and  deals 
with  their  application  to  some  of  the- common  business  and  in- 
dustrial problems.  Topics :  Exchange,  labor  problems,  public 
finance,  economic  policies,  money  and  banking,  etc.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit :  1  hour.  Prerequisite : 
Economics  11  and  12.    Mr.  Dunlap. 

31.  Rural  Economics. 

A  study  in  efficient  management  in  agriculture,  tenancy, 
insurance,  cooperative  buying  and  selling,  and  other  rural  eco- 
nomic problems.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit : 
1  hour.    Prerequisite:  Economics  11,  12  and  13.     Mr.  Dunlap. 

32.  Marketing  of  Farm  Products. 

Designed  for  those  teachers  who  desire  to  be  able  to  give  in- 
telligent assistance  to  the  community  farmers  in  simple  meth- 
ods of  marketing  farm  products.    Topics :  The  marketing  func- 
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tions ;  the  conditions  affecting  the  costs  of  marketing ;  storage ; 
shipment ;  marketing  agencies ;  price-fixing  forces ;  direct  mar- 
keting; urban  marketing,  etc.  Three  hours  per  week,  one 
quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisite:  Economics  11,  12  and 
13.     Mr.  Dunlap. 

33.  Money  and  Banking. 

Principles  of  money,  credit  and  banking.  Special  study  of 
Federal  Farm  Loan,  Federal  Reserve  System  and  features  of 
banking  which  should  be  of  special  interest  to  teachers.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisite: 
Economics  11,  12  and  13.    Mr.  Dunlap. 

35.  Principles  of  Economics. 

This  course  is  designed  for  those  students  who  are  major- 
ing in  some  other  field  and  want  a  course  in  Economics  in 
their  Senior  year.  The  usual  phases  of  the  subject  are  dis- 
cussed under  the  general  divisions  of  the  consumption,  the 
production,  the  distribuation,  and  the  exchange  of  wealth. 
Three  hours  per  week,  three  quarters.  Credit :  3  hours.  Pre- 
requisite:   Senior  standing. 

14C.  Introduction  to  Rural  Economics. 

This  is  an  elementary  course  designed  for  those  who  are 
doing  Certificate  work.  The  economic  problems  of  the  rural 
sections  are  discussed  with  special  emphasis  on  the  part  that 
should  be  played  by  the  rural  teacher  in  assisting  in  the  solu- 
tion of  the  problems  of  her  community.  Three  hours  per  week, 
one  quarter.     Credit:  1  hour.    Mr.  Dunlap.

MISS  MABEL  MANNING  WEDGE 


The  aim  of  the  Voice  Department  is  to  set  before  the  stu- 
dent the  ideal  of  a  pure  and  resonant  vocal  tone,  and  to  de- 
velop the  ability  to  produce  such  a  tone. 

Freshman. 

Breathing  and  postural  exercises ;  tone  placing ;  simple  scales 
and  arpeggios;  exercises  to  equalize  the  vowel  sounds. 

Studies:  Neidlinger,  Abt,  Panofka. 

Songs :  Special  attention  is  given  to  articulation  in  the  use 
of  simple  songs. 

Sophomore. 

Major  and  minor  scales,  legato  and  staccato,  in  turns  and 
triplets. 

Studies:  Sieber,  Concone. 

Songs  of  American  and  English  composers. 

Junior. 

Technical  work  continued ;  portamento ;  trills ;  cadenzas. 

Studies :  Concone,  Marchesi. 

Songs  from  American,  English,  French  and  other  schools. 
Introductory  work  in  oratorio  and  opera. 
Senior. 

Technical  work  continued. 

Studies :  Panseron,  or  equivalent. 

Songs  selected  from  classic  and  modern  composers.  Work 
continued  in  oratorio  and  opera. 

Recitals  are  given  in  the  studio  so  the  student  may  have  the 
practice  of  singing  before  a  small  group  before  appearing  in 
large  public  recitals. 

The  year  is  divided  into  four  terms  of  nine  weeks  each. 
Tuition  is  $18.00  for  term  of  nine  weeks,  two  half  hour  lessons 
per  week,  and  is  payable  in  advance  at  the  time  board  is  due. 
This  includes  use  of  piano  for  practice. 
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Carnegie  Library 


This  building,  as  indicated  by  its  name,  was  the  gift  of  Mr. 
Andrew  Carnegie.  It  is  well  equipped  with  Library  Bureau 
furniture  and  contains  about  ten  thousand  volumes  with  some- 
thing like  three  thousand  pamphlets.  The  faculty  and  regis- 
tered students  of  the  school  have  free  access  to  the  library  and 
may  draw  books  for  home  reading.  To  the  general  public  it 
is  for  reference  only. 

The  Reading  Room  is  of  infinite  value  to  the  students  both 
for  general  reading  and  reference  work.  The  following  maga-

The  library  is  open  daily  (except  Sunday)  from  8:45  A. 
M.  until  5 :30  P.  M.,  closing  for  the  dinner  hour.  Books  other 
than  "Reserves"  may  be  borrowed  from  the  library  for  two 
weeks.    Reserved  books  are  issued  overnight  only. 
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It  is  the  main  purpose  of  the  library  to  both  create  and 
stimulate  a  taste  for  good  literature  as  well  as  serve  the  va- 
rious departments  in  their  reference  work.  It  is  our  ambition 
to  give  every  student  of  every  department  a  working  knowl- 
edge of  the  institution  and  thereby  double  its  value  to  the 
student  body. 
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Correspondence  Study 


General  Information. 

The  Georgia  State  Teachers  College  offers  correspondence  to 
those  whose  duties  make  it  impossible  for  them  to  pursue  work 
in  residence.  These  courses  are  designed  for  those  who  are  in- 
terested in  professional  growth,  desire  guidance  or  wish  to  sup- 
plement their  training.  These  courses  are  prepared  by  the  reg- 
ular members  of  the  Faculty  and  are  given  in  the  class  rooms 
of  the  several  departments  during  the  regular  session. 

Nature  of  the  Work. 

Each  course  shall  consist  of  as  many  lessons  as  the  instruc- 
tor may  require.  Each  quarter  course  shall  approximate  a 
minimum  of  150  hours  work.  Each  lesson  shall  consist  of  as- 
signments from  texts,  supplementary  reading,  questions  to  test 
the  method  of  the  work,  and  the  results  obtained. 

Credit. 

For  each  course  with  the  equivalent  of  a  quarter's  work, 
the  Georgia  State  Teachers  College  allows  1  hour  credit.  This 
credit  may  apply  towards  a  diploma  or  a  degree. 

No  fractional  course  can  be  offered  for  credit.  The  full 
course  must  be  taken  if  credit  is  to  be  obtained. 

Admission  Requirements. 

The  Georgia  State  Teachers  College  wishes  to  be  reasonably 
sure  that  a  student  can  succeed  in  the  course  he  desires  to  take, 
and  it  reserves  the  right  to  examine  his  application  carefully 
and  before  enrollment,  to  recommend  other  courses  than  those 
selected,  or  reject  the  application  if  the  statements  on  his 
blanks  justify  such  action.  If  the  student  is  not  accepted  or 
if  he  does  not  wish  to  change  from  his  original  choice,  his  fee 
will  be  refunded. 

A  student  wishing  to  enroll  must  not  be  in  attendance  in 
any  other  institution,  or  in  residence  at  State  Teachers  Col- 
lege, and  must  satisfy  the  entrance  requirements  of  the  State 
Teachers  College. 
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Courses. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  enroll  in  more  than  two 
courses  at  the  same  time.  It  is  advised  that  all  of  the  time 
be  concentrated  on  one  course.  A  student  is  expected  to 
finish  the  course  by  end  of  scholastic  year.  A  minimum  of  one 
semester  is  allowed  a  student  to  finish  a  course  provided  he 
distributes  his  work  evenly. 

Before  a  student  enrolls  for  a  course  he  must  fulfill  all  the 
prerequisites  required  by  the  instructor. 

The  methods  of  instruction  serve  to  keep  the  student  and 
teacher  in  close  contact  with  the  work  of  the  course.  After 
preparing  the  lesson  the  student  writes  his  answers  and  mails 
his  paper  to  the  instructor  together  with  any  questions  con- 
cerning such  difficulties  as  may  have  arisen  during  the  study. 
The  instructor  corrects  and  comments  on  the  paper  and  re- 
turn^ it  to  the  student.  In  like  manner  the  work  goes  on 
until  the  course  is  completed.  No  incomplete  course  will  be 
given  credit. 

Examinations  of  each  course  will  be  given  either  at  the 
State  Teachers  College  or  under  supervision  satisfactory  to  the 
State  Teachers  College.  No  credit  is  given  unless  an  exami- 
nation is  taken. 

If  on  account  of  interruptions  or  delays  the  course  is  de- 
ferred, a  fee  of  ($3.00)  three  dollars  will  be  charged  for  ex- 
tension of  time. 

No  course  is  given  during  summer  vacation,  except  by  in- 
structor's permission. 

Credit  Value  Towaxd  a  Diploma  or  Degree. 

No  work  in  Second  year  diploma  or  Senior  class  will  be 
given  by  correspondence.  In  cases  of  emergency,  classes  be- 
gun, with  permission  of  faculty,  may  be  completed  by  cor- 
respondence. 

Records  of  correspondence  grades  shall  be  kept  as  such 
and  so  indicated  when  transferred  to  other  institutions. 

No  student  may  take  more  than  one-third  of  the  work  re- 
quired for  a  diploma  or  a  degree. 

The  State  Teachers  College  does  not  grant  a  diploma  or  a 
degree  for  correspondence  study  work  alone. 
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Fees. 

All  fees  are  payable  in  advance  and  they  should  accompany 
the  application  for  instruction.  The  matriculation  fee  is  $10 
and  is  required  of  all  students  at  the  time  of  their  first  regis- 
tration. The  tuition  fee  for  each  quarter  course  is  eight  dol- 
lar ($8.00).  The  tuition  fee  includes  payment  for  instruction 
sent  for  return  of  lesson  papers. 

No  fees  will  be  returned  after  the  work  has  begun. 

Enroll. 

Application  blanks  will  be  sent  on  request. 

A  student  may  begin  a  course  for  which  he  has  been  ac- 
cepted at  any  time  which  will  allow  the  work  to  be  completed 
by  end  of  scholastic  year.  It  is  advised  that  application  be 
made  in  September  and  February. 

Fill  out  the  application  blank,  enclose  money  order  made 
payable  to  President  Jere  M.  Pound,  and  address  to  President 
Jere  M.  Pound,  State  Teachers  College,  Athens,  Ga.

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Lecture  Courses 


The  school  maintains  a  Lyceum  Course  which  is  free  to  all 
the  students  of  the  school  and  in  which  are  engaged  the  best 
platform  performers  we  can  procure.  In  addition  to  this,  a 
series  of  lectures  by  prominent  men  and  women  in  the  state, 
who  have  accomplished  things  in  the  special  line  of  work  in 
which  each  is  interested,  is  kept  up  throughout  the  year. 

Moreover,  Athens  affords  the  school  wonderful  opportunity 
for  seeing  and  hearing  those  who  have  attained  distinction 
along  many  lines  of  endeavor.  The  school,  in  fact,  is  at  times 
embarrassed  with  the  richness  of  its  opportunities  of  this 
kind.  From  time  to  time  such  men  as  Dr.  Campbell  Morgan, 
Mr.  George  Foster  Peabody  and  others  of  national  repuation 
speak  in  the  auditorium.  But  they  are  invaluable  aids  in  giv- 
ing finishing  touches  to  the  education  which  the  school  is 
striving  to  impart  to  its  student  body. 


Motion  Pictures 


Motion  pictures  are  frequently  used  by  the  various  teachers 
to  supplement  their  class-room  instruction.  This  method  of 
teaching  has  proven  to  be  both  interesting  and  instructive. 

The  moving  picture  machine  is  also  used  by  lecturers  who 
visit  the  school  and  at  such  times  when  the  students  are  not 
otherwise  engaged  some  of  the  best  popular  films  are  shown. 
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Student  Organizations 


1.  The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association. 

The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association,  through  its  social 
life,  Vesper  services,  Morning  Watch,  Bible  study,  mission 
study,  church  attendance  and  intercollegiate  relationships, 
seeks  to  promote  the  spirit  of  Christian  thinking  and  Christian 
living  among  students  and  to  train  them  for  Christian  life 
and  work. 

The  Social  Work  consists  in  aiding  new  students  to  har- 
monious adjustment  to  the  school  life  and  its  activities,  with 
continuous  efforts  for  daily  service  in  sundry  ways. 

The  Course  in  World  Fellowship  is  carefully  planned  and 
the  text  books  used  are  the  newest  and  best,  treating  both 
home  and  foreign  mission  problems. 

Intercollegiate  relationships  have  been  established  by  dele- 
gations to  the  Georgia  Students  Volunteer  Union,  the  Southern 
Conference  of  the  Young  Women's  Christian  Association,  by 
visits  of  traveling  student  secretaries,  delegates  to  the  Stu- 
dent Volunteer  Convention,  Cabinet  training  councils,  visit- 
ing Secretaries  of  the  churches  and  W.  C.  T.  U.,  and  the 
interchange  of  reports  and  methods  with  other  associations. 

Church  attendance  is  emphasized  in  order  that  the  students 
may  derive  all  the  spiritual  benefits  possible  from  the  excxel- 
lent  church  facilities  of  Athens,  and  to  foster  the  habit  of 
church  attendance. 

2.  Bible  Study. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  such  a  general  knowl- 
edge of  the  Bible  as  will  furnish  to  the  students  a  background 
for  future  work  in  detail. 

The  lessons  are  arranged  for  systematic  daily  readings 
through  the  Bible,  beginning  with  Genesis.  Weekly  lessons 
are  held  on  these  readings,  bringing  out  such  points  about 
the  great  Book  as  every  person  ought  to  know. 

The  aim  of  the  teachers  in  presenting  these  lessons  is  to 
bring  the  students  into  loving  acquaintance  with  God's  Word. 
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The  course  is  entirely  optional,  but  all  students  are  encour- 
aged to  join  one  of  these  classes,  and  due  recognition  is  given 
their  work  in  the  permanent  records  of  the  school. 

The  Bible  classes  are  taught  by  members  of  the  Faculty. 

The  State  Teachers  College  won  second  honor  in  this  work  in 
the  United  States  at  the  Panama  Exposition  Young  Women's 
Christian  Association  National  Contest  in  1915. 

There  was  interest  in  memorizing  Scripture  prescribed  by 
Helen  Gould  Shepherd,  for  which  she  presented  Student's 
Bibles.  The  school  has  won  246  of  these  Bibles.  This  was  dis- 
continued in  1921. 

Since  1922  Mrs.  Gertrude  Alexander  has  been  giving  the 
Campbell  Morgan  edition  of  the  Bible,  bringing  our  number 
to  263. 

Students  are  urged  to  keep  in  their  respective  classes  in 
Bible  work  as  in  other  studies. 

The  State  Teachers  College  won  first  honor  in  the  United 
States  on  the  Student  Association  Honor  Roll  at  the  Panama 
Exposition  for  the  largest  average  in  proportion  to  total  en- 
rollment in  Mission  Study  and  Social  Welfare  classes  in  1915. 
The  College  won  second  honor  places  in  the  two  subjects  that 
follow:  volunteer  Bible  Study  classes  and  attendance  on  re- 
ligious services. 

3.  The  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union. 

In  connection  with  the  Young  Women's  Christian  Associa- 
tion work  of  the  College,  there  is  an  organized  Woman's  Chris- 
tian Temperance  Union  which  holds  regular  meetings  once 
per  month  and  endeavors  to  further  the  study  and  interest 
in  the  Temperance  Cause. 

4.  The  Student  Volunteer  Movement. 

This  group  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  is  composed  of  the  individual 
students  who  have  consecrated  their  lives  to  service  in  the 
foreign  fields  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  Gospel  of  Christ 
''into  all  the  world." 

5.  Altioria  Literary  Society. 

At  one  time  there  was  only  one  society  in  the  State  Teachers 
College.     On  account  of  the  overwhelming  number  of  mem- 
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bers  it  was  advised  that  two  societies  be  formed.  In  1905 
the  two  literary  societies,  under  their  new  names,  Mildred 
Rutherford  and  Altioria,  began  their  work  anew.  Professor 
Earnest  gave  us  our  name  ''Altioria,"  meaning  higher  and 
better.  Since  the  date  of  our  birth,  under  the  aim  and  ex- 
cellent prevailing  spirit  of  our  motto,  "Excelsior,"  we  have 
been  growing  each  year,  striving  for  the  supernal  and  superior 
things  in  our  school  life.  The  aim  of  the  Altioria  Society  is 
the  advancement  of  scholarship  by  enjoying  together  the  best 
to  be  found  in  literature  and  the  development  of  "Ideal  Wo- 
manhood" through  faithfulness  and  usefulness  to  our  school 
and  to  our  ''fellows." 

6.  The  Mildred  Rutherford  Literary  Society. 

The  aim  of  this  society  is  to  develop  the  literary  phase  of 
the  student  life  through  the  creation  of  an  interest  in  and 
appreciation  for  literature,  music  and  art.  The  betterment  of 
the  social  life  of  the  school  is  the  result  of  the  activities  of 
this  organization  and  it  is  in  this  connection  that  some  of  the 
closest  friendships  are  formed  which  exist  not  only  while  in 
attendance  here  but  the  influence  of  which  will  be  felt  into  the 
future. 

An  example  of  the  highest  type  of  womanhood,  is  set  before 
the  girls  in  the  sponsor  of  the  organization,  Miss  Mildred 
Rutherford,  whose  fine  and  noble  character  and  the  ideals  for 
which  she  stood  are  ever  a  beacon  light  to  those  who  knew 
her. 

7.  L'AUiaJice  Francaise. 

One  of  the  distinctive  features  of  the  French  course  is  the 
opportunity  of  the  students  to  affiliate  with  the  L' Alliance 
Francaise,  an  organization  composed  of  those  familiar  with 
and  interested  in  the  French  language  both  in  this  school  and 
the  other  educational  institutions  of  the  city.  Meetings  are 
held  once  a  month,  at  which  time  prominent  French  scholars 
address  the  organization  on  some  topic  of  general  interest. 
This  organization  has  been  a  means  of  creating  a  greater 
interest  in  and  a  wider  knowledge  of  the  French  language. 
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8.  Glee  Club. 


The  purpose  of  this  organization  is  recreative  choral  work 
as  well  as  to  afford  an  opportunity  for*  the  study  of  classical 
compositions.  Membership  is  open  to  any  member  of  the  stu- 
dent body.  The  organization  gives  two  concerts  annually  and 
assists  at  other  functions  of  the  school. 

9.  County  Clubs. 

Nearly  every  county  in  Georgia  is  represented  at  the  State 
Teachers  College.  Many  of  these  counties  have  enough  stu- 
dents to  organize  and  there  are  more  than  twenty  county 
clubs.  Among  the  most  important  are — a  definite  way  to  aid 
in  the  development  of  county  affairs ;  a  splendid  way  for  those 
from  home  to  get  together;  a  medium  to  interest  other  stu- 
dents in  the  school;  a  course  of  great  pleasure  and  leisure. 
These  clubs  are  doing  splendid,  constructive  work.  More 
counties  are  to  be  organized  and  it  is  the  aim  of  all  of  them 
to  keep  up  the  supply  of  members  from  year  to  year  and  to 
be  of  real  service  to  the  people  at  home. 

10.  The  Round  Table. 

The  Round  Table  is  a  gathering  of  all  students  who  desire 
to  attend  at  a  regular  meeting  every  Saturday  night  just 
when  supper  is  over.  The  organization  is  ten  years  old  and 
its  aim  is  to  furnish  wholesome  recreation  and  to  develop  a 
love  for  and  a  power  to  tell  the  best  stories  to  be  found  in 
our  literature.  Current  topics  are  discussed,  songs  rendered 
and  some  pleasing  story  told  and  commented  on.  This  organ- 
ization started  with  but  six  members  at  its  inception,  and 
now  has  increased  in  size  until  there  is  no  room  on  the  school 
campus  that  will  hold  the  attendance  without  crowding. 

11.  Athletic  Association. 

The  Athletic  Association  is  an  organization  of  the  students 
to  promote  and  encourage  outdoor  sports  and  athletics  and 
is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Department  of  Physical 
Education. 

The   Association   has    a   well-equipped   athletic   field,    with 
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courts  for  tennis,  basketball,  volley  ball  and  other  games. 
Field  Days  and  various  athletic  contests  stimulate  interest  in 
outdoor  activities  and  provide  sane,  wholesome  recreation. 

12.  Alunmi-ae  Association. 

The  Alumni-ae  Association  of  the  Georgia  State  Teachers 
College  is  an  organization  concerned  with  the  welfare  of  the 
school  and  its  alumni-ae,  and  with  the  professional  advance- 
ment of  education.  It  is  the  channel  through  which  the  school 
and  its  alumni-ae  can  be  of  mutual  help  to  each  other.  Its 
purpose  is  to  provide  a  scholarship  fund,  to  promote  loyalty 
to  the  school,  and  to  disseminate  the  ideals  for  which  the 
school  stands. 

All  graduates  of  the  school  are  active  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation and  all  persons,  who  have  at  any  time  been  students  of 
the  school,  are  associate  members. 

The  officers  of  the  Association  are  as  follows:  President, 
Kate  E.  Hicks;  Secretary,  Iris  Callaway;  Treasurer,  Mrs.  H. 
C.  Doolittle. 

13.  Reflex. 

The  Reflex  is  the  student  paper.  It  is  issued  in  newspaper 
style.  It  is  printed  twice  a  month.  All  general  school  news ; 
society  dots;  editorials;  literary  society  pages;  Y.  W.  C.  A. 
notes;  and  jokes  form  the  basis  of  its  development.  The  ed- 
itors are  elected  from  the  student  body.  They  do  all  the 
writing  for  the  paper  under  the  supervision  of  a  faculty 
member. 

14.  The  Crystal. 

The  Crystal  is  the  Senior  Annual.  Every  Senior  class  pub- 
lishes a  Crystal.  The  book  appears  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
It  is  a  memory  book  in  printed  form.  The  editors  are  elected 
from  the  Senior  class. 

15.  Quadrangle. 

The  Quadrangle  is  an  organization  of  students  for  the  pur- 
pose of  promoting  and  encouraging  mental,  moral,  physical 
and  social  development.     This  organization  is  open  to  the  en- 
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tire  student  body  who  have  had  a  certain  period  of  residence 
and  who  have  attained  a  required  standard  in  mental,  moral, 
physical  and  social  activities. 
16.  AmericHJi  Red  Cross. 

The  College  has  its  own  independent  Chapter  of  the  Ameri- 
can Red  Cross.  It  was  the  first  and  possibly  the  only  Chap- 
ter in  a  school.  It  was  organized  during  the  war  and  the 
students  did  excellent  work.  The  Chapter  is  still  in  force 
and  has  more  than  one  hundred  members. 
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Registered  students  to  date  (February  1,  1929),  JdR^ ;  stu- 
dents registered  during  Summer  School,  489;  pupils  in  Acad- 
QTny,  Muscogee  Elementary  and  Country  School,  286 ;  students 
registered  for  Correspondence  Courses,  52;  total,  1,504. 

Teachers  and  officers,  69;  counties  represented  by  students, 
123;  students  holding  diplomas  from  other  schools,  658;  stu- 
dents holding  license  to  teach,  65.  Fifty  per  cent  of  all  our 
students  are  the  sons  and  daughters  of  farmers. 

The  total  registration  since  the  foundation  of  the  school, 
18,163,  more  than  90  per  cent  of  whom  have  taught  in  our 
common  schools.  Total  graduates  to  May,  1928,  3,214.  Grad- 
uating class  this  year  numbers  60.

Georgia  State  Teachers  College 

Historical 


The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Georgia  donated  to  the 
State  the  building  known  as  Rock  College  and  from  six  to 
ten  acres  of  land  contiguous  thereto,  together  with  the  late 
George  R.  Gilmer  fund.  Under  the  condition  of  Governor 
Gilmer's  will,  this  sum  must  be  used  to  train  teachers  in  the 
elementary  branches  of  an  English  education  only.  The  con- 
dition' attached  to  these  gifts  of  the  Trustees  of  the  University 
was  that  the  State  should  establish  at  Rock  College  a  Normal 
School  for  the  education  and  training  of  teachers  for  the  rural 
schools. 

An  Act  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  Georgia  in  1891 : 

''To  establish,  organize  and  maintain  a  State  Normal  School 
as  a  branch  to  the  University,  to  appropriate  money  for  the 
same,  and  for  other  purposes.' '  This  Act  received  the  approval 
of  the  Governor,  October  21,  1891.  By  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  the  State  received  from  the  Trustees  of  the  University 
as  a  donation  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  Normal  School, 
the  building  known  as  Rock  College  and  a  tract  of  land  of  not 
less  than  six  nor  more  than  ten  acres  upon  which  the  college 
building  stood,  lying  just  outside  the  limits  of  the  City  of 
Athens,  Ga.  The  Act  also  provided  for  a  Normal  School  Com- 
mission, consisting  of  the  State  School  Commissioner,  who 
should  be  the  Chairman,  the  Chancellor  of  the  University,  and 
"three  citizens  of  Georgia,  experienced  in  teaching,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Governor." 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  water  used  by  the  School 
came  from  a  well,  and  the  water  was  declared  to  be  pure  and 
wholesome  and  was  so  cold  that  no  ice  was  needed. 

The  lower  floor  of  Rock  College  was  divided  into  lecture 
rooms,  restaurant,  hall  and  assembly  rooms.  The  second  and 
third  floors  were  used  as  a  dormitory.  These  rooms  were 
furnished  by  the  appropriation  of  $500.00  from  the  City  Coun- 
cil of  Athens  in  1892,  with  wire  cots,  tables,  chairs,  buckets 
and  other  necessary  articles  of  furniture. 

The  Act  creating  the  State  Normal  School  was  passed  in 
1891,  and  short  sessions  of  the  school  were  held  during  the 
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summer  months  of  1892,  1893  and  1894.  The  Commission  had 
at  its  command  only  the  interest  of  the  Gilmer  fund  which 
was  transferred  for  safe  keeping  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Uni- 
versity by  the  Trustees  of  the  estate  of  the  late  George  R. 
Gilmer.  The  interest  on  this  fund  amounted  to  $1,050.00  a 
year,  from  which  a  commission  of  $50.00  a  year  was  de- 
ducted for  the  expense  of  administration.  In  1892  there  were 
added  to  this,  the  Peabody  Institute  fund  of  $800.00,  and  the 
County  Institute  fund  of  five  counties,  which  met  at  Rock 
College  for  one  week,  and  amounted  to  $125,00.  Therefore, 
the  School  was  carried  on  in  1893  with  the  sum  of  $1,923.00. 

The  session  of  1892  began  July  11th,  and  lasted  seven  weeks. 
Exclusive  of  the  attendance  during  the  County  Institute  week, 
the  roll  of  students  numbered  112,  representing  thirty-two 
counties. 

So  far  as  the  resources  of  the  college  for  the  year  1893 
are  concerned,  they  are  best  explained  by  an  extract  from  the 
minutes  of  the  Commission  at  their  meeting  in  Atlanta,  April 
1,  1893: 

"The  Chairman  made  a  statement  of  the  efforts  that  had 
been  made  to  induce  the  Legislature  to  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  permanent  establishment  of  a  State  Normal 
School,  and  stated  that  the  Legislature  had  failed  to  make 
an  appropriation  for  the  purpose  named.  Dr.  William  E. 
Boggs  then  stated  that  the  net  interest  on  the  Gilmer  fund, 
amounting  to  $1,000.00,  would  be  available  on  the  first  day 
of  July.  He  said  also  that  the  people  of  Athens  were  de- 
sirous of  having  the  Normal  School  operated  during  the  com- 
ing summer,  1893,  and  that  the  grand  jury  of  Clarke  county 
had,  at  his  request,  made  an  appropriation  of  $400  for  the 
purpose.  The  citizens  of  Athens  had  also  made  up  a  private 
subscription  of  $537  to  be  added  to  the  fund.  These  resources, 
added  together,  made  a  total  of  $1,937  for  the  summer  session 
of  1893." 

The  private  subscriptions  from  the  citizens  of  Athens  were 
secured  by  Dr.  Edwin  D.  Newton  and  Mr.  T.  W.  Reed.  This 
must  have  been  a  tedious  undertaking,  for  many  of  the  sub- 
scriptions only  amounted  to  fifty  cents. 

The  session  of  1893  began  July  5th,  and  lasted  six  weeks. 
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There  were  enrolled  116  students  from  thirty-five  counties. 
These  pupils  were  not  all  present  at  the  same  time.  Some  came 
for  a  week,  others  for  two  weeks,  others  for  a  month,  while 
many  remained  during  the  entire  session. 

The  nature  of  the  work  done  during-  the  sessions  of  1892 
and  1893,  the  enthusiasm  of  the  students,  the  apparent  de- 
mand for  an  enlarged  and  well-equipped  Normal  School,  in- 
duced the  Normal  School  Commission  to  appeal  to  the  Legis- 
lature of  1893  for  an  appropriation  to  remodel,  equip,  and 
operate  the  State  Normal  School.  The  Legislature,  however, 
took  no  action  in  the  matter  and  the  Normal  School  Commis- 
sion was  again  left  with  limited  means  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  creating  the  school. 

A  meeting  of  the  State  Normal  School  Commission  was  held 
in  Atlanta  to  take  into  consideration  the  work  of  the  School 
for  the  summer  of  1894. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Commission  stated  that  the  Legislature 
had  made  no  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  School  dur- 
ing the  year  of  1894,  and  that  the  only  money  available  was 
the  interest  on  the  George  R.  Gilmer  fund. 

After  some  discussion,  the  Commission  decided  to  open  the 
college  for  a  month  during  the  summer  of  1894,  and  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  was  passed : 

''Resolved,  That  the  State  Normal-  School  at  Rock  College 
be  opened  for  one  month  during  the  summer  of  1894,  be- 
ginning from  the  17th  day  of  July,  and  that  the  interest  on 
the  Gilmer  fund,  accruing  July  1st,  be  used  for  defraying  the 
expenses  of  the  session." 

Another  resolution  was  also  passed  and  was  as  follows : 

"Resolved,  That  the  Normal  School  Commission,  recogniz- 
ing the  generosity  of  the  grand  jury  of  Clarke  county,  the  City 
Council  and  citizens  of  Athens  in  the  aid  they  have  hitherto 
given  the  Normal  School,  and  fully  grateful  for  their  past 
favors,  yet  in  view  of  the  urgent  necessities  of  the  School, 
respectfully  suggest  to  the  grand  jury  that  an  appropriation 
for  the  year  1894  would  greatly  aid  in  continuing  the  pros- 
perity and  insuring  the  success  of  the  Normal  School." 

"Resolved,   That   Dr.   William   E.   Boggs,   Professor   David 
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Barrow,  Jr.,  be  requested  to  present  this  resolution  to  the  next 
session  of  the  grand  jury.'' 

The  grand  jury  received  the  resolutions,  and  in  their  pre- 
sentments made  an  appropriation  of  $750.00  to  the  State 
Normal  School,  provided  a  session  of  eight  weeks  was  held. 
This  provision  was  cheerfully  agreed  to  by  the  Commission, 
and  the  day  of  opening  of  the  Normal  School  for  1894  was 
changed  from  July  17th  to  July  5th. 

The  State  Normal  School  enrolled  175  students  during  the 
summer  of  1894.  Fifty-one  counties  were  represented  in  this 
student  body. 

The  success  of  the  summer  session  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Lawton  B.  Evans  made  a  permanent  Normal  School  a 
necessity  and  the  Legislature  of  1894  gave  financial  assistance 
to  the  School  and  fixed  the  annual  appropriation  at  ten  thou- 
sand dollars. 

It  was  peculiarly  fitting  that  Captain  S.  D.  Bradwell  was 
chosen  as  the  first  president  of  the  State  Normal  School,  after 
it  was  permanently  established.  Probably  no  man  had  done 
more  for  the  teachers  of  the  State,  and  no  one  understood 
their  needs  better,  or  sympathized  with  them  more.  He  was 
possessed  with  a  remarkable  memory  for  names  and  faces, 
and  while  State  School  Commissioner,  he  probably  knew  more 
men  in  Georgia  than  any  other  man.  This  fact  was  an  in- 
valuable aid  to  Captain  Bradwell  in  getting  the  School 
established. 

The  school  was  opened  April  17,  1895.  The  17th  of  April 
was  observed  as  Founder's  Day  for  many  years  in  the  school 
and  appropriate  exercises  were  conducted.  Miss  Mamie 
Mathews,  of  Oglethorpe  county,  was  the  first  student  to  regis- 
ter in  the  school.  The  attendance  during  the  spring  was 
very  small,  but  the  summer  months  brought  a  much  larger 
enrollment. 

Captain  S.  D.  Bradwell  tendered  his  resignation  as  President 
of  the  School  at  a  meeting  of  the  Commission  held  March  7. 
1901.  Mr.  E.  C.  Branson  was  elected  to  succeed  Captain  Brad- 
well. Captain  Bradwell  had  been  President  since  the  per- 
manent organization  of  this  institution  in  1895.  During  the 
short  period  of  six  years,  under  his  administration  the  School 
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was  organized  and  had  grown  to  such  an  extent  that  the  an- 
nual enrollment  was  well  above  six  hundred. 

In  1912  President  E.  C.  Branson  resigned  to  accept  the  head 
of  the  department  of  Rural  Economics  and  Sociology,  and  Mr. 
Jere  M.  Pound  was  elected  President. 

1.  Gilmer  HaJl. 

This  building  was  erected  in  1860  by  the  University  of 
Georgia  and  was  donated  to  the  State  Normal  School  in  1891. 
At  first  the  Normal  School  was  completely  housed  in  this  one 
building,  but  it  is  now  used  exclusively  as  a  dormitory.  It 
was  named  for  Governor  Gilmer,  as  the  income  from  a  fund 
left  by  his  will  was  used  to  help  found  the  State  Normal 
School. 

2.  Bradwell  Hall. 

In  1896  this  building  was  completed  as  a  two-story  structure 
and  the  third  floor  was  added  in  the  following  year,  and  was 
made  possible  through  subscriptions  by  the  teachers  in  the 
school.  At  first,  part  of  the  lower  floor  was  used  as  a  dining 
hall  and  the  other  part  of  the  building  was  used  as  a  dormi- 
tory for  young  men.  It  is  used  entirely  now  as  a  girls'  dormi- 
tory.  It  was  named  for  the  first  president  of  the  school. 

3.  Auditorium. 

In  1898  from  appropriations  of  that  year,  the  commission 
authorized  the  erection  of  this  building.  It  is  two  stories  high, 
with  an  auditorium  on  the  first  floor  and  class-rooms  above. 

4.  Winnie  Davis  Memorial  Hall. 

The  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy  planned  this  building 
to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  Winnie  Davis,  daughter  of  Jef- 
ferson Davis,  and  it  was  through  their  effort  that  this  hall 
was  built.  It  was  completed  in  1902  and  is  used  as  a  dormi- 
tory. Various  Chapters  of  the  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy 
maintain  rooms  in  the  buillding  and  make  appointments  of  the 
students  to  occupy  the  rooms.  Rooms  are  secured  in  the  build- 
ing by  applying  to  Chapters  who  have  furnished  the  different 
rooms. 
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5.  Muscog-ee  Elementary  Training  School. 

George  Foster  Peabody  gave  the  money  to  build  and  equip 
this  building  and  it  was  completed  in  1902.  A  well  organized 
school  of  seven  grades  is  carried  on  in  this  building  to  give 
the  Senior  class  practice  in  teaching  before  they  are  allowed 
to  graduate.  The  building  was  so  named  because  Muscogee 
is  Mr.  Peabody's  native  county. 

6.  Smith  Building. 

This  building  was  completed  in  1906.  It  was  made  possible 
through  gifts  by  James  M.  Smith,  George  Foster  Peabody,  the 
State,  Faculty,  and  a  number  of  small  contributors.  It  con- 
tains classrooms  and  the  administrative  offices,  and  was  named 
for  the  late  James  M.  Smith. 

7.  Dining  Hall. 

The  dining  hall  was  also  completed  in  1906.  The  first  floor 
of  this  building  is  used  as  a  dining  hall,  while  the  second  floor 
is  known  as  Senior  Hall  and  is  used  as  a  dormitory. 

8.  Carnegie  Library. 

This  building  was  given  by  Andrew  Carnegie  to  the  State 
Normal  School  and  is,  of  course,  used  as  a  library.  It  contains 
about  ten  thousand  volumes,  and  was  erected  in  1910. 

9.  The  Rural  School. 

This  is  a  modern  one-room  rural  school  building  on  the 
campus  to  give  the  Seniors  practice  in  teaching  in  a  country 
school.  The  building  is  well  lighted  and  heated  and  complete 
in  every  detail.  The  children  come  from  the  country,  thus 
making  it  a  rural  school  from  every  point  of  view.  It  was 
built  in  1911. 

10.  Dairy  Bam. 

The  structure  is  of  concrete,  modern  and  sanitary  in  every 
way,  with  a  large  silo  made  at  one  end.  It  was  built  in  1914 
and  is  large  enough  to  accommodate  seventy  cows.  The  school 
farm  is  located  on  the  Oconee  river,  three  miles  from  town. 
This  farm  was  purchased,  equipped,  and  is  operated  without  a 
cent  from  the  State. 
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11.  Infirmary. 

The  infirmary  was  built  in  1916  as  a  result  of  the  efforts 
of  the  Elijah  Clarke  Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution,  although  the  funds  were  furnished  by  this  Chapter 
in  cooperation  with  the  General  Assembly. 

12.  Practice  Home. 

This  building  was  used  as  an  infirmary  until  the  new  one 
was  built  in  1916.  It  was  converted  into  the  practice  home 
where  the  students  get  practice  in  home  making,  thus  putting 
into  practice  things  studied  in  the  class-room. 

13.  Miller  Hall. 

With  an  appropriation  from  the  State  this  dormitory  was 
completed  in  1917.  This  is  a  two-story  structure  and  is  modern 
in  every  respect.  It  is  named  in  honor  of  Mr.  B.  S.  Miller, 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

14.  Pound  Auditorium. 

This  building  was  also  finished  in  1917,  as  an  appropriation 
amounting  to  $100,000  from  the  State  was  sufficient  to  build 
Miller  Hall  and  the  Pound  Auditorium.  It  has  an  auditorium 
that  will  seat  2,500  people,  as  well  as  a  number  of  class-rooms 
and  offices.  This  auditorium  is  named  for  the  President  of 
the  School. 

15.  Cobb  Home — This  property  was  bought  in  1929  from  the 
Cobb  estate.  It  is  located  on  Oglethorpe  avenue  and  it  will 
accommodate  about  20  students. 
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General  Regulations 


Admission  Requirements. 

1.  Age — Any  person  Avho  is  fifteen  (15)  years  of  age  may 
enter  the  Georgia  State  Teachers  College  at  the  beginning  of 
the  Fall  Term  or  at  any  suitable  time  during  the  school  year, 
provided  he  has  met  other  entrance  requirements. 

2.  Good  Moral  Character — Every  student  will  be  required 
to  hand  to  the  President  a  letter  of  recommendation  from 
some  responsible  person  in  the  home  neighborhood. 

3.  Good  Health — All  applicants  should  be  in  good  health. 
Teeth  and  eyes  should  be  looked  after  before  coming  to  school. 
All  students  are  subjected  to  a  rigid  physical  examination  on 
arrival  and  all  defects  noted  are  watched  and  the  student  is 
advised  how  they  may  best  be  removed.  Applicants  should 
be  vaccinated  before  coming  to  school. 

4.  Methods  of  Admission — Students  may  be  admitted  to  the 
College  in  two  ways:  (a)  By  proper  certificate  from  an 
accredited  high  school  or  college;  and  (2)  by  examination. 

5.  Credentials — Transcripts  of  work  done  must  be  signed  by 
the  proper  authorities  and  sent  to  the  Registrar  of  the  College 
before  the  opening  of  school. 

6.  Forfeiture — All  students  not  present  when  classes  begin 
forfeit  their  admission. 

APPLICATION  FOR  ADMISSION. 

Application  for  admission  to  the  College  must  be  made  in 
writing  on  a  special  form  of  application,  a  copy  of  which  will 
be  found  enclosed  in  each  catalogue.  New  applications  must 
be  made  each  year  by  all  students.  For  several  years  it  has 
been  impossible  for  the  College  to  accept  all  applications 
received.  Applications  are  placed  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
College  and  preference  will  be  given  to  well  prepared  students 
in  the  order  in  which  the  applications  are  received. 

Registration. 
Admission  to  the  College  is  complete  when  the  student's 
name  has  been  properly  registered  in  the  following  manner: 
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(1)  The  student  presents  his  acceptance  card;  (2)  fills  out  a 
registration  card;  (3)  pays  fees  at  the  Manager's  office;  (4) 
secures  room  assignment  from  the  Dormitory  Manager;  (5) 
and  a  class  card  from  the  Committee  on  Classification. 

Room  Assignment. 

Rooms  are  not  assigned  to  new  students  until  the  opening 
of  school  in  the  fall,  except  in  Winnie  Davis  Memorial  Hall. 
These  are  secured  through  various  Chapters  of  the  Daughters 
of  the  Confederacy.  These  appointments  must  be  in  the  Col- 
lege office  by  August  15th.  Students  who  arrive  on  the  first 
day  of  the  opening  of  school  have  a  better  chance  of  securing 
a  choice  of  rooms. 

Uniforms. 

To  promote  economy,  simplicity  and  good  taste  in  dress, 
students  purchase  and  wear  a  uniform  adopted  by  the  College. 
A  leaflet  giving  regulations  and  description  should  be  secured 
from  the  President. 

Conduct. 

It  is  expected  that  students  will  make  school  work  their 
first  interest  rather  than  their  recreation,  however  innocent 
and  valuable. 

Students  are  not  permitted  to  be  absent  from  College  except 
for  necessary  causes.  Parents  are  doing  their  child  an  in- 
justice when  they  permit  it. 

Absences  detract  from  both  deportment  and  grades.  Ab- 
sences just  before  or  just  after  a  holiday  have  an  unusual 
weight. 

This  institution  is  a  vocational  school  and  not  a  reformatory. 
Those  students  who  are  not  able  or  not  willing  to  deport  them- 
selves in  accordance  with  the  restrictions  which  experience 
has  found  necessary,  can  hardly  be  rated  as  promising  to  be 
desirable  members  of  the  teaching  profession,  or  worthy  of 
recommendation.  Only  students  with  a  serious  purpose  are 
desired,  and  only  such  will  be  permitted  to  remain.  Students 
in  training  are  supposed  to  be  mature  enough  to  be  responsi- 
ble and  our  dealings  are  with  them,  not  with  their  parents. 
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Grading  and  Reports. 

The  grades  of  students  are  based  upon  the  completed  work 
of  a  quarter,  and  are  designated  by  letter  as  stated  below: 

A.  Signifies  excellent  work,  95-100%.   Quality  points,  3. 

B.  Signifies  superior  work,  85-94%.   Quality  points,  2. 

C.  Signifies  good  work,  75-84%.   Quality  points,  1. 

D.  Signifies  passable  work,  70-74%.    Quality  points,  0. 

E.  Signifies  conditioned  work,  60-69%. 

F.  Signifies  failure  in  work,  or  below  60%.   Repeat. 

For  graduation  a  student  must  earn  at  least  as  many  quality 
points  as  credit  hours  required. 

Examinations  to  remove  conditions  must  be  taken  within  nine 
(9)  months  from  the  time  such  conditions  have  been  made. 
Two  additional  examinations  are  the  maximum  allowed  to  any 
student,  the  second  to  be  given  only  after  additional  work  by 
the  student  in  preparation  for  the  examination. 

Absences  from  classes  just  before  or  just  after  a  holiday 
will  have  unusual  weight. 

Absences  from  recitations  for  any  cause  will  detract  from 
the  grades.  However,  deductions  made  for  absences  due  to 
providential  causes  may  be  removed  in  part  by  additional 
work. 

OflScial  reports  of  students'  grades  are  sent  to  parents  and 
guardians  for  the  work  of  each  quarter. 

Boarding  Departments. 

All  dormitories  are  steam-heated,  with  toilet  rooms  and 
bath  on  every  floor  abundantly  supplied  with  hot  and  cold 
water.  They  are  comfortable,  pleasant,  and  healthful  homes 
for  the  students.  All  of  our  dormitories  are  the  equal  of  the 
best  dormitories  in  all  matters  of  convenience  and  comfort. 
Students  in  each  dormitory  are  under  the  care  of  a  resident 
matron,  who  looks  after  their  needs  and  comforts.  The  din- 
ing hall  is  well  equipped. 

Board  in  the  dormitories  includes  room,  table  fare,  heat, 
lights,  and  attendants  for  the  rougher  work. 

Each  student  will  pay  for,  and  look  after  her  own  launder- 
ing, with  the  assistance  of  the  matron  in  charge. 
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Student  Equipment. 

Each  student  must  bring  a  pillow,  pillow-cases,  bed-clothes, 
(including"  at  least  one  white  spread),  towels,  hair-brush  and 
comb,  and  other  personal  toilet  articles;  also  a  bath-robe,  bed- 
room slippers,  overshoes,  wrap  and  umbrella. 

Each  student  should  bring  also  one  cup  and  saucer,  one  din- 
ner plate,  one  knife,  fork  and  teaspoon,  for  personal  use  in 
the  dormitories,  when  such  things  are  necessary.  It  is  against 
the  rules  for  any  student  to  carry  out  or  borrow  dishes  and 
silver  from  the  dining-room. 

Male  students  do  not  room  in  the  dormitories.  Rooms  are 
rented  for  them  near  the  campus  and  paid  for  by  the  school. 
Such  students  pay  the  same  rate  for  board  as  outlined  in  the 
catalogue,  furnishing  bedding,  etc.,  just  as  the  girls  do. 

Parents  and  friends  visiting  students  cannot  be  accommo- 
dated in  the  dormitories,  as  there  is  no  room  for  them.  They 
can  secure  board  in  the  city. 

Terms  for  Board  (payable  in  advance,  as  indicated) :

Matriculation  Fee — To  be  paid  on  entrance 15.00 

Board  for  students  who  do  not  make  the  quarterly  payments 
as  indicated  above,  will  be  at  the  rate  of  $4.50  per  week,  $1.00 
per  day. 

All  students  entering  before  September  15th,  will  be  charged 
from  date  of  opening  (September  1st).  Those  entering  on 
and  after  September  l5th,  will  be  charged  from  the  date  they 
enter  school. 

Fees  for  Non-Resident  Students. 

No  tuition  is  paid  by  Georgia  students.  Students  from  out- 
side the  State  are  required  to  pay  $40.00  per  year ;  $20.00  upon 
entrance,  and  $20.00  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester. 

If  advisable  at  any  time  to  raise  or  lower  the  rates  for  board 
or  matriculation  fee,  the  right  to  do  so  is  reserved. 

Money  deposited  on  dormitory  account  will  not  be  refunded. 
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Money  deposited  on  personal  account  may  be  withdrawn  at 
any  time.  No  part  of  the  Matriculation  fee  will  be  refunded 
for  any  reason. 

Checks  for  board  or  tuition  should  not  be  made  payable  to 
the  President,  but  to  the  student. 

Students  must  supply  their  own  text-books.  Books  will 
be  furnished  at  publishers'  prices  with  cost  of  handling  added. 
A  second-hand  bookstore  is  also  operated  for  the  benefit  of  the 
students  who  wish  to  buy  or  sell  second-hand  books. 

The  school  has  a  farm  of  215  acres,  which  is  well  equipped 
to  furnish  supplies  for  the  dining-room. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION. 

1.  Only  graduates  of  the  four-year  accredited  high  schools 
of  Georgia  and  other  states  are  admitted  without  examina- 
tions. Such  students  must  offer  not  fewer  than  fifteen  units. 
Applicants  who  are  not  graduates  of  accredited  high  schools 
must  stand  examinations  in  English,  Mathematics,  History, 
and  either  Science  or  Latin. 

2.  Of  the  fifteen  units  required  for  admission,  the  follow- 
ing are  prescribed : 

English 3       units 

Mathematics    2%  units 

History   2      units 

Latin  or  Science   2      units 

Total 91/2  units 

3.  The  remaining  5I/2  units  may  be  offered  in  any  subject 
accepted  for  graduation  by  an  accredited  high  school,  but 
not  more  than  two  of  these  may  be  offered  in  vocational 
subjects. 

4.  Applicants  for  admission  from  other  colleges  must  send 
in  a  copy  of  their  college  records  when  they  file  their  ap- 
plications for  admission.  Credit  will  be  given  for  all  college 
courses  that  are  the  equivalents  of  those  required  for  gradua- 
tion from  the  Georgia  State  Teachers  College. 

PROFESSIONAL  REQUIREMENTS. 

After  September  1,  1927,  the  professional,  or  Education 
credit  required  for  the  provisional  and  professional  certificate 
of  college,  normal,  or  junior  college  grade  must  be  earned  in 
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subjects  listed  below,  and  in  accordance  with  the  following 
scheme :

ACADEMIC  REQUIREMENTS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 
1.  College  Certificates: 

(1)  College  certificates  require  a  bachelor's  degree,  or 
the  requirements  for  a  bachelor's  degree  from  a 
standard  college  requiring  at  least  one  hundred 
twenty  semester  hours  of  college  courses. 

(2)  It  is  recommended  that  not  more  than  thirty  per 
cent  of  the  one  hundred  twenty  semester  hours 
should  be  professional  courses. 

(3)  The  following  are  recommended  to  be  included  in 
courses  other  than  the  professional,  the  hours  as- 
signed to  each  being  a  minimum  of  semester  hours. 

General  Psychology — Three  semester  hours. 
General  Sociology — Three  semester  hours. 
English — Twelve  semester  hours. 
History  and  Civics — Twelve  semester  hours. 
Natural  Science — Twelve  semester  hours. 
A  preferred  teaching  major  subject  should  be  speci- 
fied   and    from    eighteen   to   twenty-four   semester 
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hours  taken  in  this  major.  A  second  preferred 
subject,  minor,  should  be  specified  and  from  twelve 
to  twenty-four  semester  hours  taken  in  this  minor. 

2.  Normal  and  Junior  College  Certificates: 

(1)  Normal  certificate  requires  a  two-year  diploma  from 
a  standard  normal  school  or  normal  college  requiring 
for  said  diploma  at  least  sixty  semester  hours  of  col- 
lege courses  with  the  prerequisite  of  fifteen  standard 
high  school  entrance  units.  (Professional  require- 
ment specified  elsewhere). 

(2)  Junior  college  certificates  require  graduation  from  a 
standard  junior  college,  or  completion  of  two  full 
years  of  standard  college  work  in  addition  to  grad- 
uation from  a  four-year  accredited  high  school.  The 
junior  college  diploma,  or  the  college  work  must 
represent  a  minimum  of  sixty  semester  hours'  credit 
in  college  courses. 

(3)  It  is  recommended  that  of  the  sixt}^  semester  hours 
(for  the  normal  or  junior  college  certificate)  at  least 
forty  should  be  in  academic  courses  other  than  pro- 
fessional ones.  As  prerequisite  to  most  of  the  pro- 
fessional courses,  three  semester  hours  in  General 
Psychology  and  three  semester  hours  of  General 
Sociology  are  recommended. 
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Curricula 


The  following  curriculas  are  offered  in  order  to  assist 
students  in  electing  courses  containing  closely  related  sub- 
jects. When  a  course  has  been  elected,  it  is  advisable  to  con- 
tinue it,  as  a  change  to  another  course  will  involve  a  loss  of 
credits. 

These  courses  have  been  carefully  made  up  by  the  different 
departments  of  the  College  with  the  purpose  of  preparing 
teachers  for  the  grades  of  elementary  schools  and  for  the 
departments  in  high  schools.  Thorough  instruction  and  train- 
ing in  at  least  two  of  the  fundamental  school  subjects  are 
offered  in  each  course,  and  along  with  these  such  other  sub- 
jects as  will  contribute  best  to  the  teaching  of  the  two  major 
subjects. 

On  completion  of  the  first  two  years  of  any  of  these  courses 
a  student  may  receive  a  Provisional  Normal  Certificate  from 
the  State  Department  of  Education,  enabling  her  to  teach  in 
any  of  the  schools  of  Georgia.  Students  who  find  it  necessary 
to  do  this  are  urged  to  return  later  and  complete  the  four-year 
course  leading  to  the  Bachelor's  degree.  Upon  graduation  from 
the  College  students  receive  the  College  certificate  described 
on  Page  21  from  the  State  Department  of  Education.

This  is  a  course  in  general  agriculture  designed  to  meet  the 
needs  of  teachers  who  expect  to  teach  the  subject  in  the  public 
schools.  The  topics  studied  will  be  those  in  a  text  on  general 
agriculture  but  in  addition  field  trips  will  be  made  and  labora- 
tory work  will  be  required,  as  well  as  suggestions  given  for 
the  best  methods  to  be  used  in  teaching  this  subject.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  First  year  certificate  course. 
Credit:  1  hour.  "      "^  ^ 

11.  Agronomy. 

This  course  consists  of  a  study  of  the  various  field  crops  that 
are  commonly  grown  in  the  South.  The  composition,  the  races 
and  varieties,  breeding  or  improvement,  fertilizers  and  the 
enemies  of  the  different  crops  will  be  considered  in  relation 
to  their  importance.  Laboratory  work  will  be  required.  Three 
hours  per  week,  first  and  second  term.  Sophomore.  Credit: 
2  hours. 

12.  Dairying. 

The  importance  of  dairying  and  its  relation  to  a  well  bal- 
anced system  of  agriculture  will  be  carefully  considered.  The 
breeds  of  dairy  cattle,  their  care,  feeding  and  management, 
the  testing  of  milk  for  butter  fat  and  conditions  necessary 
for  the  production  of  clean  milk  will  also  be  studied  in  this 
course.  Special  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  methods  of 
teaching  the  subject  in  the  rural  schools.  Three  hours  per 
week,  the  spring  term.   Sophomore.   Credit :  1  hour. 

21.  Poultry. 

The  breeds  of  poultry,  the  care  and  management,  the  proper 
feeding  and  the  insects  and  diseases  of  poultry  will  form  the 
basis  for  this  course.  Consideration  will  be  given  to  the  lo- 
cation and  construction  of  poultry  houses.  Three  hours  per 
week,  fall  term.   Junior.    Credit:  1  hour. 
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22.  Methods  and  Materials  in  Agriculture. 

The  historj  of  agriculture  instruction  in  the  high  school 
as  well  as  reasons  for  its  introduction  into  the  curriculum  will 
be  discussed  in  this  course.  The  different  teaching  methods 
that  should  be  employed  will  be  carefully  studied  and  the 
working  out  of  a  well  balanced  course  of  study  will  also  be 
considered.  The  study  of  equipment  necessary  for  the  most 
efficient  teaching  will  be  a  salient  feature  in  this  work.  Three 
hours  per  week,  the  fall  term.    Junior.    Credit :  1  hour, 

23.  Landscape  Gardening. 

In  this  course  a  study  will  be  made  of  the  selection  of 
flowers,  shrubs  and  trees  suitable  for  different  types  of  homes 
and  school  buildings.  The  proper  arrangement  and  grouping 
of  the  plants  will  be  emphasized.  Rural  school  grounds  will 
be  taken  up  in  detail.  Drawings  of  school  and  home  grounds 
will  be  required.  Three  hours  per  week,  winter  and  spring 
term.   Junior.   Credit:  2  hours. 

31.  Economic  Geography. 

Suggestions  for  the  teaching  of  geography  will  be  studied 
as  well  as  the  physical  conditions  of  the  earth  and  how  these 
relate  to  the  growth,  development  and  welfare  of  the  human 
race.  Such  general  topics  as  climate  and  natural  vegetation, 
land  forms,  soils,  mineral  deposits,  water  and  natural  environ- 
ment will  constitute  a  large  part  of  this  course.  Three  hours 
per  week,  throughout  the  year.   Senior.   Credit :  3  hours.

16.  Home  Furnishing. 

Study  of  various  styles  of  domestic  architecture,  suitable 
furnishings  for  each  type.  Application  of  art  principles  to 
the  furnishing  of  homes.    Illustrated  lectures.    Original  wall 
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elevations.    Three  laboratory  periods  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit :   1  hour. 

15.  Applied  Design.

Primary  Teachers.  Students  who  plan  to  teach  in  the  pri-

Intermediate  and  Grammar  Grade  Teachers.  Students  who 
plan  to  teach  in  the  intermediate  or  grammar  grades  should

High  School  Teachers.  Students  who  plan  to  teach  in  high 
school  should  be  prepared  to  teach  at  least  two  subjects  in 
addition  to  English.

1.  General  Psychology. 

An  introductory  course  providing  a  brief  survey  of  the  gen- 
eral field  of  modern  psychology.  Laboratory.  Required  of  all 
Freshmen.  Three  hours  per  week.  One  quarter.  Credit:  1 
hour.    Miss  Zeigler. 

2.  Principles  of  Teaching  in  the  Primary  Grades. 

This  course  is  intended  to  carry  on  the  general  work  in  prin- 
ciples of  teaching,  as  specifically  applied  to  the  first  four 
grades.  Topics  relating  to  equipment,  books,  games,  materials, 
activities  and  methods  will  be  taken  up.  Observation  of  in- 
dividual children  and  classes  will  be  carried  on  under  super- 
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vision  as  a  part  of  the  course.     Prerequisite :  Education  1  and 

2.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit :  1  hour.  Fresh- 
men.  Miss  Young. 

3.  Principles  of  Teaching  in  the  Primary  Graxies. 

Continuation  of  Education  3.  This  quarter  will  be  devoted 
especially  to  primary  projects  and  methods  for  spelling,  pen- 
manship, arithmetic,  nature  study  and  stories.  Observation 
will  be  carried  on  under  supervision.  Prerequisite :  Educa- 
tion 1,  2  and  3.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit : 
1  hour.   Freshmen.   Miss  Young. 

4.  Principles  of  Teaching  in  the  Elementary  Grades. 

An  intensive  study  is  made  of  the  problems  met  in  directing 
pupil  activities  in  the  intermediate  grades.  The  following 
subjects  are  taken  up:  Reading,  Literature,  Oral  and  Written 
Composition,  Spelling  and  Arithmetic.  Provision  is  made  for 
observation  and  report  of  demonstration  lessons  in  the  labora- 
tory schools.  Prerequisite :  Education  1  and  2.  Three  hours 
per  week,  one  quarter.    Credit :  1  hour.   Freshmen. 

5.  Principles  of  Teaching  in  the  Elementary  Grades. 
Continuation  of  Education  4.    This  quarter  will  be  devoted 

to  a  study  of  the  direction  of  pupil  activity  in  the  subjects 
of  penmanship,  elementary  science  and  the  social  sciences. 
Observation  in  the  training  school  provided.  Prerequisite : 
Education  1,  2  and  4.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit:  1  hour.    Freshmen. 

11.  Practice  Teaching  and  Observation. 

Students  are  required  to  do  practice  teaching  throughout 
the  year  in  the  various  grades  of  the  Training  School  and  the 
Rural  School  under  the  supervision  and  guidance  of  the  De- 
partment of  Education  and  the  Principal  of  the  Training 
School,  with  the  sympathetic  and  constructive  criticism  of 
skilled  critic  teachers.  Before  teaching,  detailed  lesson  plans 
are  prepared  and  submitted  for  criticism.  Prerequisite:  Edu- 
cation IC,  2C,  3C,  4C.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit :  1  hour.  Second  year  certificate.  Sophomore,  Critic 
Teachers. 
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12.  Problems  and  Projects  in  Education. 

This  course  is  offered  to  meet  the  growing  demand  for  crea- 
tive activities  in  the  schoolroom  based  on  real  life  situations. 
The  value  of  the  project  and  the  problem,  as  a  basis  for  the 
organization  of  subject  matter  and  the  application  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  this  method  to  concrete  situations  will  be  sought. 
Some  history  of  the  present  day  trend  toward  new  methods 
and  their  significance  will  be  considered.  One  quarter.  Credit : 
1  hour.   Sophomore.   Miss  Young,  Miss  Cowan. 

13.  Psychology  of  Childhood. 

A  study  of  some  of  the  major  topics  of  physical  and  mental 
growth  of  child  from  birth  to  adolescence.  Emphasis  is  placed 
on  the  application  of  modern  science  in  training  and  educating 
children.  Observation  and  case  work.  Prerequisite :  Educa- 
tion 1,  2  and  3,  11  or  4,  12.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quar- 
ter.   Credit:  1  hour.   Miss  Zeigler. 

14.  Psychology  and  Treatment  of  Exceptional  Children. 

A  study  of  the  children  who  deviate  from  the  usual  and  an 
analysis  of  types  of  adjustment.  Case  work.  Prerequisite: 
Education  I,  13.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit: 
1  hour.  Sophomore.  Miss  Zeigler. 

15.  History  of  Education  to  1800. 

A  study  of  the  educational  ideals,  practices  and  tendencies 
of  the  past,  the  great  educational  reformers  and  the  prin- 
ciples derived  from  them.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit:  1  hour.  Sophomore,  and  second  year  certificate.  Miss 
Young. 

16.  History  of  Modern  Education. 

The  origin  and  development  of  modern  educational  theory 
and  practice  with  especial  reference  to  education  in  the  South. 
Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Sopho- 
more and  second  year  certificate.   Miss  Young. 

17.  School  and  Class  Management. 

This  course  undertakes  to  prepare  the  student  to  under- 
stand the  various  problems  which  will  arise  in  connection  with 
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the  school,  other  than  instruction.  It  deals  with  routine,  dail> 
program,  attendance,  hygienic  conditions,  discipline,  incentives, 
coercives,  records  and  grading  and  the  teacher's  relations  to 
school  officers  and  the  community.  Three  hours  per  week,  one 
quarter.  Credit :  1  hour.  Sophomore  and  second  year  cer- 
tificate.  Mr.  Ritchie. 

21.  Educational  Psychology.   Part  1. 

A  general  survey  of  the  major  topics  in  the  field  with  special 
emphasis  on  the  process  of  learning.  Laboratory.  Prerequi- 
site :  Education  1,  13,  14.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit :    1  hour.   Junior.   Miss  Zeigler. 

22.  Educational  Psychology.   Part  2. 

Deals  with  intellectual  conditions  which  aid  in  the  mastery 
of  school  subjects,  and  an  appreciation  of  the  principles  which 
underlie  successful  guidance  of  learning.  Laboratory.  Pre- 
requisite :  Educational  21.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit :    1  hour.   Junior.   Miss  Zeigler. 

23.  Tests  and  Measurements. 

This  course  is  planned  to  give  a  working  knowledge  of  the 
more  important  standard  tests  for  measuring  the  ability  and 
achievement  of  elementary  and  high  school  children.  Practice 
in  administering  tests  and  interpreting  results  will  be  an  im- 
portant part  of  this  course.  Laboratory.  Fee  $1.50.  Prere- 
quisite :  Education  1,  13,  14.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quar- 
ter.  Credit :  1  hour.   Junior.   Mr.  Ritchie. 

24.  The  Junior  High  School. 

A  survey  of  the  Junior  High  School  Movement  with  em- 
phasis upon  adjustment  of  curriculum  and  method  to  adoles- 
cent need.  Prerequisite :  Education  1,  13,  14,  15,  16,  17.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit :  1  hour.  Junior,  Senior. 
Mr.  Ritchie. 

25.  Public  School  Curriculum. 

An  intensive  study  of  the  curricular  of  the  Elementary  and 
Junior  High  Schools  as  they  are  related  to  social  conditions 
and  needs,  including:  the  historical  development  of  the  course 
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of  study,  and  basic  principles  for  the  selection,  grading  and 
organization  of  public  school  subjects.  Curricula  from  dif- 
ferent sections  of  the  United  States  are  compared.  Prere- 
quisite :  Education  1,  13,  14,  15,  16,  17.  Three  hours  per  week, 
one  quarter.    Credit:  1  hour.    Junior  or  Senior.    Miss  Young. 

26.  Extra-Curricula  Activities. 

This  course  will  treat  the  following  topics:  (1)  The  place 
of  extra-curricular  activities  in  the  school;  (2)  Main  forms  of 
such  activities  as  Language  Clubs,  Athletic  Associations,  Lit- 
erary Societies,  Class  Organization,  and  Chapel  participation; 
(3)  Methods  of  conducting  programs,  sources  of  material  and 
illustrations  from  prominent  schools.  Prerequisite :  Education 
1,  13,  14,  15,  16,  17.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit : 
1  hour.   Junior  or  Senior.    Miss  Young. 

27.  Rural  Life  and  Education. 

Study  will  be  made  of  rural  life  problems  and  the  school  in 
relation  to  the  social  and  economic  factors  that  dominate 
rural  life.  Attention  will  be  given  to  the  small  country  school, 
the  advantages  and  problems  of  consolidated  schools,  and  the 
teacher  and  her  relation  to  the  community  life.  Prerequisite : 
Education  1,  13,  14,  15,  16,  17.  Three  hours  per  week,  one 
quarter.    Credit:  1  hour.   Junior  or  Senior.    Mr.  Ritchie. 

28.  Rural  School  Problems. 

A  study  of  the  rural  school  and  its  problems.  The  curricu- 
lum, the  daily  program,  the  function  of  the  teacher,  attend- 
ance, lunches,  play,  study,  etc.  Prerequisite:  Education  1,  13, 
14,  15,  16,  17.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1 
hour.   Junior  or  Senior.   Mr.  Ritchie. 

29.  Rural  and  Consolidated  Administration  and  Supervision. 

This  course  plans  to  prepare  rural  supervisors  and  super- 
vising principals.  It  will  deal  with  the  rural  and  consolidated 
school,  methods  of  supervision,  criticism  and  improvement  of 
instruction,  standards  for  judging  the  efficiency  and  sugges- 
tions for  improving  rural  schools.  Prerequisite:  Education  1, 
13,  14,  15,  16,  17.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit : 
1  hour.   Junior  or  Senior.   Mr.  Ritchie. 
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30a.  Moral  Education. 

A  survey  of  the  methods  of  teaching  ideals  and  a  compara- 
tive analysis  of  approved  courses  of  study  in  citizenship  and 
character  training.  Prerequisite:  Education  1,  13,  14,  15,  16, 
17.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit :  1  hour.  Junior 
or  senior.   Miss  Young. 

30b.  Philosophy  of  Education — An  Introductory  Course. 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  incite  the  student  to  formulate 
a  philosophy  of  education  for  herself.  As  an  aid  to  this,  other 
systems  of  education  will  be  briefly  noted  with  a  view  to  seeing 
the  underlying  philosophy  of  each.  The  main  emphasis  of 
the  course  will  be  upon  education  as  a  social  agency  in  con- 
temporary society.  Prerequisite :  Education  1,  13,  14,  15,  16, 
17.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit :  1  hour.  Junior 
or  Senior.   Miss  Young. 

30c.  Vocational  Guidance. 

A  survey  of  the  occupations  open  especially  to  women.  A 
consideration  of  their  requirements,  opportunities  and  possi- 
bilities of  advancement.  Prerequisite :  Education  1,  13,  14,  15, 
16,  17.  Two  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit :  1  hour. 
Junior  or  Senior.   Mr.  Ritchie. 

31.  City,  State  and  County  School  Administration. 

This  is  a  study  of  the  principles  underlying  an  efficient 
state  school  system,  both  city  and  county,  with  special  refer- 
ence to  the  present  and  future  needs  of  Georgia.  Prerequisite : 
Education  15,  16,  21,  22.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit:  1  hour.    Senior.    Mr.  Ritchie. 

32.  School  Supervision. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  the  preparation  of  supervisors 
and  supervising  principals.  It  considers  the  problems  of  the 
superintendent  and  principal  in  relation  to  attendance,  organ- 
ization, classification,  marking  systems,  promotion  plans,  ac- 
celeration, retardation,  elimination  of  pupils,  records  and  re- 
ports. It  will  consider  the  function  of  the  supervisor,  methods 
of  supervision  and  effective  devices  used  by  supervisors.    Pre- 
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requisite :   Education  1'5,  16,  21,  22.   Three  hours  per  week,  one 
quarter.    Credit:    1  hour.    Senior.    Mr.  Ritchie. 

33.  Psychology  and  Adolescence. 

A  careful  study  of  the  experimental  evidence  in  the  guid- 
ance and  training  of  the  adolescent  and  the  application  to 
problems  of  adjustment.  Prerequisite:  Education  21.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Senior.  Miss 
Zeigler. 

34.  Primaiy  Methods,  Advanced. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  a  thorough  survey  of  the 
primary  grades  as  influenced  by  modern  educational  theory, 
by  recent  experiments  and  by  special  studies  in  subject  mat- 
ter. The  work  will  be  carried  on  from  the  point  of  view  of 
the  supervisor.   Observation.   Prerequisite:    Education  1,  2,  3, 

11,  21.    Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.    Credit:    1  hour. 

35.  Primary  Supervision. 

This  course  will  consider  the  best  modern  thought  on  pri- 
mary supervision,  and  attempt  to  formulate  a  technique  by 
which  primary  supervisors  and  principals  can  make  helpful, 
constructive  contributions.  Prerequisite:  Education  34.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Senior.  Miss 
Young. 

36.  Secondary  Education. 

A  survey  of  the  objectives,  curricula,  and  general  technique 
of  secondary  education.  It  is  designed  to  give  an  intensive 
study  of  the  problems  in  modern  high  school  procedure.  It 
will  involve  the  psychology  of  high  school  subjects,  type  les- 
sons  and   practical   work.    Prerequisite :    Education   1,   2,   4, 

12,  21.    Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.    Credit:  1  hour. 
Senior.   Miss  Young. 

37.  General  Methods  of  Teaching  in  High  Schools. 

Problems  involved  in  the  presentation  of  special  subjects  in 
the  high  school,  emphasis  being  placed  upon  pupil  adjustment 
and  directed  study.  Prerequisite:  Education  36.  Three  hours 
per  week,  one  quarter.   Credit :  1  hour.   Senior.   Miss  Young. 
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38.  Practice  Teaching. 

Practice  teaching  in  major  teaching  subject  in  high  school  or 
teaching  and  supervision  in  primary  or  elementary  schools. 
Prerequisite :  Education  21,  34  or  36.  Three  hours  per  week, 
two  quarters.  Credit:  2  hours.  Senior.  Critic  Teachers.  Heads 
of  Major  Departments.

The  Training  School  consists  of  three  distinct  departments. 
It  includes  the  Academy,  which  consists  of  a  junior  depart- 
ment comprising  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades,  and  a  senior 
department  comprising  the  ninth,  tenth  and  eleventh  grades. 
The  elementary  department  consists  of  the  first  six  grades. 
The  Thomas  Dozier  school  consists  of  seven  grades,  which  rep- 
resents the  work  of  a  one-teacher  school. 

In  the  Academy  the  work  is  done  on  the  departmental  plan, 
each  supervising  teacher  having  charge  of  all  the  classes  in 
her  subject  or  subjects.    In   the   elementary   department  the 
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work  of  each  grade  is  in  charge  of  one  supervising  teacher, 
assisted  by  departmental  teachers  in  music,  physical  education 
and  home  economics.  In  the  Thomas  Dozier  school  one  teacher 
is  in  charge  of  the  seven  grades,  assisted  by  the  departmental 
teachers  in  music  and  home  economics.  These  three  laboratories 
serve  the  three  purposes  of  practice,  demonstration  and  ex- 
perimental teaching  for  the  College. 

Students  attending  the  elementary  department  and  the 
seventh  grade  of  the  Academy  pay  a  small  fee  and  books  are 
furnished  free  of  charge.  Two  Clarke  county  schools  have  re- 
cently been  consolidated  with  the  Training  School  and  the 
county  pays  fees  and  furnishes  transportation  for  these  stu- 
dents. No  fees  are  charged  for  attending  the  Thomas  Dozier 
school,  as  it  is  a  county  school  and  is  financed  jointly  by  the 
College  and  the  county. 

Sophomores  who  are  unable  to  continue  Junior  work  may 
elect  one  hour  of  practice  teaching,  for  which  they  are  given 
one  hour  of  elective  credit.  Seniors  are  required  to  do  two 
hours  of  actual  teaching  and  one-half  hour  of  observation  and 
participation  teaching,  which  must  total  the  ninety  hours  re- 
quired by  the  American  and  Southern  Associations  of  Colleges. 
Seniors  may  elect  the  department  in  which  they  wish  to 
teach  and  for  their  work  at  first,  until  they  show  a  certain 
degree  of  proficiency,  must  make  detailed  lesson  plans  which 
must  be  submitted  to  the  supervisor  in  advance  of  teaching. 
Supervisors  and  student  teachers  have  weekly,  and,  when 
necessary,  daily  conference  periods. 
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The  Academy 


1.  Entrance  Requirements. 

The  Academy  is  an  accredited  high  school,  Class  I.,  there- 
fore, applicants  for  Grades  Seven  and  Eight  must  present  pro- 
motion certificates  from  schools  last  attended  before  they  can 
be  classified.  Applicants  for  other  grades  must  present  all  pre- 
vious high  school  credits,  and  if  they  are  not  from  an  ac- 
credited school  must  stand  examinations  before  being  classified. 

2.  Credits. 

Courses  run  throughout  the  year.  Promotion  is  made  at 
end  of  year  only.  Minimum  requirements  for  graduation,  16 
units  from  unit  studies.  For  promotion  in  any  subject  a  pupil 
must  make  an  average  of  70.  No  credit  is  given  for  less  than 
two  years  of  foreign  language.  Adjustments  of  credits  offered 
by  students  entering  from  other  schools  will  be  made  by  the 
Academy  faculty. 

All  boys  are  required  to  take  some  form  of  athletics. 

All  girls  in  Grades  9,  10  and  11  are  required  to  take  Physical 
Education  unless  excused  by  a  written  permit  from  a  physician. 
Each  girl  furnishes  her  own  gymnasium  suit. 

Pull  reports  are  sent  out  for  parents'  inspection,  quarterly. 
Unsatisfactory  reports  are  sent  out  bi-quarterly. 

3.  Fees. 

Since  this  is  the  Clarke  County  High  School,  all  entrance 
fees  for  Clarke  county  children,  excepting  those  from  the 
City  of  Athens,  are  paid  by  the  County  Board.  All  pupils 
from  other  counties  and  pupils  from  the  City  of  Athens  must 
pay  an  entrance  fee,  $10.00,  payable  upon  entrance.  In  addi- 
tion to  this  fee,  boarding  students  must  pay  $5.00  for  library 
and  infirmary  fees.  No  books  are  furnished  in  the  high  school 
department. 

4.  Uniform. 

Only  boarding  students  are  required  to  wear  the  College 
uniform.

Required  of  all  Freshmen  Certificate  students.  Three  hours 
a  week  during  the  autumn  and  winter  quarters.  To  be  taken 
with  the  Freshman  degree  sections.    Credit :  3  hours. 

lie.  Fundamentals  of  Speech. 

Required  of  all  Sophomore  Certificate  students.  Three  hours 
a  week  throughout  the  year.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  cor- 
rect all  defects  in  the  student's  speech,  to  improve  the  voice, 
and  to  develop  an  easy  ^and  convincing  manner  of  speaking 
and  reading.    Credit :  3  hours. 

I.  Composition  and  Rhetoric. 

A  course  in  College  rhetoric  with  the  aim  of  eliminating  bad 
habits  in  written  composition  and  training  in  writing  effective 
English.  Required  of  all  Freshmen.  Three  hours  a  week 
throughout  the  year.

II.  English  Literature. 

A  survey  course  of  three  of  the  important  periods  in  English

third  quarter,  Restoration  and  Romantic  Periods.  Required 
of  all  Sophomores. 

15.  Fundamentals  of  Speech. 

Required  of  all  Sophomores  who  elect  the  English  course. 
The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  correct  defects  in  spoken  English, 
both  as  to  grammatical  construction  and  diction,  to  improve 
the  voice,  to  teach  the  elements  of  phonetics,  and  to  develop 
an  easy  and  convincing  manner  of  reading  and  speaking.  Three 
hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.  Credit:  3  hours.  Miss 
Pari. 
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21.  The  Development  of  the  Drama;  Shakespeare;  The  Con- 
temporary Drama. 

Elective  and  open  to  all  Juniors  who  elect  English.  The 
entire  year  is  spent  in  a  study  of  the  drama  from  early  Greek 
times  to  the  present.  One  quarter  will  be  devoted  to  Shakes- 
peare and  one  to  contemporary  drama.  Three  hours  a  week 
throughout  the  year.    Mr.  Brown. 

25.  Interpretation  of  Literature. 

Required  of  all  Juniors  electing  English.  Course  15  is  a 
prerequisite.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  teach  effective 
interpretation  of  the  printed  page,  but  some  attention  is  also 
given  to  platform  manner.  Three  hours  a  week  throughout 
the  year.   Credit :  3  hours.  Miss  Paul. 

31.  The  Novel. 

Elective  and  open  to  Juniors.  A  study  of  the  development 
of  the  novel  from  the  eighteenth  century  to  contemporary 
writers.  Three  hours  a  week  for  two  quarters.  Credit:  2 
hours.   Mr.  Brown. 

35.  Dramatic  Production. 

Required  of  all  Seniors  electing.  English.  Prerequisites: 
Courses  15  and  25.  The  theory  and  practice  of  the  action  and 
production  of  plays.  The  work  is  carried  on  by  lectures  and 
laboratory.  Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.  Credit:

MISS  DRAKE. 


1.  Principles  of  Health  Education. 

An  introductory  course  which  presents  the  principles  of 
healthy  living,  and  application  of  these  principles  to  individ- 
ual and  community  health.  One  hour  a  week,  throughout  the 
year.  Freshmen  and  first  year  of  two-year  Certificate  Course. 
Credit:  1  hour, 

10.  Health  Methods. 

This  course  deals  with  the  program  of  Health  Education 
from  the  standpoint  of  the  teacher.  It  includes  a  study  of 
problems  and  actual  class-room  procedure.

1.  Modern  Europe,  1500-1815.   Pall  Quarter. 

A  survey  course  including  a  study  of  those  phases  of  the 
later  medieval  period  which  vitally  affected  the  development 
of  the  nations  of  western  Europe;  the  development  of  im- 
portant nations;  the  Reformation  with  its  results  upon  both 
Catholic  and  Protestant  churches;  the  new  spirit  of  education 
and  missionary  zeal;  the  beginning  of  the  expansion  of  Euro- 
pean nations  to  other  continents  and  the  growth  of  colonial 
empire;  national  and  colonial  rivalries  in  the  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  centuries;  the  growth  of  democratic  ideas  of  gov- 
ernment; causes  leading  to  the  French  Revolution;  and  the 
Napoleonic  era.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit: 
1  hour. 

2.  Modem  Europe,  1815-1914.   Winter  Quarter. 

A  continuation  of  History  1.  The  course  begins  with  a 
study  of  the  Congress  of  Vienna  and  its  attempt  to  restore 
Europe  to  what  it  was  before  the  French  Revolution.  It  in- 
cludes a  study  of  the  new  balance  of  power;  the  continued 
growth  of  democracy;  the  social  and  political  results  of  the 
industrial  revolution;  the  new  spirit  of  radical  socialism;  the 
conflict  between  the  old  and  the  new  ideas  of  science  and  re- 
ligion ;  the  continued  growth  of  political  democracy ;  the  rise 
of  Russia,  Prussia,  and  Italy  as  important  national  states; 
renewed  colonial  expansion  and  the  national  rivalries  that  re- 
sulted from  it;  the  Balkans  and  their  problems;  the  breakup 
of  the  balance  of  power  and  the  formation  of  new  alliances. 
Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit :  1  hour. 

3.  Europe  Since  1914.   Spring  Quarter. 

A  continuation  of  History  2.  The  course  begins  with  a  re- 
view of  the  international  situation  on  the  eve  of  the  World 
War.  It  includes  such  topics  as  the  Russian  Revolution;  the 
Versailles  Conference;  the  post-war  situation  in  the  Balkan 
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countries;  the  fortunes  of  the  newly  created  European  states; 
the  League  of  Nations ;  the  World  Court ;  danger  zones  in  the 
world  today.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1 
hour. 

11.  American  History,  1700-1800.    Fall  Quarter. 

A  survey  course  beginning  with  the  social  and  economic  con- 
ditions at  the  close  of  the  first  century  of  colonization  and  in- 
cluding a  study  of  the  types  of  colonial  governments ;  relations 
with  the  mother  country ;  the  development  of  self  government ; 
the  conquest  of  French  North  America;  new  schemes  of  im- 
perial control;  causes  of  the  Revolution;  the  progress  of  the 
struggle ;  foreign  relations ;  peace ;  efforts  to  form  a  permanent 
government;  establishing  the  new  government;  and  foreign 
relations  under  Washington  and  Adams.  Three  hours  per 
week,  one  quarter.   Credit :  1  hour. 

12.  American  History,  1800-1865.   Winter  Quarter. 

A  continuation  of  History  11.  The  course  includes  a  study 
of  the  revival  of  democracy  under  Jefferson  leadership;  for- 
eign complications  leading  into  the  War  of  1812 ;  reconstruc- 
tion; consolidation  of  the  new  west;  the  tariff  controversy; 
financial  readjustments;  the  removal  of  the  Indians  beyond 
the  Mississippi;  westward  expansion  and  Jacksonian  democ- 
racy; states  rights  and  the  slave  controversy;  secession,  war, 
and  emancipation.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit : 
1  hour. 

13.  American  History,  1865-1928.   Spring  Term. 

A  continuation  of  History  12.  The  course  deals  with  the 
problems  of  reconstruction;  radical  ideas  in  Congress;  the 
negro  problem  in  the  South ;  the  rebuilding  of  political  parties ; 
railroad  and  commercial  expansion;  the  new  era  of  industrial 
consolidation;  the  growth  of  organized  labor  and  regulating 
legislation;  the  agrarian  movement;  the  rise  of  the  United 
States  to  a  position  as  a  world  power;  the  World  War  and 
problems  growing  out  of  it.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit:  1  hour. 
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21.  History  of  Engflish  to  the  end  of  the  Angevin  Dynasty 

(1399). 

This  course  is  designed  to  lay  a  foundation  for  a  study  of 
England  in  the  modern  period.  The  institutions  and  civiliza- 
tions of  the  Celtic,  Roman,  Anglo-Saxon,  Norman  and  Angevin 
periods  are  studied  from  the  social,  economic  and  political 
viewpoints.  Especial  emphasis  is  placed  upon  constitutional 
developments  under  the  Angevins. 

22.  History  of  England  (1399-1763). 

The  Lancastrian,  Yorkist,  Tudor,  Stuart  and  early  Han- 
overian periods  are  treated  in  this  course.  The  continental 
developments  paralleling  these  periods  are  kept  constantly  in 
mind.  The  social  and  economic  phases  of  English  life,  the  rise 
of  English  nationalism  and  prestige,  and  the  struggle  for  con- 
stitutional government  share  equally  in  emphasis. 

23.  History  of  England  (1763-1930). 

Emphasis  in  this  course  is  laid  upon  England  as  a  world 
power.  Chronologically  the  course  doubles  back  into  Course 
22  in  order  to  co-ordinate  the  developments  of  the  Empire  in 
the  eighteenth,  nineteenth  and  twentieth  centuries.  Current 
literature  is  used  to  develop  topics  connected  with  recent  de- 
velopments within  the  Empire. 

There  is  a  prerequisite  of  one  year  of  history  for  either 
Junior  or  Senior  history. 

31.  The  American  Revolution.   Fall  Quarter.      ' 

The  course  will  include  a  careful  study  of  the  relationships 
— governmental,  economic,  social,  and  political — existing  be- 
tween the  American  colonies  and  the  British  government; 
the  development  of  self  government;  judicial  procedure  and 
judicial  disallowance  of  colonial  legislation;  commercial  legis- 
lation affecting  the  colonies ;  colonial  and  British  ideas  of  rep- 
resentation; the  development  of  a  revolutionary  party;  and 
the  immediate  causes  of  the  war.  Special  attention  will  be 
given  to  the  part  played  by  the  South  in  the  revolutionary 
movement.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit :  1 
hour. 
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32.  Secession  and  Reconstruction.    Winter  Quarter. 

The  course  deals  with  the  social,  economic,  and  political  sit- 
uation in  the  South  just  before  and  immediately  after  the  War 
Between  the  States.  Special  attention  is  given  to  such  topics 
as  the  compromise  of  1850 ;  the  operation  of  the  Fugitive  Slave 
Law ;  the  repeal  of  the  Missouri  Compromise ;  the  effect  of  the 
slavery  agitation  upon  political  parties;  the  Dred  Scott  De- 
cision; the  election  of  I860;  Secession;  Emancipation;  Prob- 
lems of  reconstruction;  the  conflict  between  the  executive  and 
congress;  and  the  resumption  of  white  supremacy  in  the  gov- 
ernments of  Southern  states.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quar- 
ter.  Credit:  1  hour. 

33.  Recent  American  History.    Spring  Quarter. 

An  advanced  course  dealing  with  present  day  problems  and 
policies  of  national  importance.  Each  problem  will  be  studied 
in  the  light  of  its  historical  development.  Among  problems 
studied  will  be  those  growing  out  of  the  national  system  of 
taxation;  the  relationship  of  capital  to  labor  and  of  govern- 
ment to  business;  the  agrarian  situation;  problems  due  to 
foreign  complications;  problems  connected  with  the  develop- 
ment and  the  government  of  our  dependencies;  and  problems 
of  reclamation  and  conservation.  Three  hours  per  week,  one 
quarter.  Credit:  1  hour. 
150.  History  of  Georgia.  Fall  Quarter. 

A  course  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  prospective  teachers 
of  State  History.  A  rapid  survey  will  be  made  of  colonial 
institutions;  and  the  political,  social,  and  economic  develop- 
ment of  the  state  as  a  member  of  the  Federal  Union  will  be 
briefly  traced.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to  a  study  of 
the  economic  resources  of  the  state  and  recent  efforts  to  de- 
velop and  utilize  these  resources.  Required  of  certificate  stu- 
dents. Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour. 
140.  Review  of  American  History. 

The  body  of  this  course  is  concerned  with  a  rapid  review  of 
American  history  to  meet  the  needs  of  elementary  school 
teachers.  The  course  further  deals  with  practical  suggestions 
for  teaching  history  in  the  grades,  attention  being  centered 
upon  the  aims,  methods,  and  contents  of  grade  courses. 
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Library  Science 


MISS  FRANCES  ARCHER. 


This  course  will  include  a  study  of  the  classification  and 
catalogue  of  the  Georgia  State  Teachers  College  Library,  the 
uses  of  encyclopedias,  indexes  to  periodical  literature  and  gen- 
eral reference  books  in  school  library,  simple  methods  of  acces- 
sioning, classifying  and  cataloging,  selection  and  buying  of 
books.  Three  hours  per  week,  throughout  the  year.  Junior 
or  Senior.   Credit:   3  hours.

INTRODUCTION  TO  HOUSEHOLD  ARTS. 

10.  Personal  Regimen. 

This  course  is  planned  to  meet  the  needs  of  college  students 
in  relation  to  their  daily  problems  in  dress,  food,  the  care  of 
the  person,  use  of  money  and  time,  etiquette  of  student  life. 
Required  of  all  Certificate  students.  Three  hours  per  week, 
first  term.    Credit :  1  hour.   Household  Arts  Staff. 

FOODS  AND  NUTRITION. 

2.  Principles  of  Cookery. 

The  subject  matter  of  this  course  will  deal  with  the  source, 
composition,  selection,  preparation  and  cookery  of  typical 
foods  used  in  the  home  and  in  the  teaching  of  elementary  cook- 
ery. It  will  also  deal  with  the  application  of  the  general  prin- 
ciples of  cookery  to  a  wide  range  of  food  materials.  This 
course  is  fundamental  for  all  teachers  of  cookery.  Three  lab- 
oratory periods  per  week,  18  weeks.  Credit:  1%  hours.  Mrs. 
Moon. 

12.  Home  Cookery  and  Table  Service. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  the  application  of  the  general 
principles  of  cookery  to  the  preparation  of  menus  and  meals 
for  the  home.  It  also  includes  the  study  and  execution  of 
different  forms  of  table  service  as  applied  to  different  types 
and  meals  and  special  occasions.    Practical  problems  are  pro- 
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vided  for  the  planning,  purchasing,  preparation  and  serving 
of  food  for  groups  under  pressure  of  economy  of  time,  money 
and  effort.  Three  laboratory  periods  per  week,  18  weeks. 
Credit:  1%  hours.   Miss  Baird. 

32.  Advanced  Cookery. 

Complex  processes  of  cookery  and  Demonstration  Cookery. 
Also  special  study  of  management  problems  in  quantity  cook- 
ery for  tea  rooms,  school  and  college  lunch  rooms,  hospital 
dietary  departments  and  in  other  types  of  food  service  for 
large  groups.  Opportunity  for  students  who  desire  to  obtain 
practice  in  giving  special  demonstration  in  various  phases  of 
scientific  cookery.  Two  laboratory  periods  and  one  recitation, 
two  terms.   Credit :  2  hours.  Miss  Baird  and  Miss  Kleist. 

A  study  of  the  anatomy  of  the  human  body ;  a  comparative 
biological  study  of  the  structure,  function  and  hygiene  of  the 
human  organs  concerned  with  digestion,  circulation,  respira- 
tion, metabolism,  excretion,  nervous  and  muscular  activity, 
glandular  secretions  and  reproduction.  Three  hours  per  week, 
two  quarters.   Credit:  2  hours.  Mrs.  Broach. 

15.  Nutrition  and  Health. 

A  study  of  the  basis  of  food  selection;  the  essentials  of  an 
adequate  diet;  the  value  of  various  foods  in  terms  of  the  nu- 
trients they  supply;  the  importance  of  each  nutrient  in  the 
nutrition  of  the  body ;  the  nutritive  requirements  of  people  of 
different  ages  and  different  conditions  of  health  and  activity. 
Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  knowledge  of  nutrition 
as  regards  health.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit : 
1  hour.  Mrs.  Broach. 

34.  Dietetics. 

This  course  affords  opportunity  for  advanced  study  of  the 
requirements  of  the  individual  throughout  infancy,  childhood, 
adolescence,  adult  life,  and  old  age,  in  the  light  of  scientific 
investigation  and  knowledge  of  chemistry  and  physiology. 
Energy  values  of  food,  the  nutrition  properties  of  proteins, 
fats,  carbohydrates,  ash  constituents,  vitamins,  and  internal 
secretions  are  studied  in  relation  to  positive  health.    Typical 
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dietaries  are  planned  for  the  varying  needs  of  individuals  and 
groups  under  different  conditions  of  age,  health  and  activity, 
especial  stress  being  laid  upon  the  needs  of  the  school  child. 
Four  hours  per  week,  18  weeks.  Credit:  1%  hours.  Mrs. 
Broach. 

47.  Poods  Survey. 

A  summary  of  the  subject  matter  relating  to  the  field  of 
foods  and  nutrition,  with  special  emphasis  on  the  professional 
phases.  Elective.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit: 
1  hour.   Miss  Baird. 

TEXTILE  AND  CLOTHING. 

3.  Principles  of  Clothing  Construction. 

This  course  includes  the  fundamental  processes  of  elemen- 
tary sewing.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  selection  of  materials 
with  relation  to  design,  utility,  durability,  and  cost;  and  the 
care  and  repair  of  clothing.  Simple  garments  are  made  for 
which  both  drafted  and  commercial  patterns  are  used.  Good 
technique  and  high  standards  of  workmanship  are  stressed. 
Three  laboratory  periods  per  week,  18  weeks.  Credit:  IV2 
hours.   Miss  Kleist. 

27.  Textiles. 

This  course  comprises  the  history  and  development  of  tex- 
tiles, the  study  of  fibers,  and  the  identification  of  fabrics ;  with 
emphasis  on  those  points  which  affect  the  appearance,  wear- 
ing qualities,  prices  and  uses  of  materials.  Correlation  of  sub- 
ject matter  is  made  with  other  clothing  subjects.  Three  hours 
per  week,  one  term.   Credit :  1  hour.  Miss  Kleist. 

13.  Clothing  Selection  and  Construction. 

Pattern  construction  and  alteration  with  application  in  silk 
and  wool  problems.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  choice,  care 
and  cost  of  materials  and  suitable  accessories,  including  selec- 
tion, care  and  construction  of  simple  hats.  Teaching  methods 
are  included.  Three  laboratory  periods  per  week,  18  weeks. 
Credit:  IV2  hours.   Mrs.  Blair. 
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21.  Costume  Design. 

A  survey  of  the  sources  of  influence  on  design,  both  his- 
toric and  present  day.  A  study  of  design  from,  the  stand- 
point of  personality,  corrective  dress,  and  the  ensemble.  A 
development  of  initiative,  creative,  individuality  and  self 
expression  through  problems  involving  the  use  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  composition,  line,  dark  and  light,  and  color  harmony 
as  related  to  clothing.  Six  hours  per  week,  18  weeks.  Credit : 
IV2  hours.   Mrs.  Blair. 

22.  Advajiced  Clothing. 

This  course  includes  problems  in  draping  and  modeling  orig- 
inal designs,  through  the  medium  of  tissue  paper,  practice 
material  and  suitable  materials  for  draping.  The  final  prob- 
lem is  an  afternoon  or  evening  dress.  Emphasis  is  placed  on 
good  taste  and  appropriateness  in  dress.  Six  hours  per  week, 
18  weeks.     Credit :  II/2  hours.     Mrs.  Blair. 

33.  Millinery. 

Approached  from  the  standpoint  of  design.  The  practical 
problems  are  developed  in  various  materials  in  relation  to  cos- 
tume and  occasion.  Three  laboratory  periods  per  week,  two 
quarters.    Credit:  2  hours.    Mrs.  Blair. 

38.  Clothing  Appreciation  and  Economics  of  Clothing. 

A  survey  of  new  trends  in  teaching  clothing.  Study  of  per- 
sonality; line  and  color  as  related  to  clothing;  the  correct 
ensemble ;  clothing  for  various  occasions ;  the  clothing  budget ; 
blocking  simple  foundation  patterns;  personal  hygiene  as  re- 
lated to  clothing.  Illustrative  material  and  textbooks  and  ref- 
erences. Senior  or  Junior  credit.  No  prerequisites.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Elective.  Mrs. 
Blair. 

40.  Clothing  Survey. 

A  summary  of  the  subject  matter  relating  to  the  field  of 
clothing  and  textiles,  with  special  emphasis  on  the  professional 
phases.  Elective.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit: 
1  hour.   Miss  Kleist. 
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37.  Home  Management. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  students  actual  practical 
experience  and  skill  in  the  organization  and  management  of 
the  home,  to  test  the  ability  of  the  student,  and  to  set  social 
relations  and  standards.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  term. 
Credit:   1  hour.   Mrs.  Moon. 

31.  Family  Relations. 

A  study  of  the  function  of  the  home,  responsibility  of  each 
individual  to  the  home  elements  that  contribute  to  the  hap- 
piness of  the  home  and  to  the  character  building  of  the  indi- 
vidual. Three  hours  per  week,  one  term.  Credit:  1  hour. 
Mrs.  Moon. 

39.  Administration. 

Management  problems  in  the  home,  including  time,  money, 
labor,  social  and  recreational  activities.  Three  hours  per  week, 
one  term.   Credit :  1  hour.  Mrs.  Moon. 

Practice  House. 

Every  Household  Arts  Senior  is  required  to  spend  at  least 
six  weeks  in  the  Practice  House  before  receiving  her  degree. 

CHILD  DEVELOPMENT. 

41.  Hygiene  of  Childhood. 

A  survey  of  the  present  day  knowledge  concerning  the  na- 
ture and  the  needs  of  the  child.  Includes  a  brief  review  of 
hereditary  and  environmental  factors,  consideration  of  eugen- 
ics, application  of  biologic  principles  in  the  nature  and  educa- 
tion of  infancy  and  childhood  leading  to  the  full  development 
of  the  whole  child.  Two  hours  recitation,  one  hour  laboratory, 
one  term.     Credit:  1  hour.    Mrs.  Broach. 

42.  Hygiene  of  Adolescence. 

Significance  and  value  of  the  lengthened  period  of  imma- 
turity; scientific  attitude  toward  study  of  the  adolescent; 
physical  changes,  physical  hygiene,  sex  education,  group  activ- 
ities, boy  and  girl  relations,  vocational  interest,  emotional  ad- 
justments, religious  development,  and  parents'  problems.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  term.   Credit :  1  hour.   Mrs.  Broach. 
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43.  Parental  Education. 

Parental  problems  relating  to  the  care  and  training  of  chil- 
dren. Two  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit :  1  hour.  Mrs. 
Broach. 

HOUSEHOLD  ARTS  EDUCATION. 

24.  History  and  Development  of  Home  Economics. 

A  survey  of  the  development  of  Home  Economics  in  educa- 
tion to  give  the  student  a  background  for  a  better  under- 
standing of  its  scope  and  promotion.  Three  hours  per  week, 
one  term.   Credit :  1  hour.   Miss  Hicks. 

44.  Teaching  Household  Arts. 

This  course  is  organized  around  the  special  needs  of  the 
Home  Economics  teacher.  It  includes  problems  of  instruction, 
management,  school  and  community  relationships,  the  course 
of  study,  use  of  text  and  reference  books,  Home  Economics 
tests  and  scales,  grading.  Three  times  per  week,  one  term. 
Credit :   1  hour.  Miss  Hicks. 

25.  Vocational  Education. 

The  history  and  development  of  vocational  education;  a 
study  of  Federal  and  State  Acts;  vocational  home  economics. 
Three  times  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Miss 
Hicks. 

48.  Problems  in  Home  Economics. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  make  the  application  of  the 
fundamental  principles  and  general  theory  involved  in  method 
to  the  field  of  Home  Economics  teaching.  Three  hours  per 
week,  one  term.   Credit :  1  hour.  Miss  Hicks. 
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Latin  and  Greek 


MRS.  JOHNSTON.  MISS  SPROUT. 


GREEK. 

I.  Elementaxy  Greek. 

A  course  preparatory  to  the  reading  of  the  New  Testament 
in  the  original.  Translation  of  the  Gospel  of  St.  Mark,  and 
selections  from  the  other  New  Testament  writings.  Three 
hours  per  week  throughout  the  year.  Credit:  3  hours.  Mrs. 
Johnston. 

II.  Homer. 

The  Iliad  and  Odyssey.  Selections  from  both  poems.  A 
brief  introduction  to  Homeric  Greek.  Study  of  meter.  A  dis- 
cussion of  epic  poetry  in  general,  and  the  influence  of  the 
Homeric  poems  upon  later  literature.  Of  especial  interest  to 
students  of  English  and  to  those  who  are  intending  to  teach 
Vergil.  Prerequisite :  Course  1.  Three  hours  per  week, 
throughout  the  year.  Credit :  3  hours.  Mrs.  Johnston. 

21.  Plato. 

The  Apology  and  Crito,  with  selections  from  other  Socratic 
dialogues.  A  study  of  the  thought  movements  of  the  period, 
of  the  Socratic  teaching,  and  its  relation  to  later  systems  of 
philosophy.  Prerequisite:  Course  11.  Three  hours  per  week, 
throughout  the  year.    Credit:    3  hours.    Mrs.  Johnston. 

31.  Greek  Drajna. 

Sophocles'  Antigone,  Aeschylus'  Agamemnon,  and  Euripides' 
Alcestis.  Study  of  the  various  meters.  Supplementary  read- 
ing in  translation  of  other  Greek  plays.  A  consideration  of 
the  development  of  Greek  drama,  and  its  bearing  upon  modern 
dramatic  art.  Prerequisite :  Course  21.  Three  hours  per  week, 
throughout  the  year    Credit:  3  hours.    Mrs.  Johnston. 
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LATIN. 

1.  Selections  from  Livy  and  Horace. 

Supplementary  reading  on  the  history  of  Rome,  manners 
and  customs  of  the  early  Romans.  Review  of  grammar  and 
syntax.  Sight  translations.  Three  hours  per  week,  throughout 
the  year.    Freshman.     Credit :  3  hours.    Miss  Sprout. 

11  and  12.    Terence  and  Plautus. 

Study  of  meters.  Advanced  grammar.  Readings  from 
early  dramatic  writers.  A  consideration  of  the  sources  of 
Roman  literature  and  its  development.  Three  hours  per  week, 
throughout  the  year.  Sophomore.  Credit:  3  hours.  Miss 
Sprout. 

21,  22,  23.  SaJlust,  Tacitus  and  Some  of  Pliny's  Letters. 

The  first  half  of  the  year  is  devoted  to  reading  Sallust's 
Cataline  and  part  of  the  Jugurthine  war.  The  last  half-year 
is  spent  upon  Tacitus  and  Pliny's  Letters.  Outside  reading 
upon  these  writers  and  the  condition  of  Rome  at  that  time. 
Three  hours  per  week,  throughout  the  year.  Junior.  Credit: 
3  hours.  Miss  Sprout. 

31  and  32.  Juvenal  and  Lucretius. 

In  connection  with  the  study  of  Juvenal's  Satire's  reading 
is  required  on  the  period  including  the  rule  of  Trajan  and 
Hadrian.  A  study  of  the  social  life  of  Rome,  especially  its 
moral  standards  and  religion,  as  contained  in  the  Satires. 
Emphasis  is  laid  also  upon  biography  and  geography.  In  the 
reading  of  Lucretius'  De  Rerum  Natura,  difficult  passages  are 
stressed,  and  obscurities  explained.  A  discussion  of  Lucre- 
tius' theories  and  the  different  schools  of  philosophy  of  that 
period.  Three  hours  per  week,  throughout  the  year.  Senior. 
Credit:   3  hours.   Miss  Sprout. 

33.  The  Teaching  of  Elementary  Latin  and  of  Caesar's  Gallic 
Wars. 
Methods  of  teaching  the  first  two  years  of  Latin  in  high 
school.   An  examination  of  texts  and  supplementary  materials. 
Three  hours,  first  quarter.    Senior.    Mrs.  Johnston. 
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Mathematics

20.  Arithmetic :  Methods  and  Review  for  Elementary  Teachers.

A  study  of  methods,  of  texts  and  contents,  of  objectives  to 
be  attained,  and  of  time  requirements.  A  review  of  certain 
parts  of  arithmetic  and  al^bra.

A  study  of  the  theory,  and  its  applications  to  numerous 
exercises  and  problems  based  on  the  Fundamental  Definitions, 
the  right  triangle,  the  Derivation  of  Formulae,  Trigonometric 
Identities  and  Equations,  the  Oblique  Triangle,  the  Spherical 
Triangle.  Three  hours  per  week,  fall  and  winter  quarters. 
Freshman.  Credit :  IV2  hours.  Prerequisite :  Entrance  require- 
ments. Mr.  Beckwith  and  Miss  Callaway. 

2.  Analytical  Geometry. 

A  study  of  theorems,  with  exercise  and  problems  based  on 
them,  relating  to:  the  coordinate  system,  lengths,  the  straight 
line,  locus  problems,  the  circle,  polar  coordinates,  transforma- 
tion of  coordinates,  the  conies,  tangents.  Three  hours  per 
week,  winter  and  spring  quarters.  Freshman.  Credit:  1% 
hours.  Prerequisite :  Mathmetics  1'.  Mr.  Beckwith  and  Miss 
Callaway. 

11.  Algebra. 

Simultaneous  linear  equations,  quadratic  equations,  simul- 
taneous quadratic  equations,  ratio,  proportion,  variation,  ele- 
mentary theory  of  equations.  Homers'  method,  detriments, 
partial   fractions,  limits,  series.    Three  hours  per  week,  fall 
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and   winter   quarters.    Sophomore.     Credit:    2   hours.    Prere- 
quisite :  Mathematics  2.    Miss  Callaway. 

12.  Calculus,  Introductory. 

An  introduction  to  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus  with 
simple  applications  to  physics  and  mechanics.

Credit :  1  hour.  Prerequisite :  Mathematics  11.    Miss  Callaway. 

13.  Methods  in  Arithmetic. 

A  study  of  methods  and  principles  of  teaching  arithmetic  in 
primary  and  elementary  grades,  made  by  means  of  a  review 
of  the  subject  matter,  a  study  of  texts  contents,  order,  and 
time  requirements.  Three  hours  per  week,  fall  quarter  (re- 
peated winter  or  spring  quarters  on  sufficient  demand).  Sopho- 
mores. Credit :  1  hour.  Prerequisite :  Entrance  requirements. 
Miss  Callaway. 

21.  Calculus,  Differential  and  Integral. 

A  more  general  study  of  the  theories  and  applications  of  the 
differential  and  integral  calculus.  Topics :  Differentiation  rates, 
the  second  and  higher  order  derivatives,  maxima  and  minima 
of  functions  of  two  or  more  independent  variables,  limits, 
series,  curvature,  envelopes,  indefinite  and  definite  integra- 
tion, integration  of  algebraic  and  trigonometric  functions,  in- 
tegration of  rational  fractions,  the  integral  as  the  limit  of  a 
sum,  double  and  triple  integrations  with  applications.  Three 
hours  per  week,  fall,  winter,  spring  quarters.  Junior.  Credit: 
3  hours.   Prerequisite:    Mathematics  12.    Mr.  Beckwith. 

22.  Analytical  Geometry,  Advanced. 

Rapid  review  of  conies  and  tangents,  parametric  represen- 
tation, space  coordinates,  distance  in  space,  the  plane  in  space, 
the  straight  line  in  space,  loci  in  space,  special  surfaces.  Three 
hours  per  week,  winter  quarter.  Junior.  Credit :  1  hour. 
Prerequisite:  Mathematics  12.    Mr.  Beckwith. 
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31.  Theory  of  Equations. 

A  study  of  the  theory,  presupposing  Mathematics  11,  and 
based  on  Dickson's  Theory  of  Equations,  with  exercises.  Three 
hours  per  week,  fall  quarter.  Senior.  Credit:  1  hour.  Pre- 
requisite:   Mathematics  21.   Mr.  Beckwith. 

32.  Mechajiics,  Elementary. 

The  elementary  principles,  with  applications  of  the  calculus 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  course.  Three  hours  per  week, 
winter  quarter.  Senior.  Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisite:  Mathe- 
matics 21.    Mr.  Beckwith. 

33.  Differential  Equations,  Elementary. 

Types  and  their  solutions ;  particular  and  complete  solutions ; 
number  of  arbitrary  constants  in  a  solution;  geometrical  in- 
terpretations; equations  of  the  first  order  and  degree;  equa- 
tions of  the  first  order,  but  not  of  the  first  degree;  singular 
solutions;  solution  by  differentiation;  Clairant's  equation. 
Three  hours  per  week,  spring  quarter.  Senior.  Credit :  1  hour. 
Prerequisite :  Mathematics  21.  Mr.  Beckwith. 

34.  Principles  of  Teaching  Junior  High  School  Mathematics. 

A  study  of  the  principles  of  teaching  the  special  subjects, 
of  texts  and  subject  matters,  of  time  requirements,  and  tests. 
Three  hours  per  week,  fall  quarter.  Senior.  Credit:  1  hour. 
Prerequisite:    Mathematics  2.    Miss  Callaway. 

35.  Algebra  and  Geometry:    Methods  and  Review  for  High 
School  Teachers. 

A  study  of  methods  in  Senior  High  School  Mathematics,  in 
which  emphasis  will  be  made  on  the  methods  for  presenting 
the  more  difficult  topics,  methods  in  supervised  study,  the 
value  and  application  of  standardized  tests.  The  methods  are 
studied  by  a  review  of  the  subject  matters.  Three  hours  per 
week,  including  twelve  class  hours  of  observation,  winter  quar- 
ter. Senior.  Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisite:  Mathematics  13. 
Miss  Callaway. 
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38.  Practice  Teaching. 

One  quarter  of  practice  teaching  performed  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Department  of  Mathematics  in  the  Junior  or 
Senior  High  Schools  of  The  Georgia  State  Teachers  College. 
Two  hours  per  week  conference  and  supervised  observation; 
three  hours  per  week  teaching,  two  quarters.  Senior.  Credit: 
2  hours.   Miss  Callaway. 

Written  reports  on  the  observation  performed  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Department  and  a  discussion  of  such  with 
the  observer  as  the  leader  of  the  discussion  will  be  made  to  the 
class  at  prearranged  periods. 

Mathematics  Club. 

All  students  electing  the  Mathematics  Curriculum — and 
others  interested — should  affiliate  themselves  with  the  G.  S. 
T.  C.  Mathematics  Club,  and  take  part  in  the  discussions  of 
the  club.  The  club  is  conducted  by  the  upper  classes,  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  department.  The  club  meets  fortnightly 
during  the  college  year. 
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Oratory 


MISS  VANCE,  MISS  BULLOCK. 


The  courses  in  Oratory  are  designed  to  develop  students  in 
the  Speech  Arts  with  special  training  for  teachers  of  Reading, 
Literature,  Dramatization,  Oral  English. 

The  methods  employed  overcome  the  effects  of  repression, 
stimulate  free  endeavor,  increase  ^'the  joy  of  working"  and 
develop  creative  power.  Students  are  trained  in  story  tell- 
ing, dramatic  personations,  oral  composition,  platform  read- 
ing and  literary  interpretation.  Each  student  is  trained  in 
thinking  before  an  audience,  and  to  express  her  thoughts  and 
emotions  through  her  own  individuality.  This  results  in  a 
natural  style,  cultivates  and  refines  literary  taste,  strengthens 
the  imagination  and  develops  personal  power.  Students  will 
find  this  study  invaluable  in  teaching. 

The  following  courses  are  offered  to  those  desiring  a  special 
course  in  Oratory  leading  to  a  certificate  and  teacher's  license. 
(The  complete  course  is  designed  to  cover  a  period  of  two 
years). 

Education,  9  hours;  English,  6  hours;  Modern  Language,  6 
hours;  History  or  Latin,  3  hours;  Oratory,  12  hours.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  above,  certificate  students  are  required  to  present 
a  dramatic  recital  before  the  college  audience,  and  to  com- 
plete a  two-year  course  in  Physical  Education  and  in  Health 
Education,  also  a  brief  course  in  the  Constitution  of  Georgia. 

A  fee  of  $8.00  per  month  will  be  charged  all  students  of 
the  Oratory  Department. 

Repertoire. 

A  series  of  studio-recitals  and  public  recitals  are  the  culmi- 
nation of  the  work  of  small  recital  groups,  private  lessons  and 
weekly  programs  in  which  a  variety  of  platform  material  is 
presented  before  both  student  and  public  audiences.  Students 
of  this  department  have  numerous  invitations  to  appear  before 
civic,  religious  and  cultured  audiences  of  Athens.  One  hour. 
Freshman  or  Sophomore. 
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1.  Speech  Arts. 

An  introductory  course  in  technique  of  Interpretation,  Dra- 
matic Training",  Public  Speaking;  Pantomime,  Gesture,  and  the 
Dialects  are  studied  as  mediums  of  expression.  Two  hours. 
Freshman. 

2.  VocaJ  Technique. 

The  aim  of  this  study  is  to  give  students  a  thorough  drill 
in  the  principles  which  govern  vocal  and  bodily  development. 
In  order  to  produce  strong,  brilliant  and  expressive  voices, 
much  emphasis  is  placed  on  the  study  of  speech  formation, 
pronunciation,  breath  control,  resonance,  flexibility,  power, 
and  tone  language.   One  hour.   Freshman. 

3.  Story-Telling. 

This  atttractive  and  effective  method  of  imparting  knowl- 
edge and  of  impressing  moral  and  spiritual  truths  is  studied 
as  a  basis  for  primary  teaching.  Principles  of  child  psychol- 
ogy are  applied  to  every  type  of  story.  A  ''Story  Hour"  is 
conducted  by  students  of  this  course.   One  hour.   Freshman. 

4.  Child  Drama. 

A  study  of  dramatic  material  for  children  is  made  from 
the  dramatized  reading  lesson  to  the  finished  stage  produc- 
tion. Actual  experience  with  problems  in  rehearsals,  costum- 
ing, and  stage  settings.  Special  study  of  school  programs  for 
special  holidays.    One  hour.    Freshman  or  Sophomore. 

11.  Play  Production. 

The  basic  principles  of  Dramatic  Art  are  studied  and  ap- 
plied in  many  productions,  including  a  great  variety  of  dra- 
matic material:  modem  one-act  plays,  modern  three-act  plays 
and  one  public  production  from  Shakespeare.  Students  of 
this  course  take  complete  charge  of  each  performance,  acting, 
coaching,  "making  up,"  and  managing  all  mechanical  devices 
''behind  scenes,"  including  lights,  settings,  properties,  and  cos- 
tumes.   Three  hours.    Sophomore. 
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12.  Literaiy  Interpretation. 

Appreciation  of  literature  from  the  standpoint  of  the  mod- 
ern public  reader;  arranging  programs;  selecting  and  abridg- 
ment of  material ;  standards  of  interpretation ;  practical  appli- 
cation of  technique;  detailed  study  of  the  dramatic  mono- 
logue; art  of  impersonation  in  play  reading;  the  lecture;  re- 
cital.   Three  hours.    Sophomore. 

13.  Children's  Literature. 

A  critical  study  of  material  and  methods  of  teaching  the 
gems  of  poetry  and  story  in  the  elementary  grades  with  the 
hope  of  establishing  good  speech  habits  in  children.  One  hour. 
Sophomore. 

NOTE. — A  limited  number  of  second  year  students  are  al- 
lowed to  teach  Children's  Literature  in  the  elementary  grades 
of  the  Training  School  for  a  term  of  twelve  weeks.  Practice 
Teaching  credit.    Two  hours. 
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Physical  Education 


MISS  STRONG.  MISS  GUILL. 


I.  Physical  Education. 

This  course  includes  fundamentals  in  tactics,  free  exercises, 
corrective  work,  light  apparatus,  folk  dancing  and  games. 
Two  hours  per  week,  throughout  the  year.  Freshman  and  first 
year  Certificate. 

II.  Physical  Education. 

Continuation  of  work  started  in  the  previous  year.  Consid- 
erable time  is  given  to  games  and  dances  suitable  for  ele- 
mentary and  grammar  grades  and  a  fund  of  material  for  teach- 
ing purposes  is  collected.  Two  hours  per  week,  throughout  the 
year.   Sophomore  and  second  year  Certificate. 

21.  Physical  Education. 

This  course  includes  work  in  the  theory  and  practice  of 
physical  education.  A  study  is  made  of  the  different  systems 
of  gymnastics  and  stress  placed  upon  special  methods  of  teach- 
ing physical  education.  It  also  includes  corrective  work,  ad- 
vanced apparatus,  dancing  and  games.  Three  hours  per  week, 
throughout  the  year.  Junior  or  Senior  course.  Credit :  3 
hours. 

Athletics. 

The  work  of  this  department  includes,  in  addition  to  the 
regular  gymnastics,  careful  instruction  in  outdoor  games  and 
sports.  A  well  equipped  athletic  field  is  provided  for  the  use 
of  the  students.  A  number  of  Field  Days  are  given  during 
each  year,  and  the  victorious  class  is  awarded  the  possession 
of  a  beautiful  loving  cup. 

Gymnasium  Suit. 

The  gymnasium  suit  adopted  by  the  school  consists  of  white 
middy  blouse,  black  bloomers  and  Jblack  tennis  oxfords.  These 
articles  are  part  of  the  school  uniform  and  must  be  purchased 
after  reaching  Athens.

MRS.  AGNES  EBBRHARDT,  MRS.  J.  W.  BAILEY. 


Realizing  the  demands  for  better  equipped  Instrumental 
Music  Teachers,  the  Georgia  State  Teachers  College  has  added 
a  Special  Normal  Course,  the  object  of  which  is  to  fit  the  stu- 
dent (at  very  little  cost)  to  teach  Instrumental  Music. 

Students  are  not  only  required  to  be  acquainted  with  the 
representative  works  of  the  best  composers,  but  must  study 
the  theory  of  music,  harmony,  history  and  pedagogy,  and  be 
able  to  analyze  and  criticize  a  musical  composition  in- 
telligently. 

The  standard  has  been  raised,  the  course  carefully  planned, 
and  the  department  is  well  qualified  to  carry  on  the  work. 
The  advantages  are  equal  to  any  music  school  in  the  South. 

Students  are  graded  and  classified  according  to  their  tech- 
nical skill,  and  their  general  musical  knowledge.  They  are 
required  to  bring  with  them  a  complete  list  of  studies  and 
pieces,  that  they  may  be  given  credit  for  same. 

Especial  attention  is  given  to  ensemble  playing.  The  year 
is  divided  into  four  terms;  nine  weeks  each.  Tuition  payable 
in  advance  at  time  dormitory  fee  is  due.  Piano  practice  in- 
cluded.  Tuition  when  once  paid  will  not  be  refunded.

Required  of  Freshmen  who  elect  Social 
Studies.   Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.   Credit :  1  hour. 

11.  Comparative  Grovemments  and  Diplomacy. 

A  comparative  study  of  the  governmental  institutions  of 
the  leading  world  powers.  Parliamentary  forms  and  party 
methods.  Prerequisite :  1  year  of  Civics  or  Government.  Re- 
quired of  Sophomores  who  elect  Social  Studies.  Three  hours 
per  week,  one  quarter.   Credit :   1  hour. 

12.  American  Foreign  Policy. 

Diplomatic  history  of  the  United  States;  the  fundamental 
American  foreign  policies  and  methods;  international  rela- 
tions; the  World  Court  and  the  League.  Required  of  Sopho- 
mores who  elect  Social  Studies.  Three  hours  per  week,  one 
quarter.  Credit:  1  hour. 
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13.  Recent  United  States  Foreign  Policy — Latin-American  Re- 
lations. 

American  imperialism  and  expansion.  The  Latin-American 
States,  their  relation  and  policies.  Monroe  Doctrine  from 
Latin-American  point  of  view.  Required  of  Sophomores  who 
elect  Social  Studies.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit:  1  hour. 

21.  World  Politics. 

Principles  of  international  politics  governing  civilized  world 
relations.  Rise  of  nationalism,  world  powers,  and  colonial 
rivalry.  International  diplomacy.  Required  of  Juniors  who 
elect  Social  Studies.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit:  1  hour. 

22.  International  Relations. 

Origin  and  history  of  war  and  peace  movements  and  organi- 
zations; military  and  diplomatic  alliances.  Rights  of  citizens, 
aliens,  and  commerce.  The  debt  problem.  Various  interna- 
tional issues.  Required  of  Juniors  who  elect  Social  Studies. 
Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.   Credit:  1  hour. 

23.  Survey.  Problems  in  World  Policy. 

Each  student  is  expected  to  present  a  thesis  or  survey  of 
one  nation,  policy,  or  international  problem.  Required  of 
Juniors  who  elect  Social  Studies.

31.  Problems  in  World  Politics. 

A  contemporary  survey  of  current  events  and  policy.  Cur- 
rent documents  and  treaties  mastered,  interpreted,  and  re- 
ported on  in  writing.  The  survey  of  some  problem  in  con- 
temporary international  policy.  Required  of  Seniors  who  elect 
Social  Studies.  Three  hours  per  week,  three  quarters.  Credit : 
3  hours. 

32.  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  (Georgia. 

The  essentials  of  the  American  Constitution,  a  knowledge 
of  which  is  required  by  the  State  of  Georgia  of  all  graduates 
of  state  institutions.  Required  of  all  Seniors  and  Certificate 
students.   Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.    Credit :  1  hour.

This  course  is  a  continuation  of 
French  1.  It  consists  of  a  thorough  review  of  grammar  and 
syntax,  constant  practice  in  translating  English  into  French, 
conversation,  and  extensive  reading.  Prerequisite :  French  1 
or  the  equivalent.  Three  hours  per  week,  throughout  the  year. 
Sophomore.   Credit :  3  hours.   Miss  Strahan  and  Mr.  Thaxton. 

21.  French. 

Advanced  French.  Extensive  reading  in  and  out  of  the 
class  room.  Explanation  of  texts;  rhetoric,  compositions  and 
essays  in  French;  conversation,  lectures  on  literary  topics. 
Prerequisite :  French  11  or  the  equivalent.  Three  hours  per 
week,  throughout  the  year.  Junior.  Credit:  3  hours.  Mr.

31.  French. 

Phonetics.  A  study  of  French  sounds  with  practice  in  their 
pronunciation.

Methods  of  Teaching  French.  A  brief  survey  of  the  history 
of  the  French  language.

I.  Spanish. 

Elementary  Spanish.  A  course  for  beginners  which  con- 
sists of  careful  drill  in  the  pronunciation,  translation,  conver- 
sation, dictation  and  the  reading  of  easy  Spanish  texts.  No 
prerequisite.  Three  hours  throughout  the  year.  Freshman. 
Credit:  3  hours.  Miss  Strahan. 

II.  Spanish. 

Intermediate  Spanish.  This  course  is  a  continuation  of 
Spanish  1.  It  consists  of  a  thorough  review  of  grammar  and 
syntax,  constant  practice  in  the  translating  of  English  into 
Spanish,  conversation  and  extensive  reading.  Prerequisite: 
Spanish  1  or  the  equivalent.  Three  hours  per  week  through- 
out the  year.  Sophomore.   Credit :  3  hours.  Miss  Strahan. 

21.  Spanish. 

Advanced  Spanish.  Extensive  reading  in  and  out  of  class 
room.

A  study  of  Spanish  souiuLs  and  practice  in  their 
pronunciation.  Prerequisite:  Spanish  21.  Three  hours  per 
week.    One  quarter.    Senior.    Credit:  1  hour.    Miss  Strahan. 

32.  Spanish. 

Introduction  to  Spanish  Literature.  A  brief  survey  course 
in  Spanish  Literature  with  parallel  reading  from  outstanding 
authors.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Senior.  Credit: 
1  hour.    Mr.  Thaxton. 
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33.  Spanish. 


Methods  of  teaching  Spanish.  A  brief  survey  of  the  history 
of  the  Spanish  language.  A  discussion  of  the  methods  now 
used  in  teaching  Spanish  and  a  critical  examination  of  some 
of  the  books  more  commonly  employed  in  teaching  Spanish  in 
this  country.  Prerequisite :  Spanish  21.  Three  hours  per  week, 
one  quarter.

I.  Inorganic  Chemistry. 

A  study  of  the  Elements  and  Compounds,  especially  of  in- 
dustrial nature  and  application.  Chemical  theory  and  calcula- 
tions, problems  and  processes.  How  chemical  force  combines 
elements  into  compounds  and  how  these  are  made  serviceable 
to  man.  How  progress  is  dependent  upon  chemical  advance- 
ment, and  conserves  the  best  interests  of  the  race.  Two  recita- 
tion periods,  one  laboratory  period  per  week,  throughout  the 
year.   Freshman.    Credit:  3  hours.    Fee,  $3.00.    Mr.  Earnest. 

II.  Physics. 

A  study  of  Force  and  Energy  and  their  relation  to  Matter; 
how  they  are  applied  to  present  day  civilization,  Sound; 
Light;  Heat;  Magnetism;  Electricity  and  Applications  to  use. 
Laboratory  of  interesting  and  instructive  nature.  Three  hours 
per  week,  throughout  the  year.  Sophomore.  Credit :  3  hours. 
Fee,  $3.00.   Mr.  Earnest. 

21.  Biology. 

A  study  of  living  forms  and  functions,  plant  and  animal; 
relation  to  environment.  Full  laboratory  work.  Three  hours 
per  week,  throughout  the  year.    Fee,  $3.00.    Mr.  Earnest. 

22.  Organic  Chemistry. 

A  systematic  study  of  the  classification  and  relation  of  the 
carbon  compounds;  a  study  of  the  digestion,  metabolism  and 
chemical  composition  of  foods.  A  brief  outline  of  the  course 
includes:  hydrocarbons,  as  related  to  household  processes; 
acids  as  related  to  the  studying  of  fats,  vinegar,  fruits  and 
vegetables,  etc.,  as  used  for  flavoring;  fats  as  to  occurrence, 
composition  and  reactions.  Emphasis  is  constantly  placed  on 
the  practical  and  professional  side  of  study.  Prerequisite :  Inor- 
ganic Chemistry;  Food  Study,  and  Cookery  1.   Two  recitation 
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periods,  one  laboratory  period  per  week,  throughout  the  year 
Junior.  Credit:  3  hours.    Fee,  $3.00.    Miss  Foy. 

32.  Physiological  Chemistry. 

This  course  presents  the  essential  chemical  facts  pertaining 
to  human  nutrition,  including  chemical  constituents  of  cells, 
chemistry  of  foods,  digestion,  absorption,  assimilation,  tissue 
composition,  excretion.  The  laboratory  work  includes  experi- 
ments in  fermentation;  respiration;  salivary,  gastric,  pancre- 
atic and  intestinal  digestion  in  relation  to  life  processes.  Pre- 
requisites :  Inorganic  and  Organic  Chemistry.  Two  laboratory 
periods  and  one  recitation  period  per  week,  18  weeks.  Senior. 
Credit :  11/2  hours.   Fee,  $3.00.   Miss  Foy. 

33.  Microbiology. 

This  course  deals  with  bacteria,  yeasts  and  molds  and  other 
micro-organisms  which  affect  home  and  community  life.  Two 
hours'  lecture  and  two  laboratory ;  18  weeks.  Credit :  2  hours. 
Senior.   Fee,  $3.00.   Miss  Foy. 

34.  Textile  Chemistry. 

This  course  considers  the  identification  of  fibers  and  substi- 
tute material  by  means  of  the  microscope;  the  chemical  ex- 
axamination  of  fibers  including  tests  to  determine  content  of 
cloth  and  adulteration,  and  proper  use  of  materials  in  rela- 
tion to  cleansing  and  laundering;  lectures,  and  laboratory 
experiment  in  dyeing.  Prerequisite:  Inorganic  Chemistry. 
One  recitation  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week,  18  weeks. 
Senior.   Credit :  1%  hours.  Miss  Foy. 

35.  Geology  aaid  Astronomy. 

This  is  a  course  that  deals  with  the  forces  related  to  the 
structure  of  the  earth.  It  embraces  the  history  of  the  changes 
through  which  the  earth  has  passed.  The  relation  of  the  earth 
in  space  to  other  bodies  is  studied.  Three  hours  per  week, 
troughout  the  year.    Senior.    Credit:    3  hours.    Mr.  Earnest. 
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Sociology  and  Economics 


M.  D.  DUNLAP. 


1.  Introduction  to  Sociology. 

An  introduction  to  the  causes  which  affect  the  life  of  society ; 
geographic  causes;  urbanization;  social  effects  of  the  distri- 
bution of  wealth ;  types  of  poverty ;  charity  organizations ;  im- 
migration, and  other  social  causes  which  affect  life  and  society. 
Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Mr. 
Dunlap; 

2.  Elements  af  Sociology. 

This  course  is  a  continuation  of  Course  1.  The  influence  of 
such  factors  as  production,  transportation,  communication, 
social,  educational  and  religious  organizations  will  be  carefully 
studied  with  special  emphasis  on  the  features  which  should 
be  of  most  interest  to  teachers.  Three  hours  per  week,  one 
quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisite:  Sociology  1.  Mr. 
Dunlap. 

3.  Elements  of  Sociology. 

This  course  is  a  continuation  of  Course  2.  Such  topics  as 
social  ideals  and  social  control,  social  pathology,  methods  of 
social  investigations  and  kindred  subjects  are  discussed  with 
special  attention  to  their  relation  to  teachers.  Three  hours 
per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisite:  So- 
ciology 1  and  2.     Mr.  Dunlap. 

4C.  Rural  Sociology. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  an  interest  in  the  funda- 
mental knowledge  of  rural  life  and  the  development  of  its 
social  organizations.  Topics  discussed  will  be  those  of  primary 
interest  to  all  teachers  with  special  emphasis  on  the  problems 
with  which  rural  teachers  should  be  familiar.  Rural  condi- 
tions in  Georgia  will  be  studied  at  close  range.  Three  hours 
per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisite:  So- 
ciology 1  and  2.   For  Certificate.   Mr.  Dunlap. 
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21.  Ethics. 


The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  awaken  a  vital  conviction 
of  the  genuine  reality  of  moral  problems  and  the  value  of 
reflective  thought  in  dealing  with  them.  It  emphasizes  the  im- 
portance and  possibilities  of  right  living;  why  one  act  is  bet- 
ter than  another;  to  help  the  student  see  the  moral  dangers 
of  the  day  and  place  proper  value  on  the  better  things  of  life. 
Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Prere- 
quisite: Sociology  1,  2  and  3.   Mr.  Dunlap. 

22.  Criminology  and  Penology. 

A  treatment  of  the  conditions  of  society  which  tend  to  pro- 
duce crime  and  criminals  with  suggestions  as  to  the  best  reme- 
dies for  these  conditions.  Topics  discussed:  The  problems  of 
crime  and  criminals;  the  making  of  the  criminal;  modes  of 
punishment;  the  prison  system;  juvenile,  men's  and  women's 
reformatories ;  the  machinery  of  justice.  Three  hours  per  week, 
one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisite:  Sociology  1,  2 
and  3.   Mr.  Dunlap. 

23.  Rural  Social  Problems. 

The  object  of  this  course  is  for  a  better  understanding  of 
the  rural  problems  of  Georgia.  Much  of  the  material  used 
will  be  taken  from  actual  experienced  members  of  this  class 
and  alumnae  of  this  school.  Visits  to  some  of  the  surround- 
ing rural  and  small  town  communities  will  be  made  by  the 
class  and  each  member  will  be  given  projects  to  work  out 
and  report  results  in  class.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  put 
members  of  this  class  in  active  touch  with  some  of  the  most 
vital  problems  of  the  South.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quar- 
ter. Credit :  1  hour.  Prerequisite :  Sociology  1,  2  and  3.  Mr. 
Dunlap. 

25.  Principles  of  Sociology. 

This  course  is  designed  for  those  students  who  are  majoring 
in  some  other  field  and  want  Sociology  in  their  Junior  year. 
This  course  is  to  give  the  student  an  intelligent  understanding 
and  a  working  system  of  thought  about  society  and  social 
origins;  to  make  a  general  introductory  survey  of  the  field  of 
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the  principles  of  sociology.  Three  hours  per  week,  three  quar- 
ters. Credit:  3  hours.  Prerequisite:  Junior  standing.  Mr. 
Dunlap. 

11.  Introduction  to  Economics. 

This  course  is  an  elementary  treatment  of  the  fundamental 
principles  and  basic  forces  in  modern  life.  It  is  a  background 
for  advanced  courses  and  as  such  will  deal  in  an  elementary 
way  with  the  great  economic  questions  and  problems  of  our 
day.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit :  1  hour.  Mr. 
Dunlap. 

12.  Elements  of  Economics. 

This  course  deals  with  the  concepts  of  the  production  of 
wealth.  Topics:  Economic  struggle,  production,  distribution, 
consumption,  valuation,  etc.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quar- 
ter.  Credit:  1  hour.   Prerequisite:  Economics  11.    Mr.  Dunlap. 

13.  Elements  of  Economics. 

This  course  completes  the  elementary  principles  and  deals 
with  their  application  to  some  of  the  common  business  and  in- 
dustrial problems.  Topics:  Exchange,  labor  problems,  public 
finance,  economic  policies,  money  and  banking,  etc.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisite: 
Economics  11  and  12.    Mr.  Dunlap. 

31.  Rural  Economics. 

A  study  in  efficient  management  in  agriculture,  tenancy, 
insurance,  cooperative  buying  and  selling,  and  other  rural  eco- 
nomic problems.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit: 
1  hour.   Prerequisite:    Economics  11,  12  and  13.    Mr.  Dunlap. 

32.  Marketing  of  Farm  Products. 

Designed  for  those  teachers  who  desire  to  be  able  to  give  in- 
telligent assistance  to  the  community  farmers  in  simple  meth- 
ods of  marketing  farm  products.  Topics :  The  marketing  func- 
tions ;  the  conditions  affecting  the  costs  of  marketing ;  storage ; 
shipment ;  marketing  agencies ;  price-fixing  forces ;  direct  mar- 
keting;  urban  marketing,   etc.     Three   hours   per   week,    one 
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quarter.  Credit :  1  hour.    Prerequisite :  Economics  11,  12  and 
13.   Mr.  Dunlap. 

33.  Money  ajid  Banking. 

Principles  of  money,  credit  and  banking.  Special  study  of 
Federal  Farm  Loan,  Federal  Reserve  System  and  features  of 
banking  which  should  be  of  special  interest  to  teachers.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit :  1  hour.  Prerequisite : 
Economics  11,  12  and  13.   Mr.  Dunlap. 

35.  Principles  of  Economics. 

This  course  is  designed  for  those  students  who  are  major- 
ing in  some  other  field  and  want  a  course  in  Economics  in 
their  Senior  year.  The  usual  phases  of  the  subject  are  dis- 
cussed under  the  general  divisions  of  the  consumption,  the 
production,  the  distribution,  and  the  exchange  of  wealth. 
Three  hours  per  week,  three  quarters.  Credit:  3  hours.  Pre- 
requisite:   Senior  standing. 

140.  Introduction  to  Rural  Economics. 

This  is  an  elementary  course  designed  for  those  who  are 
doing  Certificate  work.  The  economic  problems  of  the  rural 
sections  are  discussed  with  special  emphasis  on  the  part  that 
should  be  played  by  the  rural  teacher  in  assisting  in  the  solu- 
tion of  the  problems  of  her  community.  Three  hours  per  week, 
one  quarter.   Credit:  1  hour.    Mr.  Dunlap.

The  aim  of  the  Voice  Department  is  to  set  before  the  stu- 
dent the  ideal  of  a  pure  and  resonant  vocal  tone,  and  to  de- 
velop the  ability  to  produce  such  a  tone.

Breathing  and  postural  exercises;  tone  placing;  simple  scales 
and  arpeggios ;  exercises  to  equalize  the  vowel  sounds.

Songs:  Special  attention  is  given  to  articulation  in  the  use 
of  simple  songs. 

Sophomore. 

Major  and  minor  scales,  legato  and  staccato,  in  turns  and 
triplets. 

Studies:  Sieber,  Concone. 

Songs  of  American  and  English  composers. 

Junior. 

Technical  work  continued;  portamento;  trills;  cadenzas. 
Studies:  Concone,  Marchesi. 

Songs  from  American,  English,  French  and  other  schools. 
Introductory  work  in  oratorio  and  opera. 

Senior. 

Technical  work  continued. 

Studies:   Panseron,  or  equivalent. 

Songs  selected  from  classic  and  modern  composers.  Work 
continued  in  oratorio  and  opera. 

Recitals  are  given  in  the  studio  so  the  student  may  have  the 
practice  of  singing  before  a  small  group  before  appearing  in 
large  public  recitals. 

The  year  is  divided  into  four  terms  of  nine  weeks  each. 
Tuition  is  $18.00  for  term  of  nine  weeks,  two  half -hour  lessons 
per  week,  and  is  payable  in  advance  at  the  time  board  is  due. 
This  includes  use  of  piano  for  practice. 
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Carnegie  Library 


This  building,  as  indicated  by  its  name,  was  the  gift  of  Mr. 
Andrew  Carnegie.  It  is  well  equipped  with  Library  Bureau 
furniture  and  contains  about  ten  thousand  volumes  with  some- 
thing like  three  thousand  pamphlets.  The  faculty  and  regis- 
tered students  of  the  school  have  free  access  to  the  library  and 
may  draw  books  for  home  reading.  To  the  general  public  it 
is  for  reference  only. 

The  Reading  Room  is  of  infinite  value  to  the  students,  both 
for  general  reading  and  reference  work.  The  following  maga-

The  library  is  open  daily  (except  Sunday)  from  8  :45  A.  M. 
until  5:30  P.  M.,  closing  for  the  dinner  hour.  Books  other 
than  "Reserves"  may  be  borrowed  from  the  library  for  two 
weeks.  Reserved  books  are  issued  overnight  only. 

It  is  the  main  purpose  of  the  library  to  both  create  and 
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stimulate  a  taste  for  good  literature  as  well  as  serve  the  va- 
rious departments  in  their  reference  work.  It  is  our  ambition 
to  give  every  student  of  every  department  a  working  knowl- 
edge of  the  institution  and  thereby  double  its  value  to  the 
student  body. 
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Correspondence  Study 


General  Information. 

The  Georgia  State  Teachers  College  offers  correspondence  to 
those  whose  duties  make  it  impossible  for  them  to  pursue  work 
in  residence.  These  courses  are  designed  for  those  who  are  in- 
terested in  professional  growth,  desire  guidance  or  wish  to  sup- 
plement their  training.  These  courses  are  prepared  by  the  reg- 
ular members  of  the  Faculty  and  are  given  in  the  class  rooms 
of  the  several  departments  during  the  regular  session. 

Nature  of  the  Work. 

Each  course  shall  consist  of  as  many  lessons  as  the  instruc- 
tor may  require.  Each  quarter  course  shall  approximate  a 
minimum  of  150  hour'  work.  Each  lesson  shall  consist  of  as- 
signments from  texts,  supplementary  reading,  questions  to  test 
the  method  of  the  work,  and  the  results  obtained. 

Credit. 

For  each  course  with  the  equivalent  of  a  quarter's  work, 
the  Georgia  State  Teachers  College  allows  1  hour  credit.  This 
credit  may  apply  towards  a  diploma  or  a  degree. 

No  fractional  course  can  be  offered  for  credit.  The  full 
course  must  be  taken  if  credit  is  to  be  obtained. 

Admission  Requirements. 

The  Georgia  State  Teachers  College  wishes  to  be  reasonably 
sure  that  a  student  can  succeed  in  the  course  he  desires  to  take, 
and  it  reserves  the  right  to  examine  his  application  carefully 
and  before  enrollment,  to  recommend  other  courses  than  those 
selected,  or  reject  the  application  if  the  statements  on  his 
blanks  justify  such  action.  If  the  student  is  not  accepted  or 
if  he  does  not  wish  to  change  from  his  original  choice,  his  fee 
will  be  refunded. 

A  student  wishing  to  enroll  must  not  be  in  attendance  in 
any  other  institution,  or  in  residence  at  State  Teachers  Col- 
lege, and  must  satisfy  the  entrance  requirements  of  the  State 
Teachers  College. 
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Courses. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  enroll  in  more  than  two 
courses  at  the  same  time.  It  is  advised  that  all  of  the  time 
be  concentrated  on  one  course.  A  student  is  expected  to 
finish  the  course  by  end  of  scholastic  year.  A  minimum  of  one 
semester  is  allowed  a  student  to  finish  a  course  provided  he 
distributes  his  work  evenly. 

Before  a  student  enrolls  for  a  course  he  must  fulfill  all  the 
prerequisites  required  by  the  instructor. 

The  methods  of  instruction  serve  to  keep  the  student  and 
teacher  in  close  contact  with  the  work  of  the  course.  After 
preparing  the  lesson  the  student  writes  his  answers  and  mails 
his  paper  to  the  instructor  together  with  any  questions  con- 
cerning such  difficulties  as  may  have  arisen  during  the  study. 
The  instructor  corrects  and  comments  on  the  paper  and  re- 
turns it  to  the  student.  In  like  manner  the  work  goes  on 
until  the  course  is  completed.  No  incomplete  course  will  be 
given  credit. 

Examinations  of  each  course  will  be  given  either  at  the 
State  Teachers  College  or  under  supervision  satisfactory  to  the 
State  Teachers  College.  No  credit  is  given  unless  an  examina- 
tion is  taken. 

If  on  account  of  interruptions  or  delays  the  course  is  de- 
ferred, a  fee  of  three  ($3.00)  dollars  will  be  charged  for  ex- 
tension of  time. 

No  course  is  given  during  summer  vacation,  except  by  in- 
structor's permission. 

Credit  Value  Toward  a  Diploma  or  Degree. 

No  work  in  Second  year  diploma  or  Senior  class  will  be 
given  by  correspondence.  In  cases  of  emergency,  classes  be- 
gun, with  permission  of  faculty,  may  be  completed  by  cor- 
respondence. 

Records  of  correspondence  grades  shall  be  kept  as  such 
and  so  indicated  when  transferred  to  other  institutions. 

No  student  may  take  more  than  one-third  of  the  work  re- 
quired for  a  diploma  or  a  degree. 

The  State  Teachers  College  does  not  grant  a  diploma  or  a 
degree  for  correspondence  study  work  alone. 
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Fees. 


All  fees  are  payable  in  advance  and  they  should  accompany 
the  application  for  instruction.  The  matriculation  fee  is  $10 
and  is  required  of  all  students  at  the  time  of  their  first  regis- 
tration. The  tuition  fee  for  each  quarter  course  is  eight  ($8.00) 
dollars.  The  tuition  fee  includes  payment  for  instruction 
sent  for  return  of  lesson  papers. 

No  fees  will  be  returned  after  the  work  has  begun. 

Enroll. 

Application  blanks  will  be  sent  on  request. 

A  student  may  begin  a  course  for  which  he  has  been  ac- 
cepted at  any  time  which  will  allow  the  work  to  be  completed 
by  end  of  scholastic  year.  It  is  advised  that  application  be 
made  in  September  and  February.

Unless  otherwise  indicated  each  course  gives  credit  for  one 
High  School  unit.

Lecture  Course 


The  school  maintains  a  Lyceum  Course  which  is  free  to  all 
the  students  of  the  school  and  in  which  are  engaged  the  best 
platform  performers  we  can  procure.  In  addition  to  this,  a 
series  of  lectures  by  prominent  men  and  women  in  the  state, 
who  have  accomplished  things  in  the  special  line  of  work  in 
which  each  is  interested,  is  kept  up  throughout  the  year. 

Moreover,  Athens  affords  the  school  wonderful  opportunity 
for  seeing  and  hearing  those  who  have  attained  distinction 
along  many  lines  of  endeavor.  The  school,  in  fact,  is  at  times 
embarrassed  with  the  richness  of  its  opportunities  of  this 
kind.  From  time  to  time  such  men  as  Dr.  Campbell  Morgan, 
Mr.  George  Foster  Peabody  and  others  of  national  reputation 
speak  in  the  auditorium.  They  are  invaluable  aids  in  giv- 
ing finishing  touches  to  the  education  which  the  school  is 
striving  to  impart  to  its  student  body. 


Motion  Pictures 


Motion  pictures  are  frequently  used  by  the  various  teachers 
to  supplement  their  class-room  instruction.  This  method  of 
teaching  has  proven  to  be  both  interesting  and  instructive. 

The  moving  picture  machine  is  also  used  by  lecturers  who 
visit  the  school  and  at  such  times  when  the  students  are  not 
otherwise  engaged  some  of  the  best  popular  films  are  shown. 
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Student  Organizations 


1.  The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association. 

The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association,  through  its  so- 
cial life,  Vesper  services,  Morning  Watch,  Bible  study,  mission 
study,  church  attendance  and  intercollegiate  relationships, 
seeks  to  promote  the  spirit  of  Christian  thinking  and  Christian 
living  among  students  and  to  train  them  for  Christian  life 
and  work. 

The  Social  Work  consists  in  aiding  new  students  to  har- 
monious adjustment  to  the  school  life  and  its  activities,  with 
continuous  efforts  for  daily  service  in  sundry  ways. 

The  Course  in  World  Fellowship  is  carefully  planned  and 
the  text  books  used  are  the  newest  and  best,  treating  both 
home  and  foreign  mission  problems. 

Intercollegiate  relationships  have  been  established  by  dele- 
gations to  the  Georgia  Students  Volunteer  Union,  the  Southern 
Conference  of  the  Young  Women's  Christian  Association,  by 
visits  of  traveling  student  secretaries,  delegates  to  the  Stu- 
dent Volunteer  Convention,  Cabinet  training  councils,  visit- 
ing Secretaries  of  the  churches  and  W.  C.  T.  U.,  and  the 
interchange  of  reports  and  methods  with  other  associations. 

Church  attendance  is  emphasized  in  order  that  the  students 
may  derive  all  the  spiritual  benefits  possible  from  the  excel- 
lent church  facilities  of  Athens,  and  to  foster  the  habit  of 
church  attendance. 

2.  Bible  Study. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  such  a  general  knowl- 
edge of  the  Bible  as  will  furnish  to  the  students  a  background 
for  future  work  in  detail. 

The  lessons  are  arranged  for  systematic  daily  readings 
through  the  Bible,  beginning  with  Genesis.  Weekly  lessons 
are  held  on  these  readings,  bringing  out  such  points  about 
the  great  Book  as  every  person  ought  to  know. 

The  aim  of  the  teachers  in  presenting  these  lessons  is  to 
bring  the  students  into  loving  acquaintance  with  God's  Word. 

The  course  is  entirely  optional,  but  all  students  are  encour- 
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aged  to  join  one  of  these  classes,  and  due  recognition  is  given 
their  work  in  the  permanent  records  of  the  school. 

The  Bible  classes  are  taught  by  members  of  the  Faculty. 

The  State  Teachers  College  won  second  honor  in  this  work  in 
the  United  States  at  the  Panama  Exposition  Young  Women's 
Christian  Association  National  Contest  in  1915. 

There  was  interest  in  memorizing  Scripture  prescribed  by 
Helen  Gould  Shepherd,  for  which  she  presented  Student's 
Bibles.  The  school  has  won  246  of  these  Bibles.  This  was  dis- 
continued in  1921. 

Since  1922  Mrs.  Gertrude  Alexander  has  been  giving  the 
Campbell  Morgan  edition  of  the  Bible,  bringing  our  number 
to  263. 

Students  are  urged  to  keep  in  their  respective  classes  in 
Bible  work  as  in  other  studies. 

The  State  Teachers  College  won  first  honor  in  the  United 
States  on  the  Student  Association  Honor  Roll  at  the  Panama 
Exposition  for  the  largest  average  in  proportion  to  total  en- 
rollment in  Mission  Study  and  Social  Welfare  classes  in  1915. 
The  College  won  second  honor  places  in  the  two  subjects  that 
follow :  volunteer  Bible  Study  classes  and  attendance  on  re- 
ligious services. 

3.  The  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union. 

In  connection  with  the  Young  Woman's  Christian  Associa- 
tion work  of  the  College,  there  is  an  organized  Woman's  Chris- 
tian Temperance  Union  which  holds  regular  meetings  once 
per  month  and  endeavors  to  further  the  study  and  interest 
in  the  Temperance  Cause. 

4.  The  Student  Volunteer  Movement. 

This  group  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  is  composed  of  the  individual 
students  who  have  consecrated  their  lives  to  service  in  the 
foreign  fields  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  Gospel  of  Christ 
*'into  all  the  world." 

5.  Altioria  Literary  Society. 

At  one  time  there  was  only  one  society  in  the  State  Teachers 
College.  On  account  of  the  overwhelming  number  of  mem- 
bers it  was  advised  that  two  societies  be  formed.    In  1905 
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the  two  literary  societies,  under  their  new  names,  Mildred 
Rutherford  and  Altioria,  began  their  work  anew.  Professor 
Earnest  gave  us  our  name  '^Altioria,"  meaning  higher  and 
better.  Since  the  date  of  our  birth,  under  the  aim  and  ex- 
cellent prevailing  spirit  of  our  motto,  ''Excelsior,"  we  have 
been  growing  each  year,  striving  for  the  supernal  and  superior 
things  in  our  school  life.  The  aim  of  the  Altioria  Society  is 
the  advancement  of  scholarship  by  enjoying  together  the  best 
to  be  found  in  literature  and  the  development  of  ''Ideal  Wo- 
manhood" through  faithfulness  and  usefulness  to  our  school 
and  to  our  "fellows." 

6.  The  Mildred  Rutherford  Literary  Society. 

The  aim  of  this  society  is  to  develop  the  literary  phase  of 
the  student  life  through  the  creation  of  an  interest  in  and 
appreciation  for  literature,  music  and  art.  The  betterment  of 
the  social  life  of  the  school  is  the  result  of  the  activities  of 
this  organization  and  it  is  in  this  connection  that  some  of  the 
closest  friendships  are  formed  which  exist  not  only  while  in 
attendance  here  but  the  influence  of  which  will  be  felt  into  the 
future. 

An  example  of  the  highest  type  of  womanhood  is  set  before 
the  girls  in  the  sponsor  of  the  organization,  Miss  Mildred 
Rutherford,  whose  fine  and  noble  character  and  the  ideals  for 
which  she  stood  are  ever  a  beacon  light  to  those  who  knew 
her. 

7.  Glee  Club. 

The  purpose  of  this  organization  is  recreative  choral  work 
as  well  as  to  afford  an  opportunity  for  the  study  of  classical 
compositions.  Membership  is  open  to  any  member  of  the  stu- 
dent body.  The  organization  gives  two  concerts  annually  and 
assists  at  other  functions  of  the  school. 

8.  County  Clubs. 

Nearly  every  county  in  Georgia  is  represented  at  the  State 
Teachers  College.  Many  of  these  counties  have  enough  stu- 
dents to  organize  and  there  are  more  than  twenty  county 
clubs.  The  purposes  of  the  clubs  are:  a  definite  way  to  aid 
in  the  development  of  county  affairs ;  a  splendid  way  for  those 
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from  home  to  get  together;  a  medium  to  interest  other  stu- 
dents in  the  school;  a  souree  of  great  pleasure  and  leisure. 
These  clubs  are  doing  splendid,  constructive  work.  More 
counties  are  to  be  organized  and  it  is  the  aim  of  all  of  them 
to  keep  up  the  supply  of  members  from  year  to  year  and  to 
be  of  real  service  to  the  people  at  home. 

9.  Athletic  Association. 

The  Athletic  Association  is  an  organization  of  the  students 
to  promote  and  encourage  outdoor  sports  and  athletics  and 
is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Department  of  Physical 
Education. 

The  Association  has  a  well-equipped  athletic  field,  with 
courts  for  tennis,  basketball,  volley  ball  and  other  games. 
Field  Days  and  various  athletic  contests  stimulate  interest  in 
outdoor  activities  and  provide  sane,  wholesome  recreation. 

11.  Alumni-ae  Association. 

The  Alumni-ae  Association  of  the  Georgia  State  Teachers 
College  is  an  organization  concerned  with  the  welfare  of  the 
school  and  its  alumni-ae,  and  with  the  professional  advance- 
ment of  education.  It  is  the  channel  through  which  the  school 
and  its  alumni-ae  can  be  of  mutual  help  to  each  other.  Its 
purpose  is  to  provide  a  scholarship  fund,  to  promote  loyalty 
to  the  school,  and  to  disseminate  the  ideals  for  which  the 
school  stands. 

All  graduates  of  the  school  are  active  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation and  all  persons,  who  have  at  any  time  been  students  of 
the  school,  are  associate  members. 

The  officers  of  the  Association  are  as  follows:  President, 
Kate  E.  Hicks;  Secretary,  Iris  Callaway;  Treasurer,  Mrs.  H. 
C.  Doolittle. 

12.  Reflex. 

The  Reflex  is  the  student  paper.  It  is  issued  in  newspaper 
style.  It  is  printed  once  a  month.  All  general  school  news, 
society  dots,  editorials,  literary,  society  pages,  Y.  W.  C.  A. 
notes  and  jokes  form  the  basis  of  its  development.  The  edi- 
tors are  elected  from  the  student  body.  They  do  all  the  writ- 
ing for  the  paper  under  the  supervision  of  a  faculty  member. 
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13.  The  Crystal. 

The  Crystal  is  the  Senior  Annual.  Every  Senior  class  pub- 
lishes a  Crystal.  The  book  appears  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
It  is  a  memory  book  in  printed  form.  The  editors  are  elected 
from  the  Senior  class. 

14.  Quadrang^le. 

The  Quadrangle  is  an  organization  of  students  for  the  pur- 
pose of  promoting  and  encouraging  mental,  moral,  physical 
and  social  development.  This  organization  is  open  to  the  en- 
tire student  body  who  have  had  a  certain  period  of  residence 
and  who  have  attained  a  required  standard  in  mental,  moral, 
physical  and  social  activities. 

16.  American  Red  Cross. 

The  College  has  its  own  independent  Chapter  of  the  Ameri- 
can Red  Cross.  It  was  the  first  and  possibly  the  only  Chap- 
ter in  a  school.  It  was  organized  during  the  war  and  the 
students  did  excellent  work.  The  Chapter  is  still  in  force 
and  has  more  than  one  hundred  members.

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Historical 


The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Georgia  donated  to  the 
State  the  building  known  as  Rock  College  and  from  six  to 
ten  acres  of  land  contingent  thereto,  together  with  the  late 
George  R.  Gilmer  fund.  Under  the  condition  of  Governor 
Gilmer's  will,  this  sum  must  be  used  to  train  teachers  in  the 
elementary  branches  of  an  English  education  only.  The  con- 
dition attached  to  these  gifts  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Univer- 
sity was  that  the  State  should  establish  at  Rock  College  a 
Normal  School  for  the  education  and  training  of  teachers  for 
the  rural  schools. 

An  Act  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  Georgia  in  1891: 

"To  establish,  organize  and  maintain  a  State  Normal  School 
as  a  branch  to  the  University,  to  appropriate  money  for  the 
same,  and  for  other  purposes."  This  Act  received  the  ap- 
proval  of  the  Governor,  October  21,  1891.  By  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  the  State  received  from  the  Trustees  of  the  Uni- 
versity as  a  donation  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  Normal 
School,  the  building  known  as  Rock  College  and  a  tract  of 
land  of  not  loss  than  six  nor  more  than  ten  acres  upon  which 
the  college  building  stood,  lying  just  outside  the  limits  of  the 
City  of  Athens,  Ga.  The  Act  also  provided  for  a  Normal 
School  Commission,  consisting  of  the  State  School  Commis- 
sioner, who  should  be  the  Chairman,  the  Chancellor  of  the 
University,  and  "three  citizens  of  Georgia,  experienced  in 
teaching,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor." 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  water  used  by  the  School 
came  from  a  well,  and  the  water  was  declared  to  be  pure  and 
wholesome  and  was  so  cold  that  no  ice  was  needed. 

The  lower  floor  of  Rock  College  was  divided  into  lecture 
rooms,  restaurant,  hall  and  assembly  rooms.  The  second  and 
third  floors  were  used  as  a  dormitory.  These  rooms  were 
furnished  by  the  appropriation  of  $500.00  from  the  City  Coun- 
cil of  Athens  in  1892,  with  wire  cots,  tables,  chairs,  buckets, 
and  other  necessary  articles  of  furniture. 

The  Act  creating  the  State  Normal  School  was  passed  in 
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1891,  and  short  sessions  of  the  school  were  held  during  the 
summer  months  of  1892,  1893  and  1894.  The  Commission  had 
at  its  command  only  the  interest  of  the  Gilmer  fund  which 
was  transferred  for  safe  keeping  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Uni- 
versity by  the  Trustees  of  the  estate  of  the  late  George  R. 
Gilmer.  The  interest  on  this  fund  amounted  to  $1,050.00  a 
year,  from  which  a  commission  of  $50.00  a  year  was  de- 
ducted for  the  expense  of  administration.  In  1892  there  were 
added  to  this,  the  Peabody  Institute  fund  of  $800.00,  and  the 
County  Institute  fund  of  five  counties,  which  met  at  Rock 
College  for  one  week,  and  amounted  to  $125.00.  Therefore, 
the  School  was  carried  on  in  1893  with  the  sum  of  $1,923.00. 

The  session  of  1892  began  July  11th,  and  lasted  seven  weeks. 
Exclusive  of  the  attendance  during  the  County  Institute  week, 
the  roll  of  students  numbered  112,  representing  thirty-two 
counties. 

So  far  as  the  resources  of  the  college  for  the  year  1893 
are  concerned,  they  are  best  explained  by  an  extract  from  the 
minutes  of  the  Commission  at  their  meeting  in  Atlanta,  April 
1,  1893: 

**The  Chairman  made  a  statement  of  the  efforts  that  had 
been  made  to  induce  the  Legislature  to  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  permanent  establishment  of  a  State  Normal 
School,  and  stated  that  the  Legislature  had  failed  to  make 
an  appropritaion  for  the  purpose  named.  Dr.  William  E. 
Boggs  then  stated  that  the  net  interest  on  the  Gilmer  fund, 
amounting  to  $1,000.00,  would  be  available  on  the  first  day 
of  July.  He  said  also  that  the  people  of  Athens  were  de- 
sirous of  having  the  Normal  School  operated  during  the  com- 
ing summer,  1893,  and  that  the  grand  jury  of  Clarke  county 
had  at  his  request,  made  an  appropriation  of  $400  for  the 
purpose.  The  citizens  of  Athens  had  also  made  up  a  private 
subscription  of  $537  to  be  added  to  the  fund.  These  resources, 
added  together,  made  a  total  of  $1,937  for  the  summer  ses- 
sion of  1893.'' 

The  private  subscription  from  the  citizens  of  Athens  were 
secured  by  Dr.  Edwin  D.  Newton  and  Mr.  T.  W.  Reed.  This 
must  have  been  a  tedious  undertaking,  for  many  of  the  sub- 
scriptions only  amounted  to  fifty  cents. 
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The  session  of  1893  began  July  5th,  and  lasted  six  weeks. 
There  were  enrolled  116  students  from  thirty-five  counties. 
These  pupils  were  not  all  present  at  the  same  time.  Some 
came  for  a  week,  others  for  two  weeks,  others  for  a  month, 
while  many  remained  during  the  entire  session. 

The  nature  of  the  work  done  during  the  sessions  of  1892 
and  1893,  the  enthusiasm  of  the  students,  the  apparent  de- 
mand for  an  enlarged  and  well-equipped  Normal  School,  in- 
duced the  Normal  School  Commision  to  appear  to  the  Legis- 
lature of  1893  for  an  appropriation  to  remodel,  equip,  and 
operate  the  State  Normal  School.  The  Legislature,  however, 
took  no  action  in  the  matter  and  the  Normal  School  Commis- 
sion was  again  left  with  limited  means  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  creating  the  school. 

A  meeting  of  the  State  Normal  School  Commission  was 
held  in  Atlanta  to  take  into  consideration  the  work  of  the 
School  for  the  summer  of  1894. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Commission  stated  that  the  Legislature 
had  made  no  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  School  dur- 
ing the  year  of  1894,  and  that  the  only  money  available  was 
the  interest  on  the  George  R.  Gilmer  fund. 

After  some  discussion,  the  Commission  decided  to  open  the 
college  for  a  month  during  the  summer  of  1894,  and  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  was  passed: 

"Resolved,  That  the  State  Normal  School  at  Rock  College 
be  opened  for  one  month  during  the  summer  of  1894,  be- 
ginning from  the  17th  day  of  July,  and  that  the  interest  on 
the  Gilmer  fund,  accruing  July  1st,  be  used  for  defraying  the 
expenses  of  the  session, " 

Another  resolution  was  also  passed  and  was  as  follows: 

"Resolved,  That  the  Normal  School  Commission,  recogniz- 
ing the  generosity  of  the  grand  jury  of  Clarke  county,  the 
City  Council  and  citizens  of  Athens  in  the  aid  they  have 
hithertd  given  the  Normal  School,  and  fully  grateful  for 
their  past  favors,  yet  in  view  of  the  urgent  necessities  of  the 
School,  respectfully  suggest  to'  the  grand  jury  that  an  appro- 
priation for  the  year  1894  would  greatly  aid  in  continuing 
the  prosperity  and  insuring  the  success  of  the  Normal  School." 

^'Resolved,   That   Dr.   William   E.   Boggs,   Professor  David 
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Barrow,  Jr.,  be  requested  to  present  this  resolution  to  the 
next  session  of  the  grand  jury." 

The  grand  jury  received  the  resolutions,  and  in  their  pre- 
sentments made  an  appropriation  of  $750.00  to  the  State 
Normal  School,  provided  a  session  of  eight  weeks  was  held. 
This  provision  was  cheerfully  agreed  to  by  the  Commission, 
and  the  day  of  opening  of  the  Normal  School  for  1894  was 
changed  from  July  17th  to  July  5th. 

The  State  Normal  School  enrolled  175  students  during  the 
summer  of  1894.  Fifty-one  counties  were  represented  in  this 
student  body. 

The  success  of  the  summer  session  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Lawton  B.  Evans  made  a  permanent  Normal  School  a 
necessity  and  the  Legislature  of  1894  gave  financial  assistance 
to  the  School  and  fixed  the  annual  appropriation  at  ten  thou- 
sand  dollars. 

It  was  peculiarly  fitting  that  Captain  S.  D.  Bradwell  was 
chosen  as  the  first  president  of  the  State  Normal  School,  after 
it  was  permanently  established.  Probably  no  man  had  done 
more  for  the  teachers  of  the  State,  and  no  one  understood 
their  needs  better,  or  sympathized  with  them  more.  He  was 
possessed  with  a  remarkable  memory  for  names  and  faces, 
and  while  State  School  Commissioner,  he  probably  knew  more 
men  in  Georgia  than  any  other  man.  This  fact  was  an  in- 
valuable aid  to  Captain  Bradwell  in  getting  the  School  es- 
tablished. 

The  school  was  opened  April  17,  1895.  The  17th  of  April 
was  observed  as  Founder^s  Day  for  many  years  in  the  school 
and  appropriate  exercises  were  conducted.  Miss  Mamie 
Mathews,  of  Oglethorpe  county,  was  the  first  student  to  regis- 
ter in  the  school.  The  attendance  during  the  spring  was 
very  small,  but  the  summer  months  brought  a  much  larger 
enrollment. 

Captain  S.  D.  Bradwell  tendered  his  resignation  as  President 
of  the  School  at  a  meeting  of  the  Commission  held  March  7, 
1901.  Mr.  E.  C.  Branson  was  elected  to  succeed  Captain  Brad- 
well. Captain  Bradwell  had  been  President  since  the  per- 
manent organization  of  this  institution  in  1895.  During  the 
short  period  of  six  years,  under  his  administration  the  School 
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was   organized  and  had   grown  to   such   an  extent  that  the 
annual  enrollment  was  well  above  six  hundred. 

In  1912  President  E.  C.  Branson  resigned  to  accept  the  head 
of  the  department  of  Rural  Economics  and  Sociology,  and 
Mr.  Jere  M.  Pound  was  elected  President. 

1.  Gilmer  Hall. 

This  building  was  erected  in  1860  by  the  University  of 
Georgia  and  was  donated  to  the  State  Normal  School  in  1891. 
At  first  the  Normal  School  was  completely  housed  in  this  one 
building,  but  it  is  now  used  exclusively  as  a  dormitory.  It 
was  named  for  Governor  Gilmer,  as  the  income  from  a  fund 
left  by  his  will  was  used  to  help  found  the  State  Normal 
School. 

2.  Bradwell  Hall. 

In  1896  thi^  building  was  completed  as  a  two-story  structure 
and  the  third  floor  was  added  in  the  following  year,  and  was 
made  possible  through  subscriptions  by  the  teachers  in  the 
school.  At  first,  part  of  the  lower  floor  was  used  as  a  din- 
ing hall  and  the  other  part  of  the  building  was  used  as  a 
dormitory  for  young  men.  It  is  used  entirely  now  as  a  girls' 
dormitory.     It  was  named  for  the  fijst  president  of  the  school. 

3.  Auditorium. 

In  1898  from  appropriations  of  that  year,  the  commission 
authorized  the  erection  of  this  building.  It  is  two  stories  high, 
with  an  auditorium  on  the  first  floor  and  class-rooms  above. 

4.  Winnie  Davis  Memorial  Hall. 

The  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy  planned  this  building 
to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  Winnie  Davis,  daughter  of  Jef- 
ferson Davis  and  it  was  through  their  effort  that  this  hall 
was  built.  It  was  completed  in  1902  and  is  used  as  a  dormi- 
tory. Rooms  are  secured  in  this  building  by  applying  to  the 
various  Chapters  of  the  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy  rooms 
therein.  Such  appointments  must  be  filed  with  the  President 
of  the  College  not  later  than  August  15th. 
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5.  Muscogee  Elementaxy  Training  School. 

George  Foster  Peabody  gave  the  money  to  build  and  equip 
this  building  and  it  was  completed  in  1902.  A  well  organized 
school  of  seven  grades  is  carried  on  in  this  building  to  give 
the  Senior  class  practice  in  teaching  before  they  are  allowed 
to  graduate  The  building  was  so  named  because  Muscogee 
is  Mr.  Peabody 's  native  county. 

6.  Smith  Building. 

This  building  was  completed  in  1906.  It  was  made  possible 
through  gifts  by  James  M.  Smith,  George  Foster  Peabody,  the 
State,  Faculty,  and  a  number  of  small  contributions.  It  con- 
tains classrooms  and  the  administrative  offices,  and  was  named 
for  the  late  James  M.  Smith. 

7.  Dining  Hall. 

The  dining  hall  was  also  completed  in  1906.  The  first  floor 
of  this  building  is  used  as  a  dining  hall,  while  the  second  floor 
is  known  as  Senior  Hall  and  is  used  as  a  dormitory. 

8.  Carnegie  Library. 

This  building  was  given  by  Andrew  Carnegie  to  the  State 
Normal  School  and  is,  of  course,  used  as  a  library.  It  con- 
tains about  ten  thousand  volumes,  and  was  erected  in  1910. 

9.  The  Rural  School. 

This  is  a  modem  one-room  rural  school  building  on  the 
campus  to  give  the  Seniors  practice  in  teaching  in  a  country 
school.  The  building  is  well  lighted  and  heated  and  complete 
in  every  detail.  The  children  come  from  the  country,  thus 
making  it  a  rural  school  from  every  point  of  view.  It  was 
built  in  1911. 

10.  Dairy  Bam. 

The  structure  is  of  concrete,  modern  and  sanitary  in  every 
way,  with  a  large  silo  made  at  one  end.  It  was  built  in  1914 
and  is  large  enough  to  accommodate  seventy  cows.  The  school 
farm  is  located  on  the  Oconee  river,  three  miles  from  town. 
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This  farm  was  purchased,  equipped,  and  is  operated  without 
a  cent  from  the  State. 

11.  Infirmary. 

The  infirmary  was  built  in  1916  as  a  result  of  the  efforts 
of  the  Elijah  Clarke  Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution,  although  the  funds  were  furnished  by  this  Chap- 
ter in  cooperation  with  the  General  Assembly. 

12.  Practice  Home. 

This  building  was  used  as  an  infirmary  until  the  new  one 
was  built  in  1916.  It  was  converted  into  the  practice  home 
where  the  students  get  practice  in  home  making,  thus  putting 
into  practice  things  studied  in  the  classroom. 

13.  MiUer  Hall. 

With  an  appropriation  from  the  State  this  dormitory  was 
completed  in  1917.  This  is  a  two-story  structure  and  is  mod- 
em in  every  respect.  It  is  named  in  honor  of  Mr.  B.  S. 
Miller,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

14.  Pound  Auditorium. 

This  building  was  also  finished  in  1917,  as  an  appropriation 
amounting  to  $100,000  from  the  State  was  sufficient  to  build 
Miller  Hall  and  the  Pound  Auditorium.  It  has  an  auditorium 
that  will  seat  2,500  people,  as  well  as  a  number  of  class- 
rooms and  offices.  This  auditorium  is  named  for  the  President 
of  the  School. 

15.  Cobb  Home. 

This  property  was  bought  in  1929  from  the  Cobb  estate. 
It  is  located  on  Oglethorpe  avenue  and  it  will  accommodate 
about  20  students. 
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General  Regulations 


Admission  Requirements. 

1.  Age — ^Any  person  who  is  fifteen  (15)  years  of  age  may 
enter  the  Georgia  State  Teachers  College  at  the  beginning  of 
the  Fall  Term  or  at  any  suitable  time  during  the  school  year, 
provided  she  has  met  other  entrance  requirements. 

2.  Crood  Moral  Character — Every  student  will  be  required 
to  hand  to  the  President  a  letter  of  recommendation  from 
some  responsible  person  in  the  home  neighborhood. 

3.  Good  Health — ^AU  applicants  should  be  in  good  health. 
Teeth  and  eyes  should  be  looked  after  before  coming  to  school. 
All  students  are  subjected  to  a  rigid  physical  examination  on 
arrival  and  all  defects  noted  are  watched  and  the  student  is 
advised  how  they  may  best  be  removed.  Applicants  should 
be  vaccinated  before  coming  to  school. 

4.  Methods  of  Admission — Students  may  be  admitted  to  the 
College  in  two  ways:  (a)  By  proper  certificate  from  an  ac- 
credited high  school  or  college;  and   (2)  by  examination. 

5.  Credentials — Transcripts  of  work  done  must  be  signed  by 
the  proper  authorities  and  sent  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Col- 
lege before  the  opening  of  school. 

6.  Forfeiture — All  students  not  present  when  classes  begin 
forfeit  their  admission. 

APPLICATION  FOR  ADMISSION 

Application  for  admission  to  the  College  must  be  made  in 
writing  on  a  special  form  of  application.  New  applications 
must  be  made  each  year  by  all  students.  For  several  years 
it  has  been  impossible  for  the  College  to  accept  all  applica- 
tions received  Therefore,  it  is  advisable  for  those  desiring 
admission  to  file  application  in  the  office  of  the  President  as 
promptly  as  possible.  Preference  will  be  given  to  well  pre- 
pared students  in  the  order  in  which  the  applications  are  re- 
ceived. 
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Regnlstration 

Admission  to  the  College  is  complete  when  the  student's 
name  has  been  properly  registered  in  the  following  manner: 
(1)  The  student  presents  his  acceptance  card;  (2)  fills  out  a 
registration  card;  (3)  pays  fees  at  the  Business  Manager's 
office;  (4)  secures  room  assignment  from  the  Dean;  (5)  and 
a  class  card  from  the  Committee  on  Classification. 

Room  Assignment 

Rooms  are  not  assigned  to  new  students  until  the  opening 
of  school  in  the  fall,  except  in  Winnie  Davis  Memorial  Hall. 
These  are  secured  through  various  Chapters  of  the  Daughters 
of  the  Confederacy.  These  appointments  must  be  in  the  of- 
fice of  the  President  of  the  College  by  August  15th.  Stu- 
dents who  arrive  on  the  first  day  of  the  opening  of  school 
have  a  better  chance  of  securing  a  choice  of  rooms. 

Uniforms. 

To  promote  economy,  simplicity  and  good  taste  in  dress, 
students  purchase  and  wear  a  uniform  adopted  by  the  College. 
A  leaflet  giving  regulations  and  description  should  be  secured 
from  the  President. 

Conduct. 

It  is  expected  that  students  will  make  school  work  their 
first  interest  rather  than  their  recreation,  however  innocent 
and  valuable. 

Students  are  not  permitted  to  be  absent  from  College  except 
for  necessary  causes.  Parents  are  doing  their  child  an  in- 
justice when  they  permit  it. 

Absences  detract  from  both  deportment  and  grades.  Ab- 
sences just  before  or  just  after  a  holiday  have  an  unusual 
weight. 

This  institution  is  a  vocational  school  and  not  a  reforma- 
tory. Those  students  who  are  not  able  or  not  willing  to  de- 
port themselves  in  accordance  with  the  restrictions  which  ex- 
perience has  found  necessary,  can  hardly  be  rated  as  promis- 
ing to  be  desirable  members  of  the  teaching  profession,  or 
worthy   of   recommendation.     Only   students   with    a   serious 
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purpose  are  desired,  and  only  such  will  be  permitted  to  re- 
main. Students  in  training  are  supposed  to  be  mature  enough 
to  be  responsible  and  our  dealings  are  with  them,  not  with 
their    parents. 

Grading  and  Reports. 

The  grades  of  students  are  based  upon  the  completed  work 
of  a  quarter,  and  are  desiganted  by  letter  as  stated  below : 

A.  Signifies  excellent  work,  95-100%.     Quality  points,  3. 

B.  Signifies  supreior  work,  85-94%.     Quality  points,  2. 

C.  Signifies  good  work,  75-84%.     Quality  points,  1. 

D.  Signifies  passable  work,  70-74%.     Quality  points,  0. 

E.  Signifies  conditioned  work,  60-69%. 

F.  Signifies  failure  in  work,  or  below  60%.     Repeat. 

For  graduation  a  student  must  earn  at  least  as  many  qual- 
ity points  as  credit  hours  required. 

Examinations  to  remove  conditions  must  be  taken  within 
nine  (9)  months  from  the  time  such  conditions  have  been 
made.  Two  additional  examinations  are  the  maximum  al- 
lowed to  any  student,  the  second  to  be  given  only  after  addi- 
tional work  by  the  student  in  preparation  for  the  examina- 
tion. 

Absences  from  classes  just  before  or  just  after  a  holiday 
will  have  unusual  weight. 

Absences  from  recitations  for  any  cause  will  detract  from 
the  grades.  However,  deductions  made  for  absences  due  to 
providential  causes  may  be  removed  in  part  by  additional 
work. 

Official  reports  of  students*  grades  are  sent  to  parents  and 
guardians  for  the  work  at  close  of  each  quarter. 

Boarding  Departments. 

All  dormitories  are  steam-heated,  with  toilet  rooms  and 
bath  on  every  floor  abundantly  supplied  with  hot  and  cold 
water.  They  are  comfortable,  pleasant,  and  healthful  homes 
for  the  students.  All  of  our  dormitories  are  the  equal  of  the 
best  dormitories  in  all  matters  of  convenience  and  comfort. 
Students  in  each  dormitory  are  under  the  care  of  a  resident 
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matron,  who  looks  after  their  needs  and  comforts.  The  din- 
ing hall  isi  well  equipped. 

Board  in  the  dormitories  includes  room,  table  fare,  heat, 
lights,  and  attendants  for  the  rougher  work. 

Each  student  will  pay  for,  and  look  after  her  own  launder- 
ing, with  the  assistance  of  the  matron  in  charge. 

Student  Equipment. 

Each  student  must  bring  a  pillow,  pillow-cases,  bed-clothes, 
(including  at  least  one  white  spread),  towels,  hair-brush  and 
comb,  and  other  personal  toilet  articles ;  also  a  bath-robe,  bed- 
room slippers    overshoes,  wrap  and  umbrella. 

Each  student  should  bring  also  one  cup  and  saucer,  one  din- 
ner plate,  one  knife,  fork  and  teaspoon,  for  personal  use  in 
the  dormitories,  when  such  things  are  necessary.  It  is  against 
the  rules  for  any  student  to  carry  out  or  borrow  dishes  and 
silver  from  the  dining-room. 

Parents  and  friends  visiting  students  cannot  be  accommo- 
dated in  the  dormitories,  as  there  is  no  room  for  them.  They 
can  secure  board  in  the  city.

Board  for  students  who  do  not  make  the  quarterly  pay- 
ments indicated  above,  will  be  at  the  rate  of  $4.50  per  week, 
$1.00  per  day. 

All  students  entering  before  September  15th,  will  be  charged 
from  date  of  opening  (September  1st).  Those  entering  on 
and  after  September  15th,  will  be  charged  from  the  date  they 
enter  school. 

Fees  for  Non-Resident  Students. 

No  tuition  is  paid  by  Georgia  students.  Students  from  out- 
side the  State   are  required  to  pay  $40.00  per  year;  $20.00 
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upon  entrance,  and  $20.00  at  the  beginning  of  the  second 
semester. 

If  advisable  at  any  time  to  raise  or  lower  the  rates  for 
board  or  matriculation  fee,  the  right  to  do  so  is  reserved. 

Money  deposited  on  dormitory  account  will  not  be  refunded. 

Money  deposited  on  personal  account  may  be  withdrawn  at 
any  time.  No  part  of  the  Matriculation  fee  will  be  refunded 
for  any  reason. 

Checks  for  board  or  tuition  should  not  be  made  payable 
to  the  President,  but  to  the  student. 

Students  must  supply  their  own  text-books.  Books  will 
be  furnished  at  publishers'  prices  with  cost  of  handling  added. 
A  second-hand  bookstore  is  also  operated  for  the  benefit  of 
the  students  who  wish  to  buy  or  sell  second-hand  books. 

The  school  has  a  farm  of  215  acres,  which  is  well  equipped 
to  furnish  supplies  for  the  dining-room. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

1.  Only  graduates  of  the  four-year  accredited  high  schools 
of  Georgia  and  other  states  are  admitted  without  examina- 
tions. Such  students  must  offer  not  fewer  than  fifteen  units. 
Applicants  who  are  not  graduates  of  accredited  high  schools 
must  stand  examinations  in  English,  Mathematics,  History, 
and  either  Science  or  Latin. 

2.  Of  the  fifteen  units  required  for  admission,  the  follow- 
ing are  prescribed : 

English 3  units 

Mathematics    21/2  units 

History 2  units 

Latin  or  Science 2  units 

Total   91/2  units 

3.  The  remaining  5%  units  may  be  offered  in  any  subject 
accepted  for  graduation  by  an  accreditedl  high  school,  but 
not  more  than  two  of  these  may  be  offered  in  vocational 
subjects. 

4.  Applicants  for  admission  from  other  colleges  must  send 
in  a  copy  of  their  college  records  when  they  file  their  ap- 
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plications  for  admission.  Credit  will  be  given  for  all  college 
courses  from  standardized  institutions  that  are  the  equivalents 
of  those  required  for  graduation  from  the  Georgia  State 
Teachers  College.  Such  credits  may  not  be  accepted  if  more 
than  four  years  old. 

5.  Graduates  of  the  former  two-year  diploma  course,  when 
applying  for  a  degree  shall  have  adjustments  made  in  the 
credits  received  in  the  old  course  in  order  to  conform  to  the 
new  requirements  in  the  degree  courses. 

6.  Applicants  for  a  degree  must  complete  at  least  fifteen 
hours  of  the  last  year's  work  in  residence. 

PROFESSIONAL  REQUIREMENTS 

After  September  1,  1927,  the  professional,  or  Education 
credit  required  for  the  provisional  and  professional  certificate 
of  college,  normal,  or  junior  college  grade  must  be  earned  in 
subjects  listed  below,  and  in  accordance  with  the  following 
scheme : 

1.  For  High  School  Teachers. 

(1)  Required  Courses — From  nine  to  twelve  semester 
hours  must  be  taken  from  the  following  four  courses. 
Two  semester  hours'  credit  is  the  minimum  require- 
ment for  any  course,  and  except  for  "High  School 
Teaching  and  Management^'  three  semester  hours 
is  the  maximum  credit  allowed  for  one  course. 

a.  History  of  Education:  Two  or  three  semester 
hours. 

b.  Educational  Psychology  or  Principles  of  Educa- 
tion including  the  Psychological :  Two  or  three 
semester  hours. 

c.  The  Age  of  Adolescence  and  its  Problems :  Two 
or  three  semester  hours. 

d.  High  School  Teaching  and  Management:  Three 
or  four  semester  hours. 

(2)  Elective  Courses — (At  least  six  semester  hours  must 
be  taken  from  the  following  list  of  elective  courses, 
two  semester  hours  being  the  minimum  for  any 
course). 

a.  Directed  Observation  and  Teaching  in  the  High 
School. 

b.  Methods  of  Teaching  the  Major  Subjects. 
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c.  High  School  Organization  and  Administration.

2.   For  Elementary  School  Teachers: 

(1)  Required  Courses — From  nine  to  twelve  semester 
hours  must  be  taken  from  the  following  four  courses. 
Two  semester  hours'  credit  is  the  minimum  require- 
ment for  any  course,  and,  except  for  Technique  of 
Teaching  and  Management,  three  semester  hours  is 
the  maximum  credit  allowed  for  one  course. 

a.  History    of    Education:    Two    or   three    semester 
hours. 

b.  Educational    Psychology    or    Principles    of    Ele- 
mentary  Education  including  the  Psychological: 

Two  or  three  semester  hours.

Schools. 

b.  Methods  in  Elementary  School  Subjects. 

c.  Educational  Hygiene. 

d.  Educational  Sociology. 

e.  Educational  Tests  and  Measurements. 

f.  Moral  Education. 

g.  Education  in  Health  and  Recreation, 
h.  Principles  of  Elementary  Education, 
i.     Introduction  to  Education. 

j.    Supervision    of    Primary,    Elementary,    or    Rural 
Schools. 
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ACADEMIC  REQUIREMENTS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  College  Certificates: 

(1)  College  certificates  require  a  bachelor's  degree,  or 
the  requirements  for  a  bachelor's  degree  from  a  stan- 
dard college  requiring  at  least  one  hundred  twenty 
semester  hours  of  college  courses. 

(2)  It  is  recommended  that  not  more  than  thirty  per  cent 
of  the  one  hundred  twenty  semester  hours  should  be 
professional  courses. 

(3)  The  following  are  recommended  to  be  included  in 
courses  other  than  the  professional,  the  hours  assign- 
ed to  each  being  a  minimum  of  semester  hours. 

General  Psychology — Three  semester  hours. 
General  Sociology — Three  semester  hours. 
English — Twelve  semester  hours. 
History  and  Civics — Twelve  semester  hours. 
Natural  Science — Twelve  semester  hours. 
A  preferred  teaching  major  subject  should  be  specified 
and  from  eighteen  to  twenty-four  semester  hours 
taken  in  this  major.     A  second  preferred  subject, 
minor,  should  be  specified  and  from  twelve  to  twen- 
ty-four semester  hours  taken  in  this  minor. 

2.  Normal  and  Junior  College  Certificates: 

(1)  Normal  certificate  requires  a  two-year  diploma  from 
a  standard  normal  school  or.  normal  college  requiring 
for  said  diploma  at  least  sixty  semester  hours  of  col- 
lege courses  with  the  prerequisite  of  fifteen  standard 
high  school  entrance  units.  (Professional  require- 
ment specified  elsewhere). 

(2)  Junior  college  certificates  require  graduation  from  a 
standard  junior  college,  or  completion  of  two  full 
years  of  standard  college  work  in  addition  to  grad- 
uation from  a  four-year  accredited  high  school.  The 
junior  college  diploma,  or  the  college  work  must 
represent  a  minimum  of  sixty  semester  hours'  credit 
in  college   courses. 

(3)  It  is  recommended  that  of  the  sixty  semester  hours 
(for  the  normal  or  junior  college  certificate)  at  least 
forty  should  be  in  academic  courses  other  than  pro- 
fessional ones.  As  prerequisite  to  most  of  the  pro- 
fessional courses,  three  semester  hours  in  General 
Psychology  and  three  semester  hours  of  General 
Sociology  are  recommended. 
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Curricula 


The  following  curricula  are  offered  in  order  to  assist  stu- 
dents in  electing  courses  containing  closely  related  subjects. 
When  a  curriculum  has  been  elected,  it  is  advisable  to  con- 
tinue  it,  as  a  change  to  another  course  will  involve  a  loss  of 
credits.  Students  should  observe  the  sequence  of  courses  as 
outlined  and  give  careful  attention  to  course  prerequisites. 
Variation  from  this  order  should  be  made  only  on  recommen- 
dation of  the  head  of  the  department  concerned  and  with  the 
approval  of  the  Classification  Committee.  When  it  is  neces- 
sary for  students  in  the  upper  classes  to  select  subjects  from 
lower  classes,  credits  in  Freshman  and  Sophomore  courses 
carried  by  Juniors  or  Seniors  may  be  allowed  only  in  case 
an  A  or  B  grade  is  made  and  with  the  consent  of  the  depart- 
ment concerned. 

These  curricula  have  been  carefully  prepared  by  the  dif* 
ferent  departments  with  the  purpose  of  preparing  teachers 
for  the  grades  in  elementary  schools  and  departments  in  high 
schools.  Thorough  instruction  and  training  in  at  least  two 
of  the  fundamental  school  subjects  are  offered  in  each  course, 
and  along  with  these  such  other  subjects  as  wull  contribute 
best  to  the  teaching  of  the  two  major  subjects.  Applicants 
for  graduation  should  offer  at  least  nine  hours  of  a  manor 
subject  and  six  hours  in  each  of  two  minor  subjects,  these  sub- 
jects to  be  elected  at  the  time  of  registration  and  with  the 
advice  of  the  department  in  which  the  major  subject  is  given. 

On  completion  of  the  first  two  years  of  any  of  these  courses 
a  student  may  receive  a  Provisional  Normal  Certificate  from 
the  State  Department  of  Education,  enabling  her  to  teach 
in  any  of  the  schools  of  Georgia.  Students  who  find  it  neces- 
sary to  do  this  are  urged  to  return  later  and  complete  the 
four-year  course  leadings  to  the  Bachelor's  degree.  Upon 
graduation  from  the  College,  students  receive  the  College  Cer- 
tificate described  on  Page  21  from  the  State  Department  of 
Education.

The  school  is  one  of  the  institutions  designated  by  the  Fed- 
eral Government  for  the  training  of  teachers  of  Vocational 
Home  Economics  under  the  provision  of  the  Smith-Hughes 
Act.

IC.  Methods  in  Elementary  Agriculture. 

This  is  a  course  in  general  agriculture  designed  to  meet  the 
needs  of  teachers  who  expect  to  teach  the  subject  in  the  pub- 
lic schools.  The  topics  studied  will  be  those  in  a  text  on  gen^ 
eral  agriculture  but  in  addition  field  trips  will  be  made  and 
laboratory  work  will  be  required,  as  well  as  suggestions  given 
for  the  best  methods  to  be  used  in  teaching  this  subject. 
Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  First  year  certificate 
course  and  Junior.     Credit:  1  hour. 

23.  Landscape  Gardening. 

In  this  course  a  study  will  be  made  of  the  selection  of 
flowers,  shrubs  and  trees  suitable  for  different  types  of  homes 
and  school  buildings.  The  proper  arrangement  and  grouping 
of  the  plants  will  be  emphasized.  Rural  school  grounds  will 
be  taken  up  in  detail.  Drawings  of  school  and  home  grounds 
will  be  required.  Three  hours  per  week,  winter  and  spring 
term.     Junior.     Credit:  2  hours. 

ECONOMIC  GEOGRAPHY. 

11.  Economic  Geography. 

Suggestions  for  the  teaching  of  geography  will  be  studied 
as  well  as  the  physical  conditions  of  the  earth  and  how  these 
relate  to  the  growth,  development  and  welfare  of  the  human 
race.  Such  general  topics  as  climate  and  natural  vegetation, 
land  forms,  soils,  mineral  deposits,  water  and  natural  environ- 
ment will  constitute  a  large  part  of  this  course.  Three  hours 
per  week,  throughout  the  year.     Sophomore.     Credit :  3  hours. 

31.  Economic   Geography. 

The  first  part  of  this  course  treats  of  geographic  conditions 
in  the  United  States  and  Canada.     The  agricultural  products, 
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fisheries,  minerals,  fuel,  power,  inland  transportation  as  well 
as  foreign  trade  are  items  that  are  studied  with  relation 
to  their  economic  development  in  the  various  regions. 

In  the  second  part  of  the  course  a  study  is  made  of  sim- 
ilar items  as  they  affect  the  various  countries  of  the  world. 
Two  hours  per  week,  first  and  second  term.  Senior.  Credit: 
2  hours. 

32.  Methods  in  Geography. 

The  various  modem  methods  of  teaching  geography  will 
be  considered  in  this  course.  Correlation,  problems,  projects 
and  lesson  assignments  are  some  subjects  that  will  be  dis- 
cussed in  a  detailed  manner.  One  hour  per  week,  third  term. 
Senior.     Credit:  1  hour.

Outdoor  sketching,  illustration,  decorative  compositions, 
figure  in  costume.  Cast  drawing.  Three  laboratory  periods 
per  week.

A  study  of  the  different  types  of  furniture  and  furnishings 
for  homes.

Art  31.  Drawing  and  Painting. 

Advanced  drawing  and  painting.  Continuation  of  Art  21. 
Three  laboratory  periods  per  week.     Credit:  3  hours. 

Art  34.  Practice  Teaching  and  Art  Methods. 

Teaching  art  in  the  demonstration  school  under  supervis- 
ion. A  study  of  the  art  curriculum  and  art  methods  for  the 
grades.

The  de^ee  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  Education  is  granted  to 
the  students  completing  the  requirements  listed  under  Courses 
Offered.  Courses  are  offered  to  prepare  teachers  for  the  posi- 
tions listed   below. 

Primary  Teachers.  Students  who  plan  to  teach  in  the  pri- 
mary grades  should  take,  in  addition  to  the  required  courses, 
Education  3,  11,  34,  35. 

Intermediate  and  Grammar  Graxie  Teachers.  Students  who 
plan  to  teach  in  the  intermediate  or  grammar  grades  should 
take,  in  addition  to  the  required  courses.  Education  4,  12,  24, 
25,  26. 

High  School  Teachers.  Students  who  plan  to  teach  in  high 
school  should  be  prepared  to  teach  at  least  two  subjects  in 
addition  to  English.  These  should  take  Education  4,  12,  36, 
37. 

Rural  School  Teachers.  Rural  School  Supervisors.  Students 
who  plan  to  teach  or  supervise  in  rural  schools  should  take 
Education  3,  11,  27,  28,  29,  34,  35. 

Principals  and  Supervisors.  Students  who  plan  to  become 
principals  or  supervisors  should  take  Education  24,  25,  26,

1.  General  Psychology. 

An  introductory  course  providing  a  brief  survey  of  the  gen- 
eral field  of  modern  psychology.  Laboratory.  Required  of 
all  Freshmen.  Three  hours  per  week.  One  quarter.  Credit: 
1  hour.     Miss  Zeigler.     Fee,  $1.00. 
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2.  Principles  of  Teaching  in  the  Primary  Grades. 

This  course  is  intended  to  carry  on  the  general  work  in 
principles^  of  teaching,  as  specifically  applied  to  the  first 
four  grades.  Topics  relating  to  equipment,  books,  games, 
materials,  activities  and  methods  will  be  taken  up.  Observa- 
tion of  individual  children  and  classes  will  be  carried  on  under 
supervision  as  a  part  of  the  course.  Prerequisite:  Education 
1  and  2.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit :  1  hour. 
Freshmen.     Misses  Cowen  and  Young.     Fee,  $1.00. 

3.  Principles  of  Teaching  in  the  Primary  Grades. 

Continuation  of  Education  3.  This  quarter  will  be  devoted 
especially  to  primary  projects  and  methods  for  spelling,  pen- 
manship, arithmetic,  nature  study  and  stories.  Observation 
will  be  carried  on  under  supervision.  Prerequisite :  Educa- 
tion 1,  2,  3.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit: 
1  hour.     Freshmen.     Misses  Cowen  and  Young. 

4.  Principles  of  Teaching  in  the  Elementary  Grades. 

An  intensive  study  is  made  of  the  problems  met  in  direct- 
ing pupil  activities  in  the  intermediate  grades.  The  follow- 
ing subjects  are  taken  up:  Reading,  Literature,  Oral  and 
Written  Composition,  Spelling  and  Arithmetic.  Provision  is 
made  for  observation  and  report  of  demonstration  lessons  ia 
the  laboratory  schools.  Prerequisite:  Education  1  and  2. 
Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Fresh- 
men.    Miss  Cowen. 

5.  Principles  of  Teaching  in  the  Elementary  Grades. 

Continuation  of  Education  4.  This  quarter  will  be  devoted 
to  a  study  of  the  direction  of  pupil  activity  in  the  subjects 
of  penmanship,  elementary  science  and  the  social  sciences. 
Observation  in  the  training  school  provided.  Prerequisite: 
Education  1,  2,  and  4.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit:   1  hour.     Freshmen.     Miss  Cowen. 

11.  Practice   Teaching  and  Observation. 

Students  are  required  to  do  practice  teaching  throughout 
the  year  in  the  various  grades  of  the  Training  School  and  the 
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Rural  School  under  the  supervision  and  guidance  of  the  De- 
partment of  Education  and  the  Principal  of  the  Training 
School,  with  the  sympathetic  and  constructive  criticism  of 
skilled  critic  teachers.  Before  teaching,  detailed  lesson  plans 
are  prepared  and  submitted  for  criticism.  Prerequisite :  Edu- 
cation IC,  2C.

12.  Method  of  Teaching  Through  Problems  and  Projects. 

This  course  is  offered  to  meet  the  growing  demand  for  crea- 
tive activities  in  the  schoolroom  based  on  real  life  situations. 
The  value  of  the  project  and  the  problem  as  a  basis  for  the 
organization  of  subject  matter  and  the  application  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  this  method  to  concrete  situations  will  be  sought. 
Some  history  of  the  present  day  trend  toward  new  methods 
and  their  significance  will  be  considered.  One  quarter.  Credit : 
1  hour.     Sophomore.     Miss  Cowan,  Miss  Young. 

13.  Psychology  of  Childhood. 

A  study  of  some  of  the  major  topics  of  physical  and  mental 
growth  of  child  from  birth  to  adolescence.  Emphasis  is  placed 
on  the  application  of  modem  science  in  training  and  educat- 
ing children.  Observation  and  case  work.  Prerequisite :  Edu- 
cation 1,  2,  and  3,  11  or  4,  12.  Three  hours  per  week,  one 
quarter.     Credit:  1  hour.     Miss  Zeigler. 

14.  Psychology  and  Treatment  of  Exceptional  Children. 

A  study  of  the  children  who  deviate  from  the  usual  and 
an  analysis  of  types  of  adjustment.  Case  work.  Prerequisite : 
Education  1,  13.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit : 
1  hour.     Sophomore.     Miss  Zeigler. 

15.  History  of  Education  to  1800. 

A  study  of  the  educational  ideals,  practices  and  tendencies 
of  the  past,  the  great  educational  reformers  and  the  prin- 
ciples derived  from  them.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit :  1  hour.  Sophomore,  and  second  year  certificate.  Mr. 
Mallory,  Mr.  Ritchie. 
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16.  History  of  Modem  Education. 

The  origin  and  development  of  modern  educational  theory 
and  practice  with  especial  reference  to  education  in  the  South. 
Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit :  1  hour.  Sopho- 
more and  second  year  certificate.     Mr.  Mallory,  Mr.  Ritchie. 

17.  School  and  Class  Management. 

This  course  undertakes  to  prepare  the  student  to  under- 
stand the  various  problems  which  will  arise  in  connection 
with  the  school,  other  than  instruction.  It  deals  with  routine, 
daily  program,  attendance,  hygienic  conditions,  discipline,  in- 
centives, coercives,  records  and  grading  and  the  teacher's  re- 
lations to  school  officers  and  the  community.  Three  hours 
per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Sophomore  and  sec- 
ond year  certificate.     Mr.  Mallory,  Mr.  Ritchie. 

21.  Educational  Psychology.     Part  1. 

A  general  survey  of  the  major  topics  in  the  field  with  special 
emphasis  on  the  process  of  learning.  Laboratory.  Prerequi- 
site :  Education  1,  13,  14.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit:     1  hour.     Junior.     Fee,  $1.50.     Miss  Young. 

22.  Educational  Psychology.     Part  2. 

Deals  with  intellectual  conditions  which  aid  in  the  mastery 
of  school  subjects,  and  an  appreciation  of  the  principles  which 
underlie  successful  guidance  of  learning.  Laboratory.  Pre- 
requisite :  Education  21.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit:     1  hour.     Junior.     Miss  Young. 

23.  Tests  and  Measurements. 

This  course  is  planned  to  give  a  working  knowledge  of  the 
more  important  standard  tests  for  measuring  the  ability  and 
achievement  of  elementary  and  high  school  children.  Practice 
in  administering  tests  and  interpreting  results  will  be  an  im- 
portant part  of  this  course.  Laboratory.  Fee,  $1.50.  Prere- 
quisite :  Education  1,  13,  14.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quar- 
ter.    Credit:     1  hour.     Junior.     Mr.  Ritchie. 
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24.  The  Junior  High  School. 

A  survey  of  the  Junior  High  School  Movement  with  em- 
phasis upon  adjustment  of  curriculum  and  method  to  adoles- 
cent need.  Prerequisite :  Education  1,  13,  14,  15,  16,  17.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit :  1  hour.  Junior,  Senior. 
Mr.  Mallory. 

25.  Public  School  Curriculum. 

An  intensive  study  of  the  curricular  of  the  Elementary  and 
Junior  High  Schools  as  they  are  related  to  social  conditions 
and  needs,  including:  the  historical  development  of  the  course 
of  study,  and  basic  principles  for  the  selection,  grading  and 
organization  of  public  school  subjects.  Curricula  from  dif- 
ferent sections  of  the  United  States  are  compared.  Prere- 
quisite :  Education  1,  13,  14,  15,  16,  17.  Three  hours  per  week, 
one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Junior  or  Senior.  Mr.  Mal- 
lory. 

26.  Extra-Curricula  Activities. 

This  course  will  treat  the  following  topics:  (1)  The  place 
of  extra-curricular  activities  in  the  school;  (2)  Main  forms  of 
such  activities  as  Language  Clubs,  Athletic  Associations,  Lit' 
erary  Societies.  Class  Organizations,  and  Chapel  participation; 
(3)  Methods  of  conducting  programs,  sources  of  material  and 
illustrations  from  prominent  schools.  Prerequisite :  Education 
1,  13,  14,  15,  16,  17.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.

27.  Rural  Life  and  Education. 

Study  will  be  made  of  rural  life  problems  and  the  school  in 
relation  to  the  social  and  economic  factors  that  dominate 
rural  life.  Attention  will  be  given  to  the  small  country  school, 
the  advantages  and  problems  of  consolidated  schools,  and  the 
teacher  and  her  relation  to  the  community  life.  Prerequisite :

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28.  Rural  School  Problems.

29.  Rural  and  Consolidated  Administration  and  Supervision. 

This  course  plans  to  prepare  rural  supervisors  ^d  super- 
visin<^  principale.  It  will  deal  with  the  rural  and  consolidated 
school  methods  of  supervision,  criticism  and  improvement  of 
instruction,  standards  for  judging  the  efficiency  and  sugges- 
tions for  improving  rural  schools.  Prerequisite :  Education  1, 
13,14,15,16,17.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit: 
1  hour.     Junior  or  Senior.     Mr.  Ritchie. 

30a.  Moral  Education. 

A  survey  of  the  methods  of  teaching  ideals  and  a  compara- 
tive analysis  of  approved  courses  of  study  in  citizenship  and 
character  training.  Prerequisite :  Education  1,  13,  14,  15,  16, 
17.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour. 
Junior  or  Senior.     Miss  Young. 

20b.  Philosophy  of  Education — An  Introductory  Course. 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  incite  the  student  to  formulate 
a  philosophy  of  education  for  herself.  As  an  aid  to  this, 
other  systems  of  education  will  be  briefly  noted  with  a  view 
to  seeing  the  underlying  philosophy  of  each.  The  main  em- 
phasis of  the  course  will  be  upon  education  as  a  social  agency 
in  contemporary  society.     Prerequisite :  Education  1,  13,  14,

30c.  Vocational  Guidance. 

A  survey  of  the  occupations  open  especially  to  women.  A 
consideration  of  their  requirements,  opportunities  and  pos- 
sibilities of  advancement.  Prerequisite:  Education  1,  13,  14, 
15,  16,  17.  Two  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1 
hour.     Junior  or  Senior.     Mr.   Ritchie. 
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31.  City,  State  and  County  School  Administration. 

This  is  a  study  of  the  principles  underlying  an  efficient 
state  school  system,  both  city  and  county,  with  special  refer- 
ence to  the  present  and  future  needs  of  Georgia.  Prerequisite : 
Education  15,  16,  21,  22.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit:  1  hour.     Senior.     Mr.  Ritchie. 

32.  School  Supervision. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  the  preparation  of  supervisors 
and  supervising  principals.  It  considers  the  problems  of  the 
superintendent  and  principal  in  relation  to  attendance,  organ- 
ization, classification,  marking  sytems,  promotion  plans,  ac- 
celeration, retardation,  elimination  of  pupils,  records  and  re- 
ports. It  will  consider  the  function  of  the  supervisor,  methods 
of  supervision  and  effective  devices  used  by  supervisors.  Pre- 
requisite :  Education  15,  16,  21,  22.  Three  hours  per  week, 
one  quarter.     Credit .  1  hour.     Senior.     Mr.  Ritchie. 

33.  Psychology  and  Adolescence. 

A  careful  study  of  the  experimental  evidence  in  the  guid- 
ance and  training  of  the  adolescent  and  the  application  to 
problems  of  adjustment.  Prerequisite :  Education  21.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Senior.  Miss 
Zeigler. 

34.  Primary  Methods,  Advanced. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  a  thorough  survey  of  the 
primary  grades  as  influenced  by  modem  educational  theory, 
by  recent  experiments  and  by  special  studies  in  subject  mat- 
ter. The  work  will  be  carried  on  from  the  point  of  view  of 
the  supervisor  Observation.  Prerequisite:  Education  1,  2,  3, 
11,  21.     Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.     Credit:  1  hour. 

35.  Primary  Supervision. 

This  course  will  consider  the  best  modern  thought  on  pri- 
mary supervision,  and  attempt  to  formulate  a  technique  by 
which  primary  supervisors  and  principale  can  make  helpful, 
constructive  contributions.    Prerequisite :  Education  34.  Three 
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hours  per  week,  one  quarter.     Credit:  1  hour.     Senior.     Miss 
Young. 

36.  Secondary  EdT?  cation. 

A  survey  of  the  objectives,  curricula,  and  general  technique 
of  secondary  education.

38.  Practice  Teaching. 

Practice  teaching  in  major  teaching  subject  in  high  school 
or  teaching  and  supervision  in  primary  or  elementary  schools.

The  Training  School  consists  of  three  distinct  departments. 
It  includes  the  Academy,  which  consists  of  a  junior  depart- 
ment comprising  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades,  and  a  senior 
department  comprising  the  ninth,  tenth  and  eleventh  grades. 
The   elementary  department  consists  of  the  first  six  grades. 
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The   Thomas  Dozier  school  consists   of  seven   grades,   which 
represents  the  work  of  a  one-teacher  school. 

In  the  Academy  the  work  is  done  on  the  departmental 
plan,  each  supervising  teacher  having  charge  of  all  the  classes 
in  her  subject  or  subjects.  In  the  elementary  department 
the  work  of  each  grade  is  in  charge  of  one  supervising  teacher, 
assisted  by  departmental  teachers  in  music,  physical  education 
and  home  economics.  In  the  Thomas  Dozier  school  one  teacher 
is  in  charge  of  the  seven  grades,  assisted  by  the  departmental 
teachers  in  music  and  home  economics.  These  three  labora- 
tories serve  the  three  purposes  of  practice,  demonstration  and 
experimental  teaching  for  the  College. 

Students  attending  the  elementary  department  and  the 
seventh  grade  of  the  Academy  pay  a  small  fee  and  books  are 
furnished  free  of  charge.  Two  Clarke  county  schools  have 
recently  been  consolidated  with  the  Training  School  and  the 
county  pays  fees  and  furnishes  transportation  for  these  stu- 
dents. No  fees  are  charged  for  attending  the  Thomas  Dozier 
school,  as  it  is  a  county  school  and  is  financed  jointly  by  the 
College  and  the  county. 

Sophomores  who  are  unable  to  continue  Junior  work  may 
elect  one  hour  of  practice  teaching,  for  which  they  are  given 
one  hour  of  elective  credit.  Seniors  are  required  to  do  two 
hours  of  actual  teaching  and  one-half  hour  of  observation  and 
participation  teaching,  which  must  total  the  ninety  hours  re- 
quired by  the  American  and  Southern  Associations  of  Col- 
leges. Seniors  may  elect  the  department  in  which  they  wish 
to  teach  and  for  their  work  at  first,  until  they  show  a  certain 
degree  of  proficiency,  must  make  detailed  lesson  plans  which 
must  be  submitted  to  the  supervisor  in  advance  of  teaching. 
Supervisors  and  student  teachers  have  weekly,  and,  when 
necessary,  daily  conference  periods. 
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The  Academy 


1.  Entrance  Requirements. 

The  Academy  is  an  accredited  high  school,  Class  I.,  there- 
fore, applicants  for  Grades  Seven  and  Eight  must  present  pro- 
motion certificates  from  schools  last  attended  before  they  can 
be  classified.  Applicants  for  other  grades  must  present  all 
previous  high  school  credits,  and  if  they  are  not  from  an  ac- 
credited school  must  stand  examinations  before  being  classified. 

2.  Credits. 

Courses  run  throughout  the  year.  Promotion  is  made  at 
end  of  year  only.  Minimum  requirements  for  graduation,  16 
units  from  unit  studies.  For  promotion  in  any  subject  a 
pupil  must  make  an  average  of  70.  No  credit  is  given  for 
less  than  two  years  of  foreign  language.  Adjustments  of 
credits  offered  by  students  entering  from  other  schools  will 
be  made  by  the  Academy  faculty. 

Full  reports  are  sent  out  for  parents'  inspection,  quarterly. 
Unsatisfactory  reports  are  sent  out  bi-quarterly. 

3.  Fees. 

Since  this  is  the  Clarke  County  High  School,  all  entrance 
fees  for  Clarke  county  children,  excepting  those  from  the 
City  of  Athens,  are  paid  by  the  County  Board.  All  pupils 
from  other  counties  and  pupils  from  the  City  of  Athens  must 
pay  an  entrance  fee,  $10.00,  payable  upon  entrance.  In  ad- 
dition to  this  fee,  boarding  students  must  pay  $5.00  for  li- 
brary and  infirmary  fees.  No  books  are  furnished  in  the 
high  school  department. 

4.  Uniform. 

Only  boarding  students  are  required  to  wear  the  College 
uniform.

IC.  Composition  and  Rhetoric. 

Required  of  all  Freshman  Certificate  students.  Practical 
exercises  in  oral  and  written  composition,  followed  by  studies 
in  College  Rhetoric.  To  be  taken  with  the  regular  Freshman 
sections.  Three  hours  a  week,  three  quarters.  Credit:  3 
hours.     Mr.  Kinney. 

IS.  Methods  of  Teaching  Elementary  English. 

This  course  is  given  in  the  Summer  School  and  by  corres- 
pondence. It  is  a  three  hour  course  with  Freshman  credit. 
Credit  is  also  given  by  the  State  Department  in  its  required 
courses.  A  text  on  methods  of  teaching  English  is  used  as 
a  guide,  and  type  lessons  from  the  texts  adopted  by  the 
State  are  given.     Summer  School,  six  weeks;  Credit:  3  hours. 

1.  Composition  and  Rhetoric. 

A  course  in  practical  composition  exercises  and  College 
Rhetoric  with  the  purpose  of  eliminating  bad  habits  in  the 
essentials  of  composition,  spelling,  diction,  sentence  and  para- 
graph structure,  coordination  and  arrangement  of  thoughts. 
Required  of  all  Freshmen.  The  last  quarter  is  devoted  to  an 
introduction  to  the  study  of  literature.  Three  hours  a  week, 
three  quarters.  Credit:  3  hours.  Misses  Law  and  Dumas 
and  Mr.  Kinney. 

15C.  Fundanrientals  of  Speech. 

Required  of  all  Sophomores  in  the  Certificate  course.  Three 
hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.  The  aim  of  the  course 
is  to  correct  all  defects  in  the  students*  speech,  to  improve 
the  voice,  and  to  develop  an  easy  and  convincing  manner  of 
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speaking  and  reading*.     Three  hours  a  week,  three  quarters. 
Credit:  3  thours.     Miss  Paul  or  Miss  Vance. 

11.  English  Literature. 

A  survey  course  of  three  important  periods  in  English  lit- 
erature. First  quarter,  Early  English  and  Renaissance  lit- 
erature; second  quarter,  Elizabethian  and  Riritan  periods; 
third  quarter,  Restoration  and  Romantic  periods.  Required 
of  all  Sophomores.  Three  hours  a  week,  three  quarters.  Cred- 
it :  3  hours.     Mr.  Brown,  Mr.  Kinney,  Misses  Law  and  Dumas. 

lis.  American  Literature. 

This  course  is  given  in  the  Summer  School  and  by  corres- 
pondence. It  is  a  survey  of  the  whole  field  of  American  lit- 
erature, its  purpose  being  to  give  the  teachers  in  the  public 
schools  a  knowledge  of  American  authors  from  Colonial  times 
to  the  present  and  their  masterpieces.  Sophomore  credit  to- 
ward a  Teacher's  certificate  or  a  college  degree  is  given. 
Credit:  3  hours. 

15.  Fundamentals  of  Speech. 

Required  of  all  Sophomores  who  elect  the  English  Curricu- 
lum. The  aim  of  this  course  is  to-  correct  defects  in  spoken 
English,  both  as  to  grammatical  construction  and  diction,  to 
improve  the  voice,  to  teach  the  elements  of  phonetics,  and  to 
develop  an  easy  and  convincing  manner  of  speaking  and  read- 
ing. Three  hours  a  week,  three  quarters.  Credit:  3  hours. 
Miss  Paul  and  Miss  Vance. 

21,  22,  23.  The  Development  of  the  Drama;  Shakespeare;  The 
Contemporary  Drama. 

Required  of  all  Juniors  who  elect  the  English  Curriculum. 
The  whole  year  is  spent  in  a  study  of  the  drama's  development 
of  the  drama  from  early  Greek  times  to  the  present.  Plays 
from  Greek,  Roman,  French,  English,  and  American  litera- 
ture are  studied  in  class,  and  parallel  readings  in  the  dra- 
matic productions  of  other  modem  nations  are  given.  Three 
hours  a  week,  three  quarters.     Credit:  3  hours.     Mr.  Brown. 
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25.  Interpretation  of  Literature. 

Required  of  all  Juniors  electing  English.  Course  15  is  a 
prerequisite.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  teach  effective 
interpretation  of  the  printed  page,  but  some  attention  is  also 
given  to  platform  manner.  Three  hours  a  week,  three  quart- 
ers.    Credit:  3  hours.     Misses  Paul  and  Vance. 

26S.  The  Novel. 

This  course  is  given  in  the  Summer  School  and  by  corres- 
pondence. It  covers  the  history  of  the  novel's  development 
from  the  eighteenth  century  to  the  present.  Representative 
novels  from  each  period  are  read  by  the  student  and  a  de- 
tailed report  made  to  the  instructor  on  each  novel.  Two 
texts  on  the  English  and  the  American  novel  are  studied  in 
conjunction  with   the  reading.     Credit:   3  hours. 

31.  Victorian  and  Cantemporary  Literature. 

This  is  a  survey  course  in  English  and  American  litera- 
ture beginning  with  Tennyson  and  Browning  and  tracing  the 
movements  in  these  two  literatures  through  the  Victorian 
era  to  the  works  of  living  authors.  The  course  is  required  of 
all  Seniors  who  elect  the  English  Curriculum.  Three  hours 
a  week,  three  quarters.     Credit:  3  hours.     Mr.  Brown. 

35.  Dramatic  Production. 

Required  of  all  Seniors  electing  English.  Prerequisites: 
Courses  15  and  25.  The  theory  and  practice  of  the  action 
and  production  of  plays.  The  work  is  carried  on  by  lectures 
and  laboratory.  Three  hours  a  week,  three  quarters.  Credit : 
3  hours.     Misses  Paul  and  Vance. 
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Health 


MISS    DRAKE. 


1.  Principles  of  Health  Education. 

An  introductory  course  which  presents  the  principles  of 
healthy  living",  and  application  of  these  principles  to  indi- 
vidual and  community  health.  One  hour  a  week  throughout 
the  year.  Freshman  and  first  year  of  two-year  Certificate 
Course.     Required. 

10.  Health  Methods. 

This  course  deals  with  the  program  of  Health  Education 
from  the  standpoint  of  the  teacher.  It  includes  a  study  of 
problems  and  actuaU  class-room  procedure  in  each  of  the 
grades  including  the  High  School.  Three  hours  a  week  for 
one  quarter.  Sophomores  and  second  year  of  two-year  Cer- 
tificate Course.     Required. 

21.  Health   Projects. 

Projects,  in  the  first  quarter,  are  studied  and  analyzed. 
The  winter  quarter  is  given  over  to  the  study  of  the  tools  of 
health,  text-book  analysis,  and  the  gathering  of  health  ma- 
terials. The  knowledge  gained  in  the  first  two  quarters  is 
used  in  the  last  quarter  in  planning  and  executing  projects 
according  to  group  and  individual  needs.  Three  hours  a  week 
throughout  the  year.  Junior  and  Senior  elective.  Credit:  3 
hours. 
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History 


MR.  HORNBACK,  MISS  POUND. 


1.  Modern  Europe,  1500-1815.    Fall  Quarter. 

A  survey  course  including  a  study  of  those  phases  of  the 
later  medieval  period  which  vitally  affected  the  development 
of  the  nations  of  western  Europe ;  the  development  of  im- 
portant nations;  the  Reformation  with  its  results  upon  both 
Catholic  and  Protestant  churches;  the  new  spirit  of  education 
and  missionary  zeal ;  the  beginning  of  the  expansion  of  Euro- 
pean nations  to  other  continents  and  the  growth  of  colonial 
empire ;  national  and  colonial  rivalries  in  the  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  centuries;  the  growth  of  democratic  ideas  of  gov- 
ernment; causes  leading  to  the  French  Revolution;  and  the 
Napoleonic  era.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit: 
1  hour. 

2.  Modem  Europe,  1815-1914.    Winter  Quarter. 

A  continuation  of  History  1.  The  course  begins  with  a 
study  of  the  Congress  of  Vienna  and  its  attempt  to  restore 
Europe  to  what  it  was  before  the  French  Revolution.  It  in- 
cludes a  study  of  the  new  balance  of  power;  the  continued 
growth  of  democracy;  the  social  and  political  results  of  the 
industrial  revolution;  the  new  spirit  of  radical  socialism;  the 
conflict  between  the  old  and  the  new  ideas  of  science  and  re- 
ligion; the  continued  growth  of  political  democracy;  the  rise 
of  Russia,  Prussia,  and  Italy  as  important  national  states; 
renewed  colonial  expansion  and  the  national  rivalries  that  re- 
sulted from  it;  the  Balkans  and  their  problems;  the  breakup 
of  the  balance  of  power  and  the  formation  of  new  alliances. 
Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.     Credit:  1  hour. 

3.  Europe  Since  1914.     Spring  Quarter. 

A  continuation  of  History  2.  The  course  begins  with  a  re- 
view of  the  mternational  situation  on  the  eve  of  the  World 
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War.  It  includes  such  topics  as  the  Russian  Revolution;  the 
Versailles  Conference;  the  post-war  situation  in  the  Balkan 
countries;  the  fortunes  of  the  newly  created  European  states; 
the  League  of  Nations;  the  World  Court;  danger  zones  in 
the  world  today.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit : 
1  hour. 

11.  American  History,  1700-1800.    Fall  Quarter. 

A  survey  course  begrinning:  with  the  social  and  economic 
conditions  at  the  close  of  the  first  century  of  colonization  and 
including  a  study  of  the  types  of  colonial  governments;  rela- 
tions with  the  mother  country;  the  development  of  self  gov- 
ernment ;  the  conquest  of  French  North  America ;  new  schemes 
of  imperial  control;  causes  of  the  Revolution:  the  progress 
of  the  struggle;  foreign  relations;  peace;  efforts  to  form  a 
permanent  government;  establishing  the  new  government; 
and  foreign  relations  under  Washington  and  Adams.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  quarter.     Credit:  1  hour. 

12.  American  History,   1800-1865.     Winter  Quarter. 

A  continuation  of  History  11.  The  course  includes  a  study 
of  the  revival  of  democracy  under  Jefferson  leadership;  for- 
eign complications  leading  into  the  War  of  1812:  reconstruc- 
tion; consolidation  of  the  new  west;  the  tariff  controversy; 
financial  readjustments;  the  removal  of  the  Indians  beyond 
the  Mississippi;  westward  expansion  and  Jacksonian  democ- 
racy; states  rights  and  the  slave  controversy;  secession,  war, 
and  emancipation.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit : 
1  hour. 

13.  American  History,   1865-1928.     Spring  Term. 

A  continuation  of  History  12.  The  course  deals  with  the 
problems  of  reconstruction;  radical  ideas  in  Congress;  the 
negro  problem  in  the  South ;  the  rebuilding  of  political  parties ; 
railroad  and  commercial  expansion;  the  new  era  of  industrial 
consolidation;  the  growth  of  organized  labor  and  regulating 
legislation;  the  agrarian  movement;  the  rise  of  the  United 
States  to  a  position  as  a  world  power;  the  World  War  and 
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problems  growing  out  of  it.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit:  1  hour. 

21.  History  of  English  to  the  end  of  the  Angevin  Dynasty 

(1399). 

This  course  is  designed  to  lay  a  foundation  for  a  study  of 
England  in  the  modern  period.  The  institutions  and  civiliza- 
tions of  the  Celtic,  Roman,  Anglo-Saxon,  Norman  and  Angevin 
periods  are  studied  from  the  social,  economic  and  political 
viewpoints.  Especial  emphasis  is  placed  upon  constitutional 
developments  under  the  Angevins. 

22.  History  of  England  (1399-1763). 

The  Lancastrian,  Yorkist,  Tudor,  Stuart  and  early  Han- 
overian periods  are  treated  in  this  course.  The  continental 
developments  paralleling  these  periods  are  kept  constantly  in 
mind.  The  social  and  economic  phases  of  English  life,  the  rise 
of  English  nationalism  and  prestige,  and  the  struggle  for  con- 
stitutional government  share  equally  in  emphasis. 

23.  History  of  England  (1763-1930). 

Emphasis  in  this  course  is  laid  upon  England  as  a  world 
power.  Chronologically  the  course  doubles  back  into  Course 
22  in  order  to  co-ordinate  the  developments  of  the  Empire  in 
the  eighteenth,  nineteenth  and  twentieth  centuries.  Current 
literature  is  used  to  develop  topics  connected  with  recent  de- 
velopments within  the  Empire. 

There  is  a  prerequisite  of  one  year  of  history  for  either 
Junior  or  Senior  history. 

31.  The  American  Revolution.    Fall  Quarter. 

The  course  will  include  a  careful  study  of  the  relationships 
— governmental,  economic,  social,  and  political — existing  be- 
tween the  American  colonies  and  the  British  government; 
the  development  of  self  government;  judicial  procedure  and 
judicial  disallowance  of  colonial  legislation;  commercial  legis- 
lation affecting  the  colonies ;  colonial  and  British  ideas  of  rep- 
resentation; the  development  of  a  revolutionary  party;  and 
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the  immediate  causes  of  the  war.  Special  attention  will  be 
given  to  the  part  played  by  the  South  in  the  revolutionary 
movement.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1 
hour. 

32.  Secession  and  Reconstruction.     Winter  Quarter. 

The  course  deals  with  the  social,  economic,  and  political  sit- 
uation in  the  South  just  before  and  immediately  after  the  War 
Between  the  States.  Special  attention  is  given  to  such  topics 
as  the  compromise  of  1850;  the  operation  of  the  Fugitive  Slave 
Law ;  the  repeal  of  the  Missouri  Compromise ;  the  affect  of  the 
slavery  agitation  upon  political  parties;  the  Dred  Scott  De- 
cision ;  the  election  of  1860 ;  Secession ;  Emancipation ;  Prob- 
lems of  reconstruction ;  the  conflict  between  the  executive  and 
congress;  and  the  resumption  of  white  supremacy  in  the  gov- 
ernments of  Southern  states.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quar- 
ter.    Credit:  1  hour. 

33.  Recent  American  History.     Spring  Quarter. 

An  advanced  course  dealing  with  present  day  problems  and 
policies  of  national  importance.  Each  problem  will  be  studied 
in  the  light  of  its  historical  development.  Among  problems 
studied  will  be  those  growing  out  of  the  national  system  of 
taxation;  the  relationship  of  capital  to  labor  and  of  govern- 
ment to  business;  the  agrarian  situation;  problems  due  to 
foreign  complications;  problems  connected  with  the  develop- 
ment and  the  government  of  our  dependencies;  and  problems 
of  reclamation  and  conservation.  Three  hours  per  week,  one 
quarter.     Credit:     1  hour. 

15C.  History  of  Georgia.     Fall  Quarter. 

A  course  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  prospective  teachers 
of  State  History.  A  rapid  survey  will  be  made  of  colonial 
institutions;  and  the  political,  social,  and  economic  develop- 
ment of  the  state  as  a  member  of  the  Federal  Union  will  be 
briefly  traced.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to  a  study  of 
the  economic  resources  of  the  state  and  recent  efforts  to  de- 
velop and  utilize  these  resources.  Required  of  certificate  stu- 
dents.    Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.     Credit :  1  hour. 
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14C.  Review  of  American  History. 

The  body  of  this  course  is  concerned  with  a  rapid  review  of 
American  history  to  meet  the  needs  of  elementary  school 
teachers.  The  course  further  deals  with  practical  suggestions 
for  teaching  history  in  the  grades,  attention  being  centered 
upon  the  aims,  methods,  and  contents  of  grade  courses. 
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Household  Arts 


MISS    BAIRD,    MRS.    BLAIR,    MRS.    BROACH,    MISS    HICKS.

The  Household  Arts  Curriculum,  designed  primarily  to  pre- 
pare teachers  under  the  Smith  Hughes  Act,  is  for  those  who 
desire  to  teach  Home  Economics.  It  also  provides  courses 
for  those  preparing  for  the  work  of  hospital  dietitians,  lunch 
room  workers,  etc.,  or  for  homemaking. 

Some  of  the  regular  courses  as  well  as  special  courses  are 
open  to  students  majoring  in  other  subjects. 

Fees  to  cover  cost  of  materials  are  required  in  all  laboratory- 
courses. 

A  Home  Management  House  affords  opportunity  for  six 
weeks  residence  for  Senior  students. 

FOODS  AND  NUTRITION. 
3.  Principles  of  Cookery. 

The  source  nutritive  value,  selection  and  preparation  of 
typical  foods  used  in  the  home  and  in  the  teaching:  of  ele- 
mentary cooking.  This  course  is  prerequisite  for  the  other 
cookery  courses.  One  hour  and  two  laboratory  periods  per 
week,  18  weeks.     Credit:     IV2  hours.     Mrs.  Moon. 

12.  Home  Cooking  and  Serving. 

Planning,  preparing  and  serving  meals  for  family  groups. 
Efficiency  in  planning,  buying  and  working,  sanitation,  artis- 
tic garnishing  and  serving  are  emphasized.  Three  laboratory 
periods  per  week,  18  weeks.  Credit :  V/2  hours.  Prerequisites : 
Inorganic  Chemistry  and  Principles  of  Cookery.  Parallel: 
Nutrition  and  Health,  Organic  and  Food  Chemistry.  Mrs. 
Moon.     Miss  Baird. 
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32.  Advanced  Cookery. 

This  course  consists  of  units  in  cookery  to  include  experi- 
mental study  of  commonly  accepted  cookery  principles  and 
processes;  complex  combinations  of  foods;  planning",  purchas- 
ing, preparing  and  serving  large  group  meals  including  school 
lunches,  school  banquets,  afternoon  teas  and  receptions; 
demonstrations  in  cookery  for  school  and  commercial  purposes. 
Three  laboratory  periods  per  week,  two  quarters.  Credit :  2 
hours.  Prerequisites:  Nutrition  and  Dietetics,  Home  Cooking 
and  Serving.     Miss  Baird. 

15.  Nutrition  and  Health. 

A  study  of  the  basis  of  food  selection;  the  essentials  of  an 
adequate  diet;  the  value  of  various  foods  in  terms  of  the 
nutrients  they  supply;  the  importance  of  each  nutrient  in 
the  nutrition  of  the  body;  the  nutritive  requirements  of  peo- 
ple of  different  ages  and  under  different  conditions  of  health 
and  activity  Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  knowledge 
and  practice  of  the  science  of  nutrition  as  a  means  of  pro- 
moting optimal  health  and  effective  living.  Three  hours  per 
week,  one  quarter.     Credit:    1  hour.    Mrs.  Broach. 

23.  Nutrition. 

This  course  is  a  study,  by  lecture  and  laboratory  experi- 
ments, of  the  function  and  fate  of  the  common  food  materials 
in  the  human  body.  Junior.  One  hour  and  two  laboratory 
periods  per  week,  18  weeks.  Credit:  1%  hours.  Prerequi- 
sites: Inorganic,  Organic  and  Food  Chemistry,  Physiology. 
Mrs.  Drewry. 

34.  Dietetics 

This  course  affords  opportunity  for  advanced  study  of  the 
requirements  of  the  individual  throughout  infancy,  childhood, 
adolescence,  adult  life,  and  old  age,  in  the  light  of  scientific 
investigation  and  knowledge  of  chemistry  and  physiology. 
Energy  values  of  food,  the  nutritive  properties  of  proteins, 
fats,  carbohydrates,  ash  constituents,  vitamins,  and  internal 
secretions  are  studied  in  relation  to  positive  health.     Typical 
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diataries  are  planned  for  the  varying  needs  of  individuals 
and  groups  under  different  conditions  of  age,  health  and 
activity,  especial  stress  being  laid  upon  the  needs  of  the 
school  child.  Four  hours  per  week,  18  weeks.  Credit:  II/2 
hours.     Mrs   Broach. 

36.  Readings  in  Nutrition. 

A  study  of  recent  investigations  and  reports  of  research 
in  the  field  of  nutrition.  Senior.  Elective.  Three  hours 
per  week,  one  quarter.     Credit:  1  hour.     Mrs.  Broach. 

34.  Marketing. 

A  study  of  production,  distribution  and  storage  of  food  sup- 
plies to  guide  in  the  purchase  of  food.  Elective.  Senior. 
Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Mrs. 
Moon. 

35.  Institutional  Management. 

Organization,  administration,  equipment  and  accounting  for 
various  types!  of  institutions.  Observations  a^re  Imade  in 
hospitals,  hotels,  restaurants,  tea  rooms,  and  schools.  Prac- 
tice in  the  college  dining  room.  Senior.  Elective.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  quarter.     Credit :    1  hour.    Miss  Baird. 

TEXTILES  AND  CLOTHING. 

3.  Elementary  Clothing. 

This  course  includes  the  fundamental  processes  of  elemen- 
tary sewing.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  selection  of  materials 
with  relation  to  design,  utility,  durability,  and  cost;  and  the 
care  and  repair  of  clothing.  Simple  garments  are  made  for 
which  both  drafted  and  commercial  patterns  are  used.  Good 
technique  and  high  standards  of  workmanship  are  stressed. 
Three  laboratory  periods  per  week,  18  weeks.  Credit:  1% 
hours.    Miss  Hicks. 

27.  Textiles. 

This  course  comprises  the  history  and  development  of  tex- 
tiles, the  study  of  fibers,  and  the  identification  of  fabrics ;  with 
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emphasis  on  those  points  which  affect  the  appearance,  wear- 
ing quality,  prices  and  uses  of  materials.  Correlation  of  sub- 
ject matter  is  made  with  other  clothing  subjects.  Three  hours 
per  week,  one  term.     Credit:  1  hour.     Miss  Hicks. 

13.  Intermediate  Clothing". 

Pattern  construction  and  alternation  with  application  in  silk 
and  wool  problems.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  choice,  care 
and  cost  of  materials  and  suitable  accessories,  including  selec- 
tion, care  and  construction  of  simple  hats.  Teaching  methods 
are  included.  Three  laboratory  periods  per  week,  18  weeks. 
Credit:     1%  hours.     Mrs.  Blair. 

21.  Costuine  Design. 

A  survey  of  the  sources  of  influence  on  design,  both  his- 
toric and  present  day.  A  study  of  design  from  the  stand- 
point of  personality,  corrective  dress,  and  the  ensemMe.  A 
development  of  initiative,  creative,  individuality  and  self  ex- 
pression through  problems  involving  the  use  of  the  principles 
of  composition,  line,  dark  and  light,  and  color  harmony  as 
related  to  clothing.  Six  hours  per  week,  18  weeks.  Credit: 
IV2  hours.    Mrs.  Blair. 

22.  Advanced  Clothing. 

This  course  includes  problems  in  draping  and  modeling 
original  designs,  through  the  medium  of  tissue  paper,  practice 
material  and  suitable  materials  for  draping.  The  final  prob- 
lem is  an  afternoon  or  evening  dress.  Emphasis  is  placed  on 
good  taste  and  appropriateness  in  dress.  Six  hours  per  week, 
18  weeks.     Credit:     1^/^  hours.     Mrs.  Blair. 

33.  Millinery. 

Approached  from  the  standpoint  of  design.  The  practical 
problems  are  developed  in  various  materials  in  relation  to  cos- 
tume and  occasion.  Three  laboratory  periods  per  week,  two 
quarters.     Credit:     2  hours.     Mrs.  Blair. 
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38.  Clothing  Appreciation  and  Economics  of  Clothing. 

A  survey  of  new  trends  in  teaching  clothing.  Study  of  per- 
sonality; line  and  color  as  related  to  clothing;  the  correct 
ensemble;  clothing  for  various  occasions;  the  clothing  budget; 
blocking  simple  foundation  patterns;  personal  hygiene  as  re- 
lated to  clothing.  Illustrative  material  and  textbooks  and 
references.  Senior  or  Junior  credit.  No  prerequisites.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit :  1  hour.  Elective. 
Mrs.  Blair. 

40.  Clothing  Survey. 

A  summary  of  the  subject  matter  relating  to  the  field  of 
clothing  and  textiles,  with  special  emphasis  on  the  professional 
phases.  Elective.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit : 
1  hour.    Mrs   Blair. 

HOME  MANAGEMENT. 

33.. Home  Management. 

A  study  of  the  problems  of  the  house ;  selection,  cost,  care 
of  equipment  and  furnishings  with  emphasis  on  the  applica- 
tion of  scientific  methods  to  housekeeping  processes.  Senior. 
Three  hours  per  week,  one  term.  Credit :  1  hour.  Pre- 
requisites: Home  Cooking  and  Serving;  Nutrition  and  Die- 
tetics.    Mrs.  Moon. 

31.  Family  Relations. 

A  study  of  the  function  of  the  home,  responsibility  of  each 
individual  to  the  home,  the  position  of  children  in  the  home, 
the  economic  independence  of  women,  elements  that  con- 
tribute to  the  stability  of  the  home  and  to  the  character 
building  of  the  individual.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  term. 
Credit:     1  hour.     Mrs.  Moon. 

37.  Home  Administration. 

Social  and  economic  problems  of  the  home,  including  the 
use  of  time,  energy,  and  money,  social  and  recreational  activi- 
ties.    Three  hours  per  week,  one  term.     Credit :     1  hour. 
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39.  Home  Management  House. 

Six  weeks  residence  in  the  Home  Management  House  is  re- 
quired of  all  Household  Arts  Seniors.  Students  assume  all 
the  responsibility  of  managing  and  caring  for  the  home  and 
apply  the  principles  that  have  been  given  in  preceding  courses. 
Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisites:  Home  Cooking  and  Serving, 
Nutrition  and  Dietetics,  Home  Management.     Mrs.  Moon. 

CHILD  DEVELOPMENT. 

41.  Hygiene  of  Childhood. 

This  course  is  designed  to  orient  the  student  with  first- 
hand knowledge  of  the  child  in  all  of  his  relationships.  Studies 
are  made  of  the  anatomy  and  physiology  of  the  child ;  normal 
growth  and  development;  nutritional  factors;  growth  dis- 
orders, defects  and  disease;  the  function  of  the  home  and 
school  in  the  nation — wide  constructive  program  for  child 
health.  Practical  phases  of  the  course  include  demonstrations 
of  the  techniques  of  physical  examinations ;  experience  in  mak- 
ing vision  and  hearing  tests,  constructing  record  charts  and 
cooperating  with  the  home  and  other  agencies.  Senior.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  term.  Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisites: 
General  and  Child  Psychology.     Mrs.  Broach. 

42.  Hygiene  of  Adolescence. 

Significance  of  the  physical,  mental,  social,  moral  and 
spiritual  changes  in  the  life  of  the  Junior  High  and  High 
School  student.  Inherent  and*  environmental  factors  that 
affect  physical  and  mental  growth;  problems  of  sex  educa- 
tion; phases  of  social  hygiene,  group  activities,  boy  and  girl 
relationships,  vocational  interests,  emotional  adjustments  and 
religious  development;  hygenic  methods  of  instruction.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  term.  Credit :  1  hour.  Prerequisite : 
Hygiene  of  Childhood.    Mrs.  Broach. 

43.  Parent  Education. 

A  study  of  the  historical  background  of  the  nursery  school 
movement  and  a  critical  examination  of  present  nursery  school

practices  in  relation  to  the  care  and  guidance  ofl  young 
children  in  both  the  nursery  school  and  the  home.  A  survey 
of  adult  education  and  the  relation  of  parent  education  to 
the  general  movement;  the  history  of  the  National  Council 
of  Parent  Education  and  the  development  of  its  policies;  a 
review  of  the  literature  dealing  with  the  changing  family 
group,  parent  education,  and  the  scientific  study  of  children.

HOUSEHOLD  ARTS  EDUCATION. 

24.  History  and  Development  of  Household  Arts. 

A  survey  of  the  development  of  Home  Economics  in  edu- 
cation to  give  the  student  a  background  for  a  better  under- 
standing of  its  scope  and  promotion;  a  study  of  business  and 
professional  opportunities'  open  to  women  in  the  field  of 
home  economics.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  term.  Credit: 
1  hour.    Miss  Hicks. 

44.  Teaching  Household  Arts. 

This  course  is  organized  around  the  special  needs  of  the 
home  economics  teacher.  It  includes  problems  of  instruction, 
management,  school  and  community  relationships,  the  course 
of  study,  use  of  text  and  reference  books,  home  economics 
tests  and  scales,  grading.  Three  times  per  week,  one  term. 
Credit:  1  hour.     Miss  Rampley. 

25.  Vocational  Education. 

The  history  and  development  of  vocational  education;  a 
study  of  State  and  Federal  Acts;  courses  of  study,  text  and 
reference  books  and  equipment  for  vocational  schools.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  term.     Credit:     1  hour.     Miss  Rampley. 

48.  Problems  in  Home  Economics. 

Application  of  the  fundamental  principles  and  general 
theory  involved  in  method  to  the  field  of  home  economics 
teaching.    Problems  are  drawn  from  the  teaching  laboratory.

A  consideration  of 
the  development  of  Greek  drama,  and  its  bearing  upon  mod- 
ern dramatic  art.  Prerequisite :  Course  21.  Three  hours  per 
week,  throughout  the  year.

1.  Selections  from  Livy  and  Horace. 

Supplementary  reading  on  the  history  of  Rome,  manners 
and  customs  of  the  early  Romans.

The  last  half-year 
is  spent  upon  Tacitus  and  Pliny's  Letters.  Outside  reading 
upon  these  writers  and  the  condition  of  Rome  at  that  time.

31  and  32.  Juvenal  and  Lucretius. 

In  connection  with  the  study  of  Juvenal's  Satires,  reading 
is  required  on  the  period  including  the  rule  of  Trajan  and 
Hadrian.  A  study  of  the  social  life  of  Rome,  especially  its 
moral  standards  and  religion,  as  contained  in  the  Satires. 
Emphasis  is  laid  also  upon  biography  and  geography.  In  the 
reading  of  Lucretius'  De  Rerum  Natura,  difficult  passages  are 
stresed,  and  obscurities  explained.

An  introduction  to  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus  with 
simple  applications  to  physics  and  mechanics.  Topics:  the 
Function  Concept,  the  Derivative,  Rates,  the  Differential,  Max- 
ima and  Minima,  Simple  Integration  as  the  Converse  of  Differ- 
entiation.

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13.  Methods  in  Arithmetic 

A  study  of  methods  and  principles  of  teaching  arithmetic  in 
primary  and  elementary  grades,  made  by  means  of  a  review 
of  the  subject  matter,  a  study  of  texts  contents,  order,  and 
time  requirements.  Three  hours  per  week,  fall  quarter  (re- 
peated winter  or  spring  quarters  on  sufficient  demand).

35.  Algebra  and  Geometry:    Methods  and  Review  for  High 
School  Teachers. 

A  study  of  methods  in  Senior  High  School  Mathematics,  in 
which  emphasis  will  be  made  on  the  methods  for  presenting 
the  more  difficult  topics,  methods  in  supervised  study,  the 
value  and  application  of  standardized  tests.  The  methods  are 
studied  by  a  review  of  the  subject  matters.

MISS    BULLOCK. 


The  courses  in  Oratory  are  designed  to  develop  students  in 
the  Speech  Arts  with  special  training  for  teachers  of  Read- 
ing, Literature,  Dramatization,  Oral  English. 

The  methods  employed  overcome  the  effects  of  repression, 
stimulate  free  endeavor,  increase  ''the  joy  of  working"  and 
develop  creative  power.  Students  are  trained  in  story  tell- 
ing, dramatic  personations,  oral  composition,  platform  read- 
ing and  literary  interpretation.  Each  student  is  trained  in 
thinking  before  an  audience,  and  to  express  her  thoughts  and 
emotions  through  her  own  individuality.  This  results  in  a 
natural  style,  cultivates  and  refines  literary  taste,  strengthens 
the  imagination  and  develops  personal  power.  Students  will 
find  this  study  invaluable  in  teaching. 

A  fee  of  $8.00  per  month  will  be  charged  all  students  of 
the  Oratory  Department. 

Repertoire. 

A  series  of  studio-recitals  and  public  recitals  are  the  culmi- 
nation of  the  work  of  small  recital  groups,  private  lessons  and 
weekly  programs  in  which  a  variety  of  platform  material  is 
presented  before  both  student  and  public  audiences.  Students 
of  this  department  have  numerous  invitations  to  appear  be- 
fore civic,  religious  and  cultured  audiences  of  Athens.  One 
hour  per  week.     Freshman  or  Sophomore. 

Speech  Arts. 

An  introductory  course  in  technique  of  Interpretation,  Dra- 
matic Training,  Public  Speaking;  Pantomime,  Gesture,  and 
the  Dialects  are  studied  as  mediums  of  expression.  Two  hours 
per  week.     Freshman. 
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Vocal  Technique. 

The  aim  of  this  study  is  to  give  students  a  thorough  drill 
in  the  principles  which  govern  vocal  and  bodily  development. 
In  order  to  produce  strong,  brilliant  and  expressive  voices, 
much  emphasis  is  placed  on  the  study  of  speech  formation, 
pronunciation,  breath  control,  resonance,  flexibility,  power, 
and  tone  language.     One  hour  per  week.     Freshman. 

Literary  Interpretation. 

Appreciation  of  literature  from  the  standpoint  of  the  mod- 
ern public  reader;  arranging  programs;  selecting  and  abridg- 
ment of  material;  standards  of  intepretation ;  practical  appli- 
cation of  technique;  detailed  study  of  the  dramatic  mono- 
logue ;  art  of  impersonation  in  play  reading ;  the  lecture ;  re- 
cital.    Three  hours  per  week.     Sophomore.

I.  Physical  Education. 

This  course  iucludes  fundamentals  in  tactics,  free  exercises, 
corrective  work,  light  apparatus,  folk  dancing  and  games.

Continuation  of  work  started  in  the  previous  year.  Consid- 
erable time  is  given  to  games  and  dances  suitable  for  ele- 
mentary and  grammar  grades  and  a  fund  of  material  for 
teaching  purposes  is  collected.

21.  Physical  Education.

Athletics. 

The  work  of  this  department  includes,  in  addition  to  the 
regular  gymnastics,  careful  instruction  in  outdoor  games  and 
sports.  A  well  equipped  athletic  field  is  provided  for  the  use 
of  the  students.  A  number  of  P^eld  Days  are  given  during 
each  year,  and  the  victorious  class  is  awarded  the  possession 
of  a  beautiful  loving  cup.

Realizing  the  demands  for  better  equipped  Instrumental 
Music  Teachers,  the  Georgia  State  Teachers  College  has  added 
a  Special  Normal  Course,  the  object  of  which  is  to  fit  the 
student  (at  very  little  cost)  to  teach  Instrumental  Music. 

Students  are  not  only  required  to  be  acquainted  with  the 
representative  works  of  the  best  composers,  but  must  study 
the  theory  of  music,  harmony,  history  and  pedagogy,  and  be 
able  to  analyze  and  criticize  a  musical  composition  intelligent- 
ly. 

The  standard  has  been  raised,  the  course  carefully  planned, 
and  the  department  is  well  qualified  to  carry  on  the  work. 
The  advantages  are  equal  to  any  music  school  in  the  South. 

Students  are  graded  and  classified  according  to  their  tech- 
nical skill,  and  their  general  musical  knowledge.  They  are 
required  to  bring  with  them  a  complete  list  of  studies  and 
pieces,  that  they  may  be  given  credit  for  same. 

Especial  attention  is  given  to  ensemble  playing.  The  year 
is  divided  into  four  terms ;  nine  weeks  each.  Tuition  payable 
in  advance  at  time  dormitory  fee  is  due.  Piano  practice  in- 
cluded.    Tuition  when  once  paid  will  not  be  refunded.

21.  French. 

Advanced  French.  Extensive  reading  in  and  out  of  the 
class  room.  Explanation  of  texts;  rhetoric,  compositions  and 
essays  in  FVench;  conversation,  lectures  on  literary  topics.

11.  Physics. 

A  study  of  force  and  energ^y  and  their  relation  to  matter; 
how  they  are  applied  to  present  day  civilization ;  sound ;  light ; 
heat ;  magnetism ;  electricity  and  its  applications  to  use.  Two 
recitations  and  one  laboratory  period  each  week  for  36  weeks, 
or  three  quarters.     Credit :  3  hours.    Fee,  $3.00.     Mr.  Earnest. 

21.  Biology. 

A  study  of  living  forms  and  functions,  plant  and  animal. 
Two  recitations  and  one  laboratory  period  each  week  for  36 
weeks,  or  three  quarters.  Credit:  3  hours.  Fee,  $3.00.  Mr. 
Earnest. 

35.  Geology  and  Astronomy. 

This  is  a  course  that  deals  with  the  forces  related  to  the 
structure  of  the  earth.  It  embraces  the  history  of  the  changes 
through  which  the  earth  has  passed.  The  relation  of  the 
earth  in  space  to  other  bodies  is  studied.  Three  hours  reci- 
tation  each  week  for  36  weeks,  or  three  quarters.  Credit:  3 
hours.     Mr.  Earnest. 

14.  Physiology. 

A  study  of  the  anatomy  and  physiology  of  the  human  body ; 
a  comparative  biological  study  of  the  structure,  function,  and 
hygiene  of  the  human  organs  and  systems  concerned  with 
digestion,  circulation,  respiration,  metabolism,  excretion, 
nervous  and  muscular  activity,  glandular  secretions,  and  re- 
production. Three  hours  per  week,  two  quarters.  Credit: 
2  hours.     Mrs.  Broach. 
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23.  Microbiology. 

This  course  deals  with  bacteria,  yeasts,  and  molds  that  one 
should  know  how  to  cope  with  in  the  home  and  community. 
Two,  two  hour  laboratory  periods  and  one  hour  lecture  each 
week  for  24  weeks,  or  two  quarters.  Credit :  2  hours.  Re- 
quired of  B  S.     Juniors.     Fee,  $3.00.     Mrs.  Drewry. 

36.  Genetics. 

A  study  concerned  with  heredity,  variation,  and  develop- 
ment, of  humans  in  particular,  and  other  animals  and  plants 
in  general.  This  science  strives  to  account  for  the  resemblances 
and  differences  exhibited  by  living  beings  related  by  descent. 
It  has  a  popular  appeal  to  those  students  without  any  special 
scientific  training.  Elective  for  Juniors  and  Seniors.  Three, 
one  hour  recitations  each  week  for  24  weeks,  or  two  quarters. 
Credit :  2  hours.     Mrs.  Drewry. 

1(a).  Inorganic  Chemistry. 

This  course  deals  with  the  composition  of  materials  and 
with  the  changes  which  they  may  undergo.  Elements  and 
their  compounds  are  taken  up  systematically  with  a  thorough 
study  of  their  behavior,  method  of  preparation,  and  practical 
application  to  every-day  matters.  Emphasis  is  laid  on  atomic 
and  molecular  theories,  chemical  equilibrium,  and  new  ideas 
concerning  ionization.  Very  technical  work  is  avoided  how- 
ever, as  much  as  possible,  not  because  of  minor  importance, 
but  because  this  course  is  of  a  general,  cultural  nature,  and 
is  not  intended  as  a  prerequisite  to  more  advanced,  theoretical 
courses. 

Three  one  hour  recitations  and  one  three  hour  laboratory 
period  each  week  for  36  weeks.  Credit:  4  hours.  Fee,  $3.00, 
Required  of  all  B.S.  Freshmen.  Mrs.  Drewry  and  Miss  Sul- 
livan. 

1(b).  Inorganic  Chemistry. 

Essentially  the  same  course  as  1(a),  though  of  a  more  gen- 
eral nature. 

Two    one   hour   recitations    and    one    two   hour   laboratory 
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period  each  week  for  36  weeks.     Credit :  3  hours.    Fee,  $3.00. 
Elective  for  A.B.  students.    Mrs.  Drewry  and  Miss  Sullivan. 

12(a).  Organic  Chemistry. 

A  study  of  the  compounds  of  carbon,  arranged  according 
to  homologous  series.  The  alipathic  series  includes  the  paraf- 
fin and  unsaturated  hydrocarbons,  alcohols,  aldehydes,  ketones, 
ethers,  esters,  and  acids.  The  aromatic  series  includes  the 
benzine  group,  nitro  and  amino  derivatives,  diazo  and  related 
compounds,  phenols,  aromatic  alcohols,  aldehydes,  ketones, 
quinones,  and  condensed  nuclei  of  benzine.  Two  hours  reci- 
tation and  one  two  hour  laboratory  period  each  week  for  24 
weeks,  or  two  quarters.  Credit:  2  hours.  Required  of  B.S. 
Sophomores  and  elective  for  A.B.  upperclassmen.  Miss  Sul- 
livan. 

12(b).  Food  Chemistry. 

A  comprehensive  study  of  the  classes  of  foods,  the  com- 
position and  reactions  of  these  food  materials,  their  nutritive 
value  and  means  of  analysis.  Two  hours  recitation  and  one 
two-hour  laboratory  period  each  week  for  12  weeks,  or  one 
quarter.     Credit:  1  hour.     Miss  Sullivan. 

22.  Physiological  Chemistry. 

This  course  is  a  study  of  the  fundamental  principles  of 
human  nutrition,  the  chemistry  of  foods,  digestion,  absorption, 
assimilation,  tissue  composition,  and  excretion.  The  labora- 
tory work  consists  of  experiments  in  food  analysis;  salivary, 
gastric,  pancreatic,  and  intestinal  digestion;  and  respiration. 
Required  of  B.S.  Juniors.  Two  two-hour  laboratory  periods 
and  one  hour  lecture  each  week  for  18  v/eeks,  or  1%  quarters. 
Credit:  1%  hours.  Prerequisites:  Organic  Chemistry  and 
Physiology.    Fee,  $3.00.     Mrs.  Drewry. 

34.  Textile  Chemistry. 

This  course  is  concerned  with  the  identification  of  fibres 
by  microscope  and  simple  chemical  tests;  detection  of  adul- 
teration of  fibres  by  these  tests ;  waterproofing  and  fire-proof- 
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ing  of  materials;  mineral,  natural,  and  coal  tar  dyes,  their 
composition  and  effect  on  major  fibres;  bleaching  of  these 
dyes;  soap,  its  manufacture  and  use  in  the  home.  Prere- 
quisite :  Organic  Chemistry.  One  hour  recitation  and  two 
two-hour  laboratory  periods  each  week  for  one  quarter. 
Credit:  1  hour     Junior  and  Senior  elective.     Miss  Sullivan. 
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Sociology  and  Economics

1.  Introduction  to  Sociology. 

An  introduction  to  the  causes  which  affect  the  life  of  society ; 
geographic  causes;  urbanization;  social  effects  of  the  distri- 
bution of  wealth;  types  of  poverty;  charity  organizations; 
immigration,  and  other  social  causes  which  affect  life  and 
society.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour. 
Mr.  Dunlap. 

2.  Elements  of  Sociology. 

This  course  is  a  continuation  of  Course  1.  The  influence  of 
such  factors  as  production,  transportation,  communication, 
social,  educational  and  religious  organizations  will  be  care- 
fully studied  with  special  emphasis  on  the  features  which 
should  be  of  most  interest  to  teachers.  Three  hours  per  week, 
one  quarter.  Credit :  1  hour.  Prerequisite :  Sociology  1.  Mr. 
Dunlap. 

3.  Elements  of  Sociology. 

This  course  is  a  continuation  of  Course  2.  Such  topics  as 
social  ideals  and  social  control,  social  pathology,  methods  of 
social  investigations  and  kindred  subjects  are  discussed  with 
special  attention  to  their  relation  to  teachers.  Three  hours 
per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisite:  So- 
ciology 1  and  2.     Mr.  Dunlap. 

4C.  RuraJ  Sociology. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  an  interest  in  the  funda- 
mental knowledge  of  rural  life  and  the  development  of  its 
social  organization.  Topics  discussed  will  be  those  of  primary 
interest  to  all  teachers  with  special  emphasis  on  the  problems 
with  which  rural  teachers  should  be  familiar.  Rural  condi- 
tions in  Georgia  will  be  studied  at  close  range.     Three  hours 
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per  week,  one   quarter.     Credit:   1   hour.     Prerequisite:   So- 
ciology 1  and  2.     For  Certificate.     Mr.  Dunlap. 

21.  Ethics. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  awaken  a  vital  conviction 
of  the  genuine  reality  of  moral  problems  and  the  value  of 
reflective  thought  in  dealing  with  them.  It  emphasizes  the 
importance  and  possibilities  of  right  living;  why  one  act  is 
better  than  another;  to  help  the  student  see  the  moral  dangers 
of  the  day  and  place  proper  value  on  the  better  things  of 
life.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour. 
Prerequisite:  Sociology  1,  2  and  3.     Mr.  Dunlap. 

22.  Criminology  and  Penology. 

A  treatment  of  the  conditions  of  society  which  tend  to  pro- 
duce crime  and  criminals  with  suggestions  as  to  the  best  reme- 
dies for  these  conditions.  Topics  discussed:  The  problems  of 
crime  and  criminals;  the  making  of  the  criminal;  modes  of 
punishment;  the  prison  system;  juvenile,  men's  and  women's 
reformatories;  the  machinery  of  justice.  Three  hours  per 
week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisite:  Sociology 
1,  2,  and  3.     Mr.  Dunlap. 

23.  Rural  Social  Problems. 

The  object  of  this  course  is  for  a  better  understanding  of 
the  rural  problems  of  Georgia.  Much  of  the  material  used 
will  be  taken  from  actual  experienced  members  of  this  class 
and  alumnae  of  this  school.  Visits  to  come  of  the  surround- 
ing rural  and  small  town  communities  will  be  made  by  the 
class  and  each  member  will  be  given  projects  to  work  out 
and  report  results  in  class.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  put 
members  of  this  class  in  active  touch  with  some  of  the  most 
vital  problems  of  the  South.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quar- 
ter. Credit :  1  hour.  Prerequisite :  Sociology  1,  2,  and  3.  Mr. 
Dunlap. 

25.  Principles  of  Sociology. 

This  course  is  designed  for  those  students  who  are  majoring 
in  some  other  field  and  want  Sociology  in  their  Junior  year. 
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This  course  is  to  give  the  student  an  intelligent  understanding 
and  a  working  system  of  thought  about  society  and  social 
origins;  to  make  a  general  introductory  survey  of  the  field  of 
the  principles  of  sociology.  Three  hours  per  week,  three 
quarters.  Credit:  3  hours.  Prerequisite:  Junior  standing. 
Mr.  Dunlap. 

11.  Introduction  to  Economics. 

This  course  is  an  elementary  treatment  of  the  fundamental 
principles  and  basic  forces  in  modem  life.  It  is  a  background 
for  advanced  courses  and  as  such  will  deal  in  an  elementary 
wiay  with  the  great  economic  questions  and  problems  of  our 
day.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  ^bour^ 
Mr.  Dunlap. 

12.  Elements  of  Economics. 

This  course  deals  with  the  concepts  of  the  production  of 
wealth.  Topics:  Economic  struggle,  production,  distribution, 
consumption,  valuation,  etc.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quar- 
ter. Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisite:  Economics  11.  Mr.  Dun- 
lap. ' 

13.  Elements  of  Economics. 

This  course  completes  the  elementary  principles  and  deals 
with  their  application  to  some  of  the  common  business  and  in- 
dustrial problems.  Topics:  Exchange,  labor  problems,  public 
finance,  economic  policies,  money  anl  banking,  etc.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisite: 
Economics  11  and  12.     Mr.  Dunlap. 

31.  Rural  Economics. 

A  study  in  efficient  management  in  agriculture,  tenancy, 
insurance,  cooperative  buying  and  selling,  and  other  rural  eco- 
nomic problems.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit : 
1  hour.    Prerequisite :  Economics  11,  12  and  13.     Mr.  Dunlap. 

32.  Marketing  of  Farm  Products. 

Designed  for  those  teachers  who  desire  to  be  able  to  give 
intelligent    assistance   to   the    community   farmers   in   simple 
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methods  of  marketing  farm  products.  Topics :  The  marketing 
functions;  the  conditions  affecting  the  costs  of  marketing; 
storage;  shipment,  marketing  agencies;  price-fixing  forces; 
direct  marketing;  urban  marketing,  etc.  Three  hours  per 
week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisite:  Economics 
11,  12  and  13.     Mr.  Dunlap. 

33.  Money  and  Banking. 

Principles  of  money,  credit  and  banking.  Special  study  of 
Federal  Farm  Loan,  Federal  Reserve  System  and  features  of 
banking  which  should  be  of  special  interest  to  teachers.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisite: 
Economics  11,  12  and  13.     Mr.  Dunlap. 

35.  Principles  of  Economics. 

This  course  is  designed  for  those,  students  who  are  major- 
ing in  some  other  field  and  want  a  course  in  Economics  in 
their  Senior  year.  The  usual  phases  of  the  subject  are  dis- 
cussed under  the  general  divisions  of  the  consumption,  the 
production,  the  distribution,  and  the  exchange  of  wealth. 
Three  hours  per  week,  three  quarters.  Credit:  3  hours.  Pre- 
requisite: Senior  standing. 

140.  Introduction  to  Rural  Economics. 

This  is  an  elementary  course  designed  for  those  who  are 
doing  Certificate  work.  The  economic  problems  of  the  rural 
sections  are  discussed  with  special  emphasis  on  the  part  that 
should  be  played  by  the  rural  teacher  in  assisting  in  the  solu- 
tion of  the  problems  of  her  community.  Three  hours  per 
week,  one  quarter.     Credit:  1  hour.     Mr.  Dunlap. 
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Voice

The  aim  of  the  Voice  Department  is  to  set  before  the  stu- 
dent the  ideal  of  a  pure  and  resonant  vocal  tone,  and  to  de- 
velop the  ability  to  produce  such  a  tone. 

Freshman. 

Breathing  and  postural  exercises;  tone  placing;  simple  scales 
and  arpeggios;  exercises  to  equalize  the  vowel  sounds. 

Studies:  Neidlinger,  Abt,  Panofka. 

Songs:  Special  attention  is  given  to  articulation  in  the  use 
of  simple  songs. 

Sophomore. 

Major  and  minor  scales,  legato  and  staccato,  in  turns  and 
triplets. 

Studies:  Sieber,  Concone. 

Songs  of  American  and  English  composers. 

Junior. 

Technical  work  continued;  portamento;  trills;  cadenzas. 

Studies:  Concone,  Marchesi. 

Songs  from  American,  English,  French  and  other  schools. 
Introductory  work  in  oratorio  and  opera. 

Senior. 

Technical  work  continued. 

Studies:  Panseron,  or  equivalent. 

Songs  selected  from  classic  and  modern  composers.  Work 
continued  in  oratorio  and  opera. 

Recitals  are  given  in  the  studio  so  the  student  may  have 
the  practice  of  singing  before  a  small  group  before  appearing 
in  large  public  recitals. 

The  year  is  divided  into  four  terms  of  nine  weeks  each. 
Tuition  is  $18.00  for  term  of  nine  weeks,  two  half-hour  lessons 
per  week,  and  is  payable  in  advance  at  the  time  board  is  due. 
This  includes  use  of  piano  for  practice. 
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Carnegie  Library 


The  college  library,  a  Carnegie  gift,  is  an  attractive  and 
well  equipped  building.  It  is  centrally  located  in  one  of 
the  most  pleasing  spots  on  the  campus. 

The  books  are  well  selected  and  constitute  a  good  working 
library.  There  are  approximately  14,000  volumes  and  several 
thousand  classified  pamphlets. 

The  students  have  access,  also,  to  a  file  of  about  one  hundred 
current  periodicals  which  are  bound  as  rapidly  as  they  ac^ 
cumulate  and  add  materially  to  the  reference  equipment. 

The  library  is  open  to  instructors  and  students  in  all  de- 
partments every  day,  except  Sunday,  from  8:30  A.  M.  until 
5:30  P.  M. 
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Correspondence  Study 


General  Information. 

The  Georgia  State  Teachers  College  offers  correspondence 
to  those  whose  duties  make  it  impossible  for  them  to  pursue 
work  in  residence.  These  courses  are  designed  for  those  who 
are  interested  in  professional  growth,  desire  guidance  or  wish 
to  supplement  their  training.  These  courses  are  prepared  by 
the  regular  members  of  the  Faculty  and  are  given  in  the 
class  rooms  of  the  several  departments  during  the  regular 
session. 

Nature  of  the  Work. 

Each  course  shall  consist  of  as  many  lessions  as  the  instruc- 
tor may  require.  Each  quarter  course  shall  approximate  a 
minimum  of  150  hours'  work.  Each  lesson  shall  consist  of 
assignments  from  texts,  supplementary  reading,  questions  to 
test  the  method  of  the  work,  and  the  results  obtained. 

Credit. 

For  each  course  with  the  equivalent  of  a  quarter's  work, 
the  Georgia  State  Teachers  College  allows.  1  hour  credit. 
This  credit  may  apply  towards  a  diploma  or  a  degree. 

No  fractional  course  can  be  offered  for  credit.  The  full 
course  must  be  taken  if  credit  is  to  be  obtained. 

Admission  Requirements. 

The  Georgia  State  Teachers  College  wishes  to  be  reasonably 
sure  that  a  student  can  succeed  in  the  course  she  desires  to 
take,  and  it  reserves  the  right  to  examine  her  application 
carefully  and  before  enrollment,  to  recommend  other  courses 
than  those  selected,  or  reject  the  application  if  the  statements 
on  her  blanks  justify  such  action.  If  the  student  is  not  ac- 
cepted or  if  she  does  not  wish  to  change  from  her  original 
choice,  her  fee  will  be  refunded. 
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A  student  wishing  to  enroll  must  not  be  in  attendance  in 
any  other  institution,  or  in  residence  at  State  Teachers  Col- 
lege, and  must  satisfy  the  entrance  requirements  of  the  State 
Teachers  College. 

Courses. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  enroll  in  more  than  two 
courses  at  the  same  time.  It  is  advised  that  all  of  the  time 
be  concentrated  on  one  course.  A  student  is  expected  to 
finish  the  course  by  end  of  scholastic  year.  A  minimum  of 
one  semester  is  allowed  a  student  to  finish  a  course  provided 
he  distributes  his  work  evenly. 

Before  a  student  enrolls  for  a  course  he  must  fulfill  all  the 
prerequisites  required  by  the  instructor. 

The  methods  of  instruction  serve  to  keep  the  student  and 
teacher  in  close  contact  with  the  work  of  the  course.  After 
preparing  the  lesson  the  student  writes  his  answers  and  mails 
his  paper  to  the  instructor  together  with  any  questions  con- 
cerning such  difficulties  as  may  have  arisen  during  the  study. 
The  instructor  corrects  and  comments  on  the  paper  and  re- 
turns it  to  the  student.  In  like  manner  the  work  goes  on 
until  the  course  is  completed.  No  incomplete  course  will  be 
given  credit. 

Examinations  of  each  course  will  be  given  either  at  the 
State  Teachers  College  or  under  supervision  satisfactory  to 
the  State  Teachers  College.  No  credit  is  given  unless  an  exam- 
ination is  taken. 

If  on  account  of  interruptions  or  delays  the  course  is  de- 
ferred, a  fee  of  three  ($3.00)  dollars  wiU  be  charged  for  ex- 
tension of  time. 

No  course  is  given  during  summer  vacation,  except  by  in- 
structor's permission. 

Credit  Value  Toward  a  Diploma  or  Degree. 

No  work  in  Senior  class  will  be  given  by  correspondence. 
Correspondence  work  completed  for  the  two-year  course  will 
not  be  accepted  in  the  degree  courses.    In  cases  of  emergency, 
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classes  begun,  with  permission  of  faculty,  may  be  completed 
by  correspondence. 

Records  of  correspondence  grades  shall  be  kept  as  such 
and  so  indicated  when  transferred  to  other  institutions. 

No  student  may  take  more  than  one-third  of  the  work  re- 
quired for  a  diploma  or  a  degree. 

The  State  Teachers  College  does  not  grant  a  diploma  or 
a  degree  for  correspondence  study  work  alone. 

Fees. 

All  fees  are  payable  in  advance  and  they  should  accompany 
the  application  for  instruction.  The  matriculation  fee  is  $10 
and  is  required  of  all  students  at  the  time  of  their  first  regis- 
tration. The  tuition  fee  for  each  quarter  course  is  eight 
($8.00)  dollars.  The  tuition  fee  includes  payment  for  instruc- 
tion sent  for  return  of  lesson  papers. 

No  fees  will  be  returned  after  the  work  has  begun. 

Enroll. 

Application  blanks  will  be  sent  on  request. 

A  student  may  begin  a  course  for  which  he  has  been  ac- 
cepted at  any  time  which  will  allow  the  work  to  be  completed 
by  end  of  scholastic  year.  It  is  advised  that  application  be 
made  in  September  and  February.

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Lecture  Course 


The  school  maintains  a  Lyceum  Course  which  is  free  to  all 
the  students  of  the  school  and  in  which  are  engaged  the  best 
platform  performers  we  can  produce.  In  addition  to  this,  a 
series  of  lectures  by  prominent  men  and  women  in  the  state, 
who  have  accomplished  things  in  the  special  line  of  work  in 
which  each  is  interested,  is  kept  up  throughout  the  year. 

Moreover,  Athens  affords  the  school  wonderful  opportunity 
for  seeing  and  hearing  those  who  have  attained  distinction 
along  many  lines  of  endeavor.  The  school,  in  fact,  is  at  times 
embarrassed  with  the  richness  of  its  opportunities  of  this 
kind.  From  time  to  time  such  men  as  Dr.  Campbell  Morgan, 
Mr.  George  Foster  Peabody  and  others  of  national  reputation 
speak  in  the  auditorium.  They  are  invaluable  aids  in  giv- 
ing finishing  touches  to  the  education  which  the  school  is 
striving  to  impart  to  its  student  body. 


Motion  Pictures 


Motion  pictures  are  frequently  used  by  the  various  teachers 
to  supplement  their  class-room  instruction.  This  method  of 
teaching  has  proven  to  be  both  interesting  and  instructive. 

The  moving  picture  machine  is  also  used  by  lecturers  who 
visit  the  school  and  at  such  times  when  the  students  are  not 
otherwise  engaged  some  of  the  best  popular  films  are  shown. 
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Student  Organizations 


1.  The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association. 

The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association,  through  its  so- 
cial life,  Vesper  services,  Morning  Watch,  Bible  study,  mis- 
sion study,  church  attendance  and  intercollegiate  relationships, 
seeks  to  promote  the  spirit  of  Christian  thinking  and  Christian 
living  among  students  and  to  train  them  for  Christian  life 
and  work. 

The  Social  Work  consists  in  aiding  new  students  to  har- 
monious adjustment  to  the  school  life  and  its  activities,  with 
continuous  efforts  for  daily  service  in  sundry  ways. 

The  Course  in  World  Fellowship  is  carefully  planned  and 
the  text  books  used  are  the  newest  and  best,  treating  both 
home  and  foreign  mission  problems. 

Intercollegiate  relationships  have  been  established  by  dele- 
gations to  the  Georgia  Students  Volunteer  Union,  the  Southern 
Conference  of  the  Young  Women's  Christian  Association,  by 
visits  of  traveling  student  secretaries,  delegates  to  the  Stu- 
dent Volunteer  Convention,  Cabinet  training  councils,  visit- 
ing Secretaries  of  the  churches  and  W.  C.  T.  U.,  and  the 
interchange  of  reports  and  methods  with  other  associations. 

Church  attendance  is  emphasized  in  order  that  the  students 
may  derive  all  the  spiritual  benefits  possible  from  the  excel- 
lent church  facilities  of  Athens,  and  to  foster  the  habit  of 
church  attendance. 

2.  Bible  Study. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  such  a  general  knowl- 
edge of  the  Bible  as  will  furnish  to  the  students  a  background 
for  future  work  in  detail. 

The  lessons  are  arranged  for  systematic  daily  readings 
through  the  Bible,  beginning  with  Genesis.  Weekly  lessons 
are  held  on  these  readings,  bringing  out  such  points  about 
the  great  Book  as  every  person  ought  to  know. 

The  aim  of  the  teachers  in  presenting  these  lessons  is  to 
bring  the  students  into  loving  acquaintance  with  God^s  Word. 
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The  course  is  entirely  optional,  but  all  students  are  encour- 
aged to  join  one  of  these  classes,  and  due  recognition  is  given 
their  work  in  the  permanent  records  of  the  school. 

The  Bible  classes  are  taught  by  members  of  the  Faculty. 

The  State  Teachers  College  won  second  honor  in  this  work 
in  the  United  States  at  the  Panama  Exposition  Young  Women's 
Christian  Association  National  Contest  in  1915. 

There  was  interest  in  memorizing  Scripture  prescribed  by 
Helen  Gould  Shepherd,  for  which  she  presented  Student's 
Bibles.  The  school  has  won  246  of  these  Bibles.  This  was 
discontinued  in  1921. 

Since  1922  Mrs.  Gertrude  Alexander  has  been  giving  the 
Campbell  Morgan  edition  of  the  Bible,  bringing  our  number 
to  263. 

Students  are  urged  to  keep  in  their  respective  classes  in 
Bible  work  as  in  other  studies. 

The  State  Teachers  College  won  first  honor  in  the  United 
States  on  the  Student  Association  Honor  Roll  at  the  Panama 
Exposition  for  the  largest  average  in  proportion  to  total  en- 
rollment in  Mission  Study  and  Social  Welfare  classes  in  1'915. 
The  College  won  second  honor  places  in  the  two  subjects  that 
follow:  volunteer  Bible  Study  classes  and  attendance  on  re- 
ligious services. 

3.  The  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union. 

In  connection  with  the  Young  Woman's  Christian  Associa- 
tion work  of  the  College,  there  is  an  organized  Woman's 
Christian  Temperance  Union  which  holds  regular  meetings 
once  per  month  and  endeavors  to  further  the  study  and 
interest  in  the  Temperance  Cause. 

4.  The  Student  Volunteer  Movement. 

This  group  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  is  composed  of  the  individual 
students  who  have  consecrated  their  lives  to  service  in  the 
foreign  fields  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  Gospel  of  Christ 
"into  all  the  world." 
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5.  Altioria  Literary  Society. 

At  one  time  there  was!  only  one  society  in  the  State  Teach- 
ers College.  On  account  of  the  overwhelming  number  of 
members  it  was  advised  that  two  societies  be  formed.  In 
1905  the  two  literary  societies,  under  their  new  names,  Mildred 
Rutherford  and  Altioria,  began  their  work  anew.  Professor 
Earnest  gave  us  our  name  "Altioria,'^  meaning  higher  and 
better.  Since  the  date  of  our  birth,  under  the  aim  and  ex- 
cellent prevailing  spirit  of  our  motto,  "Excelsior,"  we  have 
been  growing  each  year,  striving  for  the  supernal  and  superior 
things  in  our  school  life.  The  aim  of  the  Altioria  Society  is 
the  advancement  of  scholarship  by  enjoying  together  the  best 
to  be  found  in  literature  and  the  development  of  ''Ideal  Wo- 
manhood'' through  faithfulness  and  usefulness  to  our  school 
and  to  our  "fellows." 

6.  The  Mildred  Rutherford  Literary  Society. 

The  aim  of  this  society  is  to  develop  the  literary  phase  of 
the  student  life  through  the  creation  of  an  interest  in  and 
appreciation  for  literature,  music  and  art.  The  betterment 
of  the  social  life  of  the  school  is  the  result  of  the  activities 
of  this  organization  and  it  is  in  this  connection  that  some  of 
the  closest  friendships  are  formed  which  exist  not  only  while 
in  attendance  here  but  the  influence  of  which  will  be  felt 
into  the  future. 

An  example  of  the  highest  type  of  womanhood  is  set  before 
the  girls  in  the  sponsor  of  the  organization.  Miss  Mildred 
Rutherford,  whose  fine  and  noble  character  and  the  ideals  for 
which  she  stood  are  ever  a  beacon  light  to  those  who  knew 
her. 

7.  Glee  Club. 

The  purpose  of  this  organization  is  recreative  choral  work 
as  well  as  to  afford  an  opportunity  for  the  study  of  classical 
compositions.  Membership  is  open  to  any  member  of  the  stu- 
dent body.  The  organization  gives  two  concerts  annually  and 
assists  at  other  functions  of  the  school. 
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8.  County  Clubs. 

Nearly  every  county  in  Georgia  is  represented  at  the  State 
Teachers  College.  Many  of  these  counties  have  enough  stu- 
dents to  organize  and  there  are  more  than  twenty  county 
clubs.  The  purposes  of  the  clubs  are:  a  definite  way  to  aid 
in  the  development  of  county  affairs;  a  splendid  way  for 
those  from  home  to  get  together;  a  medium  to  interest  other 
students  in  the  school;  a  source  of  great  pleasure  and  leisure. 
These  clubs  are  doing  splendid,  constructive  work.  More 
counties  are  to  be  orgranized  and  it  is  the  aim  of  all  of  them 
to  keep  up  the  supply  of  members  from  year  to  year  and  to 
be  of  real  service  to  the  people  at  home. 

9.  Athletic  Association. 

The  Athletic  Association  is  an  organization  of  the  students 
to  promote  and  encourage  outdoor  sports  and  athletics  and 
is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Department  of  Physical 
Education. 

The  Association  has  a  well-equipped  athletic  field,  with 
courts  for  tennis,  basketball,  volley  ball  and  other  games. 
Field  Days  and  various  athletic  contests  stimulate  interest  in 
outdoor  activities  and  provide  sane,  wholesome  recreation. 

11.  Alumni-ae  Association. 

The  Alumni-ae  Association  of  the  Georgia  State  Teachers 
College  is  an  organization  concerned  with  the  welfare  of  the 
school  and  its  alumni-ae,  and  with  the  professional  advance- 
ment of  education.  It  is  the  channel  through  which  the  school 
and  its  alumni-ae  can  be  of  mutual  help  to  each  other.  Its 
purpose  is  to  provide  a  scholarship  fund,  to  promote  loyalty 
to  the  school,  and  to  disseminate  the  ideals  for  which  the 
school  stands. 

All  graduates  of  the  school  are  active  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation and  all  persons,  who  have  at  any  time  been  students 
of  the  school,   are   associate  members. 

The  officers  of  the  Association  are  as  follows:  President, 
Kate  E.  Hicks;  Secretary,  Iris  Callaway;  Treasurer,  Mrs.  H. 
C.  Doolittle. 
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12.  Reflex. 

The  Reflex  is  the  student  paper.  It  is  issued  in  newspaper 
style.  It  is  printed  once  a  month.  All  general  school  news, 
society  dots,  editorials,  literary,  society  pages,  Y.  W.  C.  A. 
notes  and  jokes  form  the  basis  of  its  development.  The  edi- 
tors are  elected  from  the  student  body.  They  do  all  the  writ- 
ing for  the  paper  under  the  supervision  of  a  faculty  member. 

13.  The  Crystal. 

The  Crystal  is  the  Senior  Annual.  Every  Senior  class  pub- 
lishes a  Crystal.  The  book  appears  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
It  is  a  memory  book  in  printed  form.  The  editors  are  elected 
from  the  Senior  class. 

14.  Quadrangle. 

The  Quadrangle  is  an  organization  of  students  for  the  pur- 
pose of  promoting  and  encouraging  mental,  moral,  physical 
and  social  development.  This  organization  is  open  to  the  en- 
tire student  body  who  have  had  a  certain  period  of  residence 
and  who  have  attained  a  required  standard  in  mental,  moral, 
physical  and  social  activities. 

16.  American  Red  Cross. 

The  College  has  its  own  independent  Chapter  of  the  Ameri- 
can Red  Cross.  It  was  the  first  and  possibly  the  only  Chap- 
ter in  a  school.  It  was  organized  during  the  war  and  the 
students  did  excellent  work.  The  Chapter  is  still  in  force 
and  has  more  than  one  hundred  members. 

17.  Mathematics  Club. 

All  students  electing  the  Mathematics  Curriculum — and 
others  interested — should  affiliate  themselves  with  the  G.  S. 
T.  C.  Mathematics  Club,  and  take  part  in  the  discussions  of 
the  club.  The  club  is  conducted  by  the  upper  classes,  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  department.  The  club  meets  fort- 
nightly during  the  coUege  year. 

18.  Executive  Council  Board. 

The  Executive  Council  Board  is  composed  of  members  from 
each  of  the  class  councils  with  faculty  members  as  advisors. 
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The  purpose  of  the  organization  is  to  act  as  a  clearing  house 
for  the  plans  and  activities  of  the  student  body. 

19.  Kappa  Delta  Pi. 

Kappa  Delta  Pi  is  a  national  honor  fraternity  in  Educa- 
tion. It  is  open  to  all  outstanding  Juniors  and  Seniors  in 
full  standing. 

20.  The  Home  Economics  Club. 

The  Home  Economics  Club  is  an  organization  of  the  House- 
hold Arts  Department,  but  membership  is  voluntary.  The  club 
is  affiliated  with  the  Georgia  Home  Economics  Association, 
the  American  Home  Economics  Association,  and  federated 
with  the  Georgia  Woman's  Clubs.  Some  of  the  accomplish- 
ments have  been:  the  raising  of  four  one-hundred  dollar 
scholarships  for  girls  of  the  department,  the  publishing  of 
original  programs,  and  the  participation  in  state  publications 
and  activities.  The  aims  of  the  club  are  to  develop  leadership 
and  fellowship  through  the  varied  educational,  social,  and 
recreational  programs  and  functions.  At  present  the  mem- 
bership numbers  112.

Georgia  State  Teachers  College 

HISTORICAL 


The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Georgia  donated  to  the 
State  the  building  known  as  Rock  College  and  from  six  to 
ten  acres  of  land  contingent  thereto,  together  with  the  late 
George  R.  Gilmer  fund.  Under  the  condition  of  Governor 
Gilmer's  will,  this  sum  must  be  used  to  train  teachers  in  the 
elementary  branches  of  an  English  education  only.  The  con- 
dition attached  to  these  gifts  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Univer- 
sity was  that  the  State  should  establish  at  Rock  College  a 
Normal  School  for  the  education  and  training  of  teachers  for 
the  rural  schools. 

An  Act  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  Georgia  in  1891, 

''To  establish,  organize  and  maintain  a  State  Normal  School 
as  a  branch  to  the  University,  to  appropriate  money  for  the 
same,  and  for  other  purposes."  This  Act  received  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Governor,  October  21,  1891.  By  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  the  State  received  from  the  Trustees  of  the  Uni- 
versity as  a  donation  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  Normal 
School,  the  building  known  as  Rock  College  and  a  tract  of 
land  of  not  less  than  six  nor  more  than  ten  acres  upon  which 
the  college  building  stood,  lying  just  outside  the  limits  of  the 
City  of  Athens,  Ga.  The  Act  also  provided  for  a  Normal 
School  Commission,  consisting  of  the  State  School  Commis- 
sioner, who  should  be  the  Chairman,  the  Chancellor  of  the 
University,  and  ''three  citizens  of  Georgia,  experienced  in 
teaching,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor." 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  water  used  by  the  School 
came  from  a  well,  and  the  water  was  declared  to  be  pure  and 
wholesome  and  w^as  so  cold  that  no  ice  was  needed. 

The  lower  floor  of  Rock  College  was  divided  into  lecture 
rooms,  restaurant,  hall  and  assembly  rooms.  The  second  and 
third  floors  were  used  as  a  dormitory.  These  rooms  were 
furnished  by  the  appropriation  of  $500.00  from  the  City  Coun- 
cil of  Athens  in  1892,  with  wire  cots,  tables,  chairs,  buckets, 
and  other  necessry  articles  of  furniture. 

The  Act  creating  the  State  Normal  School  was  passed  in 
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1891,  and  short  sessions  of  the  school  were  held  during  the 
summer  months  of  1892,  1893,  and  1894.  The  Commission  had 
at  its  command  only  the  interest  of  the  Gilmer  fund  which 
was  transferred  for  safe  keeping  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Uni. 
versity  by  the  Trustees  of  the  estate  of  the  late  George  R. 
Gilmer.  The  interest  on  this  fund  amounted  to  $1,050.00  a 
year,  from  which  a  commission  of  $50.00  a  year  was  de- 
ducted for  the  expense  of  administration.  In  1892  there  were 
added  to  this,  the  Peabody  Institute  fund  of  $800.00,  and  the 
County  Institute  fund  of  five  counties,  which  met  at  Rock 
College  for  one  week,  and  amounted  to  $125.00.  Therefore, 
the  School  was  carried  on  in  1893  with  the  sum  of  $1,923.00. 

The  session  of  1892  began  July  11th,  and  lasted  seven  weeks. 
Exclusive  of  the  attendance  during  the  County  Institute  week, 
the  roll  of  students  numbered  112,  representing  thirty-two 
counties. 

So  far  as  the  resources  of  the  college  for  the  year  1893 
are  concerned,  they  are  best  explained  by  an  extract  from  the 
minutes  of  the  Commission  at  their  meeting  in  Atlanta,  April 
1,  1893: 

'*The  Chairman  made  a  statement  of  the  efforts  that  had 
been  made  to  induce  the  Legislature  to  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  permanent  establishment  of  a  State  Normal 
School,  and  stated  that  the  Legislature  had  failed  to  make 
an  appropriation  for  the  purpose  named.  Dr.  William  E. 
Boggs  then  stated  that  the  net  interest  on  the  Gilmer  fund, 
amounting  to  $1,000.00,  would  be  available  on  the  first  day 
of  July.  He  said  also  that  the  people  of  Athens  were  de- 
sirous of  having  the  Normal  School  operated  during  the  com- 
ing summer,  1893,  and  that  the  grand  jury  of  Clarke  county 
had  at  his  request,  made  an  appropriation  of  $400  for  the 
purpose.  The  citizens  of  Athens  had  also  made  up  a  private 
subscription  of  $537  to  be  added  to  the  fund.  These  resources, 
added  together,  made  a  total  of  $1,937  for  the  summer  ses- 
sion of  1893." 

The  private  subscription  from  the  citizens  of  Athens  were 
secured  by  Dr.  Edwin  D.  Newton  and  Mr  .T.  W.  Reed.    This 
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must  have  been  a  tedious  undertaking,  for  many  of  the  sub- 
scriptions only  amounted  to  fifty  cents. 

The  session  of  1893  began  July  5th,  and  lasted  six  weeks. 
There  were  enrolled  116  students  from  thirty-five  counties. 
These  pupils  were  not  all  present  at  the  same  time.  Some 
came  for  a  week,  others  for  two  weeks,  others  for  a  month, 
while  many  remained  during  the  entire  session. 

The  nature  of  the  work  done  during  the  sessions  of  1892 
and  1893,  the  enthusiasm  of  the  students,  the  apparent  de- 
mand for  an  enlarged  and  well-equipped  Normal  School,  in- 
duced the  Normal  School  Commission  to  appear  to  the  Legis- 
lature of  1893  for  an  appropriation  to  remodel,  equip,  and 
operate  the  State  Normal  School.  The  Legislature,  however, 
took  no  action  in  the  matter  and  the  Normal  School  Commis- 
sion was  again  left  with  limited  means  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  creating  the  school. 

A  meeting  of  the  State  Normal  School  Commission  was 
held  in  Atlanta  to  take  into  consideration  the  work  of  the 
School  for  the  summer  of  1894. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Commission  stated  that  the  Legislature 
had  made  no  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  School  dur- 
ing the  pear  of  1894,  and  that  the  only  money  available  was 
the  interest  on  the  George  R.  Gilmer  fund. 

After  some  discussion,  the  Commission  decided  to  open  the 
college  for  a  month  during  the  summer  of  1894,  and  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  was  passed: 

"Resolved,  That  the  State  Normal  School  at  Rock  College 
be  opened  for  one  month  during  the  summer  of  1894,  be- 
ginning from  the  17th  day  of  July,  and  that  the  interest  on 
the  Gilmer  fund,  accruing  July  1st,  be  used  for  defraying  the 
expenses  of  the  session. '' 

Another  resolution  was  also  passed  and  was  as  follows: 

"Resolved,  That  the  Normal  School  Commission,  recogniz- 
ing the  generosity  of  the  grand  jury  of  Clarke  county,  the 
City  Council  and  citizens  of  Athens  in  the  aid  they  have 
hitherto  given  the  Normal  School,  and  fully  grateful  for 
their  past  favors,  yet  in  view  of  the  urgent  necessities  of  the 
School,  respectfully  suggest  to  the  grand  jury  that  an  appro- 
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priation  for  the  year  1894  would  greatly  aid  in  continuing 
the  prosperity  and  insuring  the  success  of  the  Normal  School." 

''Resolved,  That  Dr.  William  E.  Boggs,  Professor  David 
Barrow,  Jr.,  be  requested  to  present  this  resolution  to  the 
next  session  of  the  grand  jury.'' 

The  grand  jury  received  the  resolutions,  and  in  their  pre- 
sentments made  an  appropriation  of  $750.00  to  the  State 
Normal  School,  provided  a  session  of  eight  weeks  was  held. 
This  provision  was  cheerfully  agreed  to  by  the  Commission, 
and  the  day  of  -opening  of  the  Normal  School  for  1894  was 
changed  from  July  17th  to  July  5th. 

The  State  Normal  School  enrolled  175  students  during  the 
summer  of  1894.  Fifty-one  counties  were  represented  in  this 
student  body. 

The  success  of  the  summer  session  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Lawton  B.  Evans  made  a  permanent  Normal  School  a 
necessity  and  the  Legislature  of  1894  gave  financial  assistance 
to  the  School  and  fixed  the  annual  appropriation  at  ten  thou- 
sand dollars. 

It  was  peculiarly  fitting  that  Captain  S.  D.  Bradwell  was 
chosen  at  the  first  president  of  the  State  Normal  School,  after 
it  was  permanently  established.  Probably  no  man  had  done 
more  for  the  teachers  of  the  State,  and  no  one  understood 
their  needs  better,  or  sympathized  with  them  more.  He  was 
possessed  with  a  remarkable  memory  for  names  and  faces, 
and  while  State  School  Commissioner,  he  probably  knew  more 
men  in  Georgia  than  any  other  man.  This  fact  was  an  in- 
valuable aid  to  Captain  Bradwell  in  getting  the  School  es- 
tablished. 

The  school  was  opened  April  17,  1895.  The  17th  of  April 
was  observed  as  Founder's  Day  for  many  years  in  the  school 
and  appropriate  exercises  were  conducted.  Miss  Mamie 
Mathews,  of  Oglethorpe  county,  was  the  first  student  to  regis- 
ter in  the  school.  The  attendance  during  the  spring  was 
very  small,  but  the  summer  months  brought  a  much  larger 
enrollment. 

Captain  S.  D.  Bradwell  tendered  his  resignation  as  President 
of  the  School  at  a  meeting  of  the  Commission  held  March  7, 
1901.    Mr.  E.  C.  Branson  was  elected  to  succeed  Captain  Brad- 
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well.  Captain  Bradwell  had  been  President  since  the  per- 
manent organization  of  this  institution  in  1895.  During  the 
short  period  of  six  years,  under  his  administration  the  School 
was  organized  and  had  grown  to  su'^h  an  extent  thac  the 
annual  enrollment  was  well  above  six  hundred. 

In  1912  President  E.  C.  Branson  resigned  to  accept  the  head 
of  the  department  of  Rural  Economics  and  Sociology,  and 
Mr.  Jere  M  .Pound  was  elected  President. 

On  January  1,  1932,  the  control  of  the  Georgia  State  Teach- 
ers College  along  with  that  of  the  other  branches  of  the  Uni- 
versity passed  by  legislative  enactment  from  a  separate  board 
of  trustees  to  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  System 
of  Georgia. 

1.  Gilmer  HaJl. 

This  building  was  erected  in  1860  by  the  University  of 
Georgia  and  was  donated  to  the  State  Normal  School  in  1891. 
At  first  the  Normal  School  was  completely  housed  in  this  one 
building,  but  it  is  now  used  exclusively  as  a  dormitory.  It 
was  named  for  Governor  Gilmer,  as  the  income  from  a  fund 
left  by  his  will  was  used  to  help  found  the  State  Normal 
School. 

2.  Bradwell  Hall. 

In  1896  this  building  was  completed  as  a  two-story  structure 
and  the  third  floor  was  added  in  the  following  year,  and  was 
made  possible  through  subscriptions  by  the  teachers  in  the 
school.  At  first,  part  of  the  lower  floor  was  used  as  a  din- 
ing hall  and  the  other  part  of  the  building  was  used  as  a 
dormitory  for  young  men.  It  is  used  entirely  now  as  a  girls' 
dormitory.    It  was  named  for  the  first  president  of  the  school. 

3.  Auditoriuin. 

In  1898  from  appropriations  of  that  year,  the  commission 
authorized  the  erection  of  this  building.  It  is  two  stories  high, 
with  an  auditorium  on  the  first  floor  and  class-rooms  above. 
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4.  Winnie  Davis  Memorial  Hall. 

The  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy  planned  this  building 
to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  Winnie  Davis,  daughter  of  Jef- 
ferson Davis  and  it  was  through  their  effort  that  this  hall 
was  built.  It  was  completed  in  1902  and  is  used  as  a  dormi< 
tory.  Rooms  are  secured  in  this  building  by  applying  to  the 
various  Chapters  of  the  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy  for 
rooms  therein.  Such  appointments  must  be  filed  with  the 
President  of  the  College  not  later  than  August  15th. 

5.  Muscogee  Elementary  Training  School. 

George  Foster  Peabody  gave  the  money  to  build  and  equip 
this  building  and  it  was  completed  in  1902.  A  well  organized 
school  of  seven  grades  is  carried  on  in  this  building  to  give 
the  Senior  class  practice  in  teaching  before  they  are  allowed 
to  graduate.  The  building  was  so  named  because  Muscogee 
is  Mr.  Peabody's  native  county. 

6.  Smith  Building. 

This  building  was  completed  in  1906.  It  was  made  possible 
through  gifts  by  James  M,  Smith,  George  Foster  Peabody,  the 
State,  Faculty,  and  a  number  of  small  contributions.  It  con- 
tains classrooms  and  the  administrative  offices,  and  was  named 
for  the  late  James  M.  Smith. 

7.  Dining  Hall. 

The  dining  hall  was  also  completed  in  1906.  The  first  floor 
of  this  building  is  used  as  a  dining  hall,  while  the  second  floor 
is  known  as  Senior  Hall  and  is  used  as  a  dormitory. 

8.  Carnegie  Library. 

This  building  was  given  by  Andrew  Carnegie  to  the  State 
Normal  School  and  is,  of  course,  used  as  a  library.  It  con- 
tains about  ten  thousand  volumes,  and  was  erected  in  1910. 

9.  The  Rural  School. 

This  is  a  modern  one-room  rural  school  building  on  the 
campus  to  give  the  Seniors  practice  in  teaching  in  a  country 
school.    The  building  is  well  lighted  and  heated  and  complete 
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in  every  detail.  The  children  come  from  the  country,  thus 
making  it  a  rural  school  from  every  point  of  view.  It  was 
built  in  1911. 

10.  Dairy  Barn. 

The  structure  is  of  concrete,  modern  and  sanitary  in  every 
way,  with  a  large  silo  made  at  one  end.  It  was  built  in  1914 
and  is  large  enough  to  accommodate  seventy  cows.  The  school 
farm  is  located  on  the  Oconee  river,  three  miles  from  town. 
This  farm  was  purchased,  equipped,  and  is  operated  without 
a  cent  from  the  State. 

11.  Infirmary. 

The  infirmary  was  built  in  1916  as  a  result  of  the  efforts 
of  the  Elijah  Clarke  Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution,  although  the  funds  were  furnished  by  this  Chap- 
ter in  cooperation  with  the  General  Assembly. 

12.  Practice  Home. 

This  building  was  used  as  an  infirmary  until  the  new  one 
was  built  in  1916.  It  was  converted  into  the  practice  home 
where  the  students  get  practice  in  home  making,  thus  putting 
into  practice  things  studied  in  the  classroom. 

13.  MHler  HaU. 

With  an  appropriation  from  the  State  this  dormitory  was 
completed  in  1917.  This  is  a  two-story  structure  and  is  mod- 
ern in  every  respect.  It  is  named  in  honor  of  Mr.  B.  S. 
Miller,  formerly  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

14.  Pound  Auditorium. 

This  building  was  also  finished  in  1917,  as  an  appropriation 
amounting  to  $100,000  from  the  State  was  sufficient  to  build 
Miller  Hall  and  the  Pound  Auditorium.  It  has  an  auditorium 
that  will  seat  2,500  people,  as  well  as  a  number  of  class- 
rooms and  offices.  This  auditorium  is  named  for  the  President 
of  the  School. 

15.  Cobb  Home. 

This  property  was  bought  in  1929  from  the  Cobb  estate. 
It  is  located  on  Oglethorpe  avenue  and  it  will  accommodate 
about  20  students. 
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General  Regulations 


Admission  Requirements 

1.  Age — ^Any  person  who  is  fifteen  (15)  years  of  age  may 
enter  the  Georgia  State  Teachers  College  at  the  beginning  of 
the  Fall  Term  or  at  any  suitable  time  during  the  school  year, 
provided  she  has  met  other  entrance  requirements. 

2.  Good  Moral  Cliaracter — Every  student  will  be  required 
to  hand  to  the  President  a  letter  of  recommendation  from 
some  responsible  person  in  the  home  neighborhood. 

3.  Good  Health — All  applicants  should  be  in  good  health. 
Teeth  and  eyes  should  be  looked  after  before  coming  to  school. 
All  students  are  subjected  to  a  rigid  physical  examination  on 
arrival  and  all  defects  noted  are  watched  and  the  student  is 
advised  how  they  may  best  be  removed.  Applicants  should 
be  vaccinated  before  coming  to  school. 

4.  Methods  of  Admission — Students  may  be  admitted  to  the 
College  in  two  ways:  (a)  By  proper  certificate  from  an  ac- 
credited high  school  or  college;  and  (b)  by  examination. 

5.  Credentials — Transcripts  of  work  done  must  be  signed  by 
the  proper  authorities  and  sent  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Col- 
lege before  the  opening  of  school. 

6.  Forfeiture — All  students  not  present  when  classes  begin 
forfeit  their  admission. 

APPLICATION  FOR  ADMISSION 

Application  for  admission  to  the  College  must  be  made  in 
writing  on  a  special  form  of  application.  New  applications 
must  be  made  each  year  by  all  students.  For  several  years 
it  has  been  impossible  for  the  College  to  accept  all  applica- 
tions received.  Therefore,  it  is  advisable  for  those  desiring 
admission  to  file  application  in  the  office  of  the  President  as 
promptly  as  possible.  Preference  will  be  given  to  well  pre- 
pared students  in  the  order  in  which  the  applications  are  re- 
ceived. 
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Registration 

Admission  to  the  College  is  complete  when  the  student's 
name  has  been  properly  registered  in  the  following  manner: 
(1)  The  student  presents  his  acceptance  card;  (2)  fills  out  a 
registration  card;  (3)  pays  fees  at  the  Business  Manager's 
office;  (4)  secures  room  assignment  from  the  Dean;  (5)  and 
a  class  card  from  the  Committee  on  Classification. 

Room  Assignment 

Rooms  are  not  assigned  to  new  students  until  the  opening 
of  school  in  the  fall,  except  in  Winnie  Davis  Memorial  Hall. 
These  are  secured  through  various  Chapters  of  the  Daughters 
of  the  Confederacy.  These  appointments  must  be  in  the  of- 
fice of  the  President  of  the  College  by  August  15th.  Stu- 
dents who  arrive  on  the  first  day  of  the  opening  of  school 
have  a  better  chance  of  securing  a  choice  of  rooms. 

Uniforms 

To  promote  economy,  simplicity  and  good  taste  in  dress, 
students  purchase  and  wear  a  uniform  adopted  by  the  College. 
A  leaflet  giving  regulations  and  description  should  be  secured 
from  the  President. 

Conduct 

It  is  expected  that  students  will  make  school  work  their 
first  interest  rather  than  their  recreation,  however  innocent 
and  valuable. 

Students  are  not  permitted  to  be  absent  from  College  except 
for  necessary  causes.  Parents  are  doing  their  child  an  in- 
justice when  they  permit  it. 

Absences  detract  from  both  deportment  and  grades.  Ab» 
sences  just  before  or  just  after  a  holiday  have  an  unusual 
weight. 

This  institution  is  a  vocational  school  and  not  a  reforma- 
tory.  Those  students  who  are  not  able  or  not  willing  to  de- 
port themselves  in  accordance  with  the  restrictions  which  ex- 
perience has  found  necessary,  can  hardly  be  rated  as  promis- 
ing to  be  desirable  members  of  the  teaching  profession,  or 
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worthy  of  recommendation.  Only  students  with  a  serious 
purpose  are  desired,  and  only  such  will  be  permitted  to  re- 
main. Students  in  training  are  supposed  to  be  mature  enough 
to  be  responsible  and  our  dealings  are  with  them,  not  with 
their  parents. 

Grading  and  Reports 

The  grades  of  students  are  based  upon  the  completed  work 
of  a  quarter,  and  are  designated  by  letter  as  stated  below*. 

A.  Signifies  excellent  work,  95-100%.    Quality  points,  3. 

B.  Signifies  superior  work,  85-94%.     Quality  points,  2. 

C.  Signifies  good  work,  75-84%.    Quality  points,  1. 

D.  Signifies  passable  work,  70-74%.    Quality  points,  0. 

E.  Signifies  conditioned  work,  60-69%. 

F.  Signifies  failure  in  work,  or  below  60%.    Repeat. 

For  graduation  a  student  must  earn  at  least  as  many  qual* 
ity  points  as  credit  hours  required. 

Examinations  to  remove  conditions  must  be  taken  within 
nine  (9)  months  from  the  time  such  conditions  have  been 
made.  Two  additional  examinations  are  the  maximum  al* 
lowed  to  any  student,  the  second  to  be  given  only  after  addi- 
tional work  by  the  student  in  preparation  for  the  examina- 
tion. 

Absences  from  classes  just  before  or  just  after  a  holiday 
will  have  unusual  weight. 

•  Absences  from  recitations  for  any  cause  will  detract  from 
the  grades.  However,  deductions  made  for  absences  due  to 
providential  causes  may  be  removed  in  part  by  additional 
work. 

Official  reports  of  students'  grades  are  sent  to  parents  and 
guardians  for  the  work  at  close  of  each  quarter. 
Boarding  Departments. 

All  dormitories  are  steam-heated,  with  toilet  rooms  and 
bath  on  every  floor  abundantly  supplied  with  hot  and  cold 
water.  They  are  comfortable,  pleasant,  and  healthful  homes 
for  the  students.  AU  of  our  dormitories  are  the  equal  of  the 
best  dormitories  in  all  mattters  of  convenience  and  comfort. 
Students  in  each  dormitory  are  under  the  care  of  a  resident 
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matron,  who  looks  after  their  needs  and  comforts.  The  din- 
ing  hall  is  well  equipped. 

Board  in  the  dormitories  includes  room,  table  fare,  heat, 
lights,  and  attendants  for  the  rougher  work. 

Each  student  will  pay  for,  and  look  after  her  own  launder- 
ing, with  the  assistance  of  the  matron  in  charge. 

Student  Equipment 

Each  student  must  bring  a  pillow,  pillow-cases,  bed-clothes, 
(including  at  least  one  white  spread),  towels,  hair-brush  and 
comb,  and  other  personal  toilet  articles;  also  a  bath-robe,  bed- 
room  slippers,  overshoes,  wrap  and  umbrella. 

Each  student  should  bring  also  one  cup  and  saucer,  one  din- 
ner plate,  one  knife,  fork  and  teaspoon,  for  personal  use  in 
the  dormitories,  when  such  things  are  necessary.  It  is  against 
the  rules  for  any  student  to  carry  out  or  borrow  dishes  and 
silver  from  the  dining-room. 

Parents  and  friends  visiting  students  cannot  be  accommo- 
dated in  the  dormitories,  as  there  is  no  room  for  them.  They 
can  secure  board  in  the  city.

Board  for  students  who  do  not  make  the  quarterly  pay- 
ments indicated  above,  will  be  at  the  rate  of  $4.50  per  week, 
$1.00  per  day. 

All  students  entering  before  September  15th,  will  be  charged 
from  date  of  opening  (September  1st).  Those  entering  on 
and  after  September  15th,  will  be  charged  from  the  date  they 
enter  school. 

Pees  for  Non-Resident  Students 

No  tuition  is  paid  by  Georgia  students.  Students  from  out- 
side the  State  are  required  to  pay  $40.00  per  year;  $20.00 
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upon  entrance,  and  $20.00  at  the  beginning  of  the  second 
semester. 

If  advisable  at  any  time  to  raise  or  lower  the  rates  for 
board  or  matriculation  fee,  the  right  to  do  so  is  reserved. 

Money  deposited  on  dormitory  account  will  not  be  refunded. 

Money  deposited  on  personal  account  may  be  withdrawn  at 
any  time.  No  part  of  the  Matriculation  fee  will  be  refunded 
for  any  reason. 

Checks  for  board  or  tuition  should  not  be  made  payable 
to  the  President,  but  to  the  student. 

Students  must  supply  their  own  text-books.  Books  will 
be  furnished  at  publishers'  prices  with  cost  of  handling  added. 
A  second-hand  bookstore  is  also  operated  for  the  benefit  of 
the  students  who  wish  to  buy  or  sell  second-hand  books. 

The  school  has  a  farm  of  215  acres,  which  is  well  equipped 
to  furnish  supplies  for  the  dining-room. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

1.  Only  graduates  of  the  four-year  accredited  high  schools 
of  Georgia  and  other  states  are  admitted  without  examina- 
tions.  Such  students  must  offer  not  fewer  than  fifteen  units. 
Applicants  who  are  not  graduates  of  accredited  high  schools 
must  stand  examinations  in  English,  Mathematics,  History, 
and  either  Science  or  Latin. 

2.  Of  the  fifteen  units  required  for  admission,  the  follow- 
ing are  prescribed: 

English 3       units 

Mathematics    2i/2  units 

History 2       units 

Latin  or  Science 2      units 

Total 91/2  units 

3.  The  remaining  5%  units  may  be  offered  in  any  subject 
accepted  for  graduation  by  an  accredited  high  school,  but 
not  more  than  two  of  these  may  be  offered  in  vocational 
subjects. 

4.  Applicants  for  admission  from  other  colleges  must  send 
in  a  copy  of  their  college  records  when  they  file  their  ap- 
plications for  admission.     Credit  will  be  given  for  all  college 
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courses  from  standardized  institutions  that  are  the  equivalents 
of  those  required  for  graduation  from  the  Georgia  State 
Teachers  College.  Such  credits  may  not  be  accepted  if  more 
than  four  years  old. 

5.  Graduates  of  the  former  two-year  diploma  course,  when 
applying  for  a  degree  shall  have  adjustments  made  in  the 
credits  received  in  the  old  course  in  order  to  conform  to  the 
new  requirements  in  the  degree  courses. 

6.  Applicants  for  a  degree  must  complete  at  least  fifteen 
hours  of  the  last  year's  work  in  residence. 

PROFESSIONAL  REQUIREMENTS 

After  September  1,  1927,  the  professional,  or  Education 
credit  required  for  the  provisional  and  professional  certificate 
of  college,  normal,  or  junior  college  grade  must  be  earned  in 
subjects  listed  below,  and  in  accordance  with  the  following 
scheme : 

1.    For  High  School  Teachers. 

(1)  Required  Courses — From  nine  to  twelve  semester 
hours  must  be  taken  from  the  following  four  courses. 
Two  semester  hours'  credit  is  the  minimum  require- 
ment for  any  course,  and  except  for  "High  School 
Teaching  and  Management,"  three  semester  hours' 
is  the  maximum  credit  allowed  for  one  course. 

a.  History  of  Education:  Two  or  three  semester 
hours. 

b.  Educational  Psychology  or  Principles  of  Educa- 
tion including  the  Psychological:  Two  or  three 
semester  hours.

Two  semester  hours'  credit  is  the  minimum  require- 
ment for  any  course,  and,  except  for  Technique  of 
Teaching  and  Management,  three  semester  hours  is 
the  maximum  credit  allowed  for  one  course.

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ACADEMIC  REQUIREMENTS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  College  Certificates: 

(1)  College  certificates  require  a  bachelor's  degree,  or 
the  requirements  for  a  bachelor's  degree  from  a  stan- 
dard college  requiring  at  least  one  hundred  twenty 
semester  hours  of  college  courses. 

(2)  It  is  recommended  that  not  more  than  thirty  per  cent 
of  the  one  hundred  twenty  semester  hours  should  be 
professional  courses. 

(3)  The  following  are  recommended  to  be  included  in 
courses  other  than  the  professional,  the  hours  assign- 
ed to  each  being  a  minimum  of  semester  hours. 

General  Psychology — Three  semester  hours. 
General  Sociology — Three  semester  hours. 
English — Twelve  semester  hours. 
History  and  Civics — Twelve  semester  hours. 
Natural  Science — Twelve  semester  hours. 
A  preferred  teaching  major  subject  should  be  speci- 
fied and  from  eighteen  to  twenty-four  semester 
hours  taken  in  this  major.     A  second  preferred 
subject,  minor,  should  be  specified  and  from  twelve 
to  twenty-four  hours  taken  in  this  minor. 

2.  Normal  and  Junior  College  Certificates: 

(1)  Normal  certificate  requires  a  two-year  diploma  from 
a  standard  normal  school  or  normal  college  requiring 
for  said  diploma  at  least  sixty  semester  hours  of  col- 
lege courses  with  the  prerequisite  of  fifteen  standard 
high  school  entrance  units.  (Professional  require- 
ment specified  elsewhere). 

(2)  Junior  college  certificates  require  graduation  from  a 
standard  junior  college,  or  completion  of  two  full 
years  of  standard  college  work  in  addition  to  grad- 
uation from  a  four-year  accredited  high  school.  The 
junior  college  diploma,  or  the  college  work  must 
represent  a  miiiimum  of  sixty  semester  hours'  credit 
in  college  courses. 

(3)  It  is  recommended  that  of  the  sixty  semester  hours 
(for  the  normal  or  junior  college  certificate)  at  least 
forty  should  be  in  academic  courses  other  than  pro- 
fessional ones.  As  prerequisite  to  most  of  the  pro- 
fessional courses,  three  semester  hours  in  General 
Psychology  and  three  semester  hours  of  General 
Sociology  are  recommended. 
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Curricula 


The  following  curricula  are  offered  in  order  to  assist  stu- 
dents in  electing  courses  containing  closely  related  subjects. 
When  a  curriculum  has  been  elected,  it  is  advisable  to  con- 
tinue it,  as  a  change  to  another  course  will  involve  a  loss  of 
credits.  Students  should  observe  the  sequence  of  courses  as 
outlined  and  give  careful  attention  to  course  prerequisites. 
Variation  from  this  order  should  be  made  only  on  recommen- 
dation of  the  head  of  the  department  concerned  and  with  the 
approval  of  the  Classification  Committee.  When  it  is  neces- 
sary for  students  in  the  upper  classes  to  select  subjects  from 
lower  classes,  credits  in  Freshman  and  Sophomore  courses 
carried  by  Juniors  or  Seniors  may  be  allowed  only  in  case 
an  A  or  B  grade  is  made  and  with  the  consent  of  the  depart- 
ment concerned. 

These  curricula  have  been  carefully  prepared  by  the  dif- 
ferent departments  with  the  purpose  of  preparing  teachers 
for  the  grades  in  elementary  schools  and  departments  in  high 
schools.  Thorough  instruction  and  training  in  at  least  two 
of  the  fundamental  school  subjects  are  offered  in  each  course, 
and  along  with  these  such  other  subjects  as  will  contribute 
best  to  the  teaching  of  the  two  major  subjects.  Applicants 
for  graduation  should  offer  at  least  nine  hours  of  a  major 
subject  and  six  hours  in  each  of  two  minor  subjects,  these  sub- 
jects to  be  elected  at  the  time  of  registration  and  with  the 
advice  of  the  department  in  which  the  major  subject  is  given. 

On  completion  of  the  first  two  years  of  any  of  these  courses 
a  student  may  receive  a  Provisional  Normal  Certificate  from 
the  State  Department  of  Education,  enabling  her  to  teach 
in  any  of  the  schools  of  Georgia.  Students  who  find  it  neces- 
sary to  do  this  are  urged  to  return  later  and  complete  the 
four-year  course  leading  to  the  Bachelor's  degree.  Upon 
graduation  from  the  College,  students  receive  the  College  Cer- 
tificate described  on  Page  21  from  the  State  Department  of 
Education. 
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VOCATIONAL  EDUCATION  UNDER  THE  SMITH-HUGHES 

LAW 

The  school  is  one  of  the  institutions  designated  by  the  Fed- 
eral Government  for  the  training  of  teachers  of  Vocational 
Home  Economics  under  the  provision  of  the  Smith-Hughes 
Act.  Household  Arts  Seniors  do  their  practice  teaching  in 
the  Academy's  Vocational  Home  Economcis  classes.  The 
Academy  also  has  classes  in  Vocational  Agriculture.

Art  1,  2.    Art  Stnictiire. 

The  art  structure  course  includes  both  the  study  of  funda- 
mental principles  underlying  all  art,  and  practice  in  creating 
original  compositions  illustrating  the  principles.  The  value 
of  the  art  quality,  and  the  development  of  good  taste  in  order 
to  express  the  art  quality  in  every  day  life,  are  given  consid- 
eration. Three  laboratory  periods  per  week  for  two  quarters 
Credit :  2  hours. 

Art  3.    Applied  Design. 

Applied  design  makes  up  a  large  part  of  the  art  work 
taught  in  the  grades  and  high  school,  and  this  course  is  plan- 
ned to  meet  the  needs  of  those  who  intend  to  teach  applied 
art  in  the  schools.  The  correct  construction  and  appropriate 
decoration  of  simple  articles  are  given.  Block  printing  and 
batik  are  also  included.  Three  laboratory  periods  per  week 
for  one  quarter.     Credit:  1  hour. 

Art  5.    Freehand  Drawing. 

Freehand  drawing  and  painting  in  the  different  mediums 
suitable  for  school  work  are  given  in  each  class,  the  work 
given  being  more  advanced  each  year.  Methods  in  teaching 
the  various  phases  of  art  are  studied  as  the  student  comes  to 
them  in  her  work,  and  art  courses  for  schools  are  given  much 
attention,  so  that  a  student  completing  the  four  year  course 
is  prepared  to  teach  art  in  the  grades  and  high  school.  This  is 
the  first  of  the  freehand  drawing  courses  and  includes  both 
accurate  representation  and  decorative  rendering.  Principles 
of  composition,  rules  of  perspective,  and  theory  of  color  are 
given.  Three  laboratory  periods  per  week  for  two  quarters.

Execution  of  a  series  of  plates  illustrating  the  technique  of 
mechanical  drawing.

Advanced  outdoor  sketching  in  charcoal,  pastellos,  water 
color,  and  pencil.  Figure  compositions.  Woodcuts  and  lin- 
oleum block  cuts.  Decorative  flower  studies.  A  study  of  pub- 
lic schools  curricula  including  these  phases  of  art  work  are 
studied  so  that  the  student  knows  the  standard  of  attainment 
required  for  the  grades.  Three  periods  a  week  for  three  quar- 
ters.   Credit :  3  hours. 

Art  34.    Practice  Teaching  and  Art  Methods. 

Teaching  art  in  the  demonstration  school  under  supervision 
of  an  art  teacher.  A  study  of  art  curricula  for  grades  and 
high  school,  and  methos  in  teaching  art.  Three  periods  for 
two  quarters.     Credit:  2  hours. 

Art  37.    Art  History  and  Appreciation. 

In  this  course  the  student  is  given  an  opportunity  to  study 
principles  of  art  as  they  are  expressed  in  painting,  sculpture, 
architecture,  and  the  minor  arts.  The  development  of  art  and 
the  contributions  of  each  period  to  art  are  studied,  so  that 
an  intelligent  bases  for  judging  and  interpreting  art  form- 
ed. Slides,  photographs,  and  prints  of  the  masterpieces  are 
used  to  illustrate  lectures.  Elective  in  junior  and  senior 
classes.  No  prerequisites.  Three  periods  per  week.  Credit: 
1  hour.

Opportunities  for  Specialization 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  Education  is  granted  to 
the  students  completing  the  requirements  listed  under  Courses 
Offered.  Courses  are  offered  to  prepare  teachers  for  the  posi- 
tions listed  below. 

Primary  Teachers.  Students  who  plan  to  teach  in  the  pri- 
mary grades  should  take,  in  addition  to  the  required  courses, 
Education  3,  11,  34,  35. 

Intermediate  and  Grammar  Grade  Teachers.  Students  who 
plan  to  teach  in  the  intermediate  or  grammar  grades  should 
take,  in  addition  to  the  required  courses.  Education  4,  12,  24, 
25,  26. 

High  School  Teachers.  Students  who  plan  to  teach  in  high 
school  should  be  prepared  to  teach  at  least  two  subjects  in 
addition  to  English.  These  should  take  Education  4,  12,  36, 
37. 

Rural  School  Teachers.  Rural  School  Supervisors.  Stu- 
dents who  plan  to  teach  or  supervise  in  rural  schools  should 
take  Education  3,  11,  27,  28,  29,  34,  35. 

Principals  and  Supervisors.  Students  who  plan  to  become 
principals  or  supervisors  should  take  Education  24,  25,  26, 
31,  32,  33. 

1.     General  Psychology. 

An  introductory  course  providing  a  brief  survey  of  the  gen- 
eral field  of  modern  psychology.  Laboratory.  Required  of 
all  Freshmen.  Three  hours  per  week.  One  quarter.  Credit: 
1  hour.    Miss  Zeigler.    Fee,  $1.00. 
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2.  Principles  ocf  Teaching  in  the  Primaxy  Grades. 

This  course  is  intended  to  carry  on  the  general  work  in 
principles  of  teaching,  as  specifically  applied  to  the  first  four 
grades.  Topics  relating  to  equipment,  books,  games,  materials, 
activities  and  methods  wdll  be  taken  up.  Special  emphasis  is 
placed  upon  the  teaching  of  reading.  Observation  of  individual 
children  and  classes  will  be  carried  on  under  supervision  as  a 
part  of  the  course.  Prerequisite :  Education  1  and  2.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit :  1  hour.  Freshmen. 
Misses  Cowen  and  Young.     Fee,  $1.00. 

3.  Principles  of  Teaching  in  the  Primary  Grades. 

Continuation  of  Education  2.  This  quarter  will  be  devoted 
especially  to  primary  projects  and  methods  for  spelling,  pen- 
manship, arithmetic,  nature  study  and  stories.  Observation 
will  be  carried  on  under  supervision.     Prerequisite :  Education 

I,  2,  3.     Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.     Credit:  1  hour. 
Freshmen.     Misses  Cowen  and  Young. 

4.  Principles  of  Teaching  in  the  Elementary  Grades. 

An'  intensive  study  is  made  of  the  problems  met  in  direct- 
ing pupil  activities  in  the  intermediate  grades.  The  following 
subjects  are  taken  up :  Reading,  Literature,  Oral  and  Written 
Composition,  Spelling  and  Arithmetic.  Provision  is  made  for 
observation  and  report  of  demonstration  lessons  in  the  labora- 
tory schools.  Prerequisite:  Education  1  and  2.  Three  hours 
per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Freshmen.  Misses 
Cowen  and  Young. 

5.  Principles  of  Teaching  in  the  Elementary  Grades. 

Continuation  of  Education  4.  This  quarter  will  be  devoted 
to  a  study  of  the  direction  of  pupil  activity  in  the  subjects  of 
penmanship,  elementary  science  and  the  social  sciencees.  Ob- 
servation in  the  training  school  provided.  Prerequisite :  Edu- 
cation 1,  2,  and  4.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit : 
1  hour.    Freshmen.    Misses  Cowen  and  Young. 

II.  Practice  Teaching  and  Observation. 

Students  are  required  to  do  practice  teaching  throughout 
the  year  in  the  various  grades  of  the  Training  School  and  the 
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Rural  School  under  the  supervision  and  ^idance  of  the  De- 
partment of  Education  and  the  Principal  of  the  Training  School, 
with  the  sympathetic  and  constructive  criticism  of  skilled  critic 
teachers.  Before  teaching,  detailed  lesson  plans  are  prepared 
and  submitted  for  criticism.  Prerequisite :  Education  IC,  2C, 
3C,  4C.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour. 
Elective.     Sophomore.     Critic  Teachers. 

12.  Method  of  Teaching  Through  Problems  and  Projects. 

This  course  is  offered  to  meet  the  growing  demand  for  crea- 
tive activities  in  the  schoolroom  based  on  real  life  situations. 
The  value  of  the  project  and  the  problem  as  a  basis  for  the 
organization  of  subject  matter  and  the  application  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  this  method  to  concrete  situations  will  be  sought. 
Some  history  of  the  present  day  trend  toward  new  methods 
and  their  significance  will  be  considered.  One  quarter.  Credit : 
1  hour.     Sophomore.     Misses  Cowen  and  Young. 

13.  Psychology  of  Childhood. 

A  study  of  some  of  the  major  topics  of  physical  and  mental 
growth  of  child  from  birth  to  adolescence.  Emphasis  is  placed 
on  the  application  of  modern  science  in  training  and  educating 
children.  Observation  and  case  work.  Prerequisite :  Educa- 
tion 1,  2,  and  3,  11  or  4,  12.  Three  hours  per  w^eek,  one 
quarter.    Credit:  1  hour.     Miss  Zeigler. 

14.  Psychology  and  Treatment  of  Exceptional  Children. 

A  study  of  the  children  who  deviate  from  the  usual  and  an 
analysis  of  tjq^es  of  adjustment.  Case  work.  Prerequisite: 
Education  1,  13.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit: 
1  hour.     Sophomore.     Miss  Zeigler. 

15.  History  of  Education  to  1800. 

A  study  of  the  educational  ideals,  practices  and  tendencies 
of  the  past,  the  great  educational  reformers  and  the  principles 
derived  from  them.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit:  1  hour.  Sophomore,  and  second  year  certificate.  Mr. 
Mallory,  Mr.  Ritchie. 
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16.  History  of  Modem  Education. 

The  origin  and  development  of  modern  educational  theory 
and  practice  with  especial  reference  to  education  in  the  South. 
Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Sopho- 
more and  second  year  certificate.     Mr.  Mallory,  Mr.  Ritchie. 

17.  School  and  Class  Management. 

This  course  undertakes  to  prepare  the  student  to  understand 
the  various  problems  which  will  arise  in  connection  with  the 
school,  other  than  instruction.  It  deals  with  routine,  daily 
program,  attendance,  hygienic  conditions,  discipline,  incentives, 
coercives,  records  and  grading  and  the  teacher's  relations  to 
school  officers  and  the  community.  Three  hours  per  week,  one 
quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Sophomore  and  second  year  cer- 
tificate.   Mr.  Mallory,  Mr.  Ritchie. 

21.  Educational  Psychology.    Part  1. 

A  general  survey  of  the  major  topics  in  the  field  with  special 
emphasis  on  the  process  of  learning.  Laboratory.  Prerequi- 
site: Education  1,  13,  14.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit:  1  hour.     Junior.     Fee,  $1.50.     Miss  Young. 

22.  Educational  Psychology.    Part  2. 

Deals  with  intellectual  conditions  which  aid  in  the  mastery 
of  school  subjects,  and  an  appreciation  of  the  principles  which 
underlie  successful  guidance  of  learning.  Laboratory.  Pre- 
requisite: Education  21.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit:  1  hour.    Junior.     Miss  Young. 

23.  Tests  and  Measurements. 

This  course  is  planned  to  give  a  working  knowledge  of  the 
more  important  standard  tests  for  measuring  the  ability  and 
achievement  of  elementary  and  high  school  children.  Practice 
in  administering  tests  and  interpreting  results  will  be  an  im- 
portant part  of  this  course.  Laboratory.  Fee,  $1.00.  Prere- 
quisite: Education  1,  13,  14.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quar- 
ter.    Credit :  1  hour.     Junior.     Mr.  Ritchie. 
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24.  The  Junior  High  School. 

A  survey  of  the  Junior  High  School  Movement  mth  em,- 
phasis  upon  adjustment,  of  curriculum  and  method  to  adoles- 
cent need.  Prerequisite :  Education  1,  13,  14,  15,  16,  17.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Junior,  Senior. 
Mr.  Mallory. 

25.  Public  School  Curriculum. 

An  intensive  study  of  the  curricular  of  the  Elementary  and 
Junior  High  Schools  as  they  are  related  to  social  conditions 
and  needs,  including:  the  historical  development  of  the  course 
of  study,  and  basic  principles  for  the  selection,  grading  and 
organization  of  public  school  subjects.  Curricula  from  dif- 
ferent sections  of  the  United  States  are  compared.  Prere- 
quisite: Education  1,  13,  14,  15,  16,  17.  Three  hours  per 
week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Junior  or  Senior.  Mr. 
Mallory. 

26.  Extra-Curricular  Activities. 

This  course  will  treat  the  following  topics:  (1)  The  Place  of 
extra-curricular  activities  in  the  school;  (2)  Main  forms  of 
such  activities  as  Language  Clubs,  Athletic  Associations,  Lit- 
erary Societies,  Class  Organizations,  and  Chapel  participation; 
(3)  Methods  of  conducting  programs,  sources  of  material  and 
illustrations  from  prominent  schools.  Prerequisite:  Education 
1,  13,  14,  15,  16,  17.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit:  1  hour.     Junior  or  Senior.     Mr.  Mallory. 

27.  Rural'  Life  and  Education. 

Study  will  be  made  of  rural  life  problems  and  the  school  in 
relation  to  the  social  and  economic  factors  that  dominate  rural 
life.  Attention  will  be  given  to  the  small  country  school,  the 
advantages  and  problems  of  consolidated  schools,  and  the  teacher 
and  her  relation  to  the  community  life.  Prerequisite :  Educa- 
tion 1,  13,  14,  15,  16,  17.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit:  1  hour.    Junior  or  Senior.     Mr.  Ritchie. 

28.  Rural  School  Problems. 

A  study  of  the  rural  school  and  its  problems.  The  curricu- 
lum, the  daily  program,  the  function  of  the  teacher,  attendance. 
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lunches,  play,  study,  etc.  Prerequisite:  Education  1,  13,  14, 
15,  16.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quartefr-.  Credit:  1  hour. 
Junior  or  Senior.     Mr.  Ritchie. 

29.  Rural  and  Consolidated  Administration  and  Supervision. 

This  course  plans  to  prepare  rural  supervisors  and  super- 
vising principals.  It  will  deal  with  the  rural  and  consolidated 
school  methods  of  supervision,  criticism,  and  improvement  of 
instruction,  standards  for  judging  the  efficiency  and  sugges- 
tions  for  improving  rural  schools.  Prerequisite :  Education  1, 
13,  14,  15,  16.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit. 
1  hour.    Junior  or  Senior.     Mr.  Ritchie. 

30.  The  Parent-Tea,cher  Movement.    Educational  Aspects. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  teacher  a  broader  under- 
standing of  the  parent-teacher  movement,  and  to  enable  her 
to  cooperate  with  parent-teacher  association  work,  thereby 
promoting  the  finer  relationship  between  the  school  and  the 
home.  The  outline  of  the  course  is  as  follows:  (1)  The  funda- 
mental significance  of  the  parent-teacher  movement  and  its 
place  in  education;  (2)  The  organization  and  conduct  of  the 
various  types  of  parent-teacher  associations;  (3)  Programs 
making  for  parent-teacher  associations.  Three  hours  per  week, 
one  quarter.     Credit :  1  hour.     Mrs.  Broach. 

31.  City,  State  and  County  School  Administration. 

This  is  a  study  of  the  principles  underlying  an  efficient  state 
school  system,  both  city  and  county,  with  special  reference  to 
the  present  and  future  needs  of  Georgia.  Prerequisite:  Edu- 
cation 15,  16,  21,  22.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter. 
Credit:  1  hour.     Senior.     Mr.  Ritchie. 

32.  School  Supervision. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  the  preparation  of  supervisors 
and  supervising  principals.  It  considers  the  problems  of  the 
superintendent  and  principal  in  relation  to  attendance,  organ- 
ization, classification,  marking  systems,  promotion  plans,  ac- 
celeration, retardation,  elimination  of  pupils,  records  and  re- 
ports.    It  will  consider  the  function  of  the  supervisor,  methods 
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of  supervision  and  effective  devices  used  by  supervisors.  Pre- 
requisite: Educttl'Mi  15,  16,  21,  22.  Three  hours  per  week, 
one  quarter.    Credit:  1  hour.    Senior.    Mr.  Ritchie. 

33.  Psychology  and  Adolescence. 

A  careful  study  of  the  experimental  evidence  in  the  guidance 
and  training  of  the  adolescent  and  the  application  to  problems 
of  adjustment.  Prerequisite :  Education  21.  Three  hours  per 
week,  one  quarter.     Credit :  1  hour.    Senior.    Miss  Zeigler. 

34.  Primary  Methods,  Advanced, 

This  course  is  designed  ■'"o  give  a  thorough  survey  of  the 
primary  grades  as  influenced  by  modem  educational  theory, 
by  recent  experiments  and  by  special  studies  in  subject  mat- 
ter. The  work  will  be  carried  on  from  the  point  of  view  of 
the  supervisor.  Observation.  Prerequisite:  Education  1,  2,  3, 
11,  21.     Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.     Credit:  1  hour. 

35.  Primary  Supervision. 

This  course  wiU  consider  the  best  modern  thought  on  pri- 
mary supervision,  and  attempt  to  formulate  a  technique  by 
which  primary  supervisors  and  principals  can  make  helpful, 
constructive  contributions.  Prerequisite:  Education  34.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Senior.  Miss 
Young. 

36.  Secondary  Education. 

A  survey  of  the  objectives,  curricula,  and  general  technique 
of  secondary  education.  It  is  designed  to  give  an  intensive 
study  of  the  problems  in  modern  high  school  procedure.  It 
will  involve  the  psychology  of  high  school  subjects,  types  les- 
sons and  practical  work.  Prerequisite:  Education  1,  2,  4,  12, 
21.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour. 
Senior.     Mr.  Ritchie. 

37.  General  Methods  of  Teaching  in  High  Schools. 

Problems  involved  in  the  presentation  of  special  subjects  in 
the  high  school,  emphasis  being  placed  upon  pupil  adjustment 
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and  directed  study.     Prerequisite:  Education  36.     Three  hours 
per  week,  one  quarter.     Credit:  1  hour.     Senior.     Mr.  Ritchie. 

38.    Practice  Teaching. 

Practice  teaching  in  major  teaching  subject  in  high  school 
or  teaching  and  supervision  in  primary  or  elementary  schools. 
Prerequisite:  Education  21,  34  or  36.  Three  hours  per  week, 
two  quarters.  Credit:  2  hours.  Senior.  Critic  Teachers. 
Heads  of  Major  Departments. 
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Training  School

The  Training  School  consists  of  three  distinct  departments. 
It  includes  the  Academy,  which  consists  of  a  junior  depart- 
ment comprising  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades,  and  a  senior 
department  comprising  the  ninth,  tenth  and  eleventh  grades 
The  elementary  department  consists  of  the  first  six  grades. 
The  Thomas  Dozier  school  consists  of  seven  grades,  which 
represents  the  work  of  a  one-teacher  school. 

In  the  Academy  the  work  is  done  on  the  departmental  plan, 
each  supervising  teacher  having  charge  of  all  the  classes  in  her 
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subject  or  subjects.  In  the  elementary  department  the  work 
of  each  grade  is  in  charge  of  one  supervising  teacher,  assisted 
by  departmental  teachers  in  music,  physical  education  and  home 
economics.  In  the  Thomas  Dozier  school  one  teacher  is  in 
charge  of  the  seven  grades,  assisted  by  the  departmental  teach- 
ers in  music  and  home  economics.  These  three  laboratories 
serve  the  three  purposes  of  practice,  demonstration  and  ex- 
perimental teaching  for  the  College. 

Students  attending  the  elementary  department  and  the 
seventh  grade  of  the  Academy  pay  a  small  fee  and  books  are 
furnished  free  of  charge.  Two  Clarke  county  schools  have 
recently  been  consolidated  with  the  Training  School  and  the 
county  pays  fees  and  furnishes  transportation  for  these  stu- 
dents. No  fees  are  charged  for  attending  the  Thomas  Dozier 
school  as  it  is  a  county  school  and  is  financed  jointly  by  the 
College  and  the  county. 

Sophomores  who  are  unable  to  continue  Junior  work  may 
elect  one  hour  of  practice  teaching,  for  which  they  are  given 
one  hour  of  elective  credit.  Seniors  are  required  to  do  two 
hours  of  actual  teaching  and  one-half  hour  of  observation  and 
participation  teaching,  which  must  total  the  ninety  hours  re- 
quired by  the  American  and  Southern  Associations  of  Colleges. 
Seniors  may  elect  the  department  in  which  they  wish  to  teach 
and  for  their  w^ork  at  first,  until  they  show  a  certain  degree  of 
proficiency,  must  make  detailed  lesson  plans  which  must  be 
submitted  to  the  supervisor  in  advance  of  teaching.  Super- 
visors and  student  teachers  have  weekly,  and,  when  necessary, 
daily  conference  periods. 
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The  Academy 


1.  Entrance  Requirements. 

The  Academy  is  an  accredited  high  school,  Class  I.,  there- 
fore, applicants  for  Grades  Seven  and  Eight  must  present  pro- 
motion certificates  from  schools  last  attended  before  they  can 
be  classified.  Applicants  for  other  grades  must  present  all 
previous  high  school  credits,  and  if  they  are  not  from  an  ac- 
credited school  must  stand  examinations  before  being  classified. 
The  Academy  is  accredited  by  both  the  Georgia  Association 
and  the   Southern. 

2.  Credits. 

Courses  run  throughout  the  year.  Promotion  is  made  at 
end  of  year  only.  Minimum  requirements  for  graduation,  16 
units  from  unit  studies.  For  promotion  in  any  subject  a 
pupil  must  make  an  average  of  70.  No  credit  is  given  for 
less  than  two  years  of  foreign  language.  Adjustments  of 
credits  offered  by  students  entering  from  other  schools  will 
be  made  by  the  Academy  faculty. 

Full  reports  are  sent  out  for  parents'  inspection,  quarterly. 
Unsatisfactory  reports  are  sent  out  bi-quarterly. 

3.  Fees. 

Since  this  is  the  Clarke  County  High  School,  all  entrance 
fees  for  Clarke  county  children,  excepting  those  from  the 
City  of  Athens,  are  paid  by  the  County  Board.  All  pupils 
from  other  counties  and  pupils  from  the  City  of  Athens  must 
pay  an  entrance  fee,  $10.00,  payable  upon  entrance.  In  ad- 
dition to  this  fee,  boarding  students  must  pay  $5.00  for  li- 
brary and  infirmary  fees.  No  books  are  furnished  in  thei 
high  school  department. 

4.  Uniform. 

Only  boarding  students  are  required  to  wear  the  College; 
uniform.

To  be  taken  with  the  regular  Freshman 
sections.  Three  hours  a  week,  three  quarters.  Credit :  3 
hours.     Miss  Dumas  or  Miss  Law. 

IS.    Methods  of  Teaching  Elementary  English. 

This  course  is  given  in  the  Summer  School  and  by  corres- 
pondence. It  is  a  three  hour  course  with  Freshman  credit. 
Credit  is  also  given  by  the  State  Department  in  its  required 
course.  A  text  on  methods  of  teaching  English  is  used  as 
a  guide,  and  type  lessons  from  the  texts  adopted  by  the 
State  are  given.  Summer  School,  six  weeks;  Credit:  3  hours. 
Mr.  Brown. 

1.    Composition  and  Rhetoric. 

A  course  in  practical  composition  exercises  and  College 
Rhetoric  with  the  purpose  of  eliminating  bad  habits  in  the 
essentials  of  composition,  spelling,  diction,  sentence  and  para- 
graph structure,  coordination  and  arrangement  of  thoughts. 
Required  of  all  Freshmen.  The  last  quarter  is  devoted  to  an 
introduction  to  the  study  of  literature.  Three  hours  a  week, 
three  quarters.  Credit:  3  hours.  Misses  Law  and  Dumas  and 
Mr.  Brown. 

15C.    Fundamentals  of  Speech. 

Requireed  of  all  Sophomores  in  the  Certificate  course.  Three 
hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.  The  aim  of  the  course 
is  to  correct  all  defects  in  the  students'  speech,  to  improve 
the  voice,  and  to  develop  an  easy  and  convincing  manner  of 
speaking  and  reading.  Three  hours  a  week,  three  quarters. 
Credit:  3  hours.     Miss  Vance.

11.    English  Literature. 

A  surv^ey  course  of  three  important  periods  in  English  lit- 
erature. First  quarter,  Early  English  and  Renaissance  lit- 
erature; second  quarter,  Elizabethian  and  Puritan  periods; 
third  quarter,  Restoration  and  Romantic  periods.  Reqiiired 
of  all  Sophomores.  Three  hours  a  week,  three  quarters.  Credit : 
3  hours.    Mr.  Brown,  Miss  Law  and  Miss  Dumas. 

lis.    American  Literature. 

This  course  is  given  in  the  Summer  School  and  by  corres- 
pondence. It  is  a  survey  of  the  whole  field  of  American  lit- 
erature, its  purpose  being  to  give  the  teacherS  in  the  public 
school  a  knowledge  of  American  authors  and  their  master- 
pieces from  Colonial  times  to  the  present.  Sophomore  credit 
toward  a  Teacher's  certificate  or  a  college  degree  is  given. 
Credit:  3  hours. 

15.    Fundamentals  of  Speech. 

Required  of  all  Sophomores  who  elect  the  English  Curricu- 
lum. The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  correct  defects  in  spoken 
English,  both  as  to  grammatical  construction  and  diction,  to 
improve  the  voice,  to  teach  the  elements  of  phonetics,  and  to 
develop  an  easy  and  convincing  manner  of  speaking  and  read- 
ing. Three  hours  a  week,  three  quarters.  Credit:  3  hours. 
Miss  Vance. 

21,  22,  23.    The  Development  of  the  Drama ;  Shakespeare ;  The 
Contemporary  Drama. 

Required  of  all  Juniors  who  elect  the  English  Curriculum. 
The  whole  year  is  spent  in  a  study  of  the  development  of  the 
drama  from  early  Greek  times  to  the  present.  Plays  from 
Greek,  Roman,  French,  English,  and  American  literature  are 
studied  in  class,  and  parallel  readings  in  the  dramatic  pro- 
ductions of  other  modern  nations  are  given.  Three  hours  a 
week,  three  quarters.     Credit:    3  hours.     Miss  Paul. 

25.    Interpretation  of  Literature. 

Required  of  all  Juniors  electing  English.  Course  15  is  a 
prerequisite.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  teach  effective 
interpretation  of  the  printed  page,  but  some  attention  is  also 
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given  to  platform  manner.     Three  hours  a  week,  three  quart- 
ers.    Credit:  3  hours.     Misses  Paul  and  Vance. 

26S.    The  Novel. 

This  course  is  given  in  the  Summer  School  and  by  corres- 
pondence. It  covers  the  history  of  the  novel's  development 
from  the  eighteenth  century  to  the  present.  Representative 
novels  from  each  period  are  read  by  the  student  and  a  de- 
tailed report  made  to  the  instructor  on  each  novel.  Two 
texts  on  the  English  and  the  American  novel  are  studied  in 
conjunction  with  the  reading.     Credit:  3  hours. 

31.    Victoriaja  and  Contemporary  Literature. 

This  is  a  survey  course  in  English  and  American  litera- 
ture beginning  with  Tennyson  and  Browning  and  tracing  the 
movements  in  these  two  literatures  through  the  Victorian  era 
to  the  works  of  living  authors.  The  course  is  required  of  all 
Seniors  who  elect  the  English  Curriculum.  Three  hours  a 
week,  three  quarters.     Credit:  3  hours.     Mr.  Brown. 

35.    Dramatic  Production. 

Required  of  all  Seniors  electing  English.  !  Prerequisites: 
Courses  15  and  25.  The  theory  and  practice  of  the  action 
and  production  of  plays.  The  work  is  carried  on  by  lectures 
and  laboratorj^  Three  hours  a  week,  three  quarters.  Credit: 
3  hours.     Misses  Paul  and  Vance.

11.  Climate  and  Natural  Vegetation. 

The  study  of  climate  on  the  earth  is  based  on  three  divisions; 
viz.  the  Low  Latitudes,  the  Middle  Latitudes  and  the  Hig-h 
Latitudes.  For  detailed  examination  fourteen  sub-divisions  are 
made  into  such  types  as  the  Rainy  Low  latitude  type  of  climate, 
etc.  Several  lessons  are  conducted  on  the  causes  of  weather 
as  well  as  the  means  for  predicting  weather  conditions.  The 
students  have  available  the  United  States  Weather  Bureau  in- 
struments to  aid  them  in  making  observations.  Three  hours 
per  week,  first  teerm.     Sophomore.     Credit:  1  hour. 

12.  Land  Forms. 

In  this  course  the  four  major  land  forms  will  be  taken  up 
in  detail  as  well  as  eight  minor  land  forms.  In  addition  to 
the  mountains,  plains,  hills  and  plateaus,  the  following  minor 
land  forms  will  be  carefully  considered:  Flooded  alluvial 
plains,  well-drained  alluvial  plains,  piedmont  plains,  coastal 
plains,  ice-scoured  plains,  plains  of  glacial  cut-wash,  lacustrine 
plains  and  plaines  having  residual  soils.  Emphasis  will  be 
placed  on  the  relation  of  these  land  forms  to  the  economic 
development  of  the  various  regions.  Three  hours  per  week, 
second  term.     Sophomore.     Credit:  1  hour. 

13.  The  Oceans  and  Their  Coasts. 

The  coast  lines  of  countries  and  the  effect  of  these  on  the 
commercial  development  of  a  particular  region  will  be  among 
the  topics  discussed  in  this  course.  Detailed  studies  will  be 
made  of  harbours  and  their  efficiency  in  handling  foreign  trade 
as  well  as  the  general  requirements  for  a  good  harbour.  The 
hinterland  and  its  relationship  to  large  ports  and  general 
oceanic  conditions  as  they  effect  lanes  of  traffic  are  also  im- 
portant  details  in  such  work.     The   inter-national   data  line. 
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trade  winds  and  ocean  currents  will  also  be  studied.     Three 
periods  per  week,  third  term.     Credit:  1  hour. 

21.  Economic  Geography  of  the  United  States. 

The  agricultural  and  industrial  product  of  the  United  States 
will  constitute  the  principal  material  for  this  course.  The 
agricultural  regions  and  the  reason  for  their  development  will 
be  matters  of  primary  concern.  The  conservation  of  various 
natural  resources,  such  as  forests,  coal,  etc,  as  well  as  the 
animal  industries  of  this  country  will  be  included  among  these 
studies.  Three  hours  per  w^eek,  the  first  term.  Junior.  Credit : 
1  hour. 

22.  Middle  and  South  America. 

Mexico,  the  Carribbean  Lands  and  South  Ameria  w^U  con- 
stitute the  regions  to  be  included  in  the  course  of  study  for 
the  second  term.  It  is  a  continuation  of  the  course  described 
above  and  deals  very  largely  with  the  products  of  the  regions 
under  consideration.  The  relation  of  the  environment  to  the 
products  is  a  matter  of  considerable  importance  in  this  field. 
Three  hours  per  week,  the  second  term.  Junior.  Credit:  1 
hour. 

23.  Europe,  Asia  and  Africa. 

The  products  of  the  eastern  hemisphere  is  here  studied  in 
many  respects  as  outlined  in  the  preceeding  courses.  The  re- 
lation of  rainfall,  temperature,  the  races  and  land  forms  to 
the  products  of  a  region  are  always  problems  of  vital  interest ; 
and  the  effect  of  these  on  the  manners,  customs,  habits  and 
manners  of  a  people  must  of  necessity  be  included  in  an 
adequate  course  dealing  with  the  economic  geography  of  a 
country.  Three  hours  per  week,  third  term.  Junior.  Credit : 
1  hour. 

31.    North  America. 

a.  The  North  Atlantic  region  will  be  studied  during  the 
first  term.  A  careful  study  will  be  made  of  the  rainfall  and 
the  temperature  of  the  section  of  the  country  in  order  to 
show  the  relation  of  certain  natural  conditions  to  the  oc- 
cupations of  a  people,  as  well  as  the  relation  of  natural  re- 
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sources  and  general  geographic  conditions  on  the  economic 
development  of  a  region.  Three  hours  per  week,  first  tenn. 
Senior.     Credit:  1  hour. 

b.  The  Southern  region  of  the  United  States  will  be  included 
in  this  course.  It  is  a  continuation  of  the  work  described  above. 
It  will  of  course  deal  with  the  geographic  conditions  peculiar 
to  this  section  of  the  country  and  it  points  out  the  relation 
of  social  and  economic  conditions  to  topography  and  the  climate 
of  this  section  of  the  country.  Three  hours  per  week,  second 
term.     Senior.     Credit:  1  hour. 

c.  Canada  and  the  Western  section  of  the  United  States 
is  the  part  of  North  America  that  will  be  studied  in  this  course. 
The  topics  of  special  importance  in  dealing  with  these  regions 
are  the  effect  of  a  lack  of  rainfall  on  general  economic  develop- 
ment and  the  economic  consequences  of  temperature.  It  treats 
of  the  adjustment  the  people  have  made  to  fit  themselves  with 
the  greatest  possible  advantage  into  their  natural  environment. 
Three  hours  per  week,  third  term.     Senior.     Credit:  1  hour. 

32.    Methods  in  Geography. 

The  various  modem  methods  of  teaching  geography  will  be 
considered  in  this  course.  Correlation,  problems,  projects  and 
lesson  assignments  are  some  subjects  that  will  be  discussed  in 
a  detailed  manner.  One  hour  per  week,  third  term.  Senior. 
Credit:  1  hour. 

23.    Landscape  Gardening. 

In  this  course  a  study  will  be  made  of  the  selection  of  flowers, 
shrubs  and  trees  suitable  for  different  types  of  homes  and 
school  buildings.  The  proper  arrangement  and  grouping  of 
the  plants  will  be  emphasized.  Rural  school  grounds  will  be 
taken  up  in  detail.  Drawings  of  school  and  home  grounds  will 
be  required.  Three  hours  per  week,  winter  and  spring  term. 
Junior.     Credit:  2  hours. 
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Health 


MISS  DRAKE 


1.    Principles  of  Health  Education. 

An  introductory  course  which  presents  the  principles  of 
healthy  living,  and  application  of  these  principles  to  indi- 
vidual and  community  health.  One  hour  a  week  throughout 
the  year.  Freshman  and  first  year  of  two-year  Certificate 
Course.    Required. 

10.    Health  Methods. 

This  course  deals  with  the  program  of  Health  Education 
from  the  standpoint  of  the  teacher.  It  includes  a  study  of 
problems  and  actual  class-room  procedure  in  each  of  the 
grades  including  the  High  School.  Three  hours  a  w^eek  for 
one  quarter.  Sophomores  and  second  year  of  two-year  Cer- 
tificate Course.     Required. 

21.    Health  Projects. 

Projects,  in  the  first  quarter,  are  studied  and  analyzed. 
The  winter  quarter  is  given  over  to  the  study  of  the  tools  of 
health,  text-book  analysis,  and  the  gathering  of  health  ma- 
terials. The  knowledge  gained  in  the  first  two  quarters  is 
used  in  the  last  quarter  in  planning  and  executing  projects 
according  to  group  and  individual  needs.  Three  hours  a  week 
throughout  the  year.  Junior  and  Senior  elective.  Credit:  3 
hours.

1.  Modern  Europe,  1500-1815.    Fall  Quarter. 

A  survey  course  including  a  study  of  those  phases  of  the 
later  medieval  period  which  vitally  affected  the  development 
of  the  nations  of  western  Europe;  the  development  of  im- 
portant nations;  the  Reformation  with  its  results  upon  both 
Catholic  and  Protestant  churches;  the  new  spirit  of  education 
and  missionary  zeal;  the  beginning  of  the  expansion  of  Euro- 
pean nations  to  other  continents  and  the  growth  of  colonial 
empire ;  national  and  colonial  rivalries  in  the  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  centuries;  the  growth  of  democratic  ideas  of  gov- 
ernment; causes  leading  to  the  French  Revolution;  and  the 
Napoleonic  era.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit : 
1  hour. 

2.  Modern  Europe,  1815-1914.    Winter  Quarter. 

A  continution  of  History  1.  The  course  begins  with  a 
study  of  the  Congress  of  Vienna  and  its  attempt  to  restore 
Europe  to  what  it  was  before  the  French  Revolution.  It  in- 
cludes a  study  of  the  new  balance  of  power;  the  continued 
growth  of  demoeracy;  the  social  and  political  results  of  the 
industrial  revolution ;  the  new  spirit  of  radical  socialism ;  the 
conflict  between  the  old  and  the  new  ideas  of  science  and  re- 
ligion; the  continued  growth  of  political  democracy;  the  rise 
of  Russia,  Prussia,  and  Italy  as  important  national  states; 
renewed  colonial  expansion  and  the  national  rivalries  that  re- 
sulted from  it ;  the  Balkans  and  their  problems ;  the  breakup 
of  the  balance  of  power  and  the  formation  of  new  alliances. 
Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.    Credit :  1  hour. 

3.  Europe  Since  1914.    Spring  Quarter. 

A  continuation  of  History  2.  The  course  begins  with  a  re- 
view of  the  international  situation  on  tlie  eve  of  the  World 
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War.  It  includes  such  topics  as  the  Russian  Revolution;  the 
Versailles  Conference ;  the  post-war  situation  in  the  Balkan 
countries;  the  fortunes  of  the  newly  created  European  states; 
the  League  of  Nations;  the  World  Court;  danger  zones  in 
the  world  today.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit : 
1  hour. 

11.  American  History,  ITOaiSOO.    Fall  Quarter. 

A  survey  course  beginning  with  the  social  and  economic 
conditions  at  the  close  of  the  first  century  of  colonization  and 
including  a  study  of  the  types  of  colonial  governments;  rela- 
tions with  the  mother  country;  the  development  of  self  gov- 
ernment ;  the  conquest  of  French  North  America ;  new  schemes 
of  imperial  control;  causes  of  the  Revolution;  the  progress 
of  the  struggle;  foreign  relations;  peace;  efforts  to  form  a 
permanent  government ;  establishing  the  new  government ;  and 
foreign  relations  under  Washington  and  Adams.  Three  hours 
per  week,  one  quarter.     Credit :  1  hour. 

12.  Americaji  History,  18004865.    Winter  Quarter. 

A  continuation  of  History  11.  The  course  includes  a  study 
of  the  revival  of  democracy  under  Jefferson's  leadership;  for- 
eign complications  leading  into  the  War  of  1812 ;  reconstruc- 
tion; consolidation  of  the  new  west;  the  tariff  controversy; 
financial  readjustments;  the  removal  of  the  Indians  beyond 
the  Mississippi;  westward  expansion  and  Jacksonian  democ- 
racy; states  rights  and  the  slave  controversy;  secession,  war, 
and  emancipation.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit : 
1  hour. 

13.  American  History,  1865-1928.    Spring  Term. 

A  continuation  of  History  12.  The  course  deals  with  the 
problems  of  reconstruction;  radical  ideas  in  Congress;  the 
negro  problem  in  the  South;  the  rebuilding  of  political  parties; 
railroad  and  commercial  expansion ;  the  new  era  of  industrial 
consolidation;  the  growth  of  organized  labor  and  regulating 
legislation ;  the  agrarian  movement ;  the  rise  of  the  United 
States  to  a  position  as  a  world  power;  the  World  War  and 
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problems  growing  out  of  it. 
ter.    Credit :  1  hour. 


21. 


Three  hours  per  week,  one  quar- 


History  of  England  to  the  end  of  the  Angevin  Dynasty 
(1399). 

This  course  is  designed  to  lay  a  foundation  for  a  study  of 
England  in  the  modern  period.  The  institutions  and  civiliza- 
tions of  the  Celtic,  Roman,  Anglo-Saxon,  Norman  and  Angevin 
periods  are  studied  from  the  social,  economic  and  political 
viewpoints.  Especial  emphasis  is  placed  upon  constitutional 
developments  under  the  Angevins. 

22.  History  of  England  (1399-1763). 

The  Lancastrian,  Yorkist,  Tudor,  Stuart  and  early  Han- 
overian periods  are  treated  in  this  course.  The  continental 
developments  paralleling  these  periods  are  kept  constantly  in 
mind.  The  social  and  economic  phases  of  English  life,  the  rise 
of  English  nationalism  and  prestige,  and  the  struggle  for  con- 
stitutional government  share  equally  in  emphasis. 

23.  History  of  England  (1763-1930). 

Emphasis  in  this  course  is  laid  upon  England  as  a  world 
power.  Chronologically  the  course  doubles  back  into  Course 
22  in  order  to  co-ordinate  the  developments  of  the  Empire  in 
the  eighteenth,  nineteenth  and  twentieth  centuries.  Current 
literature  is  used  to  develop  topics  connected  with  recent  de- 
velopments within  the  Empire. 

There  is  a  prerequisite  of  one  year  of  history  for  either 
Junior  or  Senior  history. 

During  1932-1933  it  is  planned  to  compress  History  21-23 
into  a  two  term  course  in  order  that  the  spring  term  may  be 
devoted  to  a  study  of  Georgia  History. 

31.    The  American  Revolution.    Fall  Quarter. 

The  course  will  include  a  careful  study  of  the  relationships 
— governmental,  economic,  social,  and  political — existing  be- 
tween the  American  colonies  and  the  British  government; 
the  development  of  self  government;  judicial  procedure  and 
judicial  disallowance  of  colonial  legislation;  commercial  legis- 
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lation  affecting  the  colonies ;  colonial  and  British  ideas  of  rep- 
resentation; the  development  of  a  revolutionary  party;  and 
the  immediate  causes  of  the  war.  Special  attention  will  be 
given  to  the  part  played  by  the  South  in  the  revolutionary 
movement.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1 
hour. 

32.  Secession  ajid  Reconstniction.    Winter  Quarter. 

The  course  deals  with  the  social,  economic,  and  political  sit- 
uation in  the  South  just  before  and  immediately  after  the  War 
Between  the  States.  Special  attention  is  given  to  such  topics 
as  the  compromise  of  1850 ;  the  operation  of  the  Fugitive  Slave 
Law ;  the  repeal  of  the  Missouri  Compromise ;  the  effect  of  the 
slavery  agitation  upon  political  parties;  the  Dred  Scott  De- 
cision; the  election  of  I860;  Secession;  Emancipation;  Prob- 
lems of  reconstruction ;  the  conflict  between  the  executive  and 
congress;  and  the  resumption  of  white  supremacy  in  the  gov- 
ernments of  Southern  states.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quar- 
ter.   Credit:  1  hour. 

33.  Recent  American  History.    Spring  Quarter. 

An  advanced  course  dealing  with  present  day  problems  and 
policies  of  national  importance.  Each  problem  will  be  studied 
in  the  light  of  its  historical  development.  Among  problems 
studied  will  be  those  growing  out  of  the  national  system  of 
taxation;  the  relationship  of  capital  to  labor  and  of  govern- 
ment to  business;  the  agrarian  situation;  problems  due  to 
foreign  complications;  problems  connected  with  the  develop- 
ment and  the  government  of  our  dependencies;  and  problems 
of  reclamation  and  conservation.  Three  hours  per  week,  one 
quarter.    Credit :  1  hour. 

34.  The  Revolutionajryr  Era  in  Europe,  1763-1815.  Fall  Quarter. 

A  survey  study  is  made  of  the  intellectual  movement  of  the 
eighteenth  century ;  of  the  reforming  work  of  various  benevo- 
lent despots;  of  the  international  situation  on  the  eve  of  the 
French  Revolution;  and  of  factors  contributing  to  the  decay 
of  the  French  Monarchy,  and  attempts  at  reform.  The  course 
includes  a  study  of  the  revolution  from  1789  to  1799 ;  the  organ- 
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ization  of  France  under  Napoleon,  and  the  character  of  the 
Napoleonic  Empire ;  the  work  of  the  Vienna  Congress ;  the  ma- 
chinery  set  up  for  rendering  permanent  the  settlements  arrived 
at  and  for  maintaining  the  future  peace  of  Europe.  The  Indus- 
trial Revolution  as  a  factor  making  for  the  ultimate  triumph 
of  the  principles  of  the  Revolution  is  emphasized.  Three  hours 
per  week.    Credit :  1  hour. 

35.  Europe  From  1870  to  1918.    Winter  Quarter. 

The  course  begins  with  a  rapid  review  of  the  major  develop- 
ments in  European  history  between  1815  and  1870.  It  deals 
with  the  political  parties  and  the  national  and  international 
problems  of  the  leading  nations  since  1870.  Special  attention 
is  given  to  the  system  of  secret  alliances,  the  development  of 
nationalism,  economic  imperialism,  and  militarism  as  under- 
lying causes  of  the  World  War.  Three  hours  per  week. 
Credit :  1  hour. 

36.  Contemporary  World  History.     Spring  Quarter. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  the  reorganization  of  Europe 
after  the  World  War.  Post-war  developments  are  traced  and 
national  and  world  problems  are  considered  in  their  historic 
settings.  Problems  of  vital  concern  to  American  national  in- 
terest and  economic  welfare  are  emphasized.  A  written  re- 
port dealing  with  some  current  problem  of  major  importance 
is  required  of  each  person  taking  the  course.  Three  hours 
per  week.     Credit:  1  hour. 
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Household  Arts 


MISS    BAIRD,   MRS.    BLAIR,    MRS.    BROACH,    MISS    HICKS, 
MRS.  MOON,  MISS  RAMPLEY,  MISS  SULLIVAN. 


The  Household  Arts  Curriculuniy  designed  primarily  to  pre- 
pare teachers  under  the  Smith-Hughes  Act,  is  for  those  who 
desire  to  teach  Home  Economics.  It  also  provides  courses 
for  those  preparing  for  the  work  of  hospital  dietitians,  lunch 
room  workers,  etc.,  for  homemaking. 

Some  of  the  regular  courses  as  well  as  special  courses  are 
open  to  students  majoring  in  other  subjects. 

Fees  to  cover  cost  of  materials  are  required  in  all  laboratory 
courses. 

A  Home  Management  House  affords  opportunity  for  six 
weeks  residents  for  Senior  students. 

FOODS  AND  NUTRITION 
3.    Principles  of  Cookery. 

The  source,  nutritive  value,  selection  and  preparation  of 
typical  foods  used  in  the  home  and  in  the  teaching  of  ele- 
mentary cooking.  This  course  is  prerequisite  for  the  other 
cookery  courses.  One  hour  and  two  laboratory  periods  per 
week,  18  weeks.     Credit:  II/2  hours.    Mrs.  Moon. 

12.    Home  Cookiiig  aJid  Serving. 

Planning,  preparing  and  serving  meals  for  family  groups. 
Efficiency  in  planning,  buying  and  working,  sanitation,  artis- 
tic garnishng  and  serving  are  emphasized.

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32.    Advanced  Cookery. 

This  course  consists  of  units  in  cookery  to  include  experi- 
mental study  of  commonly  accepted  cookery  principles  and 
processes;  complex  combinations  of  foods;  planning,  purchas- 
ing, preparing  and  serving  large  group  meals  including  school 
lunches,  school  banquets,  afternoon  teas  and  receptions, 
demonstrations  in  cookery  for  school  and  commercial  purposes. 
Three  laboratory  periods  per  week,  two  quarters.  Credit:  2 
hours.  Prerequisites:  Nutrition  and  Dietetics,  Home  Cooking 
and  Serving.    Miss  Baird. 

15.    Nutrition  and  Health. 

A  study  of  the  basis  of  food  selection;  the  essentials  of  an 
adequate  diet;  the  value  of  various  foods  in  terms  of  the 
nutrients  they  supply;  the  importance  of  each  nutrient  in 
the  nutrition  of  the  body;  the  nutritive  requirements  of  peo- 
ple of  different  ages  and  under  different  conditions  of  health 
and  activity.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  knowledge 
and  practice  of  the  science  of  nutrition  as  a  means  of  pro- 
moting optimal  health  and  eft'ective  living.  Three  hours  per 
week,  one  quarter.     Credit:  1  hours.    Mrs.  Broach. 

23.    Nutrition. 

This  course  is  a  study,  by  lecture  and  laboratory  experi- 
ments, of  the  function  and  wate  of  the  common  food  materials 
in  tthe  human  body.  Junior.  One  hour  and  two  laboratory 
periods  per  week,  18  weeks.  Credit:  1%  hours.  Prerequi- 
sites: Inorganic,  Organic  and  Food  Chemistry,  Physiology. 
Miss  Sullivan. 

34.  -Dietetics. 

This  course  ffords  opportunity  for  advanced  study  of  the 
requirements  of  the  individul  throughout  infncy,  childhood, 
adolescence,  adult  life,  and  old  age,  in  the  light  of  scientific 
investigation  and  knowledge  of  chemistry  and  physiology. 
Eenergy  values  of  food,  the  nutritive  properties  of  proteins, 
fats,  carbohydrates,  ash  constituents,  vitamins,  and  internal 
secretions  are  studied  in  relation  to  positive  health.  Typical 
diataries  are  planned  for  the  varying  needs  of  individuals 
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and  groups  under  different  conditions  of  age,  health  and 
activity,  especial  stress  being  laid  upon  the  needs  of  the 
school  child.  Four  hours  per  week,  18  weeks.  Credit:  1% 
hours.     Mrs.  Broach. 

36.    Readings  in  Nutrition. 

A  study  of  recent  investigations  and  reports  of  research 
in  the  field  of  nutrition.  Senior.  Elective.  Three  hours 
per  week,  one  quarter.    Credit :  1  hour.    Mrs.  Broach. 

34.  Marketing. 

A  study  of  production,  distribution  and  storage  of  food  sup 
plies  to  guide  in  the   purchase   of  food.     Elective.     Senior. 
Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.     Credit:  1  hour.     Mrs. 
Moon. 

35.  Institutional  Management. 

Organization,  administration,  equipment  and  accounting  for 
various  types  of  institutions.  Observations  are  made  in  hos- 
pitals, hotels,  restaurants,  tea  rooms  ,and  schools.  Practice 
in  the  college  dining  room.  Senior.  Elective.  Three  hours 
per  week,  one  quarter.     Credit:  1  hour.    Miss  Baird. 

TEXTILES  AND  CLOTHING 
3.    Elementary  Clothing. 

This  course  includes  the  fundamentals  of  the  selection,  pur- 
chase, design,  construction  and  care  of  clothing  suitable  for 
college  girls.  Drafted  and  commercial  patterns  are  used. 
Good  technique  and  high  standards  of  workmanship  are 
stressed.  Three  laboratory  periods  per  week,  18  weeks.  Cred- 
it:  iy2  hours.    Miss  Hicks. 

27.    Textiles. 

This  course  comprises  enough  of  the  history  and  develop- 
ment of  textile  industries  and  historic  textiles  to  give  a  back- 
ground for  understanding  and  appreciation.  Emphasis  is 
placed  on  interpretation  of  new  developments  in  the  textile 
industries  as  they  now  relate  to  the  scientific,  sociological  and 
economic  interests  and  on  practical  information  which  will 
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help  the  student  in  judging,  purchsing  and.  care  of  textiles 
from  the  standpoint  of  appearance,  wearing  quality,  prices 
and  uses.  Correlation  of  subject  matter  with  other  clothing 
subjects  is  made.  Two  recitations  and  one  laboratory  period 
per  week,  one  term.     Credit :  1  hour.    Miss  Hicks. 

13.    Intermediate  Clothing. 

Pattern  construction  and  alternation  with  application  in  silk 
and  wool  problems.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  choice,  care 
and  cost  of  materials  and  suitable  accessories,  including  selec^ 
tion,  care  and  construction  of  simple  hats.  Teaching  methods 
are  included.  Three  laboratory  periods  per  week,  18  weeks. 
Credit :  1%  hours.    Mrs.  Blair. 

21.  Costume  Design. 

A  survey  of  the  sources  of  influence  on  design,  both  his- 
toric and  present  day.  A  study  of  design  from  the  stand- 
point of  personality,  corrective  dress,  and  the  ensemble.  A 
development  of  initiative,  creative,  individuality  and  self  ex- 
pression through  problems  involving  the  use  of  the  principles 
of  composition,  line,  dark  and  light,  and  color  harmony  as 
related  to  clothing.  Six  hours  per  week,  18  weeks.  Credit: 
1%  hours.    Mrs.  Blair 

22.  Advanced  Clothing. 

This  course  includes  problems  in  draping  and  modeling 
original  designs,  through  the  medium  of  tissue  paper,  practice 
material  and  usitable  materials  for  draping.  The  final  prob- 
lem is  an  afternoon  or  evening  dress.  Emphasis  is  placed  on 
good  taste  and  appropriateness  in  dress.  Six  hours  per  week, 
18  weeks.     Credit:  1%  hours.    Mrs.  Blair. 

40.    Clothing  Survey. 

A  survey  of  the  subject  matter  relating  to  the  field  of 
clothing  and  textiles,  with  special  emphasis  on  the  professional 
phases.  Elective.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit : 
1  hour.    Mrs.  Blair. 
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HOME  MANAGEMENT 
33.    Home  Management. 

A  study  of  the  problems  of  the  house ;  selection,  cost,  care 
of  equipment  and  furnishings  with  emphasis  on  the  applica- 
tion of  scientific  methods  to  housekeeping  processes.  Senior. 
Three  hours  per  week,  one  term.  Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequi- 
sites: Home  Cooking  and  Serving;  Nutrition  and  Dietetics. 
Mrs.  Moon. 

31.    Family  Relations. 

A  study  of  the  function  of  the  home,  responsibility  of  each 
individual  to  the  home,  the  position  of  children  in  the  home, 
the  economics  independence  of  women,  the  social  need  for 
parent  education,  elements  that  contribute  to  the  stability  of 
the  home  and  the  character  building  of  the  individual.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  term.    Credit:  1  hour.    Mrs.  Moon. 

37.    Home  Administration. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  study  the  adjustment  of 
the  hbme  to  the  changed  social  and  economic  conditions 
through  an  analysis  of  the  administration  and  financial  prob- 
lems; the  use  of  mechanicla  devices  from  the  standpoint  of 
cost,  time,  and  energy;  the  part  played  by  social  and  recrea- 
tional activities.  Each  student  is  expected  to  work  out  an 
original  problem.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  term.  Credit: 
1  hour.    Mrs.  Moon. 

39.    Home  Management  House. 

Six  weeks  residence  in  the  Home  Management  House  is  re- 
quired of  all  Household  Arts  Seniors.  Students  assume  all 
the  responsibility  of  managing  and  caring  for  the  home  and 
apply  the  principles  that  have  been  given  in  preceding  courses. 
Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisites:  Home  Cooking  and  Serving, 
Nutrition  and  Dietetics,  Home  Management.    Mrs.  Moon. 

CHILD  DEVELOPMENT 

41.    Hygiene  of  Childhood. 

This  course  is  designed  to  orient  the  student  with  first- 
hand knowledge  of  the  child  in  all  of  his  relationships.  Studies 
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are  made  of  the  anatomy  and  physiology  of  the  child ;  normal 
growth  and  development;  nutritional  factors;  growth  dis- 
orders, defects  and  disease;  the  function  of  the  home  and 
school  in  the  nation — wide  constructive  program  for  child 
health.  Practical  phases  of  the  course  include  demonstrations 
of  the  techniques  o  fphysical  examinations ;  experience  in  mak- 
ing vision  and  hearing  tests,  constructing  record  charts  and 
cooperating  with  the  home  and  other  agencies.  Senior.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  term.  Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisites: 
General  and  Child  Psychology.    Mrs.  Broach. 

42.  Hygiene  of  Adolescence. 

Significance  of  the  physical,  mental,  social,  moral  and 
spiritual  changes  in  the  life  of  the  Junior  High  and  High 
School  student.  Inherent  and  environmental  factors  that 
affect  physical  and  mental  growth;  problems  of  sex  educa- 
tion; phases  of  social  hygiene,  group  activities,  boy  and  girl 
relationships,  vocational  interests,  emotional  adjustments  and 
religious  development;  hygenic  methods  of  instruction.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  term.  Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisite: 
Hygiene  of  Childhood.    Mrs.  Broach. 

43.  Parent  Education. 

A  study  of  the  historical  background  of  the  nursery  school 
movement  and  a  critical  examination  of  present  nursery  school 
practices  in  relation  to  the  care  and  guidance  lof  young 
children  in  both  the  nursery  school  and  the  home.  A  survey 
of  adult  education  and  the  relation  of  parent  education  to 
the  general  movement;  the  history  of  the  National  Council 
of  Parent  Education  and  the  development  of  its  policies;  a 
review  of  the  literature  dealing  with  the  changng  family 
group,  parent  education,  and  the  scientific  study  of  children. 
Organization  of  methods  and  materials  for  teaching  child 
development,  care  and  training.  Senior.  Three  hours  per 
week,  one  term.    Credit :  1  hour.    Mrs.  Broach. 
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HOUSEHOLD  ARTS  EDUCATION 

24.  History  and  Development  of  Household  Arts. 

A  survey  of  the  development  of  Home  Economies  in  educa- 
tion to  give  the  students  a  background  for  a  better  under- 
standing of  its  scope  and  promotion  in  order  that  they  may 
better  adjust  Home  Economics  courses  to  the  social  and  eco- 
nomic changes  in  the  home  and  community ;  a  stud  y  of  busi- 
ness and  professional  opportunities  open  to  women  in  the 
fields  of  Home  Economics.    Credit :  X  hour.    Miss  Hicks. 

25.  Teaching  Household  Arts. 

This  course  is  organized  around  the  special  needs  of  the 
home  economics  teacher.  It  includes  problems  of  instruction, 
management,  school  and  community  relationships,  the  course 
of  study,  use  of  text  and  reference  books,  home  economics 
tests  and  scales,  grading.  Three  times  per  week,  one  term. 
Credit:  1  hour.     Miss  Rampley. 

44.  Vocational  Education. 

The  history  and  development  of  vocational  education;  a 
study  of  State  and  Federal  Acts;  qualification  of  teachers; 
courses  of  study  to  meet  community  needs;  text,  reference 
books  and  equipment.  Discussion  of  problems  as  they  arise 
in  student  teaching  of  household  arts  in  vocational  schools. 

One  hour  per  week,  three  terms.  Credit:  1  hour.  Miss 
Rampley. 

HOUSEHOLD  ARTS— GENERAL 

45.  Survey  of  Household  Arts. 

A  brief  survey  of  the  field  of  home  economics  planned  for 
students  who  do  not  major  in  Household  Arts.  It  includes 
units  in  the  selection  and  care  of  clothing  and  textiles;  per- 
sonal hygiene ;  foods  and  nutrition ;  child  care  and  training ; 
woman  and  her  social  relationships;  management  of  income. 
Three  times  a  week  throughout  the  year.  Credit :  3  hours. 
Household  Arts  Staff.

GREEK 

I.  Elementary  Greek. 

A  course  preparatory  to  the  reading  of  the  New  Testament 
in  the  original.  Translation  of  the  Gospel  of  St.  Mark,  and 
selections  from  the  other  New  Testament  writings.  Three 
hours  per  week  throughout  the  year.     Credit:  3  hours. 

II.  Homer. 

The  Iliad  and  Odyssey.  Selections  from  both  poems.  A 
brief  introduction  to  Homeric  Greek.  Study  of  meter.  A  dis- 
cussion of  epic  poetry  in  general,  and  the  influence  of  the 
Homeric  poems  upon  later  literature.  Of  especial  interest  to 
students  of  English  and  to  those  who  are  intending  to  teach 
Vergil.  Prerequisite:  Course  1.  Three  hours  per  week, 
throughout  the  year.     Credit:  3  hours. 

21.    Plato. 

The  Apology  and  Crito,  with  selections  from  other  Socratic 
dialogues.  A  study  of  the  thought  movements  of  the  period, 
of  the  Socratic  teaching,  and  its  relation  to  later  systems  of 
philosophy.  Prerequisite :  Course  11.  Three  hours  per  week, 
throughout  the  year.     Credit:  3  hours. 

31.    Greek  Drama. 

Sophocles'  Antigone,  Aeschylus'  Agamemmon,  and  Euripides' 
Alcestis.  Study  of  the  various  meters.  Supplementary  read- 
ing in  translation  of  other  Greek  plays.  A  consideration  of 
the  development  of  Greek  drama,  and  its  bearing  upon  mod- 
ern dramatic  art.  Prerequisite:  Course  21.  Three  hours  per 
week,  throughout  the  year.     Credit:  3  hours. 
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LATIN 
1.    Selections  from  Livy  and  Horace. 

Supplementary  reading  on  the  history  of  Rome,  manners 
and  customs  of  the  early  Romans.  Review  of  grammar  and 
syntax.  Sight  translations.  Three  hours  per  week,  through- 
out the  year.     Freshman.     Credit:  3  hours.     Miss  Sprout. 

11  and  12.    Terence  and  Plautius. 

Study  of  meters.  Advanced  grammar.  Readings  from  early 
dramatic  writers.  A  consideration  of  the  sources  of  Roman 
literature  and  its  development.  Three  hours  per  week,  through- 
out the  year.     Sophomore.     Credit:  3  hours.     Miss  Sprout. 

21,  22,  23.    Sallust,  Tacitus  and  Some  of  Pliny's  Letters. 

The  first  half  of  the  year  is  devoted  to  reading  Sallust 's 
Cataline  and  part  of  the  Jugurthine  war.  The  last  half-year 
is  spent  upon  Tacitus  and  Pliny's  Letters.  Outside  reading 
upon  these  writers  and  the  condition  of  Rome  at  that  time, 
three  hours  per  week,  throughout  the  year.  Junior.  Credit: 
3  hours.    Missi  Sprout. 

31  and  32.    Juvenal  and  Lucretius. 

In  connection  with  the  study  of  Juvenal's  Satires,  reading 
is  required  on  the  period  including  the  rule  of  Trajan  and 
Hadrian.  A  study  of  the  social  life  of  Rome,  especially  its 
moral  standards  and  religion,  as  contained  in  the  Satires. 
Emphasis  is  laid  also  upon  biography  and  geography.  In  the 
reading  of  Lucretius'  D©  Rerum  Natura,  difficult  passages  are 
stressed,  and  obscurities  explained.  A  discussion  of  Lucre- 
tius' theories  and  the  different  schools  of  philosophy  of  that 
period.

The  courses  in  Oratory  are  designed  to  develop  students  in 
the  Speech  Arts  with  special  training  for  teachers  of  Read- 
ing, Literature,  Dramatization,  Oral  English. 

The  methods  employed  overcome  the  effects  of  repression, 
stimulate  free  endeavor,  increase  "the  joy  of  working"  and 
develop  creative  power.  Students  are  trained  in  story  tell- 
ing, dramatic  personations,  oral  composition,  platform  read- 
ing  and  literary  interpretation.  Each  student  is  trained  in 
thinking  before  an  audience,  and  to  express  her  thoughts  and 
emotions  through  her  own  individuality.  This  results  in  a 
natural  style,  cultivates  and  refines  literary  taste,  strengthens 
the  imagination  and  develops  personal  power.  Students  will 
find  this  study  invaluable  in  teaching. 

A  fee  of  $8.00  per  month  will  be  charged  all  students  of 
the  Oratory  Department. 

Repertoire. 

A  series  of  studio-recitals  and  public  recitals  are  the  culmi- 
nation of  the  work  of  small  recital  groups,  private  lessons  and 
weekly  programs  in  which  a  variety  of  platform  material  is 
presented  before  both  student  and  public  audiences.  Students 
of  this  department  have  numerous  invitations  to  appear  be- 
fore civic,  religious  and  cultured  audiences  of  Athens.  One 
hour  per  week.

Speech  Arts. 

An  introductory  course  in  technique  of  Interpretation,  Dra- 
matic Training,  Public  Speaking;  Pantomime,  Gesture,  and 
the  Dialects  are  studieed  as  mediums  of  expression.  Two  hours 
per  week.    Freshman. 

Vocal  Technique. 

The  aim  of  this  study  is  to  give  students  a  thorough  drill 
in  the  principles  which  govern  vocal  and  bodily  developments. 
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In  order  to  produce  strong,  brilliant  and  expressive  voices, 
much  emphasis  is  placed  on  the  study  of  speech  formation, 
pronunciation,  breath  control,  resonance,  flexibility,  power,  and 
tone  language.

Continuation  of  work  started  in  the  previous  year.  Consid- 
erable time  is  given  to  games  and  dances  suitable  for  elei- 
mentary  and  grammar  grades  and  a  fund  of  material  for 
teaching  purposes  is  collected.

The  work  of  this  department  includes,  in  addition  to  the 
regular  gymnastics,  careful  instruction  in  outdoor  games  and 
sports.  A  well  equipped  athletic  field  is  provided  for  the  use 
of  the  students.  A  number  of  Field  Days  are  given  during 
each  year,  and  the  victorious  class  is  awarded  the  possession 
of  a  beautiful  loving  cup.

Music  Teachers,  the  Georgia  State  Teachers  College  has  added 
a  Special  Normal  Course,  the  object  of  which  is  to  fit  th,e 
student   (at  very  little  cost)   to  teach  Instrumental  Music. 

Students  are  not  only  required  to  be  acquainted  with  the 
representative  works  of  the  best  composers,  but  must  study 
the  theory  of  music,  harmony,  history  and  pedagogy,  and  be 
able  to  analyze  and  criticize  a  musical  composition  intelligent- 

The  standard  has  been  raised,  the  course  carefully  planned, 
and  the  department  is  well  qualified  to  carry  on  the  work. 
The  advantages  are  equal  to  any  music  school  in  the  South. 

Students  are  graded  and  classified  according  to  their  tech- 
nical skill,  and  their  general  musical  knowledge.  They  are 
required  to  bring  with  them  a  complete  list  of  studies  and 
pieces,  that  they  may  be  given  credit  for  same. 

Especial  attention  is  given  to  ensemble  playing.  The  year 
is  divided  into  four  terms;  nine  weeks  each.  Tuition  payable 
in  advance  at  time  dormitory  fee  is  due.

Prerequisite :  French  1 
or  the  equivalent.  Three  hours  per  week,  throughout  the 
year.  Sophomore.  Credit:  3  hours.  Miss  Strahan  and  Miss 
Hall. 

21.    French. 

Advanced  French.  Extensive  reading  in  and  out  of  the 
class  room.  Explanation  of  texts;  rhetoric,  compositions  and 
essays  in  French;  conversation,  lectures  on  literary  topics. 
Prerequisite:  French  11  or  the  equivalent.  Three  hours  per 
week,  throughout  the  year.

SCIENCE  COURSES  OFFERED  IN  THE  SCIENCE 
CURRICULUM 


1.  Inorganic  Chemistry. 

■  This  is  a  study  of  the  physical  and  chemical  properties  of 
the  common  elements  and  their  compounds  and  the  conditions 
that  control  them.  The  everyday  chemical  experience  of  the 
students  will  be  used  to  aid  in  understanding  details  of  the 
course.  Required  of  freshmen  in  the  science  curriculum.  One 
single  and  two  double  class  periods  per  week,  36  weeks.  Lab- 
oratory fee,  $3.00.     Credit:  3  hours.     Mr.  Elhuff. 

2.  Inorganic  Chemistry. 

For  students  in  other  curricula  who  elect  Inorganic  Chem- 
istry. One  double  and  two  single  periods  per  week.  Labora- 
tory fee,  $3.00.  Credit :  3  hours.  Mr.  Elhuff  and  Miss  Sulli- 
van. 

3.  Inorganic  Chemistry. 

Inorganic  Chemistry  for  household  art  students,  one  triple 
and  three  single  class  periods  per  week,  36  weeks.  Laboratory 
fee,  $3.00.    Credit :  4  hours.    Mr.  Elhuff  and  Miss  Sullivan. 

4.  General  Biology. 

A  study  of  man's  living  environment  including  both  plants 
and  animals  and  also  man  himself.  The  course  will  be  adapt- 
ed to  the  experience  and  ability  level  of  the  students.  Some 
emphasis  will  be  placed  upon  the  development  of  the  physio- 
logical processes  that  are  fundamental  to  psychology.  This 
course  is  intended  for  students  who  wish  to  elect  a  science  in 
the  freshman  year,  but  who  are  not  sufficiently  mature  to  take 
college  chemistry.  Elective  for  freshmen  and  sophomores. 
One  double  and  two  single  class  periods  per  week,  36  weeks. 
Laboratory  fee,  $3.00.    Credit :  9  hours.    Mr.  Elhuff. 
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11.    General  Physics. 

A  study  of  the  physical  laws  of  nature  and  the  devices 
which  man  has  invented  in  order  to  control  and  use  such 
natural  phenomena  as  heat,  light,  sound,  magnetism,  electric- 
ity, and  gravity.  Required  of  sophomores  in  the  science  cur- 
riculum. Elective  for  students  in  other  curricula.  One  dou- 
ble and  two  single  class  periods  per  week,  36  weeks.  Labora- 
tory fee,  $3.00.    Credit :  3  hours.    Mr.  Earnest. 

12(a).    Organic  Chemistry. 

A  study  of  the  compounds  of  carbon,  arranged  according 
to  homolougous  series.  The  alipathic  series  includes  the  paraf- 
fin and  unsaturated  hydrocarbons,  alcohols,  aldehydes,  ketones, 
ethers,  esters,  and  acids.  The  aromatic  series  includes  the 
benzene  group,  nitro  and  amino  derivatives,  diazo  and  related 
compounds,  phenols,  aromatic  alcohols,  aldehydes,  ketones, 
quinones,  and  condensed  nuclei  of  benzene.  Two  hours  reci- 
tation and  one  two  hour  laboratory  period  each  week  for  24 
weeks,  or  two  quarters.  Credit:  3  hours.  Prerequisite:  Inor- 
ganic Chemistry,  4  hours.    Miss  Sullivan. 

A  comprehensive  study  of  the  classes  of  foods,  the  com- 
position and  reactions  of  these  food  materials,  their  nutritive 
value  and  means  of  analysis.  Two  hours  recitation  and  one 
two-hour  laboratory  period  each  week  for  12  weeks,  or  one 
quarter.  Prerequisite :  Science  12.  Credit :  1  hour.  Miss  Sul- 
livan. 

15.  Physiology. 

A  study  of  the  anatomy  and  physiology  of  the  human  body ; 
a  comparative  biological  study  of  the  structure,  function  and 
hygiene  of  the  human  organs  and  systems  concerned  with 
digestion,  circulation,  respiration,  metabolism,  excretion,  ner- 
vous and  muscular  activity,  glandular  secretions,  and  repro- 
duction. Required  of  Household  Arts  students  elective  for 
others.  Three  single  class  periods  per  week,  24  weeks.  Credit : 
3  hours.    Mrs.  Broach. 

16.  Physiological  Chemistry. 

This  course  is  a  study  of  the  fundamental  principles  of 
human  nutrition,  the  chemistry  of  foods,  digestion,  absorption, 
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assimilation,  tissue  composition,  and  excretion.  The  labora- 
tory work  consists  of  experiments  in  food  analysis;  salivary, 
gastric,  pancreatic,  and  intestinal  digestion;  and  respiration. 
Required  of  B.S.  Juniors.  Two  two-hour  laboratory  periods 
and  one  hour  lecture  each  week  for  18  weeks,  or  11/2  quarters. 
Credit:  l^/^  hours.  Prerequisites:  Organic  Chemistry  and 
Physiology.    Fee,  $3.00.    Miss  Sullivan. 

17.    Textile  Chemistry. 

This  course  is  concerned  with  the  identification  of  fibres 
by  microscope  and  simple  chemical  tests;  detection  of  adul- 
teration of  fibres  by  these  tests ;  waterproofing  and  fire-proof- 
ing of  materials;  mineral,  natural,  and  coal  tar  dyes,  their 
composition  and  effect  on  major  fibres;  bleaching  of  these 
dyes;  soap,  its  manufacture  and  use  in  the  home.  Prere- 
quisite :  Organic  Chemistry.  One  hour  recitation  and  two 
two-hour  laboratory  periods  each  week  for  one  quarter. 
Credit :  1  hour.    Junior  and  Senior  elective.    Miss  Sullivan. 

20.  Advanced  Biology. 

A  study  of  the  anatomy,  physiology  and  hygiene  of  plants 
and  animals.  The  chemical  and  physical  processes  involved 
in  their  development  as  races  and  growth  as  individuals  will 
receive  proper  attention.  Their  classification  and  economic 
value  will  be  considered.  One  double  and  two  single  class 
periods  per  week,  36  weeks.  Laboratory  fee,  $2.00.  Credit: 
3  hours.    Mr.  Elhuff. 

Juniors  in  the  science  curriculum  must  elect  Science  20  or 
Science  21. 

21.  Botany. 

A  study  of  plants;  their  classification,  anatomy,  physiology, 
and  hygiene.  Their  economic  and  ecological  value  will  re- 
ceive proper  consideration.  Their  modification  and  adapta- 
tion to  their  physical  environment  will  be  studied.  One  double 
and  two  single  class  periods  per  week,  18  weeks.  Laboratory 
fee,  $1.50.    Credit:  1%  hours.     Mr.  Earnest. 
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22.  Zoology. 

A  study  of  the  historical  development  of  animals,  their  mod- 
ifications and  adaptations  to  their  environment,  their  classi- 
fication and  distribution,  their  economic  and  ecological  value. 
One  double  and  two  single  periods  per  week,  IB  weeks.  Lab- 
oratory fee,  $1.50.     Credit:  1%  hours. 

23.  Microbiology. 

This  course  deals  with  molds,  yeasts,  and  bacteria.  Skill  in 
handling  micro-organisms  is  developed.  Emphasis  is  placed 
upon  their  ecological  and  economical  value  in  the  home  and 
community.  Required  of  Household  Arts  students,  elective 
for  others.  One  single  and  two  double  class  periods  per  week, 
24  weeks.    Laboratory  fee,  $3.00.  Credit :  2  hours.  Mr.  Elhuff. 

24.  Protozoology. 

A  study  of  microscopic  animal  forms.  Emphasis  placed 
upon  culture  methods,  physiological  and  chemical  properties, 
and  economic  value.  Elective  for  juniors  in  the  science  cur- 
riculum. One  single  and  two  double  class  periods  per  week, 
12  weeks.    Laboratory  fee,  $2.00.    Credit :  1  hour.    Mr.  Elhuff. 

25.  Cytology. 

A  study  of  the  morphological  features  of  the  cell  in  all  of 
its  parts  and  the  cell's  chemical  and  physical  properties.  This 
course  leads  to  a  more  complete  understanding  of  the  physio- 
logical processes  in  large  living  organisms.  Elective  for 
juniors  in  the  science  curriculum.  One  single  and  two  double 
class  periods  per  week.  Laboratory  fee,  $5.00.  Credit:  1 
hour.    Mr.  Elhuff.     (Not  offered  in  1932-33). 

26.  Analytical  Chemistry. 

A  course  in  qualitative  analysis,  inorganic.  Elective  for 
juniors  in  the  science  curriculum.  One  single  and  two  double 
class  periods  per  week,  12  weeks.  Laboratory  fee,  $5.00. 
Credit :  1  hour.    Mr.  Elhuff. 

31.    Greology  and  Astronomy. 

This  course  deals  with  the  forces  of  nature  that  control  the 
movements  of  bodies  of  the  universe,  the  forces  that  modify 
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the  earth's  surface  and  how  they  affect  man.  A  comprehen- 
sive idea  of  the  unity  of  matter  is  developed,  the  imagination 
is  stretched  to  comprehend  the  vastness  of  space  and  the 
smallness  of  the  unit  of  matter.  The  surface  features  of 
Georgia  and  the  sky  will  be  used  for  field  work.  Three  single 
class  periods  per  week,  36  weeks.  Credit :  3  hours.  Mr.  Ear- 
nest. 

32.  Organization  of  Subject  Matter  aJid  Methods  in  High 
School  Science. 

In  this  course  the  sciences  that  are  taught  in  high  schools 
will  be  treated  separately.  Proper  methods  of  organization  of 
the  subject  matter  to  fit  the  experience  of  the  high  school  stu- 
dents will  be  developed.  All  methods  of  teaching  science  will 
be  discussed  and  practiced.  The  whole  science  field  will  be 
reviewed.  Required  of  seniors  in  the  science  curriculum.  Three 
single  class  periods  per  week,  36  weeks.  Credit :  3  hours.  Mr. 
Elhuff. 

33.  Methods  in  General  Science. 

General  science  is  said  to  be  the  hardest  subject  to  teach. 
This  course  is  a  detailed  and  comprehensive  review  of  all  the 
sciences  on  the  experience  level  of  senior  high  school  pupils. 
Methods  of  organization  and  teaching  will  be  discussed  and 
practiced.  Elective  for  seniors  in  the  science  curriculum.  Three 
class  periods  per  week,  18  weeks.  Credit:  li/^  hours.  Mr. 
Elhuff.     (Not  offered  in  1932-1933.) 

34.  Quajititative  Chemical  Analysis. 

This  is  a  course  in  quantitative  analysis  in  both  inorganic 
and  organic  chemistry  that  will  be  useful  in  the  home.  One 
single  and  two  double  class  periods  per  week,  18  weeks.  Labora- 
tory fee,  $5.00.    Credit :  11/2  hours.     (Not  offered  in  1932-1933.) 

35.  Comprehensive  Science. 

This  is  a  comprehensive  course  in  the  physical  and  biological 
sciences  on  the  experience  level  of  seniors.  It  is  intended  for 
those  students  who  did  not  elect  any  science  or  only  one  or 
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two  sciences.  It  will  enlarge  their  reading  field  and  help  in 
understanding  scientific  methods.  From  the  large  number  of 
facts  and  theories  presented,  the  students  may  draw  their  own 
conclusions.  It  is  a  lecture  and  reading  course.  Three  single 
class  periods  per  week,  36  weeks.  Fee,  1.00  to  provide  demon- 
stration materials.     Credits:  3  hours.     Mr.  Elhuff. 
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Sociology  and  Economics 


M.  D.  DUNLAP. 


1.  Introductiomj  to  Sociology. 

An  introduction  to  the  causes  which  affect  the  life  of  society ; 
geographic  causes;  urbanization;  social  effects  of  the  distri- 
bution of  wealth;  types  of  poverty;  charity  organizations;  im- 
migration, and  other  social  causes  which  affect  life  and  society. 
Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit :  1  hour.  Mr.  Dun- 
lap. 

2.  Elements  of  Sociology. 

This  course  is  a  continuation  of  Course  1.  The  influence  of 
such  factors  as  production,  transportation,  communication, 
social,  educational  and  religious  organizations  will  be  care- 
fully studied  with  special  emphasis  on  the  features  which 
should  be  of  most  interest  to  teachers.  Three  hours  per  week, 
one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisite:  Sociology  1.  Mr. 
Dunlap. 

3.  Elements  of  Sociology. 

This  course  is  a  continuation  of  Course  2.  Such  topics  as 
social  ideals  and  social  control,  social  pathology,  methods  of 
social  investigation  and  kindred  subjects  are  discussed  with 
special  attention  to  their  relation  to  teachers.  Three  hours 
per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisite:  So- 
ciology 1  and  2.     Mr.  Dunlap. 

40.    Rural  Sociology. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  an  interest  in  the  funda- 
mental knowledge  of  rural  life  and  the  development  of  its 
social  organization.  Topics  discussed  will  be  those  of  primary 
interest  to  all  teachers  with  special  emphasis  on  the  problems 
with  which  rural  teachers  should  be  familiar.  Rural  condi- 
tions in  Georgia  will  be  studied  at  close  range.  Three  hours 
per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisite:  So- 
ciology 1  and  2.    For  Certificate.    Mr.  Dunlap. 
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21.  Ethics. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  awaken  a  vital  conviction 
of  the  genuine  reality  of  moral  problems  and  the  value  of  re- 
flective thought  in  dealing  with  them.  It  emphasizes  the  im- 
portance and  possibilities  of  right  living;  why  one  act  is  bet- 
ter than  another;  to  help  the  student  see  the  moral  dangers 
of  the  day  and  place  proper  value  on  the  better  things  of  life. 
Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Pre- 
requisite: Sociology  1,  2  and  3.     Mr.  Dunlap. 

22.  Criminology  and  Penology. 

A  treatment  of  the  conditions  of  society  which  tend  to  pro- 
duce crime  and  criminals  with  suggestions  as  to  the  best  reme- 
dies for  these  conditions.  Topics  discussed:  The  problems  of 
crime  and  criminals;  the  making  of  the  criminal;  modes  of 
punishment;  the  prison  system;  juvenile,  men*s  and  women's 
reformatories ;  the  machinery  of  justice.  Three  hours  per  week, 
one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisite:  Sociology  1,  2, 
and  3.    Mr.  Dunlap. 

23.  Rural  Social  Problems. 

The  object  of  this  course  is  for  a  better  understanding  of 
the  rural  problems  of  Georgia.  Much  of  the  material  used 
will  be  taken  from  actual  experienced  members  of  this  class 
and  alumnae  of  this  school.  Visits  to  some  of  the  surround- 
ing rural  and  small  town  communities  will  be  made  by  the 
class  and  each  member  will  be  given  projects  to  work  out 
and  report  results  in  class.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  put 
members  of  this  class  in  active  touch  with  some  of  the  most 
vital  problems  of  the  South.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quai> 
ter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisite:  Sociology  1,  2,  and  3.  Mr. 
Dunlap. 

25.    Principles  of  Sociology. 

This  course  is  designed  for  those  students  who  are  majoring 
in  some  other  field  and  want  Sociology  in  their  Junior  year. 
This  course  is  to  give  the  student  an  intelligent  understanding 
and  a  working  system  of  thought  about  society  and  social 
origins;  to  make  a  general  introductory  survey  of  the  field  of 
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the  principles  of  sociology.  Three  hours  per  week,  three  quar- 
ters. Credit:  3  hours.  Prerequisite:  Junior  standing.  Mr. 
Dunlap. 

11.  Introduction  to  Economics. 

This  course  is  an  elementary  treatment  of  the  fundamental 
principles  and  basic  forces  in  modern  life.  It  is  a  background 
for  advanced  courses  and  as  such  will  deal  in  an  elementary 
way  with  the  great  economic  questions  and  problems  of  our 
day.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit :  1  hour.  Mr. 
Dunlap. 

12.  Elemental  of  Economics. 

This  course  deals  with  the  concepts  of  the  production  of 
wealth.  Topics:  Economic  struggle,  production,  distribution, 
consumption,  valuation,  etc.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quar- 
ter. Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisite:  Economics  11.  Mr,  Dun- 
lap. 

13.  Elements  of  Economics. 

This  course  completes  the  elementary  principles  and  deals 
with  their  application  to  some  of  the  common  business  and  in- 
dustrial problems.  Topics:  Exchange,  labor  problems,  public 
finance,  economic  policies,  money  and  banking,  etc.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisite: 
Economics  11  and  12.    Mr.  Dunlap. 

31.  Rural  Economics. 

A  study  in  efficient  management  in  agriculture,  tenancy, 
insurance,  cooperative  buying  and  selling,  and  other  rural  eco- 
nomic problems.  Three  hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit: 
1  hour.    Prerequisite:  Economics  11,  12  and  13.    Mr.  Dunlap. 

32.  Marketing  of  Farm  Products. 

Designed  for  those  teachers  who  desire  to  be  able  to  give 
intelligent  assistance  to  the  community  farmery  in  simple 
methods  of  marketing  farm  products.  Topics  The  marketing 
functions;  the  condition  affecting  the  costs  (of  marketing;, 
storage;  shipment j  marketing  agencies;  price-fixing  forces; 
direct  marketing;  urban  marketing,  etc.    Three  hours  per  week. 
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one  quarter.     Credit:  1  hour.     Prerequisite:  Economics  11,  12 
and  13.     Mr.  Dunlap. 

33.    Money  and  Banking. 

Principles  of  money,  credit  and  banking.  Special  study  of 
Federal  Farm  Loan,  Federal  Reserve  System  and  features  of 
banking  which  should  be  of  special  interest  to  teachers.  Three 
hours  per  week,  one  quarter.  Credit:  1  hour.  Prerequisite: 
Economics  11,  12  and  13.     Mr.  Dunlap. 

35.    Principles  of  Economics. 

This  course  is  designed  for  those  students  who  are  major- 
ing in  some  other  field  and  want  a  course  in  Economics  in 
their  Senior  year.  The  usual  phases  of  the  subject  are  dis- 
cussed under  the  general  divisions  of  the  consumption,  the 
production,  the  distribution,  and  the  exchange  of  wealth.  Three 
hours  per  week,  three  quarters.  Credit :  3  hours.  Prerequisite : 
Senior  standing. 

140.    Introduction  to  Rural  Economics. 

This  is  an  elementary  course  designed  for  those  who  are 
doing  Certificate  work.  The  economic  problems  of  the  rural 
sections  are  discussed  with  special  emphasis  on  the  part  that 
should  be  played  by  the  rural  teacher  in  assisting  in  the  solu- 
tion of  the  problems  of  her  community.  Three  hours  per 
week,  one  quarter.     Credit:  1  hour.     Mr.  Dunlap.

The  aim  of  the  Voice  Department  is  to  set  before  the  stu- 
dent the  ideal  of  a  pure  and  resonant  vocal  tone,  and  to  de- 
velop the  ability  to  produce  such  a  tone. 

Freshman. 

Breathing  and  postural  exercises;  tone  placing;  simple  scales 
and  arpeggios;  exercises  to  equalize  the  vowel  sounds.

Songs:  Special  attention  is  given  to  articulation  in  the  use 
of  simple  songs. 

Sophomore. 

Major  and  minor  scales,  legato  and  staccato,  in  turns  and 
triplets. 

Studies:  Sieber,  Concone. 

Songs  of  American  and  English  composers. 

Junior. 

Technical  work  continued;  portamento;  trills,  cadenzas. 
Studies:  Concone,  Marchesi. 

Songs  from  American,  English,  French  and  other  schools. 
Introductory  work  in  oratorio  and  opera. 

Senior. 

Technical  work  continued. 

Studies:  Panseron,  or  equivalent. 

Songs  selected  from  classic  and  modem  composers.  Work 
continued  in  oratorio  and  opera. 

Recitals  are  given  in  the  studio  so  the  student  may  have 
the  practice  of  singing  before  a  small  group  before  appearing 
in  large  public  recitals. 

The  year  is  divided  into  four  terms  of  nine  weeks  each. 
Tuition  is  $1*8.00  for  term  of  nine  weeks,  two  half -hour  lessons 
per  week,  and  is  payable  in  advance  at  the  time  board  is  due. 
This  includes  use  of  piano  for  practice. 
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Carnegie  Library 


The  college  library,  a  Carnegie  gift,  is  an  attractive  and 
well  equipped  building.  It  is  centrally  located  in  one  of 
the  most  pleasing  spots  on  the  campus. 

The  books  are  well  selected  and  constitute  a  good  working 
library.  There  are  approximately  14,000  volumes  and  several 
thousand  classified  pamphlets. 

The  students  have  access,  also,  to  a  file  of  about  one  hundred 
current  periodicals  which  are  bound  as  rapidly  as  they  ac- 
cumulate and  add  materially  to  the  reference  equipment. 

The  library  is  open  to  instructors  and  students  in  all  de- 
partments every  day,  except  Sunday,  from  8:30  A.  M.  until 
5:30  P.  M. 
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Correspondence  Study 


General  Information. 

The  Georgia  State  Teachers  College  offers  correspondence 
to  those  whose  duties  make  it  impossible  for  them  to  pursue 
work  in  residence.  These  courses  are  designed  for  those  who 
are  interested  in  professional  growth,  desire  guidance  or  wish 
to  supplement  their  training.  These  courses  are  prepared  by 
the  regular  members  of  the  Faculty  and  are  given  in  the 
class  rooms  of  the  several  departments  during  the  regular 
session. 

Nature  of  the  Work. 

Each  course  shall  consist  of  as  many  lessons  as  the  instruc- 
tor may  require.  Each  quarter  course  shall  approximate  a 
minimum  of  150  hours'  work.  Each  lesson  shall  consist  of 
assignments  from  texts,  supplementary  reading,  questions  to 
test  the  method  of  the  work,  and  the  results  obtained. 

Credit. 


For  each  course  with  the  equivalent  of  a  quarter's  work, 
the  Georgia  State  Teachers  College  allows  1  hours  credit. 
This  credit  may  apply  towards  a  diploma  or  a  degree. 

No  fractional  course  can  be  offered  for  credit.  The  full 
course  must  be  taken  if  credit  is  to  be  obtained. 

Admission  Requirements. 

The  Georgia  State  Teachers  College  wishes  to  be  reasonably 
sure  that  a  student  can  succeed  in  the  course  she  desires  to 
take,  and  it  reserves  the  right  to  examine  her  application 
carefully  and  before  enrollment,  to  recommend  other  courses 
than  those  selected,  or  reject  the  application  if  the  statements 
on  her  blanks  justify  such  action.  If  the  student  is  not  ac- 
cepted or  if  she  does  not  wish  to  change  from  her  original 
choice,  her  fee  will  be  refunded. 

A  student  wishing  to  enroll  must  not  be  in  attendance  in 
any  other  institution,  or  in  residence  at  State  Teachers  Col- 
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lege,  and  must  satisfy  the  entrance  requirements  of  the  State 
Teachers  College. 

Courses. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  enroll  in  more  than  two 
courses  at  the  same  time.  It  is  advised  that  all  of  the  time 
be  concentrated  on  one  course.  A  student  is  expected  to 
finish  the  course  by  end  of  scholastic  year.  A  minimum  of 
one  semester  is  allowed  a  student  to  finish  a  course  provided 
he  distributes  his  work  evenly. 

Before  a  student  enrolls  for  a  course  he  must  fulfill  all  the 
prerequisites  required  by  the  instructor. 

The  methods  of  instruction  serve  to  keep  the  student  and 
teacher  in  close  contact  with  the  work  of  the  course.  After 
preparing  the  lesson  the  student  writes  his  answers  and  mails 
his  paper  to  the  instructor  together  with  any  questions  con- 
cerning such  difficulties  as  may  have  arisen  during  the  study. 
The  instructor  corrects  and  comments  on  the  paper  and  re- 
turns it  to  the  student.  In  like  manner  the  work  goes  on 
until  the  course  is  completed.  No  incomplete  course  will  be 
given  credit. 

Examinations  of  each  course  will  be  given  either  at  the 
State  Teachers  College  or  under  supervision  satisfactory  to 
the  State  Teachers  College.  No  credit  is  given  unless  an  ex- 
amination is  taken. 

No  course  is  given  during  summer  vacation,  except  by  in- 
structor's permission. 

Credit  Value  Toward  a  Diploma  or  Degree. 

No  work  in  Senior  class  will  be  given  by  correspondence. 
Correspondence  work  completed  for  the  two-year  course  will 
not  be  accepted  in  the  degree  courses.  In  cases  of  emergency, 
classes  begun,  with  permission  of  faculty,  may  be  completed 
by  correspondence. 

Records  of  correspondence  grades  shall  be  kept  as  such 
and  so  indicated  when  transferred  to  other  institutions. 

No  student  may  take  more  than  one-third  of  the  work  re- 
quired for  a  diploma  or  a  degree. 
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The  State  Teachers  College  does  not  grant  a  diploma  or 
a  degree  for  correspondence  study  work  alone. 

Fees. 

All  fees  are  payable  in  advance  and  they  should  accompany 
the  application  for  instruction.  The  matriculation  fee  is  $10 
and  is  required  of  all  students  at  the  time  of  their  first  regis- 
tration. The  tuition  fee  for  each  quarter  course  is  eight 
($8.00)  dollars.  The  tuition  fee  includes  payment  for  instruc- 
tion sent  for  return  of  lesson  papers. 

No  fees  will  be  returned  after  the  work  has  begun.

Application  blanks  will  be  sent  on  request. 

A  student  may  begin  a  course  for  which  he  has  been  ac- 
cepted at  any  time  which  will  allow  the  work  to  be  completed 
by  end  of  scholastic  year.  It  is  advised  that  application  be 
made  in  September  and  February.

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Lecture  Course 


The  school  maintains  a  Lyceum  Course  which  is  free  to  all 
the  students  of  the  school  and  in  which  are  engaged  the  best 
platform  performers  we  can  produce.  In  addition  to  this,  a 
series  of  lectures  by  prominent  men  and  women  in  the  state, 
who  have  accomplished  things  in  the  special  line  of  work  in 
which  each  is  interested,  is  kept  up  throughout  the  year. 

Moreover,  Athens  affords  the  school  wonderful  opportunity 
for  seeing  and  hearing  those  who  have  attained  distinction 
along  many  lines  of  endeavor.  The  school,  in  fact,  is  at  times 
embarrassed  with  the  richness  of  its  opportunities  of  this 
kind.  From  time  to  time  such  men  as  Dr.  Campbell  Morgan, 
Mr.  George  Foster  Peabody  and  others  of  national  reputation 
speak  in  the  auditorium.  They  are  invaluable  aids  in  giv- 
ing finishing  touches  to  the  education  which  the  school  is 
striving  to  impart  to  its  student  body. 


Motion  Pictures 

Motion  pictures  are  frequently  used  by  the  various  teachers 
to  supplement  their  class-room  instruction.  This  method  of 
teaching  has  proven  to  be  both  interesting  and  instructive. 

The  moving  picture  machine  is  also  used  by  lecturers  who 
visit  the  school  and  at  such  times  when  the  students  are  not 
otherwise  engaged  some  of  the  best  popular  films  are  shown. 
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Student  Organizations 


1.  The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association. 

The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association,  through  its  so^ 
cial  life,  Vesper  services.  Morning  Watch,  Bible  study,  mis- 
sion  study,  church  attendance  and  intercollegiate  relationships, 
seeks  to  promote  the  spirit  of  Christian  thinking  and  Christian 
living  among  the  students  and  to  train  them  for  Christian  life 
and  work. 

The  Social  Work  consists  in  aiding  new  students  to  har. 
monious  adjustment  to  the  school  life  and  its  activities,  with 
continuous  efforts  for  daily  service  in  sundry  ways. 

The  Course  in  World  Fellowship  is  carefully  planned  and 
the  text  books  used  are  the  newest  and  best,  treating  both 
home  and  foreign  mission  problems. 

Intercollegiate  relationships  have  been  established  by  dele, 
gations  to  Georgia  Students  Volunteer  Union,  the  Southern 
Conference  of  the  Young  Women's  Christian  Association,  by 
visits  of  traveling  student  secretaries,  delegates  to  the  Stu- 
dent Volunteer  Convention,  Cabinet  training  councils,  visit- 
ing  Secretaries  of  the  churches  and  W.  C.  T.  U.,  and  the 
interchange  of  reports  and  methods  with  other  associations. 

Church  attendance  is  emphasized  in  order  that  the  students 
may  derive  all  the  spiritual  benefits  possible  from  the  exceh 
lent  church  .facilities  of  Athens,  and  to  foster  the  habit  of 
church  attendance. 

2.  Bible  Study. 

The  purpose  of  thisi  course  is  to  give  such  a  general  knowl. 
edge  of  the  Bible  as  will  furnish  to  the  students  a  background 
for  future  work  in  detail. 

The  lessons  are  arranged  for  systematic  daily  readings 
through  the  Bible,  beginning  with  Genesis.  Weekly  lessons 
are  held  on  these  readings,  bringing  out  such  points  about 
the  great  Book  as  every  person  ought  to  know. 

The  aim  of  the  teachers  in  presenting  these  lessons  is  to 
bring  the  students  into  loving  acquaintance  with  God's  Word. 
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The  course  is  entirely  optional,  but  all  students  are  encour- 
aged to  join  one  of  these  classes,  and  due  recognition  is  given 
their  work  in  the  permanent  records  of  the  school. 

The  Bible  classes  are  taught  by  members  of  the  Faculty. 

The  State  Teachers  College  won  second  honor  in  this  work 
in  the  United  States  at  the  Panama  Exposition  Young  Women's 
Christian  Association  National  Contest  in  1915. 

There  was  interest  in  memorizing  Scripture  prescribed  by 
Helen  Gould  Shepherd,  for  which  she  presented  Student's 
Bibles.  The  school  has  won  246  of  these  Bibles.  This  was 
discontinued  in  1921. 

Since  1922  Mrs.  Gertrude  Alexander  has  been  giving  the 
Campbell  Morgan  edition  of  the  Bible,  bringing  our  number 
to  263. 

Students  are  urged  to  keep  in  their  respective  classes  in 
Bible  work  as  in  other  studies. 

The  State  Teachers  College  won  first  honor  in  the  United 
States  on  the  Student  Association  Honor  Roll  at  the  Panama 
Exposition  for  the  largest  average  in  proportion  to  total  en- 
rollment in  Mission  Study  and  Social  Welfare  classes  in  1915. 
The  College  won  second  honor  places  in  the  two  subjects  that 
follow:  volunteer  Bible  Study  classes  and  attendance  on  re- 
ligious services. 

3.  The  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union. 

In  connection  with  the  Young  Woman's  Christian  Associa- 
tion work  of  the  College,  there  is  an  organized  Woman's 
Christian  Temperance  Union  which  holds  regular  meetings 
once  per  month  and  endeavors  to  further  the  study  and 
interest  in  the  Temperance  Cause. 

4.  The  Student  Volunteer  Movement. 

This  group  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  is  composed  of  the  individual 
students  who  have  consecrated  their  lives  to  service  In  the 
foreign  fields  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  Gospel  of  Christ 
"into  all  the  world." 

5.  Altioria  Literary  Society. 

At  one  time  there  was  only  one  society  in  the  State  Teach- 
ers  College.     On   account   of   the    overwhelming  number   of 
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members  it  was  advised  that  two  societies  be  formed.  In 
1905  the  two  literary  societies,  under  their  new  names,  Mil- 
dred Rutherford  and  Altioria,  began  their  work  anew.  Pro- 
fessor Earnest  gave  us  our  name  "Altioria,"  meaning  higher 
and  better.  Since  the  date  of  our  birth,  under  the  aim  and  ex- 
cellent prevailing  spirit  of  our  motto,  ''Excelsior,"  we  have 
been  growing  each  year,  striving  for  the  supernal  and  superior 
things  in  our  school  life.  The  aim  of  the  Altioria  Society  is 
the  advancement  of  scholarship  by  enjoying  together  the  best 
to  be  found  in  literature  and  the  development  of  "Ideal  Wo- 
manhood" through  faithfulness  and  usefulness  to  our  school 
and  to  our  "fellows." 

6.  The  Mildred  Rutherford  Literary  Society. 

The  aim  of  this  society  is  to|  develop  the  literary  phase  of 
the  student  life  through  the  creation  of  an  interest  in  and 
appreciation  for  literature,  music  and  art.  The  betterment 
of  the  social  life  of  the  school  is  the  result  of  the  activities 
of  this  organization  and  it  is  in  this  connection  that  some  of 
the  closest  friendships  are  formed  which  exist  not  only  while 
in  attendance  here  but  the  influence  of  which  will  be  felt 
into  the  future. 

An  example  of  the  highest  type  of  womanhood  is  set  before 
the  girls  in  the  sponsor  of  the  organization.  Miss  Milderd 
Rutherford,  whose  fine  and  noble  character  and  the  ideals  for 
which  she  stood  are  ever  a  beacon  light  to  those  who  knew 
her. 

7.  Glee  Club. 

The  purpose  of  this  organization  is  recreative  choral  work 
as  well  as  to  afford  an  opportunity  for  the  study  of  classical 
compositions.  Membership  is  open  to  any  member  of  the  stu- 
dent body.  The  organization  gives  two  concerts  annually  and 
assists  at  other  functions  of  the  school. 

8.  County  Clubs. 

Nearly  every  county  in  Georgia  is  represented  at  the  State 
Teachers  College.  Many  of  these  counties  have  enough  stu- 
dents to  organize  and  there  are  more  than  twenty  county 
clubs.     The  purposes  of  the  clubs  are :  a  definite  way  to  aid 
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in  the  development  of  county  affairs;  a  splendid  way  for 
those  from  home  to  get  together;  a  medium  to  interest  other 
students  in  the  schools ;  a  source  of  great  pleasure  and  leisure. 
These  clubs  are  doing  a  splendid,  constructive  work.  More 
counties  are  to  be  organized  and  it  is  the  aim  of  all  of  them 
to  keep  up  the  supply  of  members  from  year  to  year  and  to 
be  of  real  service  to  the  people  at  home. 

9.    Athletic  Association. 

The  Athletic  Association  is  an  organization  of  the  students 
to  promote  and  encourage  outdoor  sports  and  athletics  and 
is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Department  of  Physical 
Education. 

The  Association  has  a  well-equipped  athletic  field,  with 
courts  for  tennis,  basketball,  volley  ball  and  other  games. 
Field  Days  and  various  athletic  contests  stimulate  interest  in 
outdoor  activities  and  provide  sane,  wholesome  recreation. 

11.  Alumni-ae  Association. 

The  Alumni-ae  Association  of  the  Georgia  State  Teachers 
College  is  an  organization  concerned  with  the  welfare  of  the 
school  and  its  alumni-ae,  and  with  the  professional  advance- 
ment of  education.  It  is  the  channel  through  which  the  school 
and  its  alumni-ae  can  be  of  mutual  help  to  each  other.  Its 
purpose  is  to  provide  a  scholarship  fund,  to  promote  loyalty 
to  the  school,  and  to  disseminate  the  ideals  for  which  the 
school  stands. 

All  graduates  of  the  school  are  active  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation and  all  persons,  who  have  at  any  time  been  students 
of  the  school,  are  associate  members. 

The  officers  of  the  Association  are  as  follows:  President, 
Kate  E.  Hicks;  Secretary,  Iris  Callaway;  Treasurer,  Mrs.  H. 
C.  Doolittle. 

12.  The  Reflex. 

The  Reflex,  is  the  student  paper.  It  is  issued  in  newspaper 
style.  It  is  printed  once  a  month.  All  general  school  news, 
society  dots,  editorials,  literary,  society  pages,  Y.  W.  C.  A. 
notes  and  jokes  form  the  basis  of  its  development.     The  ed- 
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itors  are  elected  from  the  student  body.    They  do  all  the  writ- 
ing for  the  paper  under  the  supervision  of  a  faculty  member. 

13.  The  Crystal. 

The  Crystal  is  the  Senior  Annual.  Every  Senior  class  pub^ 
lishes  a  Crystal.  The  book  appears  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
It  is  a  memory  book  in  printed  form.  The  editors  are  elected 
from  the  Senior  class. 

14.  Quadrangle. 

The  Quadrangle  is  an  organization  of  students  for  the  pur- 
pose of  promoting  and  encouraging  mental,  moral,  physical 
and  social  development.  This  organization  is  open  to  the  en- 
tire student  body  who  have  had  a  certain  period  of  residence 
and  who  have  attained  a  required  standard  in  mental,  moral, 
physical  and  social  activities. 

16.  American  Red  Cross. 

The  College  has  its  own  independent  Chapter  of  the  Ameri- 
can Red  Cross.  It  was  the  first  and  possibly  the  only  Chap- 
ter in  a  school.  It  was  organized  during  the  war  and  the 
students  did  excellent  work.  The  Chapter  is  still  in  force 
and;  has  more  than  one  hundred  members. 

17.  Mathematics  Club. 

All  students  electing  the  Mathematics  Curriculum — and 
others  interested — should  affiliate  themselves  with  the  G.  S. 
T.  C.  Mathematics  Club,  and  take  part  in  the  discussions  of 
the  club.  The  club  is  conducted  by  the  upper  classes,  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  department.  The  club  meets  fortnightly 
during  the  college  year. 

18.  Executive  Council  Board. 

The  Executive  Council  Board  is  composed  of  members  from 
each  of  the  class  councils  with  faculty  members  as  advisers. 

The  purpose  of  the  organization  is  to  act  as  a  clearing  house 
for  the  plans  and  activities  of  the  student  body. 

19.  Kappa  Delta  Pi. 

Kappa  Delta  Pi  is  a  national  honor  fraternity  in  Educa- 
tion. It  is  open  to  all  outstanding  Juniors  and  Seniors  in 
full  standing. 
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20.  The  Home  Economics  Club. 

The  Home  Economics  Club  is  an  organization  of  the  House- 
hold Arts  Department,  but  membership  is  voluntary.  The  club 
is  affiliated  with  the  Georgia  Home  Economics  Association, 
the  American  Home  Economics  Association,  and  federated 
with  the  Georgia  Woman's  Clubs.  Some  of  the  accomplish- 
ments have  been:  the  raising  of  four  one-hundred  dollar 
scholarships  for  girls  of  the  department,  the  publishing  of 
original  programs,  and  the  participation  in  state  publications 
and  activities.  The  aims  of  the  club  are  to  develop  leadership 
and  fellowship  through  the  varied  educational,  social,  and 
recreational  programs  and  functions.  At  present  the  mem- 
bership numbers  112. 

21.  Current  History  Club. 

This  club  has  for  its  purpose  the  stimulation  of  a  keener 
interest  in  History  as  it  is  being  made.  Its  weekly  programs 
seek  to  present  interesting  developments  in  international,  as 
well  as  national  and  local  circles.  By  supplementing  the  reg- 
ular classwork  with  studies  in  contemporary  events,  it  is  be- 
lieved that  the  club  may  further  bring  to  the  students  a  reali- 
zation! of  the  value  of  the  study  of  History  in  giving  a  better 
background  for  the  understanding  of  these  current  happenings. 

Membership  is  open  to  the  entire  student  body,  the  member- 
ship dues  being  a  very  small  sum.,
